MiY  IT  Please  Your  Honor  : — 

I  beg  to  snbmit,  as  required  by  law,  my  Report  on  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  Province  for  the  School  Year  1900-1. 

By  the  provisions  of  "The  Schools' Act,  1900,"  the  School  Year  now  be- 
gins on  the  first  day  of  July  and  ends  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each 
year. 

The  Tabular  Statements  given  in  Parts  II.  and  III.,  are  for  the  School 
Year  ending  June  30th,  1901.  The  Inspectors'  Reports  cover  the  whole  of  the 
Calendar  year,  1901. 

The  following  summary  of  the  Statistical  Tables  (See  Part  II)  presents  a 
general  comparison  of  the  work  of  the  two  terms  under  review,  with  that  of  the 
corresponding  terms  of  the  previous  twelve  months : —

CHIEF  SCPERIN'TENDKNT'S  REPOBT. 
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As  anticipated  in  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  statistics  for  the  two  terms 
under  review,  show  a  further  deciease  in  the  number  of  schools  in  operation 
and  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  as  compared  with  the  correspondiDg  terms  of 
recent  years.  The  principal  cause  of  this  falling  ofl*  was,  without  doubt,  the 
closing  of  the  schools  in  many  districts  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of 
small-pox    and  other    epidemic   diseases. 

Another  cause  more  particularly  afiectiug  the  rural  districts,  was  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  teachers.  This  is  a  condition  of  things  so  detrimental 
to  educational  progress,  that  public  attention  cannot  be  too  strongly  directed 
to  the  causes  which  have  brought  it  about. 

THE   SCARCITY    OF   TEACHERS. 

By  reference  to  the  Normal  School  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
average  enrolment  of  candidates  for  the  teaching  profession  during  the  last 
ten  years  was  273 ;  but  as  a  porti  n  of  those  enrolled  were  already  licensed 
teschers  who  were  seeking  advance  of  class,  it  may  be  estimated  that  fiom  240 
to  250  new  candidates  present  themselves  each  year.  This  number  would 
provide  for  vacancies  caused  by  the  annual  withdrawal  uf  about  one-eighth  of 
the  total  number  of  teachers  employed,  and  this  pioportion,  under  ordinary 
circumstjinces,  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  schools. 

But  under  existing  conditions  a  much  larger  proportion  than  12^  per 
cent,  of  trained  teachers  of  the  higher  classes  seek  and  obtain  other  employ- 
ments. There  are  now  many  more  avenues  of  activity  than  formerly,  openiuiy 
up  Wfore  educated  and  energetic  young  puoplo  of  both  sexes,  and  these  new 
fields  of  usefulness  give  ])romi9e  of  much  better  financial  rewards  and  their 
cultivation  is  attended  with  less  nervous  strain  and  self-denial  t!uin  an*  usually 
associated  with  the  rharfjo  of  a  countrv  school.  The  inevitable  results  are  the 
withdrawal  annually  from  th'?  teaching  profession  of  hundreds  of  our  best 
qualified  teachers  and  the  consequent  closing  of  the  schools  or,  wliat  is  scarcely 
a  le.ss  evil,  placing  them  in  charge  of  teachers  of  imperfect  education  and  utterly 
incompetent  for  the  prop.M*  dis^hir^'e  of  the  functions  of  a  teacher. 

The  time  has  come  when  some  remedy  must  bcj  found  for  this  growing 
e\'il  ;  otherwise,  every  efVort  which  has  been  made  to  raise  the  standards  of  efli- 
ciency  in  the  schools  by  supplying  them  with  a  better  educated  and  better 
trained  class  of  teachers  will  be  rendered  abortive.  A  young  man  or  woman 
who  has  spent  years  in  acquiring  the  necessary  education,  who  has  undergone 
professional  training  and  successfully  passed  the  prescribed  examinations,  has  a 
right  to  claim   a   reasonably    remunerative  salary  from  some  source.     If  the 


public  revenues  are  too  limited  to  admit  of  increased  provincial  grai 
no  further  assistance  can  be  expected  by  the  augmentation  of  the  Coai 
then,  I  respectfully  submit,  that  by  legal  enactment,  the  achoi  I  districts,  in 
portion  to  their  taxable  valuation,  sliould  be  required  lo  coutrilu:.:  ai  -inioi 
which,  when  added  to  the  provincial  grant,  xviU  make  up  salaries  sutticient 
commiind  the  services  of  properly  educated  and  well  ij^ualified  teachers. 

In  my  last  Annua!  Report,  I  ^ave  a  list  of  twenty  school  districts,  havi 
a  taxable  valuation  rangiug  from  S409,350  to  $55,000,  in  which  the  highest  n 
contiibnted  by  the  district  towards  the  teacher's  salary  was  8185  and  ( 
lowest  885,  These  were  all  comparatively  wealthy  districts,  tn  the  pc 
districts,  so  called,  the  regular  Provincial  Grants  to  the  teachers  and  { 
County  Fund  Grants  to  the  Trustees  are  increased  from  25  toSSJperoe 
Even  with  this  help  it  is  not  reasonable  to  ex|ject  that  large  salaries  can  . 
given  in  such  dietricta ;  but  they  should  be  rei^uired  to  contribute  ooi 
to  thtiir  ability,  for  it  is  demoralizing  to  permit  even  the  poorest  of  district! . 
become  possessed  of  the  idea  that  they  need  incur  no  financial  reaponsib^ 
for  the  support  of  a  school  in  their  midst.  The  mininiimi  sum  they  should' 
required  to  contribute  towards  the  teacher's  salary  should  equal  the  I' 
Grant.  Cases  have  come  under  my  notice  during  the  present  year  in 
the  teachers  accepted  as  salary  the  Provincial  Grant  only,  and  the  amount  i 
the  County  Fund  was  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  all  other  expenses,  as  [ni 
Ac  :  so  that  in  these  cases,  the  schools,  instead  of  being  a  financial  chat' 
upon  the  districts,  were  actually  a  source  of  income. 

It  might  be  supposed  that  authority  had  beeu  invested  in  the   Board 
Edncation,  or  in  the  Chief  Superintendent  to  warrant  the  withholding  of  ti 
Provincial  Grant  and  the  County  Fund  in  such  cases  ;   but  this  is  not  the  El 
Under  Section  23  of  the  Schools'  Act,  the  dittricts  are  not  required   lo  provl 
more  than  may  be  found  necessary    "in  further  payment  of  teachers'  si 
over  and  above  the  sums  provided  by  the  Province  and  County,  and  any  i 
required  for  other  school   purposes   during   the  year."     The  amount,  if 
voted  at  the  Annual  School  Meetings  is  absolutely   within   the  control  of 
majority    of    ratepayers  j.resent.      The  employment  of  the   teacher  and  t^ 
amount   of  salary    contributed   by   the  district    is   determined   by  ihe   Loa 
School  Board,  and  it  often  happens  that  a  majority  of  the  School  Board  have 
other  intei'est  in  the  school  than  to    protect   themselves  and   feltow-rat«pay«i 
from  taxation.     The  results  are,  in  many  cases,  what  might  be  expected  who 
the  educational  interests  of  the  community  are   left,  without   limitation,  in 
hands  of  ignorant  and  narrow-minded  men,   who  have  no  proper  conoeptii 
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the  impoilAnce  of  the  trust  committed  to  their  charge.      When  obliged  to  open 
the  school,  they  employ  the  person  who  will  accept  the  position  at  the  lowes 
figure,  without  regard  to  any  othet  consideration. 

In  order  to  protect  the  higher  class  teachers  from  competition,  as  to  sala  ry 
with  teachers  holding  a  Third  Class  or  a  Local  License,  the  Boaid  of  Education 
some  years  ago  passed  the  following  regulation  : 

•'  Third  Class  Teachers  shall  not  be  employed  (except  as  class  room  assist- 
ants) in  districts  having  an  assessable  valuation  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  or 
upwards,  unless  by  the  written  consent  of  the  Chief  Superintendent.' 

In  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  thus  given   him,  the  Chief  Superintend- 
ent has  granted   permission   for   the   employment  of  Third  Class   or  Local^ 
licensed  Teachers   in    such  districts,   only   on   the   recommendation    of  the 
InspectDrs,  and  when  assured  that  the  closing  of  the   schools   indefinitely  was 
the  alternative.      And  yet  in  the  majority  of  cases   in   which  Trustees   have 
applied  for  such  permission,  there  is  strong  ground  for  the  belief  that  teachers  of 
the  Second  Class  could  have  been  obtained,  if  a  reasonable  salary  had  been 
offered,  and  proper  efforts   had  been  made  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the 
term. 

In  regard  to  the  granting  of  Local  Licenses,  it  may  be  said  that  for  several 
years  such  licenses  have  been  almost  exclusively  limited  to  the  Counties  of  Mada- 
waaka  and  Gloucester,  principally  the  former,  where  the  supply  of  French 
speaking  trained  teacherg  was  very  much  below  the  requirements.  But  during 
I  the  last  year,  in  order  to  prevent  the  closing  of  the  schools,  I  have  been 
mduced  to  grant  Local  Licenses  in  every  County  of  the  Province.  I  need 
scarcely  say  thatthe  majority  ofthose  for  whom  Local  Licenses  are  asked,  are 
young  girls  living  at  their  own  homes  in  the  community  where  they  are  to 
teach,  that  they  have  had  little  or  no  experience  of  life  outside  of  their  own 
narrow  circle,  that  their  education  is  but  little  in  advance  of  that  of  the  pupils 
whom  they  are  expected  to  teach,  and  that  neither  in  manner  nor  speech  are 
they  fitted  for  the  discharge  of  a  teacher's  duties. 

The  only  eftectual  remedy  for  the  evils  I  have  pointed  out  is  to  provide 
^nsoaie  way  for  an  ade(iuate  system  of  salaries,  graded  according  to  the  class, 
experience,  ability  and  length  of  service  of  the  teacher.  In  order  to  aid  in 
providing  adequate  salaries.  County  School  Districts  should  be  consolidated 
wherever  possible,  provision  should  be  made  for  taking  the  children  to  a 
!  central  school,  and  all  school  districts,  large  or  small,  should  be  required  to 
contribute  for  educational  purposes,  not  less  than  fifty  cents  on  every  hundred

By  refereni'^  to  Tahlus  IV.  and  VIII.,  it  will  lie  3eeii  that  the  nven 
ttalary  of  the  24  First  Class  MaW  Teachers  employed  daring  the  term  encU 
June  aoth.  lyOl,  was  $520.10  an  increase  of  $56.77  on  the  previous  ya 
anil  that  the  average  salary  of  the  305  First  Class  Kemale  Teachers  emploj 
during  the  same  term  was  '?312,69,  an  iacroase  of  85,88  on  the  previous 
The  increase  in  theae  averages  results  from  the  smaller  niimbat  of  these  c 
employed,  and  the  fact  that  a  larger  proportion  than  formerly  are  employed 
tlie  graded  schools  of  cities  and  towns. 

The  average  salaries  of  teachers  of  the  Second  and  Third  Classes  show 
small  decrease  with  one  exception.

In  regard  to  most  of  the  other  Tables  given  in  Part  II,  it  is  scarcely^ 
necessary  to  summarize. 

Disbursement  of  Provincial  Grants. 

By  reference  to  Tabless  IX  and  XIX,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Provin- 
cial Grants  to  the  Common,  Superior  and  Grammar  Schools,  amounted  to- 
$163,951.73,  a  decrease  of  $4,272.99  on  the  disbursement  of  the  previous  year. 
This  decrease  was  principally  on  account  of  the  smaller  number  of  common 
schools  in  operation.

These  examinations  consist  of : 

(1)  The  High  School  Entrance  Examinations  (See  Regulation  46,  School' 
Manual)  held  during  the  month  of  June  at  the  several  Grammar  Schools,  and 
such  of  the  Superior  Schools  as  apply  for  the  same.  They  cover  the  work 
of  Grades  I.  to  VIII.  inclusive,  or  the  Common  School  Grades.  Those  who 
successfully  pass  these  examinations  receive  a  certificate  which  is  intended  to 
serve  a  two-fold  purpose ;  lor  pupils  wlio  do  not  intend  to  continue  longer  at 
school  it  serves  as  a  diploma  ^iven  under  the  authority  of  the  Education 
De])artmeut,  testifying  that  the  holder  has  completed  salisfiictorily  the  course 
of  studies  of  the  Conim(»n  Schools ;  for  pupils  who  intend  to  continue  their 
studies  it  serves  as  a  certificate  uf  admittance  to  the  Hijjjh  School  classes. 

(2)  The  High  School  Leaving  Exiiminiitions  (See  Regulation  45,  School 
Manual)  held  the  first  week  in  July  at  different  examination  stations  throughout 
the  province.  They  cover  the  work  of  Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XL  of  the  Grammar 
S(^hools.  Diplomas  are  granted  tu  tlii-se  who  successfully  ])ass  these  exam- 
inations. 
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(3)  The  University  Matriculation  Examatiniona  held  at  the  same  time 
and  stations  as  the  Leaving  Examinations. 

(4)  The  Normal  School  Entrance  Examinations  held  at  the  same  time  and 
>  places  as  the  two  former.  Candidates  for  admittance  to  the  Normal  School 
';  and  Licensed  Teachers  seeking  for  advance  of  Class  are  required  to  pass  these 
['  examinations. 

(5)  The  Normal  School  Closing  Examinations,  held  at  the  NormEil  School, 
Frederieton,  and  at  St.  John  and  Chatham,  beginning  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
Jnne,  and  for  Third  Class  Candidates  in  December  and  May  of  each  year.

I  beg  to  add  the  following  notes  and  comments  on  some  of  these  reports, 

The  Normal  School. 

The  attendance  at  the  Normal  School  for  the  year  under  review  was  IK 
a  decrease  of  60  as  compared  with  the  previous  year ;  but  at  the  present  1 
(1901-2)  the  enrolment  is  270  which  is  about  the  average  for  the  past 
years.  The  diHiculty  experienced  in  finding  a  supply  of  teachers  for  the  school] 
indicates  that  many  who  receive  training  at  the  Normal  School  teach  hot 
very  short  time;  indeed  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  not  a  few  never 
in  teaching  or  drop  out  of  the  list  of  active  teachers  at  the  end  of  a  single  term 
It  would  appear  but  reasonable  that  those  who  receive  the  benefit  of  free  tuititn 
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^  tNiHiDg  at  considerable  expense  to  the  Province  should  be  required  to 
%ve  in  the  public  schools  at  least  three  years. 

The  attendance  at  the  French  Department  has  proved  quite  insufficient  to 
jttttnde  a  supply  of  teachers  for  the  Acadian  Districts.  In  the  County  of 
[adawaska  there  is  a  lamentable  deficiency  of  trained  teachers.  Of  the  60 
teachers  employed  in  that  County  during  the  past  year  all  but  tliree  were  of 
the  Third  Glass,  and  14  had  received  no  training  whatever.  So  long  as  the 
Aiench- speaking  teachers  aim  only  to  prepare  themselves  for  Licenses  of  the 
Ihiid  Class,  and  so  long  as  the  rate-payers  and  trustees  are  satisfied  to  employ 
'imtrained  and  imperfectly  educated  teachers,  there  is  little  chance  for  improve- 
inent.  Special  encouragement  has  been  given  to  French-speaking  candidates  to 
aeek  for  higher  classification,  and  I  am  not  with«»ut  hope  that  before  long  a 
4aiger  number  will  be  found  preparing  for  the  advanced  classes.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  only  fourteen  French-speaking  pupil  teachers  at  the 
Jfomnal  School,  and  of  these  five  are  enrolled  in  the  English  Department  as 
'Candidates  for  either  the  Second  or  First  Class. 

The  temporary  withdrawal  of  Eldon  MuUin,  Esq.,  from  the  principalship 
f-flfthe  Normal  School,  after  a  period  of  service  of  nearly  eighteen  years,  and 
^  appointment  of  Dr.  William  Crockett  to  fill  his  place,  together  with  the 
^iieumstances  which  led  up  to  the  change,  demand  some  notice  in  this  Beport, 
though  the  principal  events  occurred  after  the  close  of  the  school  year  under 
miew. 


'  ~  Educational  Assistance  for  Soutli  Africa. 


During  the  summer  of  1900  a  gentleman  giving  his  name  as  E.  B.  Sar- 

■gant  called  at  the  Education  Office  and  presented  a  letter  of  introduction  from 

lord  Strathconj^  the  Canadian  Commissioner  in   London.     The  letter  stated 

that  Mr.  Sargant  was  an  official  in  the  Education   Department,  London  ;  that 

I  ie  was  visiting  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  educational  systems 

of  the  several  provinces  of  the  Dominion,  and  solicited  my  assistance  in  the 

matter.     I   was  unfortunately  preparing  to  leave  Fredericton  on  the  day  of 

Mr.  Sargant's  call,  to  meet  an  engagement  in  another  part  of  the  province;  but 

I  spent  as  much  time  as  possible  with  him,  supplied  him  with   the  School 

Manual,  Educational  Reports,  etc.,  and  gave  him  a  letter  of  introduction  to 

teachers  and  school  officials  in  New  Brunswick.     Mr.  S.  had  left  Fredericton 

before  my  return,  and  Jl  had  almost  forgotten  the  circumstances  of  his  visit 

tirhen  I  received  from  him  a  letter  which  I  hereto  append :

Very  soon  after  that  time  —  in   fact  while   I   was  io   the   Provia* 
Quebec —  I  received  a  cablegram  from  Sir  Alfred  Miluer  asking  rae  to  a 
take  provisionally  the  education  of  the  new  eoloniea.     I  have  been  at 
since  the  beginning  of  November,  but  military  law  has  made  it  difficuU  to 

kmuch  as  yet.  However,  there  seems  a  likelihood  that  by  the  middle  at 
year  civil  administration  wUl  have  been  thoroughly  established,  and  that 
important  educational  buildings,  which  are  now  used  as  hospitals,  will  1 
been  released  by  the  military. 
At  Pretoria  there  ia  a  tine  Staats  Model  School,  as  well  as  a  8t 
Gymnasium  and  a  Staats  Meisjes  School. 
In  thinking  over  various  ways  of  beginning  work  there,  I  have 
the  conclusion  that  none  wonld  be  more  satisfactory  than  to  ask  for 
temporary  assistance  of  experienced  teachers  from  a  country  which  in 
ways  might  provide  a  model  for  the  new  educational  system  to  be  introdQ 
liere. 
New  Brunswick  is  the  country  wliich  I  have  in  ray  mind's  eye,  and 
STO  three  of  your  stafl' whose  work  I  particularly  admired,  namely,  Mr.  M 
Mullin,  Principal  of  the  Normal  School ;  Miss  0.  E,  Bridges,  who  coaductt 
kindergai-ten  of  the  Model  School,  and  Dr.  H.  S.  Eridgee,(head  master  of 
High  School,  and  snperintendent  under  the  St,  John  School  Board.  TSi 
was  also  a  Miss  Nicholson  in  the  York  Street  School  whose  method  of 
children  attracted  my  attention. 

I  should  like  to  sound  you  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  first  thieft 
Mies  Nicholson  or  any  teacher  whom  Miss  Bridges  preferred  to  her,  comia 
South  Africa  for  a  year's  work  and  putting  the  Norma!  School  at  Vrtt 
(perhaps  also  the  Gymnasium)  on  the  right  lines.  To  spare  them  woul 
know,  put  a  strain  upon  your  aiTangemeuts ;  all  I  can  say  is  that  just  as 
war,  we  needed  the  best  soldiers  we  could  find,  so  now  England  and 
colonies  will  have  to  provide  the  beat  civil  administration. 

I    do    not    know   what  salaries  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  named 
present  receiving,  and  your  Annual  Report  does  not  give  me  the  inforou 
but  my  idea  would  Ixj  that  all  their  travelling  expenses  ns  well  as  their 
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(or  the  time  that  they  were  away,  should  be  paid  by  the  Transvaal  administration,. 
Md  tbat  a  bonus  of  (say)  a  quarter  of  their  salary  should  be  added. 

I  will  not  make  any  more  definite  proposal  than  this  before  I  hear  from 
Jon  as  to  the  possibility  of  the  plan  being  carried  out. 

If  they  are  willing  to  come,  and  jou  can  spare  them,  perhaps  you  would 
meDtion  what  salary  each  is  now  receiving;  then  the  whole  matter  could  be 
Bettied    by  cable  with  the  assent  of  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  High  Com- 
■  nissioner. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  have  your  advice  in  many  matters  of 
importance  which  arise  for  decision  every  day.  I  know  none  to  whom*  I  would 
more  readily  go.  It  would  help  me  in  my  work,  if  you  could  let  me  have 
your  Annual  Reports,  as  they  come  out,one  copy  for  the  Transvaal,  and  one 
for  the  Orange  River  colony.  They  shoiild  be  addiessed  to  me  as  Acting 
Director  of  Education  at  Bloemfontein  and  Pretoria  respectively.  I  will,  of 
course,  send  you  my  reports  in  return.

After  careful  deliberation  the  Board  of  Education  re^^arded  it  as  a  patriotic 
duty  to  comply  with  Mr.  Sargant's  request,  and  to  aid  him  as  far  as  possible 
in  organizing  the  educational  work-in  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  River  ('olonies. 
Leave  of  absence  was,  accordingly,  granted  to  Principal  Mnllin,  of  the  Normal 
School,  and  Miss  Bridges,  of  the  Model  School,  in  case  tliey  shtjuld  decide  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  South  African  authorities.  The  prolongation 
of  the  war  alid  the  consequent  unsettled  condition  of  the  country  delayed  the 
closing  of  negotiations  until  a  few  weeks  ago.  Mr.  Mullin  and  Miss  Bridges 
carry  with  them  the  best  wishes  of  the  educational  authorities  of  New  Bruns- 
wick for  their  success  in  their  new  sphere  of  labor. 

In  the  cases  of  Dr.  Bridges,  Miss  Nicholson,  and  other  New  Brunswick 
teachers  who  are  under  contract  with  \oca\\  School  Boards,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  take  any  action,  other  than  to  obtain  such 
information  as  might  be  of  interest  to  any  who  might  desire  to  offor  their 
services  for  the  South  African  work. 

As  a  large  number  of  teachers  in  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  the 
Ignited  States  have  applied  to  me  for  information  in  regard  to  tlie  conditions 


likely  to  be  mot  with  bj  teachers  iu  the  Transvaal,  I  append  tbe  foUoiii 
of  general  interest :

Ill  considering  the  question  of  seeking  teaching  ^mpluynient  in  thea 
colonies,  applicants  will  do  well  to  read  carefully  the  following  statement  as  to 
the  conditions  under  whicli  they  are  likely  to  work  : 

{1)  The  coat  of  living  in  South  Africa,  especially  at  a  distance  from  thg 
coast,  is  higher  than  in  most  other  parts  of  the  British  dominione.  The 
ohargeH  at  a  good  boarding  house  are  (rom  £8  to  £10  a  month  in  most  towtu, 
and  in  Blo^'^^f^^^^^'Di  Pretoria  and  Johanneaburg  may  rise  still  higher.  Tha 
charges  at  hoteh  are  from  I2s.  <Jd.  to  15s.  a  day.  Many  neoeasaries  of  life  and 
nearly  all  luxuries  are  proportionally  dear. 

(2)  Thp  climate  in  the  Transvaal  and  the  Orange  River  Colony  is  of  ths 
"continental"  type.  Tbe  summers  are  hot  and  the  winters  cold,  the  raiiq 
generally  falling  during  the  former  season.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  ba 
provided  with  both  heavy  and  light  clothing. 

(3}  Teachers  will  be  for  some  time  at  any  rate  directly  under  thfl 
education  department  and  not  responsible  to  any  local  committees,  "  Thli 
roiation,  however,  may  be  altered  in  the  future,  except  in  the  caae  of  thoaft 
occupying  the  higher  poaitious, 

(4j  The  engagement  with  every  teacher  from  outside  the  limits  of  tba 
Colonies  is  made  for  three  years.  Should  that  engaijement  be  terminated  OB 
the  part  of  the  teacher  before  the  expiration  of  tUe  period  named,  the  passago 
money  to  the  Colony  is  forfeited  and  the  return  fare  is  not  paid  by  Governaeiit 
But  if  the  engagement  is  fulRlled,  Government  pays  the  paaaag*  money  in 
both  directions. 

(5)  Tlie  salariea  paid  to  assistants  in  elementary  schools  are  from  £100 
to  £2u0  a  year.  To  head  teachers  or  elementary  schools  and  ti>  the  assiatanta 
in  higher  schools  from  £200  to  £400  a  year,  and  to  heads  of  higher  schnob 
and  inspectors  from  1400  t"  ftiOO,  There  are  a  few  posts  carrying  larger 
salaries  but  these  may  for  practical  purjwses  be  disregarded.  For  the  sake  of 
comparison  the  salariea  paid  by  the  leading  banks  to  their  junior  clerks  are 
here  stated  :  If  sent  for  service  up  country,  they  begin  at  salaries  of  £250  a 
year,  and  are  provided  with  quarters  when  this  is  possible ,  otherwise  no  alloW- 
uuce  is  made  for  lodging. 
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(<»)  The  medium  of  instruction  in  schools  is  English  but  it  is  expected 
*iat  all  teachers  (except  those  in  Johannesburg)  will  learn  to  speak  the  "taal" 
Of  colloquial  Dutch  of  S.  A.  Bible  instruction  is  given  to  Cape  Dutch  children 
in  Dutch,  but,  as  there  will  always  be  plenty  of  junior  assistants  able  to  speak 
Dutch,  no  such  accurate  knowledge  of  the  language,  as  is  required  for  this 
purpose,  is  necessai^  on  the  part  of  those  who  come  from  the  United  Kingdom 
or  the  Colonies. 

(7)  It  is  expected  that  all  teachers  who  do  not  belong  to  the  higher  rank 
viD  endeavor  to  raise  their  scholastic  and  professional  qualifications  and  the 
Apartment  will  endeavor  to  offer  them  the  opportunity  of  attendance  at  courses 
•at  one  or  other  of  the  Normal  Colleges  for  this  purpose. 

(8  It  is  considered  of  the  utmost  importance  that  teachers  should  not  be 
of  advanced  vears. 

Teachers  wishing  to  make  application  for  positions  in  the  new  Colonies 
should  address  their  letters  to  **  The  Director  of  Education,  Pretoria,  South 
Ifrica." 

THE  INSPECTORS'  REPORTS. 

The  details  given  in  the  Reports  of  the  Inspectors  will  be  read  with 
interest  by  all  acquainted  with  the  localities  mentioned.  Taken  as  a  whole 
"ttfty  afford  encouragement,  but  at  the  same  time  they  reveal  the  difficulties 
^i  obstacles  which  are  constantly  encountered  by  those  who  are  working  for 
the  best  educational  interests  of  the  country.  The  inertia  of  ignorance  is  hard 
^  be  overcome.  It  requires  more  enlightenment  and  unselfishness  than  ar9 
found  in  many  communities  to  induce  the  people  to  tax  themselves  for  their 
<^*n  benefit  or  that  of  their  children,  and  more  intelligence  than  many  local 
school  boards  possess  to  manage  wisely  the  business  of  the  schools.  But  it  is 
^isfactory  to  note  progress  in  many  places  which  only  a  few  years  ago  gave 
little  indication  of  interest  in  education. 

As  in  former  years,  most  of  the  Inspectors  have  found  themselves  unable 
to  complete  the  work  assigned  them  by  the  School  Law  and  Regulations.  In 
My  last  Inspector  Steeves  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  leave  of  absence  for 
^ffie  months  on  account  of  impaired  health.  I  am  c^lad  to  say  that  he  is  so  far 
recovered  as  to  be  able  to  resume  his  duties  with  his  accustomed  energy  and 
ability.  In  September  last  the  Board  of  Education,  in  view  of  the  necessities 
of  the  work,  appointed  an  additional  Inspector,  Mr.  Jean  Flavien  Doucet,  who 
had  qualified  himself  for  the  position  by  his  experience  of  several  years  us  a

The  Milltown  Schools  maintain  their  reputation  for  efficiency.  They  have- 
long  had  the  distinction  of  making  a  very  high  average  of  attendance. 

The  educational  event  of  greatest  importance  to  the  eastern  part  of  the 
province  has  been  the  completion  and  opening  of  the  fine  building  for  the 
Northumberland  County  Grammar  School  at  Chatham.' 

This  building  was  formally  opened  on  Jan.  6th,  by  interesting  exercises- 
Addresses  were  made  by  the  Chgirman  of  the  School  Board,  Mayor  W.  B.. 
Snowball  and  by  the  Hon.  J.  P.  Burchell,  M.  P.  P.,  C.  E.  Fish,  Esq.,  M.  P.  P. 
Rev.  Father  McLeuchlin,  Rev.  Canon  Forayth,  Rev.  W.  C.  Matthews,  His 
Honor  Judge  Wilkinson,  Trustee  J.  L.  Stewart,  and  the  Principal  Dr.  Philip 
Cox. 

The  building  is.  103x76  J  feet,  three  stories  above  the  basement.  The  walls 
are  of  rock-face,  broken  ashler  sandstone  with  cut  trimmings ;  roof,  slate  and 
gravel,  with  galvanized  iron  cornice,  and  lead  hip-rods,  fi^^hings,  gutters,  etc., 
and  iron  cresting. 

The  three  miin  entrance  sections  project  four  feet  beyond  the  general  line 
of  the  walls  and  run  up  the  full  height  of  them.  That  in  the  front  is  35  feet 
4  inches  wide,  and  those  at  the  ends,  18  feet  wide.  They  are  arched  and 
pillared,  reached  by  stone  steps,  and  vestibuled.  The  heavy  plate  glass  with 
which  the  double  doors  of  all  ate  fitted  give  the  visitor  an  iilea  of  the  substantial, 
character  of  the  materials  used  in  tlie  buildincr  and  the  class  to  which  the  work 
belongs. 

The  interior  is  well  planned.  Nine  spacious  class  rooms  with  an  assembly 
hall,  cloak  rooms,  teachers'  closets,  etc.,  will  afford  ample  accommodation  for 
450  pupils.  The  hall  ways  are  wide  and  airy,  the  iloors  and  stairs  are  all  of 
native  hardwocxi  iinished  in  natural  colors.  The  sanitary  arranf'ements  and 
the  methods  of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  etc.,  are  all  in  eccordance  with  the 
most  modern  ideas.     The  cost  of  the  building  has  h^an  something  over  S40,000. 

THE    SCHOOLS    FOR    DE.\F    MUTES    AND    FOK    TllE    liLlND. 

The  reports  from  these  institutions  are  so  full  tha:  I  do  not  think  it  necessary- 
^n  this  place  to  say  more  than  to  dinict  attenti(;n  to  the  statements  of  the 
principals  and  the  boards  of  directors.  The  eminently  practical  work  done  at 
the  School  for  the  Blind  is  of  special  importanct^  'Ko  prepare  those  deprived 
of  sight  to  earn  their  own  living  and  to  become  active  and  }»roductive  members 
of  industrial    society  instead   of  i)ecoming  a  cliarge   upon  the  ])cncvolence  of 


others,  is  a  work  which  must  commend  iiself  to  every  thoughtful  citi 
A  recenr  lelttr  the  PTiiicipal.  Dr.  C.  K,  Fraser,  says-  "We  have 
depa^tneiit  for  inanufactmiiig  books  in  laiseii  print.  ''Tnese  books  are  tnc 
advantageous  to  our  pupils.  We  are  looking  forward  to  traiuing  some  of  oi 
pupils  as  masseurs,  and  now  have  one  of  our  graduates  in  London,  G.  B.,  f 
the  purpose  of  qualifying  hersiilf  as  an  instructor.  Tliis  department  will  1 
particulai'ly  useful  to  those  lioys  and  pirls  who  are  not  musical," 

TEACIIBRS*  (SBTITUTKS  AKD  THE  SUMMEK  SCHOOL  OF  SCIENCE. 

In  Appendix  E  will  ha  found  an  outlino  of  thu  jiroceedings  of  tlud 
interesting  conventions  of  teachers.  The  Summer  -Sehool  of  Science  of  iW 
Atlantic  Provinces  has  been  growing  rapidly  during  the  last  few  yeftnn 
only  in  membership,  but  in  importance  as  one  of  the  most  effective  i 
tioDs  for  enabling  teachers  during  their  summer  vacation  to  make  themMlrt 
better  acquainted  with  certain  subjects  they  are  called  upon  to  teach,  and 
especially  to  keep  abreast  witli  the  advancement  of  Natiiral  History  ifil 
Science.  It  is  found  tliat  the  teachers  who  attend  the  Summer  -School  retun 
to  their  work  with  increased  enthusiasm  and  zeal ;  and  their  pupils  tnus  gUB 
"the  benefit. 

The  legislature  of  each  of  the  throe  Atlantic  Provinces  makes  an  aoBt 
if^nt  towards  the  expeiiaes  of  the  school.  In  view  of  the  (act  that  it  meblul 
year  at  Lunenburg,  N,  S,,  the  Government  of  that  Province  contributed  $20lJi 
■while  the  other  Provinces  gave  8100  each.  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edwdil 
Island  grant  also  tu  their  teachers  who  attend  an  additional  vacation  of  onV 
week,  I  would  be  glad  to  aoe  thu  same  privilege,  or  its  equivalent  insoAV 
other  form,  granted  to  New  Brunswick  teachers. 

The  Summer  School  will  meet  the  last  week  in  July  and  the  first  week  » 
August,  1JI02,  at  St.  Stejihen,  under  the  presidency  of  Professor  L.  W.,fiftil^i| 
of  the  University  of  New  Btuuawilh,  The  citizens  of  St.  Stephen  and  WOr 
town,  with  their  accustomed  hospitality  towai'ds  teachers,  are  making  specail 
preparations  for  the  reception  of  those  who  attend.  In  view  of  the  meeting  of 
the  Summer  School  at  St.  Stephen,  the  Charlotte  County  Institute  will  not  b 
convened  this  year.  It  is  ho]jed  that  the  membership  of  the  school  this  ytn 
will  exceed  that  of  any  formet  year. 

The  Provincial  Institute,  which  meets  bi-ennially  is  to  convene  this  yw 
at  Predericton.  on  the  2Gth  of  June,  and  the  two  days  following.  A  very  i&' 
terealiug  programme  has  been  prepared.  Several  prominent  educationists  frMd 
sister  provinces  and    from   the   United   Stales  are  expected  to  lake  part  in  the 
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roceedings.    The  University  Library,  Museum  and  Science  building  will    I 
pen  for  the  inspection  of  visitors.      It  is  hoped  that  a  very  large  number 
mr  teachers  will  enrol  as  members  of  the  institute. 

Manual  and  Agricultural  Instruction  In  the  Public  Schools. 

The  lively  and  sympathetic  interest  with  which  the  people  of  Canada  ha^ 
iratched  the  movement  initiated  by  the  generosity  of  Sir  William  Macdona 
ind  organized  by  Professor,!.  W.  Robertson  to  make  Manual  Training  a  pa: 
of  the  Public  School  Course  in  every  Province  of  the  Dominion,  justifies  me  i 
giving  more  space  than  usual  in  this  report  to  what  has  been  accomplished  : 
this  direction  and  what  is  proposed  for  the  future. 

During  my  visit  to  England,  in  September  last,  I  took  the  opportunity 
making  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  Manual  Training  under  tl 
direction  of  the  School  Boards,  and  of  spending  a  day  in  one  of  the  large 
central  schools  in  London  watching  the  boys  at  work,  examining  the  finish^ 
articles  they  had  made,  and  having  the  system  explained  to  me  by  tl 
Superintendent. 

Manual  Training  in  a  few  of  the  Primary  Schools  was  begun  in  London  : 
1886.  It  was  found  ao  usoful  and  acceptable  that  it  rapidly  extended.  ] 
1890  it  was  formally  recognized  by  the  English  Education  Department  as 
school  subject,  and  the  funds  of  the  LonJon  School  Board  were  thus  made  avai 
able  for  its  support.  In  the  same  year  Parliament  provided  liberal  grants  fro 
the  Imperial  Exchec^uer,  for  its  extension  throughout  the  Kingdom.  At  th 
time  the  system  had  been  introduced  into  less  than  i^O  schools.  In  1900  tl 
Work  had  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  provision  had  been  made  in  Manu 
Training  centres  for  the  instruction  in  this  system  of  the  boys  of  about  5,0C 
schools. 

In  1897,  a  Royal  Commission  was  appointed  to  determine  how  far,  and 
^hat  form  Manual  Instruction  should  be  included  in  the  work  of  the  Prima] 
Schools  in  Ireland  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  National  PMucatio 
After  a  thorough  investigation  and  study  of  the  subject  in  England,  Scotlan 
Gcrmanv.  France,  Switzerland  and  Holland,  the  Commissioners  made  a  mo 
interesting  and  instructive  report.  A  copy  of  tlieir  last  report  is  before  n 
from  which  I  make  the  following  extracts : 

**\Vc  may  at  once  express  our  stronjf  conviclion  that  Manual  aiul  Praotival  Iiistruotii 
oujjht  to  be  introduced,  as  far  ;is  possible,  into  all  schools  where  it  does  not  at  present  exi: 
and  that,  in  those  schools  where  it  does  exist,  it  ouj^ht  to  be  largely  developed  and  extende 
We  are  satisfied  that  such  a  chanjje  will  not  involve  any  detriment  to  the  literary  education 
^e  pupils,  while  it  will  contribute  larjjely  to  develop  their  faculties,  to  quicken  their  intcl 
gence,  and  to  fit  them  better  for  their  work  in  life*"

The  reasons  iusigned  by  the  Commiuionera  for  their  conclusions  are  thl^ 
summed  np:

Inlellii^enL'e  Ifae  inntt^rial  worltt  around  tfi«n  :  that  tliey  should  bo  Imined  in  habits  r>fti)n»t 
ren^onin^  on  the  fncLs  aburred:  and  that  thc>  should  cvm  al  A.-haol  ncquin-  wime  skill  in  II 
use  of  hand  and  eye  lo  i?ii«:(.-ute  ihe  conceptions  of  the  brain.  Such  a  training'  wc  regMnI  m 
valuable  lu  all.  but  cspccialh-  valuable  to  thine  whose  lives  are  to  be  mainly  devoted  i^ 
induslrtal  Hrls  and  M.'eupations.  The  (^Tvat  hulk  of  Ihe  pupils  atte;iding  primary 
under  the  National  Board  will  have  to  cam  iht-ir  bread  by  the  work  of  ihclr  hand'.:  il 
fore  imporUinl  lh>I  Ihey  should  be  trained,  from  Ihe  be|;innin|;.  lo  uw  their  hands  mttr 
dexterily  and  inletligencx!.'* 

I.     "  Next,  we  have  ihu  pnicUi:al  experience  ofllxMie  schools  In  Cii^laiid,  Scotland,  a 
on  Ihe  continent  of  Europe,  in  uhidi  «uch  a  System  as  wc  rei-oramend  has  been  alreadj 
traduced  and  tested.     The  evidence  we  have  rec-eivcd  on  this  point,  i*  absoliitcl; 
and.  as   we  think,  entirely  concluiiivi'.      We  have  been  told,  over  and  aver  aj^in,  llMt    ilka 
Inlroductiott  of  otanual  itnd  pmclical  training  has  cuntrjbuled  fjrealty  lo  stimulate  I 
gence  rrf  the  pupils,  lo  iiicreoMr  Ihcir  tnlere>>t  in  school  work,  and  to  make  school  Itle 
brighter   ami   more   plca^atit.     As   n   coiisei^uencc   Ihe  school  attendance  i*  impro* 
cbitdren  remain  at  school  to  a  more  advanced  a^e  :  and  much  time  is  gained  for  the 
^iT  education. 

"Wc  iiu|uired  particularly  whether  the  literary  side  of  school  studies— teadiug.  writi 
ivithmelic.  grammar,  and  geography — had  suffered  any  loss  by  the  change  ;  and  tbcanai 
wks  uniform,  that  no  such  loss  had  been  observed.  In  sense  cases  we  were  assured  Ihal 
literary  sludies  had  been  posilivelj'  Improved  by  Ihe  introductimi  of  manual  training'.  TUf 
result  was  accounted  for,  partly  b)'  Ihe  increased  intelligence  of  the  children,  patlly  by 
coaslsnl  change  .ind  variety  of  their  occupations. — many  of  the  most  useful  eiercises  be 
only  a  kind  of  organised  play,  and  partly  by  their  increased  interest  in  their  wor-k. 

"  We  regard  il  also  as  a  very  significant  testimony  to  Ihe  value  of  manual  training,  tlM^ 
wherever  it  has  once  been  introduced,  it  has,  with  hardly  an  exceplion.  twen  continued  M)4 
extended.  There  has  been  practically  no  disposition  to  go  back  to  Ihe  old  lyslem.  w1 
nude  primary  education  almost  exclusively  literary  in  its  character;  and  aftei 
extending  over  some  years,  there  is  a  general  concensus  of  managers  of  schools,  iiispectoni, 
and  parents,  that  the  value  ol  primary'  education  has  been  ijreaily  enhanced  by  the  changia,^ 
J.  "  Lastly,  there  is  a  consideration  of  a  practical  character,  which  scema  to  vf 
deserving  of  no  little  weight.  A  slrong  desire  e si sts  througtiout  this  country.

The  clever  boys  irainnl  in  Ihe  N»lil 
S^ioo1-i,  if  they  are  d>S|iosed  to  seek  for  a  bigger  education,  may  pass  with  advantagi*  IMO 
Intermediate  Schot^ls  of  the  kind  now  general   in  Ireland-,  b«i  they  ar«  not  fit  to  d 
Tvchnicul  ^hool,  even  it  they  had  such  a  school  ai  their  door^.     N'ow  it  seems  to  i 
-  changes  wc  n-commend  «ould  go  far  to  remedy  Ihis  defect.     The  system  of  Xatiooal  I 
tion,  roodilied  ns  we  propose,  would  give  an  all-rotmd  training  lo  the  facallies  of  Ihe  cki 
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^Uid  would  thus  lay  a  solid  foundation  for  any  system  of  hijfluM-  education  —  Iiterar>'» 
«^i*iilific  or  technical — which  migrht  afterwards  be  found  suitable  to  their  talents  and  their 
circumstances." 

CONCLUSION. 

"In  presenting-  this  Report  to  your  Excellency,  we  venture  to  express  our  conviction  that, 
^  our  recommendations  be  adopted,  the  system  of  education  carried  out  in  the  Primary  Schools  of 
^reUnd  can  be  made,  within  a  few  years,  very  thoroug-h  and  complete.  At  present,  no  doubt, 
«t  is  excellent  in  some  respects  ;  but  in  other  respects  it  seems  to  us  seriously  deficient.  In- 
ststin^too  much,  as  it  does,  on  the  study  of  books,  it  leaves  the  faculty  of  observation  and 
oibfr  important  faculties  comparatively  uncultivated  ;  and  it  neglects  almost  entirely  that 
(raining;  of  the  hand  and  eye  which  would  be  so  useful  to  the  children  in  their  after  life,  and 
which  is  now  regarded  both  in  Kngland  and  on  the  Continent  of  European  an  clement  of  g-reat 
importance  in  primary  education. 

" The  development    of  Manual   and   Practical  Instruction,  on  the  lines  we  have  pointed 

out,  will  remedy  these  defects,  and  will  not,  we  are  satisfied,  inflict  any  injury  on  the  literary 

education  which  is  now  given.     It  will  quicken  the  intelligence  of  the  children,  brig-hten  the 

tone  of  school  life,  and  make  school-work  generally  more  interesting  and  attractive.    With  the 

■sj-stem  of  National  Education  modified  as  we  propose,  the  children  will  be  taught  not    by 

means  of  books,  only,  but  also  by  the  more  simple  and  effective  agency  of  things;  and  they 

will  be  better   prepared  for     their    work    in    life,  which,  for  the  great  bulk  of  them,  must 

<onsist  mainly  of  manual  occupations. 

*'Il  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that  the  chaiiges  we  have  recommended  cannot  be  carried 
«ul  without  a  considerable  expenditure  of  money.  Rut  we  feci  confident  that  the  State, 
which  so  larg-ely  maintains  and  controls  the  system  of  National  Educativ>n  in  Ireland,  will  not 
hesitate  to  provide  the  necessary  funds  for  improving  that  system  within  reasonable  limits. 
The  projfress  of  the  people  in  wealth  and  material  prosperity  must  largely  depend  on  the 
«docation  v^iven  in  the  primar>'  schools  ;  and  to  make  that  education  thoroughly  effiaient  and 
fit  for  Its  purpose  is  a  task,  we  submit,  which  may  well  be  undertaken,  in  the  highest  interests 
of  the  State,  whatever  the  necessary  cost  may  be." 

In  reference  to  the  teaching  of  agricalture  in  the  schools  the  Commissioners 

say: 

"We  do  nv>t  think  that  agriculture  as  an  art,  that  is  to  say  prailical  fanning,  is  a  subjeit 
thai  properly  belong"s  to  elementary  education.  At  present  the  study  of  what  is  called  the 
theon*  of  agriculture  is  compulsory  for  l>oys  in  all  rural  schools,  and  is  highly  encouraged  tn- 
fees.  But  our  enquiry  has  shown  that  this  study  consists,  for  the  most  part,  in  committing  a 
text-book  to  memory  :  and  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  has  little  educational  im- 
practical value.  We  recommend  instead  that  the  course  of  Klementary  Science  to  he  taught 
in  rural  schc»ols  should  be  so  framed  as  to  illustrate  the  more  simple  scientific  principles  thai 
underlie  the  art  and  industry  of  agriculture.  We  also  recotnnuMul  the  maintenance  an^i 
extension  of  school  gardens,  as  a  means  by  whiili  these  seiiMitifiv-  principles  nia\  he  illustrated 
and  made  interesting  to  the  pupils.' 

The  reasons  assigned  by  the  Royal  Commissioners  for  the  introduction  of 
Manual  and  Practical  instruction  as  part  of  the  jjublic  school  course  in  Ireland 
apply  with  equal,  if  not  greater  force,  to  the  conditions  obtaining  in  New 
Brunswick.     The  difficulties  to  be  overcome  in  grafting  these  new    methods 
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into  the  stem  of  the  system  of  public  instruction  as  now  established  cannot  be 
greater  than  those  which  weJe  successfully  grappled  with  in  the  older  lands. 

We  have  as  object  lessons  Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools  in  success- 
ful operation  in  Ottawa,  Brockville  and  Toronto,  Ontario;  in  Montreal, 
Waterloo,  Knowlton  and  Bedford,  Quebec ;  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba ;  in  Begina 
and  Calgary,  N.  W.  Territories ;  in  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  British  Columbia; 
in  Trur^,  Nova  Scotia,  where  there  is  also  a  special  Training  School  for  teachers; 
in  Charlottetown  and  Suramerside,  P.  E.  Island;  and  in  Fredericton,  Neiw 
Brunswick.  All  these  have  been  established  and  maintained  up  to  this  time 
without  any  expense  to  the  several  Provinces  other  than  providing  the  rooms 
in  which  the  schools  are  severally  located. 

For  information  as  to  the  work  of  the  New  Brunswick  Manual  Training 
School  I  direct  attention  to  the  Report  of  Principal  MacCredie,  found  in 
Appendix  E. 

But  the  munificence  of  Sir  William  Macdonald  has  not  yet  been  exhausted. 
He  proposes  for  the  Rural  Schools  a  plan  even  more  comprehensive  than  that 
ilready  instituted  for  towns  and  cities.  This  plan  has  been  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  educational  authorities  in  the  several  provinces.  I  under- 
stand that  the  plan  herewith  submitted  is  open  to  such  changes  or  modifications- 
is  observation  or  experience  might  suggest  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  it  to 
:he  conditions  of  the  rural  communities  in  each  province.

Having  respect  to  the  well  known  sayings,  "Seeing  is  believing"  and 
*  We  learn  by  doing,"  the  plan  which  Sir  William  C.  Macdonald  offers  as  one 
ieeirable  to  carry  out  is  presented  in  four  parts  —  three  under  the  Division  of 
Nature  Study,  and  the  fourth  under  the  Division  of  Domestic  Economy  or 
Household  Science. 

PART    I.  THE    CONSOLIDATION    OF    RURAL    SCHOOLS. 

Part  1  of  the  plan  is  intended  to  give  object  lessons  of  improvements  ia 
education  from  the  consolidation  of  five,  six  or  more  small  rural  schools  into 
)ne  central  graded  school,  with  a  School  (harden  and  a  Manual  Training  room 
IS  part  of  its  equipment. 

It  is  proposed  to  ofter  financial  assistance  to  one  locality  in  Ontario  and 
)ne  localitv  in  each  of  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  Xew  Brunswick,  Nova  Seotia

and  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  induce  the  peoi)le  to  undertake  and  carry  on 
object  lessons  of  improvements  in  education,  with  School  Gardens  and  Mmual 
Training,  all  under  the  control  of  the  fegularly-constitutod  educational 
aathorities.

(a;  In  our  educational  progress  not  much  has  been  done  for  the  girls  and 
boyi  in  rural  schools  compared  with  what  has  been  given  to  and  made  possible 
far  the  children  in  towns  and  cities.  The  difliculties  which  have  hindered 
progress  are  said  to  have  been :  Want  of  money,  the  fact  that  the  time  table 
was  already  too  full,  and  the  fact  that  teachers  arc  not  projierly  qualified  to 
take  up  better  methods. 

(b)  In  some  districts  the  area  Ifor  the  rural  school  is  »o  small  that  the 
lack  of  funds  and  the  isolation  of  school  authorities '  cause  them  to  lot  educa- 
tional matters  drift  into  weakness  and  inetticiency.  If  in  some  district  an 
object  lesson  could  be  given  of  the  consolidation  of  five,  six  or  more  weak  rural 
schools  into  one  well-appointed  and  well-sustained  central  school,  that  might

(c)  In  some  of  the  United  States  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools  has 
already  been  carried  out  to  a  considerable  extent  with  very  great  *ain  in  the 
quality  ofthe  education  given  in  the  locality,  and  in  most  oasas  with  no  increas3 

':<     of  cost  to  the  ratepayers. 

L         It  has  not  been  difficult  in  Canada  to  arrange  routes  for  the  collecting  of 
I    milk  or  cream  to  one  central  place ;  it  would  not  be  more  difHcult  to  arrange 
for  the  collection  of  children  on   various  routes  to  one  central  school ;  and 
certainly  the  children  of  a  neighborhood  are  best  worth  the  care,  thought  and 
spending  of  anything  in  the  locality.

Part  2  of  the  plan  is  for  the  purpose  of  giving  object  lessons  of  the  value 

of  School  Gardens  and    Nature   Studies,   at  individual   rural   schools,   as   a 

part  of  general  education,  to  be  begun  by  means  of  a  travelling  instructor,  who 

would  visit  and  spend  one-half  day  per  week  with  the  children  and  teacher  at 

each  school    of  a  group,  for   a  terra   of  three  years,  or  until  a  considerable 

number  of  suitably  trained  and  qualified  teachers  would  be  avaihible  to  carry 
on  such  work  themselves  at  rural  schools.

Part  4  of  the  Plan  is  intmided  to  assist  in  providing  courses  of  inatniotio] 
and  training  in  Domestic  Economy  or  Housel^old  Science  for  young 
fruin  oouutry  homes,  in  order  that  they  may  have  opportunities  for  acqniris 
practical  and  advanced  education  not  less  suitable  and  helpful  to  tbem,  than 
present  courses  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  are  beneficial  to  young  b 
who  t'ske  them  with  eai'Dcslneas  and  cheerfulness. 

It  is  proposed  to  ofler  ta  tlie  I'rovince  oC  Ontario  Ell  the  Ontario  Agrical 
tural  College  at  fJuelph,  (1)  a  residence  building  to  accommodate  not  less  tfli 
100  female  stridents  and  teacher-students,  daughters  of  farmers  and  others,  ad 
(2)  class  rooms,  kitchen  laboratories  and  other  equipment  necessary  for  com 
of  instruetiuu  and  tritining  in  Domestic  Economy  or  Household  Science. 
J\''o'cs  on  Part  4. 

(a)  Suitable  courses  (long  and  short)  which  would  include  indtnicUdt 
nnd  training  in  dairying,  poultry-keeping,  Viee-keeping,  fruit-growing  and  geneii 
gm-dening  with  particular  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  vegetables  and  flowut 
would  be  highly  valuable  to  the  young  women  who  were  able  tn  take  thei 
and  through  their  infiucnce  would  be  of  far-reaching  benefit  to  the  run 
flchwds,  and  the  rural  population  generally. 


(i)    Speoial    regard  might  be  given  tn  properly  ftrmnged  lessons  anu 


(1)  ia  the  aelection,  preimratioii  and  seivipg  of  foods  in  tha  most  nourish. 
vboIesonK,  appetising,  Rnd  economical  manner; 

(2)  in  sewing,  dressmaking,  and  the  simpler  forms  of  houseliold  arl  aod' 
Boretton;  and, 

(3)  in  the  care  and  cleansing  of  rooms,  fabriea,  sinks,  elc. ; 
AH  to  the  end  that  the  pupils  might  know  the  relation  of  those  things  to 
h  aod  comfort,  and  might  observe  those  methods  and  practices  which  mak« 

living  in  simple,  clean,  well-kept  and  beautiful  homes  in  th6  country, 
cordially  commend  the  plan  above  outlined  as  worthy  of  the  grateful 
ogivtaon  and  oo-operation  of  the  government  and  legislature  of  New  Hruna- 
.  The  generous  promoters  of  this  new  departure  ask  nothing  for  the 
ml  hot  to  be  allowed  the  opportunity  to  test  the  merits  of  their  plan. 
e  ia  of  coursi!  implied  in  its  acceptance  by  the  educational  authoritie 
J  obligation  to  render  every  needed  assielanoe,  undto  afford  every  reason- 
fauility  for  the  selection  of  a  locality  for  the  proposed  Model  School  whe^ 
*ill  have  the  best  chances  for  success  ;  and  there  is  further  implied  on  iha 
of  tJie  Executive  Government  and  IjCisislative  A.ssemblv  the  obligations  to 
sDi)  extend  the  system  when  its  feasibility  and  usefulness  have  beott, 
tltul;  demonstratiid  l)y  a  fair  trial. 

Ihc  important  problem  of  the  consolidation  of  country  schouls  is  involved 
J  tiii^  proposed  scheme.  Up  "to  this  date,  the  people  in  the  small  districts, 
'i!h  few  exceptions,  have  persistently  declined  to  unite  with  adjacent  districts 
I  the  establishment  of  a  central  school  to  which  the  children  of  two  or  more 
■ricto  might  be  conveyed.  There  are,  without  doubt,  many  localities  in 
snch  a  uuiou  would  be  impracticable  ;  but  there  are  scores,  if  not  hundreds 
witrias  iu  which  the  centralization  of  the  schools  would  not  only  lend  to 
>  maintenance  of  much  better  schools,  with  more  regular  attendance ;  but 
also  reduce  the  educational  expenditure.  The  conditions  in  many  parts 
New  Brunswick  do  not  materially  dift'er  from  those  ol  other  states  and 
which  this  system  has  been  successfully  introduced. 
In  my  opinion  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  become  the  duty  of 
»  Bowd  of  Education,  either  nnder  the  existing  law,  or  under  a  more  striuRent 
I*  which  the  legislature  may  be  called  upon  lo  enact,  to  re-adjust  the  whole 
of  school  district!  as  they  exist  at  present  with  a  view  of  reducing  their 
iher  and  enlarging  their  area.  In  the  meantime,  if  ihe  centralization  of 
^wla  proposed  by  Sir  Williani^Macdonald's  plan  be  carried  into  effect,  an

bject  lesson  as  to  the  advantages  of  consolidation  will  aid  in  Temoving  pie.^ 
udices  and  demonstrating  the  practicability  of  union  in  other  places. 

As  to  the  Macdonald  Manual  Training  School  now,  in  operation  it 
^redericton,  it  must-  not  be  forgotten  that  two  of  the  three  years  during  which] 
he  exi>enses  of  its  maintenance  were  to  be  borne  by  its  founder,  have  neatljr 
)assed.  Shall  it  be  closed  at  the  expiration  of  the  three  years  ?  Or  will  tho 
ntelligent  School  Board  of  the  City  of  Fredericton  take  up  the  work  when  Sir 
tVilliam  Macdonald  lays  it  down  and  establish  it  on  a  permanent  basis  as  a 
i6nstituent  part  of  the  school  course  in  Fredericton  ?  And  will  the  intelligent 
ind  progressive.  School  Boards  of  the  Cities  of  St.  John  and  Moncton,  aidof 
he  incorporated  towns  and  populous  centres  from  Sestigouche  to  CharkttB) 
laving  become  acquainted  with  the  system  and  having  sqen  the  results  pf  ite 
.vorking  in  Fredericton,  decide  in  thejr  wisdom  to  establish  and  maintain  one  of 
/hese  Manual  Training  departments  in  each  of  the  several  distric's  under  their 
•espectivc  administrati(  ns  / 

At  the  present  time  the  system  has  been  introduced  at  the  expense  of  the 
Macdonald  fund  into  two  of  our  country  districts,  without  detriment  in  the 
slightest  degree  to  Che  ordinary  work  of  the  schools.  Several  of  our  teachers, 
ifter  instruction  at  th6  Fredericton  school^  aie  now  taking  a  six  months*  course 
it  the  Truro  Training  School  to  fit  themselves  more  thoroughly  for  this  work 
When  the  proposed  Manual  Training  School  shall  be  opened  at  Guelph,  as 
jutlined  in  Prof.  Robertson's  plan,  there  is  no  doubt  that  mony  more  of  on: 
beachers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  for  instruction  it  will  affon 
provided  suitable  financial  encouragement  is  oftered. 

Frequent  inquiries  have  been  addressed  to  me  as  to  what  may  be  expecte 
from  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  way  of  assistance  to  School  Boards  wh 
may  decide  to  introduce  the  Manual  Training  work  into  the  schools  under  thei 
charge,  and  what  encouragement  and  remuneration  may  be  expected  by  teachei 
who  shall  take  the  time  and  incur  the  expense  of  making  special  preparatio 
for  this  work.  These  inquiries  are.  reasonable,  and  the  Chief  Superintendei 
should  be  in  a  position  to  answer  them  deficitely. 

Recommendations  for  Orants  In  Aid  of  Manual  Training. 

1  recommend,  therefore,  that  at  the  approaching  se*ssion  of  the  legislatui 
an  Act  may  be  passed  authorizing  the  Hoard  of  Education  to  enlarge  its  wor 
in  the  direction  indicated ;  and  to  expend  a  reasonable  amount  for  the  promc 
tion  of  Manual  Training  with  its  associated  branches  in  the  common  schools. 

,  Among  other  provisions  of  such  Act,  I  venture  to  make  the  followin 
suggestions  as  to  the  money  grants  to  be  provided  from  the  Provincial  revenue 
to  aid  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Manual  Training  instruction ; 
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(a)     To  any  Board  of  School  Trustees,  whether  in  city,  town  or  country 

^istricty  which  shall  provide  suitable  accommodation  in  connection  with  the 

or    schools  under  its  jurisdiction  (or  instruction  in  Manual  Training' 

shall    be    granted  a  sum  not  less  than  one  half  of  the  total  amount 

Upended    for   the   necessary   benches,   tools,  material   ami   other  equipment 

inquired. 

(b)  To  any  Licensed  Teacher  who  shall  obtain  from  any  Manual  Training 
School  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  a  certificate  of  fitness  to  teach  the 

^  system,  and  who  shall  in  addition  to  the  other  regular  work  of  the  school  under 
hia  charge,  give  instruction  in  Manual  Training  in  accordance  with  Regulations 
to  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  there  shall  be  granted  in  addition  to  the 
Ikovincial  Grant  provided  for  by  the  '"Schools  Act,  1900,"  the  sum  of  fifty 
,4oDar8  per  annum. 

(c)  To  any  Certificatiid  Teacher  who  may  be  employed  in  cities,  towns  or 
eiker  populous  districts  to  give  instruction  in  Manual  Training  to  the  pupils  of 
jeveral  schools,  and  who  gives  his  full  time  to  such  instruction  under  tlio 
direction  of  the  local  School  Board,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  of 

Board  of  Education,  there  shall  l)e  granted  a  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

(d)  That  the  provisions  of  Section  6  of  the  "Schools  Act,  1900"  in  refer* 

enoe  to  the  travelling  expenses  of  student  teachers  attending  the  Provincial 

Hormal  School,  shall  apply  to  New  Brunswick  teachers  who  shall  take  the 

course  at  any  Manual  Training  School  approvtMl  by  the  Board  uf  Kducjitionf 

and  who  shall  afterwards  actually  teach  the  system  in  any  New  Brunswick 

aehooL 

Before  closing  my  remarks  on  this  proposed  new  de])arture,  I  wish  to  say 
1  word  or  two  in  regard  to  the  relation  the  subject  of  Manual  Training,  if 
adopted  as  part  of  our  school  cx)urse,  will  hold  to  the  other  subjects  at  pn*siMit 
taught  in  the  schools.  If  I  thought  its  introduction  would  t<»nd  to  lessi'u  llu» 
; attention  given  by  either  teacher  or  pupils  to  the  essential  subjects  whicli  the 
:  vifidom  of  centuries  has  placed  at  the  very  foundation  of  all  sound  education. 
I  would  reject  it  without  hesitation.  But  it  is  l)ecause  I  am  convinced  tlial 
the  spending  of  two  or  three  hours  per  week  of  the  child's  scliool  life  in  training 
his  hand  and  eye,  and  his  intellectual  and  moral  character  through  the  exercise 
of  the  hand  and  eye,  will  (juicken  rather  than  weaken  liis  interest  in  his  Hid- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic  and  other  fundamental  studies,  that  I  n^'oinniend  witli 
confidence  the  adoption  of  the  system.

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  submit,  for  the  information  of  His  Honor  the 
-LieuteDant  Governor  and  Members  of  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Education, 
mj  Annual  Beport  on  the  workings  of  the  Provincial  Normal  and  Model 
Bdioob,  for  the  year  ending  with  June  30th,  1901,  and  to  add  such  sug- 
gestions and  observations  as  may  be  relevant  thereto. 


NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  enrolment  for  the  year  was  the  smallest  recorded  for  many  years 
past  amounting  only  to  199,  of  which  number  43  were  young  men  and  loG 
young  women.  I  was  led  to  expect  a  falling  off'  in  the  attendance  from  the 
fact  that  the  standard  of  age  for  young  women  had  been  raised,  as  well  as  from 
the  further  fact  that  the  standard  of  requirement  for  admission  has  been 
gradually  made  higher.  But  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  output  of  the  school 
made  up  in  quality  what  it  lacked  in  quantity.  We  were  able  on  account  of 
the  comparatively  small  number,  to  give  more  time  to  individual  instruction 
and  especially  so  in  the  professional  work.  This  resulted  in  our  sending  out  a 
body  of  students  which,  though  smaller  in  numbers  than  in  previous  years,  was 
more  fully  prepared  to  take  part  in  the  great  work  of  public  instruction  in  the 
fichoola  of  the  Province.

The  average  for  the  ten-year  period  is  273.  The  figures  for  the  currei 
year's  enrolment  show  a  rise  to  about  this  average.  At  the  present  writii 
the  number  enrolled  for  1901-2  is  270  Last  yearns  comparatively  small  ei 
rolment  was  due  entirely  to  the  causes  stated  above,  and  I  should  now  expe 
an  average  of  from  250  to  270  students  annually  to  be  steadily  maintained  i 
the  future.  All  parts  of  our  Educational  System  were  represented  in  the  ei 
rolment,  from  the  common  schools  to  the  college.  The  Secondary  Schools  coi 
tinue  to  send  up  a  large  and  increasing  percentage  of  our  students.  This  fiu 
shows  that  the  raising  of  the  Standards  for  Provincial  License  is  devolvin 
upon  them  their  proper  share  in  the  preliminary  preparation  of  candidate 
especially  of  those  looking  toward  the  higher  classes.

At  the  opening  of  the  Normal  Department  138  candidates  presented  them- 
selves for  admission,  23  of  whom  had  passed  for  Class  1.,  80  for  Class  II.  and 
35  for  Class  III.     22  of  the  candidates  for  Glasses  I.  and  II.  had  passed  on 
the  Matriculation  Examination,  and  101  on  the  Normal  School  Entrance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Term  in  January,  1901,  22  holders  of 
Proviocial  License,  having  passed  the  required  Examination  for  entrance,  were 
added  to  the  enrolment^  11  for  Class  I.,  and  the  same  number  for  Class  II.

MODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

Oa  the  retirement  of  Mr.  John  P.  Rogers,  from  the  Principahhip  of  this 
department,  Mr.  Amos  0*Blenes  was  appointed,  and  is  now  in  charge.  Mr* 
fBlenes  has  shown  himself  to  be  an  industrious  teacher. 

Miss  M.  E.  Phillips  was  in  charge  pf  the  3rd  department  of  the  school 
India  gradually  bringing  it  into  a  very  creditable  state  of  efficiency. 

Hiss  Harvey  still  continues  in  charge  of  the  2nd  department,  and  has 
^ded another  year  to  her  long  record  of  faithful  and  diligent  work  for  the  ad- 
rancement  of  her  pupils. 

Miss  Clara  E.  Bridges  has  fully  maintaiued  her  high  reputation  as  a 
}nm\rY  Teacher.  Her  distinguished  ability  has  brought  her  an  offer  from  the 
ioQth  African  educational  authorities,  and  it  is  ([uite  i>robable  that  the  Model 
kshool  will  lose  her  valuable  services  in  the  near  future. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

During  the  year  considerable  additions  were  uiiule  to  the  cquipnieut  of 
he  school.  So  far  as  the  internal  working  of  the  institution  is  concerned  a 
!0od  Reference  Library  is  the  greatest  immediate  necessity,  and  I  would 
tfongly  recommend  that  a  fixed  sum  be  placed  in  the  estimates  for  each  year 
)  provide  for  the  gradual  accumulation  of  a  collection  of  the  standard  works 
r  reference,  and  a  good  professional  library  for  the  use  of  the  students  in 
ineral.  Even  so  small  a  sum  as  $100  a  year  would  give  us  in  a  few  years  a 
ry  useful  library. 

The  Sloyd  Schools  established  by  Sir  William  MacDonuld  for  the  Normal 
io>l  and  for  the  City  of  Frederictou,  continues  to  bj  lav'.'ely  attended  and 
:h  students  and  pupils  show  much  interest  in  their  work. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  building'  l»e  erected  on  the  Normal  School 
unds  in  the  rear  of  the  Normal  School  building,  the  lower  Hat  to  be  devoted 
I  gymnasium  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Nomiiil  School  students,  and  the 


upper  flat  fitted  up  to  accommodat*  the  Slofd  School^  if  the  sftioe  is  to 
ooiitiiiued  after  llio  present  arrangements  terminate. 

The  Normal  School  needs  the  spQCO  now  given  iip  to  the  Slcyii  Schools, 
and  it  would  be  much  better  in  every  way  if  these  xchoola  were  placed  ia 
detached  building.  The  present  arrangement  was  only  adopted  us  a  tempuF' 
ary  one,  and  wlien  it  is  decid^'d  to  place  the  Sloyd  School  on  a  permauen 
footing  as  a  part  of  our  Ediicatinnal  System,  if  such  a  decision  should  be  made 
permanent  provision  should  be  made  to  remove  it  to  a  place  of  its  own  to 
building  specially  designed  for  it. 

The  Public  Closing  Exercises  for  the  year  were  held  on  Friday,  June  "tli 
in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  school.  Ilis  Honor  the  Lieut.  Governor  an< 
other  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  were  on  the  platform,  and  the  Hftt 
was  filled  to  its  utmost  capacity  by  ihe  leading  citizens  of  Frederictou,  and  &% 
friends  of  the  students.  The  occasicn  was  a  pleasing  aud  interesting  one  fc 
all  present.  The  vccal  and  instrumental  music  by  the  students  wna  an  espec 
iai  feature. 

The  silver  and  bronze  luedals  annually  granted  by  His  Excellency  thi 
Governor  General  for  highest  professional  standing  was  awarded  for  the  year  Ut 
Miss  Isabella  Keed  of  St.  Vincent's  School,  St.  John  city,  in  the  Senior  Divi- 
sion and  to  Misa  Ida  ,T.  Kierstead  of  Albert  Co.  in  the  .Inuior  Division  respec- 
tively. His  Honor  the  Lieut,  Governor  presented  the  medals  to  the  succesafni 
competitors  in  a  very  thoughtful  and  practical  address.  The  Chief  Superin- 
tendent of  Education,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  and  Dean  Partridge  tht 
addressed  tne  students  during  the  proceedings. 

Miss  Kierstead,  who  won  the  junior  medal  entered  the  school  for  Ch 
III.  and  showed  such  marked  progress  both  in  scholarship  and  in  profeseionsl 
ability  that  she  was  promoted  to  Class  II.  and  won  the  coveted  distinction  oi 
being  announced  as  the  winner  of  the  medal  in  corapetitiou  with  an  exception. 
ally  intelligent  body  of  Class  II.  students.  It  was  a  great  sorrow  to  all  vrht 
knew  her,  and  recognized  her  abilities  and  her  ]>romise  of  future  usefnlnesa,  t< 
learn  of  her  early  death  within  a  few  months  after  leaving  the  school. 

Mr.  Fred  C.  Squiers  of  Bath,  Carleton  Co,,  was  elected  by  his  fellow 
students  as  valedictorian  for  the  year  and  discharged  bis  pleasant  duty  Witt 
great  force  and  spirit,  and  in  excellent  taste.  Mr.  Squiers  had,  during  tin 
year,  especially  distinguished  himself  in  the  Literary  aud  Debating  Society. 

The  school  paper,  "The  Normal  Light,"  was  very  successfully  managwl 
and  added  much  pleasure  and  interest  to  the  corporate  life  of  the  school. 

The  Literary  and  Debating  Society,  and  the  Chorus  Club,  were  condtictet 


r{ft  energy  and  mtereft.  A  very  delightful  concert  was  gi^'en  to  the  Irieiid^ 
tl  llie  fltnileRts  uti'Ier  ihe  auijiices  of  the  two  or^aiiizatibos  in  the  early  spring. 
The  j^iMivrul  liBullh  of  the  school  was  reniivrkalily  gooil.  It  is  ri  notuwoithy 
id  iu  thi»  aiunection.  thai  we  have  not  had  a  siugle  death  in  the  school,  dur- 
Of;  the  ^hool  yeiii,  for  neaily  teu  years.  la  thai  tiuii^  over  2,500  Htudenla 
btTe  Bttemlufl.  This  facL  3[>eak9  volumes  for  the  sanilary  condilinna  of  the 
idool,  »ml  for  the  healthfuluess  of  the  City  of  Fredericton. 

The  conduct  and  deportnietit  of  the  school  wag  very  satisfactory,  and  the 
siEt  cordial  relations  anions  the  students  and  betweeu  instructors  aud  students, 
prevailed. 

Id  closing  my  Report  for  the  yt-ar,  1  bey  leave  respectfully  to  call  the  aU 
testion  of  the  Hunarable,  ihe  Board  of  Education  to  the  recommendatioua, 
thich  1  have  so  often  made  hilbetto,  and  which  will  be  found  in  summary  form 
M  page  l'.  Appendix  A  of  the  Educational  Keport  for  lllOO.  I  am  more 
daaever  convinced  that  these  are  the  main  lines  of  progress  along  which  the 
future  of  the  Normal  School  should  be  developed. 

In  view  of  what  has  taken  [dace  since  my  last  Export  was  written,  I  may 
ilso  be  [)ard{)ned  for  closing  this  R«poil  with  a  personal  reference. 

It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Kducation.  that 
during  the  year  an  inviution  has  come  to  me  from  South  Africa  to  take  charge 
oftiio  organ izal ions  and  eslahlishmenl  of  Normal  School  work  iu  the  Trans- 
*uluii]  Orange  River  Colonies  with  headipiarters  at  Pietoria,  and  in  response 
1*  this  invitation  the  Board  was  pleased,  iu  December  last,  to  grant  me  a 
jeit'sleave  of  absence  from  Feb.  1st,  1902,  to  enable  me  to  assist  the  Sister 
wkuiM  of  the  Empire  in  placing  their  Normal  Schools  on  an  effective  basis, 
lo  accordance  with  this  patriotic  action  of  the  Board,  I  shall  leave  for  South 
■Aftioa  in  Ihe  near  (nlure. 

Ill  laying  down  my  responsibility  even  for  the  short  time  mentioned,  I 
'ub  Id  place  on  record  niygratotnl  sense  of  the  many  kindnesses  and  eour- 
teieg  extended  to  me,  (lersonally  and  olficially,  by  the  members  of  the  succees- 
ivc  Boards  of  I'Muealion  since  1883,  and  iu  an  especial  manner  to  the  present 
B*«rd,  Whatuver  lay  fortune  may  be  in  the  future  I  shall  never  forget  the 
nodly  and  public-spirited  way  in  which  the  Hon.  the  Premier,  the  Hon.

Sir. — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report  on  the  condition  of 
Mh'c  Schools  in  Inspsctoral  District  No.  1,  for  the  year  ending  31st  De- 
amber,  1901. 

During  the  First  Term,  I  travelled  greater  distances  and  visited  more 
schools  than  ever  before  in  the  same  time  and  still  there  remained  about  forty 
schools  unvisited.  In  the  Second  Term,  I  sp3nt  a  large  portion  of  the  time,  as 
you  suggested,  in  urging  the  amalgamation  of  districts,  wliere  such  a  course 
seemed  advantageous  to  the  schools.  However,  all  my  territory  (except 
fiogersville,  which  I  left  for  Inspactor  Djucet)  was  visited  onc»3  during  the 
year  and  the  greater  portion  of  it  for  the  second  time  and  all  the  work  was  as 
^'ell  attended  to  as  could  be  exp3cted  from  one  man  over  such  an  extended 
field. 

I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  a  gradual  recovery  from  the  hindrances 
to  advancement  noticed  in  my  last  Annual  lte[)ort. 

The  ]»ublic  meetings  which  I  held  during  the  year,  seemed  to  he  highly 
appreciated  by  the  people,  many  of  whom  have  hadly  perverted  notions  of  their 
duty  in  the  matter  of  educating  their  children  and  worse  of  what  educatinn 
really  is.  Much  valuable  work  remains  to  he  done  alon^'  ti.is  line,  and  in  my 
opinion  it  would  be  an  advance  step  for  the  l»oard  of  KdiuMtion  to  re<iuire  of 
the  Inspectors  a  less  number  of  visits  p*r  term  or  year,  and  a  pro- 
Pf^rtionately  greater  number  of  Public  Mfetin^rs  in  the  less  enliglitened  Dis- 


<Tict«.     A  generation  ago  a  propagandii  of.this  kiod  was  carne<J  out  add 
W6  nntice  its  effects  id  ihe  gieater  knowledge  of  Llie  Scliool  Law  and  ilie  keeui 
iotrrest  in  cdiicBtion  evinced  by  tlie  old  and    middle    aged,  tbaii    by    ik 
gcncratioDs  fotlowtn^  that  have    not   received  this  training  and  who  arc  nc 
exercising  local  control  in  cduealional  nintters. 

This  state  of  atfairs  piobubly  accounts  in  large  measure  for  ray  lack  i 
sncoess  in  carrying  out  the  Hoard's  policy  of  amalgamatio!i  of  districts.  Ther-* 
■Is  always  souiu  excuse  for  not  joiuiug  two  diBtricls.  Generally  the  bases  o^ 
theae  excnses  are  narrowiiesB  of  view,  selfishntss,  jealousy  and  ignoraocft 
Sometimes  one,  sometimes  another,  sometimes  all  combined.  In  some  cases 
they  consider  it  merely  a  scheme  of  the  Inspectoi'a  to  lessen  the  number  of 
schools  and  thug  dimioish  his  work  regardlees  of  Ihe  elTect  on  the  schools. 
This  ci|finion  would  prevail  of  couise,  ouly  in  the  more  densely  ignorant 
districts  where  they  were  unable  to  conceive  of  an  otficer  being  influenced 
by  purely  unselfish  motives.  To  give  some  idea  of  the  difficulties  in 
the  way,  1  shall  quote  a  resolution  moved  by  a  County  councillor  in  a  district 
that  lies  side  by  side  with  another  district  on  the  opposite  side  of  tbe  river 
with  a  bridge  between,  very  neavly  in  the  middle,  and  tbeir  school  bouses  not 
piore  than  a  half  a  niik-  a]iart  iu  a  direct  line.  The  districts  too  are  snfl'ering 
from  iimnlfioii  and  eonaei|ueiit  inferior  accomodation,  lack  of  apparatus  and 
want  of  sympathy  of  numbers,  Tbeir  combined  enrolment  for  the  last  Term 
was  28  and  their  combined  average  1!'.  If  there  are  two  districts  in  the  Pro- 
vince tl  at  can  be  joined  to  tbeir  mutual  advantage,  these  are  the  two  and 
still  this  nsolulion  was  canied  by  thirteen  to  three  at  the  last  annual  meeling 
in  tbe  larger  of  the  two  districts. 

"  Whereas  the  School  Inspector  is  trying  to  indQce  the  Board  of  lixlucatioa 
to  coerce  tbe  ratepayers  of  School  iJistricts  Nos.  —  and  —  to  unit«  their 
School  Distrii^ts  into  one. 

"  And  whereas  tbe  rutppayers  of  District  No.  —  is  of  the  opinion  that  tlie 
amalgam ntiun  of  the  said  districls  would  increase  taxation,  mar  the  harmony 
which  now  prevails  in  our  School  District,  and  wonld  in  uo  way  facilitate  or 
help  tbe  children  in  said  districts  getting  a  better  education,  therefore  resolved 
that  the  ratepayers  of  District  No  —  protest  against  such  proposed  change  aud 
take  such  steps  as  they  deem  necessary  t<\  prevent  the  amalgamation  of  tbe 
respective  districts." 

I  have  eopiid  the  rtaolulion  verbatim  rl  literatim,  except  the  numbers  of 
the  districts  which  are  omitted  for  obvious  reasons, 

In  another  ilistiict  which  had  only   three  children  of  school  age    all 
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loDgiDg  to  one  family,  which  lived  about  two  miles  from  the  school  in  the  ad- 
joining district,  the  ratepayers  voted  $40  to  convey  the  pupils  to  the  schooL 
No  one  could  be  found  to  undertake  the  job  for  the  money,  not  even  the  father 
of  the  children,  so  they  remained  at  home. 

Judging  from  my  experience  of  the  past  year,  the  Hoard  need  not  hope  for 
success  in  this  direction,  while  it  is  left  to  local  option.  It  will*  be  compelled 
in  the  interests  of  the  coming  generations  to  take  a  firm  stand  and  do  what  is 
best  whether  the  people  agree  or  not. 

New  school  houses  were  completed  and  schools  were  opened  in  them  for 
the  first  time  at  the  beginning  of  the  Seiiond  Term,  in  the  following  districts:. 
Weldfield,  No.  3,  Glenelg.  Breadalbane,  No.  13,  Black ville  and  Little.  Pass,  No. 
1,  Caraquet. 

One  new  department  was  oi)ened  in  September,  in  each  of  the  Graded 
Systems  of  Newcastle,  Dalhousie  and  Campbellton.  Thus  the  number  of 
teachers  employed  in  this  Inspectorate  has  been  increased  during  the  year  by 
six. 

Two  other  districts  have  completed  their  school  houses  during  the  year 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  their  Trustees  to  open  schools  in  them  at  the  be- 
ginning of  next  year,  if  the  sei  vices  of  teachers  can  be  secured. 

The  new  school  house  in  Wilson's  Point,  No.  lOJ,  Shippegan,  is  slowly 
approaching  completion.  This  district  is  a  very  weak  one,  but  the  Trustees 
kope  to  open  school  during  the  coming  year. 

Gagnon  District  No.  8,  St.  Isidoie,  is  now  ready  to  begin  to  build  as  soon 
*s  the  site  is  determined  on.  Once  a  beginning  is  made  the  work  will  be 
pushed  along  rapidly. 

Gaspereau,  District  No.  7,  Saumarez,  was  lately  erected,  but  the  people  wish 
to  have  their  school  opened  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  Second  Term,  1902. 

RE8TIGOUCUE   COUNTY. 

Restigouche,  though  the  smallest,  is  the  banner  County  in  this  Inspectorate 

iu  everything  that  relates  to  Kducational  progress.     All  the   settlements   are 

erected   into  districts.     Every  district  is  organized,  and  at  the  beginning  of 

1902,  all  the  districts  will  have  schools  in  operation.       In  school  buildings 

and  appliances  it  makes  a  very   creditable  showing.      There  are  only  four  or 

five  really  poor  school  houses  in  the  County.     On  Heron  Island  tlie  school 

house  is  small  and  old-fashioned  and  not  very  well  provided  with  apparatus, 

but   the  district  is  weak  numerically,  and  with  the    repairs  made  during  the 

year,  the  school  house  and  equipnient,f  airly  meets  the  requirements     Daw- 


sonville  has  a  log  school  house,  buill  in  the  early  days  of  the  aeLtkaunt  wl 
lias  outfiiown  it,  and  though  it  is  comfortable  in  winter,  it  will  aoon  barftb 
replaced  by  Bomcthing  more  pretentious  and  mart  in  keeping  with  thv  ol 
buildings  of  the  district. 

The  school  hcuge  oL  Quioii's  Point  is  not  an  old  btiilding,  but  it  has  b 
allowed  to  get  out  of  repair  by  carelessuuss  on  the  part  of  the  Triisteea.  (I 
perhaps  of  some  of  th«  teachers).  The  furniture  and  uquipmeut,  too,  ie  vi 
inferior  and  netds  nn  slnioet  wholesale  repleii'sbment,  which  the  Trustees  i 
ratepayera  seem  quite  nnwilling  to  provide.  In  Point  La  Nim  Hud  The  L'c 
the  school  houses  aru  old,  siuali,  poorly  lighted  and  ventilated,  with  w 
UDattractive  surroundinga.  I  have  not  urged  these  districta  to  rebuild, 
the  attendance  is  small  in  boih  and  1  hope  at  aumetime  to  see  the  pupils  of  I 
former  conveyed  to  Dalhousie  and  those  ol  the  latter  to  DaDiouste  Junction. 

While  all  the  other  school  houses  are  good,  there  are  Bome  that  ; 
superior  in  construction  and  arrangement,  with  good  voodhousesandouthoUf 
and  neatly  Ijcpt  and  attractive  grounds.  Among  the  best  may  bo  mentioq 
those  in  Upper  Charlo,  River  Charlo,  Jacquet  River,  Dalhousie  ■laoction,  Nl 
Mills,  Black  Land,  Flat  I-ands,  Riverside,  Churchville,  Bernard,  Balmol 
Mountain  Brook  ami  Glencoe. 

Ill  many  of  the  schools,  the  supply  of  maps  and  other  apparatus  is  i]U 
satisfactory.  A  few  have  slate  blackboards  any  many  have  hyloplate.  Ml 
has  been  done  during  the  year  in  adding  to  the  equipment,  especially 
providing  the  schools  with  maps  of  the  empire,  ilags  aud  flag  poles. 

In  this  County  is  found,  too,  a  large  proportion  of  excellent  te&cha 
industrious,  earnest  aud  progressive.     Among  those  deserving  special  menU

The  graded  schools  of  the  County  aru  ei|ually  satisfactory.  TEis  CaH) 
bellton  Oiammar  School  is  oue  of  the  moat  progressive  Institutions  of  t 
kind  in  the  Province  as  iti  record  for  the  pxst  ten  years  abunditully  proves,  ai 
never  in  its  history  has  it  done  better  work  than  during  the  past  year,  Tl 
Trustees  take  a  lively  interest  in  everything  that  concerns  the  school  ai 
cooperate  with  the  teiichers  in  every  way  to  make  it  a  success.  Appointmeil 
to  the  stafT  arc  made  on   merit.     The  aim  is  to  secure  the  best  and  all  fato

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^I^Mihitees  mast  hold  Licenses  of  the  First  Class  and  come  otherwise  well 
neeommended.  Already  three  of  the  staff  of  eight  are  Graduates  in  Aits  and 
two  of  these  hold  Grammar  School  Lioenises, 

Dalhousie  Superior  School  has  now  four  departments.  Up  to  August 
last  it  had  only  three,  and  this  constituted  its  chief  weakness.  The  Primary 
Department  was  very  much  overcrowded,  the  jaipils'  interest  could  not  be 
kept  alive,  hence  irregular  attendance  and  pupils  ])rcmoled  before  they  were 
prepared.  Some  of  the  rooms  still  need  better  furnitizre  and  all  need  ad- 
ditional apparatus,  but  the  school  is  better  prepared  to  do  effective  work  than 
€ver  before.  The  Trustees  are  taking  an  intellij^ent  interest  and  are  helping 
the  teachers  instead  of  being  a  hindrance  to  them,  as  has  sometimes  been  the 
case  in  the  past.  The  staff  of  teachers  is  a  good  one,  earnest,  experienced  and 
capable. 

GLOUCESTER   COUNTY. 

■ 

To  give  an  idea  of  the  condition  of  schools  in  this  County,  it  will   be 

necessary  for  me  to  give  a  review  of  parishes.     Progress  has  not  been  as  rapid 

as  it  should  bave  been.     The  people  in  many  sections  do  not  work  together 

hannoniously.     They  are  much  divided  and  there  are  many  lines  of  cleavage, 

such  as  the  social,  family,  race,  religious  and  political  lines.     In  these  sections 

they  do  not  place  a  high  value  on  education.      Children  attend  school  when  not 

otherwise  employed.     As  soon  as  they  are  big  enough  to  woik  on  the  farm  or 

at  the  fishing,  the  school  knows  them  no  more,  except  perhaps  for  a  haphazard 

iitteDdance    of  a  month  or  two  in  the  winter.     As  a  rule  the  school  houses 

and  grounds    and    outbuildings   are    not    well    cared    for.     Not    many   are 

kept  well  painted,  though  to  this  aule  there  are  many  notable  exce[)tion9,  such 

as  at  New   Bandon,  St  Jerome,  Green  Point,   Dumfiies,  Upper  Grand  Anse 

Miscou  Harbor,  Waugh,  Blanchard  Settlement,  Inkerman,  Little  Rivt-r,   I'pper 

^aqiietville  and  others,  where  the  school  houses  and  outbuildings  and  fences 

^re  kept  well  painted  aud  much  care  is  taken  with  tlie  grounds  to  have  them 

neat  and  attractive  and  a  place  to  which  tlie  children  like  to  come. 

Beresford  No.  1,  needs  a  new  school  house.      The  oM  shed  now  in  use  is 

not  fit  for  people  to  be  shut  up  in  during  the  old  weather.      It  is  not  in  the 

right  place  to  accommodate  the  people  living  back  of  the  Railway.      In  No.   -, 

the  school  house  is  too  small,  but  the  people  are  divided  on  race  lines    and 

cannot    agree    on   the   site   for   a  new  building.      No.  i.)    has    a   tine   school 

house    with  grounds   aud  outbuildings  well  kept.      No.   4    has  four    school 

buildings  that  are  rapidly  falling  into  decay,  through  the  niggardliness  of  the 


ratopayers  sod  the  cheese paiiiig  of  tbu  Trustees.  No.  12  lift3  a  school  bous 
of  which  any  district  might  be  proud,  and  an  excellent  teacher  in  Miss  Met 
vina  J.  Uodiii,  Arrangemeuts  should  Iw  made  to  convey  the  pupils  of  No.  I! 
and  No.  ISJ  to  the  I)ig  school  at  I'elit  Rocher.  or  thoae  of  No,  13^  to  th 
school  house  in  No.  13,  thus  saviog  the  salary  of  one  teacher  and  piovidliq 
■  better  teaching  for  the  children.  Duriuu  the  year  No.  ~  made  extensive  ink 
provements  and  |iravided  new  fmnitiire  through  the  eHorts  of  the  tencbfll 
Misa  Muttie  II.  Reoonf.  In  No,  7A  the  snhool  is  small,  hut  the  work  ia  wel 
done  by  Miss  Agnes  Nichol,  afi  excellent  teacher  of  the  First  Claas.  Nos.  ( 
and  G^i  have  good  school  huuses,  but  the  most  disgrac^iilly  kept  outbousa 
in  the  County.  Ngs.  8j  and  11  need  better  school  buildings.  The  school 
house  in  No.  10  A,  was  extensively  repaired  during  summer  vacatioQ. 

Bathurst. — This  pariah  has  Some  fairly  good  buildings  such  as  Hu 
Graummr  School  building  iu  town  and  the  Superior  School  building  in  tli( 
village,  though  the   former    is   getting  somewhat   out  of  repair.  No.  6  h 

a  very  weak  district,  and  has  a  poor  school  house,  but  a  good  school,  with  Mi« 
Annie  Loggic  as  teacher.  No.  12  rebuilt  its  school  house  during  the  year* 
No,  iJ  repaired  its  school  house  and  provided  new  furniture.  The  school  IQ 
No.  7  is  improving  slowly.  No.  5  made  some  improvements  and  promises 
more,  No.  4i  wainscotted  school-room  and  procured  hyloplate  blackboard, 
During  Second  Terra,  there  were  only  five  pupils  enrolled  in  No,  H.  The 
ratflpayera  of  No,  17  will  be  compelled  to  build  a  new  school  house  very  sooel 
The  present  building  is  a  very  poor  affair  on  a  poor  site  not  centrally  located. 
No  achool  was  operated  in  No.  0  during  the  year,  as  there  are  only  thrM 
pupils  in  the  district. 

New  Bakdon.^ — Much  needed  rtpaiis  weic  made  on  the  school  house  of 
No.  9  both  inside  and  outside,  and  the  school  was  very  successfully  conducted 
by  Misa  Mina  D.  Plant.  In  No.  S  the  school-room  was  painted  anU  sttU 
needs  more  blackboard  surface.  Miss  Miiggie  E.  McNair  taught  the  achool 
very  acceptably  and  was  a  power  for  good  in  the  district,  besides.  No.  7  kepi 
its  school  opeu  duriug  the  year  and  repaired  the  school  house.  The  achool 
in  No.  6  improved  very  much  in  tone  during  the  year  under  Miss  Kva  R, 
CulUjraD.  Grand  Anse  Portage  No.  3^,  set  the  tiest  example  of  zoal  in  edu- 
cating the  children  in  my  Inspectorate.  The  district  has  only  eight  rate^ 
paytrs  and  its  total  valuation  is  $2,650.  The  parents  took  turns  in  dririog 
the  children  to  and  from  school  during  stormy  weather.  Needless  to  say  every 
child  attended.     In  No.   2  the  pupils  made  excellent  progress  in    their  own 
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language,  but  did  not  care  to  learn  English.  No.  1  has  a  poor  school,  which 
is  not  kept  going  regularly. 

Cabaquet. — For  a  wealthy  Parish,  Caraquet  has  very  poor  schools.  No. 
1  was  organized  late  in  March,  and  is  now  ready  to  employ  a  teacher.  No.  2 
had  a  kind  of  graded  school  of  two  departments  with  Grade  IV.  as  the  high- 
est Grade  and  the  pupils  classified  according  to  size,  so  that  Grades  II.  and 
III.  were  in  both  departments.  No.  2  J  was  better,  and  the  teacher,  Mr. 
p.  P.  Murray  seemed  very  zealous  and  faithful,  but  the  larger  pupils  attended 
only  a  few  months  in  winter.  No.  3  was  well  taught  by  Mr.  Jos.  F.  Godin, 
So.  4  was  organized  late  in  the  year.  Nos.  1  and  8  are  still  dormant  as 
noticed  last  year. 

Paquetville. — I  visited  the  schools  of  this  parish  but  once  during  the 
year,  in  the  month  of  March,  while  a  mission  was  being  preached  in  the 
Church  and  all  the  larger  pupils  were  in  almost  constant  attendance.  Nos.  1 
and  2  have  good  school  houses  and  the  grounds  of  No.  2  receive  carefui 
attention.  No.  3  has  a  poor  school.  The  pupils  have  been  told  rather  than 
taught.  No.  4  has  a  good  teacher  in  Miss  Josephine  M.  Godin.  No.  5  has  a 
good  school  house  but  little  in  the  way  of  furniture  and  apparatus. 

Ijjkerman* — No.  1  has  a  now  school  house  not  yet  furnished  inside,  but 
warm  and  comfortable.  No.  2  has  also  a  good  school  house  but  some  of  the 
ratepayers  complain  that  it  is  not  now  near  the  middle  of  the  district,  and 
that  it  will  have  to  be  moved.      The  school  in  No,  3,  where  there  is  another 

t     good  school  house,  improved  greatly  during  the  year.     The    school  in    No. 

»J  5  was  reopened  after  being  closed  for  three  Terms,  In  No.  4  the  school 
house  is  evidently  not  in  the  right  place  as  most  of  the  children  live  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Biver.  The  Maltumpeque  Road  Settlement  will  soon 
have  to  be  erected  into  a  district  with  the  western  end  of  this  district.  When 
that  occurs  the  proper  location  of  this  school  house  can  be  determined. 

Shippeoan. — No.  1  has  a  graded  school  of  two  departments,  but  the 
accommodation  and  equipment  are  very  inferior.  The  teachers  employed  this 
year  are  two  of  our  brightest  young  men,  Mr.  J.  Edward  De  Grace  and  Mr. 
Theodore  J.  De  La  Garde.  Miss  Philomcne  Eobichaud  achieved  success  in 
No.  1^.  In  No.  2  the  pupils  never  advance  beyond  Grade  IV,  and  few  reach 
eyen  that.  The  school  in  No.  3  was  small  but  was  well  taught.  No.  3j4  has 
an  excellent  teacher  in  Mr.  Jas.  R.  Smith,  and  is  building  a  new  school 
I  house  slowly  but  steadily.  Mr.  J.  Avila  Duguay  has  given  faithful  service 
to  Xo.  0  for  the  past  four  years.  This  district  has  a  good  school  house,  but 
poor  furniture  and  little  apparatus.     No.   4,    4^,   and   6,   have   good  school 


houses,  but  poor  furniture  and  litlle  apparatus  No.  7,  has  a  good  boSdh^ 
and  good  furniture,  but  poorly  kept  grounds.  No,  9  bas  the  best  rnrniM 
school  ill  the  pariab  and  every  year  Hcea  sonietliing  added  lo  its  eqdpiiMt 
Nob.  Ot  and  V>  have  iioor  school  hon^^es  and  psor  schoola.  No.  8  will  opn 
school  at  the  eonimeneemcut  of  the  New  Year,  for  the  first  time  in  niany 
years,     No,  10}  rtipoits  progress  in  building. 

SaOMace/. — The  Superior  School  House  in  Tracadio,  No.  3,  is  :i  [.lain, 
substantial,  two-st^pry  structure  tliat  nccomniodates  two  depaitiuenti  very  flffli- 
forlaWy,  but  the  other  two  buildinffs  in  the  district  arc  not  nearly  s 
able.  Mr.  Geo.  K,  Price  ia  tin:  Piincipal  of  the  Superior  School  and  does  ray 
faithful  work.  Theie  is  a  fair  school  ht.use  and  a  jjood  schixil  in  No.  2,  Vif 
Catherine  13,  Loaier,  teacher,  but  only  an  apol>gy  for  either  in  No.  Sj^.  Kg.; 
0  keeps  its  school  open  very  irregularly.  No,  lU  A  has  a  very  small  acbiMt' 
houiie  for  the  nurabar  of  pitpiU.  I  thought  some  of  dividing  the  distriottnl 
perhapa  this  will  yet  havu  lo  be  done,  though  the  school  has  been  better  taii^ 
this  year  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Uol'ichaud  and  better  attended  than  ever  before. 

St.  IsEDORR. — This  smdl  pariah  has  ouly  three  school  districts.     InNfc 
7j4  there  is  a  good  school  bouse,  but  the  most  the  cbildren  have  learned  fot 
the  past  five  years  is  reading  and  tbat  not  very  uaderstandingly.     No.  7  hu 
miserable  school  house  and  a  very  unsatisfactory  schooL     No.  8  has,  at  hu^ 
decided  to  build  a  schuol  house, 

NORTHUMllKRLAND  COUMTY. 

This  County  presents  strong  contrasta.     It  has  some  of  the  finest  achod 
buildings,  best  equipment  and  most  progre-ssive  schools,  and  also  some  of  th 
poorest.     I  shall  not  have  time  to  do  more  than  to  notice  very  briefly  a  feir 
tlie  schools  in  each  parish. 

Alnwick. — Miss  Nora  Oripps  dirt  excellent  work  in  No,  1,     The  sdiol 
in  No,  l>i  is  very  small  and  kepi  open  but  a  part  of  each  year.     No.  8  has 
fair  building,  enclosed  grounds  and  a  good  school  under  Miss  K.  Loggie,  wb 
■was  forced  by  ill  health  to  resign  her  position.     The  school  in  No,  9  is  iinpro' 
ing  from  term  to  term  under  Mias  Ellen  M.  Donovan.      No.  12  haa  a  goa 
huildiug  but  only  a  fair  school.      The  same  is  true  of  No.  4.      New  schoa 
houses  arc  being  built  in  Nos,  SVi  and  13.     The  school  in  No.  5  has  been  ver^ 
poorly  conducted  for  the  past  two  years.     There  are  but  few  pupils  in  No.  6 
they  should  be  oouveyed  to  the  school  in  No.  7. 

NsTCCAij'J'LE. — There  are  but  few  Ungraded  Schools  in  this  parish,  only  A 
altogether.     No.  2>^  has  so  few  pupih  that  it  would  he  much  better  to  ooi

lall.  No.  2  has  a  new,  nicely  furnished  school  house.  Id  No.  3  there  are 
few  pupils  and  it  will  be  ditiicult  to  have  them  conveyed  to  the  next 
ict  as  some  of  thijm  iitg  oenrly  ten  miles  from  the  school  hou^o.  There  ia 
M-  school  bouse  in  No.  4,  but  it  is  fairjy  t>(]tiipped  and  the  leiiuher,  Miss 
(yShea,  is  an  excellent  ote.  No.  5  is  a  weak  district  that  operates  it« 
ttl  very  inegiilarly.  The  niimber  of  pupils  in  No.  ti  is  large,  but  the  einiip. 
I  of  the  school  ia  poor  and  the  avcraj^e  attjmlauce  small.  There  are  abou(i 
ly  {iUpiU  in  No.  10  and  there  is  a  fair  CUss-rooni  but  the  Trustees  are  vary'- 
igeot  about  employing  au  Assistant.     Mias  A.  Maude  Menzies,  one  of 

teecbers.  has  been  eiiijiloyed  during  the  Second  Term,  but  even  she  cotlldl 
b  satisfactory  work  under  the  drcumstances. 

RcuTH  Ess. — The  best  school  in  the  parish  is  in  No.  9,  where  the 
itees  are  interpsted  and  attentive  to  their  duties.     No.  7  operated  school 

jear  for  the  first  time  in  twenty  years.  No.  74.  had  a  very  good  school 
Hg  the  year,  .\n  unfortunate  disagreement  among  the  people  in  No.  13 
(tea  against  the  school.  The  attendance  is  increasing  in  No.  14,  and  the: 
ol  is  improv-ing. 

Dkkbt,— The  Superior  School  of  two  departments  is  in  District  No.  1. 
I  district  suffered  a  great  loss  iu  the  retirement  from  the  Prinoipalship  and 

the  profession,  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Clark,  who  had  taught  here  most  successfully 
Ugbteeo  years,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.     Miss  Lottie  E.  Underbill  has 

1  excalleut  satisfaction  io  No.  3  for  the  past  a^ven  years.     She  has  not 

sapplied  a  large  amount  of  apparatus  for  the  school  by  means  of  concerts 
hai  utTered  to  raise  at  least  half  the  funds  to  build  a  new  school  house  in 
Mime  way. 

BLACKVttLK. — The  Suparior  School  of  three  depirtmenta  is  in  District 

C.  Mr.  J.  C.  Carruthers,  the  Principil,  has  done  excellent  work  and 
lohiouelf  to  be  a  wide  awake,  progressive  teacher  since  his  appointment 
ia  piaitiou.  His  ett'jrtt  du'ing  the  past  Term  hive  been  ably  aeoonded  by 
tsociate  teachers,  iiias  MiCarthy  and  Miis  Fdirweather.  There  has  been 
complaint  about  the  heating  of  the  new  building.  A  new  school  house 
leen  built  in  No.  4,  Imt  it  is  so  poor  a  job  that  it  should  uot  have  been 
oil"  the  contractor's  hands.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Terra  School 
Bpened  for  the  first  time  in  District  No.  13.  The  school  bouse  in  No. 
lOt  vet  been  moved  to  the  middle  of  the  district.

BussFlELD. — The  DoaktowE  Snpevior  School  is  in  So.  4  of  this  piril^ 
The  school  house  is  very  inferior  and  ao  is  tho  equipment,  but  the  teachm 
are  industrioiia,  Hkilfut  atid  progreaaive.  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Wothen  is  the  Principil 
and  Misa  Jessie  J.  Murray  has  charge  of  the  Primary  Department.  The 
school  house  in  N'o.  3  has  been  uicely  painted.  Miss  Beatrice  Ellis  has  done 
excelleiit  work  in  Xu.  3j4  under  discouraging  conditiona.  No.  1  made  some 
improvemeuts  in  ita  house  and  giounds  Xo.  l^  opened  its  school  at  Ui» 
beginning  of  the  Second  Term  to  continue  it  for  a  year  at  least.  No.  2}  hu 
the  best  kept  giouuds  in  the  parish. 

Ludlow.— I loiestown,  No.  3,  has  an  excellent  school  house  with  fait 
equipment.  Mr.  W.  W.  Wright,  the  teacher,  gives  satisfaction  to  all.  Th* 
gcbool  house  in  No.  ft  was  ceiled  and  painted  inside  during  the  summoc 
vacation.  Nos.  2  and  4  are  very  weak  districts,  that  it  wonld  bo  welt  to  unite 
if  the  pec'plo's  consent  could  be  gained. 

JiKlfON. — Nelson  Villsije  No.  I  has  a  graded  school  of  two  department! 
but  the  school  house  is  very  inferior  for  suclj  a  district,  and  not  in  the  centre 
of  the  school  population.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  it  was  resolved  to 
build  roore  centrally.  Id  No.  5,  the  school  houae  was  shingled  throughout 
and  a  woodhouae  built.  No.  Q^  has  a  good  school  houae  and  No.  8  has  wall 
kept  grounds.

UBA.DEO  SCHOOLS. 

Of  the  laiyer  gruded  systems  of  schools  in  the  County  I  shall  write  but 
little.  Chalham,  which  has  heretofore  been  behind  other  towns  of  the  same,  or 
TesB  importance  in  the  matter  of  High  School  accommodation  and  equipment, 
IS  Qpened  a  new  High  School  building  that  will  place  her  well  in  the  fore- 
boBt  in  these  respects. 

Since  the  amalgamation  of  its  three  districts  the  schools  of  Chatham  have 
oiDtinued  to  grow  in  efficiency.  The  improved  accommodation  will  enable  Dr. 
Coi  and  his  slafT  of  capable  and  earnest  teachers  to  achieve  higher  degrees  of 
Bess  in  their  important  work.  The  teaching  throughout  all  the  standard* 
It  to  be  practical,  to  take  nothing  for  gianted  that  can  be  verified  and  to  put 
llupupiliu  the  position  of«  dicoverer  in  every  subject,  in  so  far -us  it  is  pos- 
In  consequence  of  this  the  Chatham  Schools  are  well  prepared  to  take  up 
llu  Manual  Training  work  as  illustrated  by  the  -Sir  Wm.  C.  McDonald  Training 
Echools.  I  trust  that  one  of  the  spare  rooms  in  the  new  building  may  be 
devoted  to  this  purpose  before  my  next  report. 

The  resignation  of  Mr,  F.  P.  I'orston.  M.  A.,  was  a  great  loss  to  the  New- 
e  Schools.  He  was  faitliful  in  the  parfomiance  of  his  duties  and  brought 
to  bear  upon  them  exceptional  powers  of  mind.  He  was  succeeded  as  Princi- 
fil  ly  Mr.  Geo.  K.  McNaughton,  B.  A.,  and  if  interest  in  his  work  and  steady 
Vjpltcation  to  duty  can  achieve  it,  he  will  win  success. 

The  necessity  for  some  kind  of  hand  work  is   appoient  in  all  our  echools, 
Especially  in  the  miscellaneous  ones,  something  more  tangible  than  Drawing 
id  that  Would  not  require  too  great  an  outlay  for  material.     I   am  of  the 
I 'dpinion  tliat  Cardboard  work  would  meet  the  reiiuirements,  and  beg  leave  to 
t  that  tiiis  subject  he  added  to  our  Xormal  School  Course,

Sui: — 1  liave  ihe  honor  to  forward  my  Keporl  for  ihe  year  1901, 

The  more  than  usual  amomit  of  anow  on  the  groiiisd  during  the  winteF 
months  made  the  work  of  travelling;  through  my  district  more  diflicuU  (htf 
usual  and  hindered  me  to  aome  extent  in  my  work.  The  prevalence  of  sm^ 
pox  in  Westmorland  County  also  interfered  to  a  considerable  degree  with  my 
plans  ol  inspection,  as  il  became  necessary  to  close  (or  a  time  some  of  lb* 
Bchools. 

Compulsory  vaccination  throughout  the  entire  County  as  a  result  of  tbt 
outlirtak  of  smallpox  proved  raore  detrimental  t»  the  sehooU  than  any  othef 
cause,  as  in  many  cases  the  children  remained  home  either  as  the  result 
vaccination,  or  from  fear  of  having  to  nndergo  vaccination.  In  one  schoo 
whpre  the  attendance  should  have  been  ahout  twenty-five,  on  the  day  of  tof 
visit  I  found  two  pupils  present,  the  leault  of  vaccinotion,  and  this  school  i 
not  less  than  forty  miles  from  any  case  of  smallpox. 

Two  new  districts  h^ive  been  fonncd  in  the  parish  of  Wellington,  StSi 
Michael.  No.  17  taken  from  No,  12,  and  St.  Groix,  Nn,  18,  taken  from  No.  T\ 

A  new  school  house  has  been  built  in  Canaan  Station,  district  No. 
Moncton.  School  was  in  operation  in  the  new  house  during  the  term  ende 
the  31st  of  December.  New  school  houses  have  also  been  built  in  OalIa}{bi 
Ridge,  No.  :!2,  Moni-ton,  Shaw  Brook,  No.  33,  Moncton,  and  I'ortage  River,  K< 
10,  Carleton,  all  new  districts.  In  the  last  two  named,  school  was  in  oper 
ation  for  the  first  lime  during  the  term  closed  the  ^llst  of  I.>«;cember. 

In  No.  12  Dundas,  whore  for  aevetnl  years  the  old  school  house  has  bs«l 
unfit  for  use,  a  new  house  has  been  built  in  the  centre  of  the  district,  and  wil 
be  occiipied  the  coming  term.  As  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  and  a  largi;  majortt; 
of  the  rate  payers  were  opposed  to  buihling  a  new  bousw  and  pcrsistentl; 
refused  to  vote  money  for  the  purpose,  a  new  Board  of  Trutteesi  was  appointe 
by  the  authority  of  the  Chief  Superintendent  and  an  assessment  sullicient  t 
build  the  now  house  was  levieii  on  the  district  by  order  of  the  Bosnl 
Education.

The  following  districts  in  the  parish  of  TV»tsford  have  taken  advantago  of 
the  act  providing  for.  the  distribution  of  school  moneys  in  this  parish,  and  have 
made  extensive  repairs  in  the  school  houses  and  improvements  in  the  grounds  : 
B^5^tol  Corner,  No.  IG,  Poitage,  No.  17,  Little  Cap'*,  No.  18,  Leger  Brook,  No. 
19,  Cape  Bald,  No.  20,  and  Chapel  No.  21.  In  No.  16,  the  interior  of  the 
school  room  has  been  sheathed  and  painted  and  new  furniture  provided. 
Other  districts  in  the  parish  contemplate  making  improvements  during  the 
coming  year.  General  improvements  have  been  made  as  needed  throughout 
the  various  districts  of  this  Inspectorate. 

In  the  Riohibucto  Grammar  School,  Mr,  A.  E.  Pearson  was  appointed 
teacher  of  Grades  VII  and  VIII,  beginning  in  January  last.  In  the  Moncton 
High  School,  Mr.  McNally  succeeded  Mr.  McLean  in  August.  Mr.  R.  D. 
Hanson  resumed  charge  of  the  Petitcodiac  Superior  School.  Mr.  H.  B.  Steeves 
was  appointed  Principal  of  the  Dorchester  Superior  School,  and  Mr.  Charles  B. 
Kichards  of  the  Bass  River  Superior  School  in  August. 

GENERilL  REMARKS. 

Ventilation. — This  is  a  matter  which  does  not  hold  the  place  of  import- 
ance in  the  minds  of  teachers,  trustees  and  parents,  which  its  importance 
demands.  In  perhaps  one-half  of  the  school  houses  instead  of  the  windows 
being  so  that  they  can  be  lowered  from  the  top,  and  thus  provide  the  only 
proper  means  of  ventilation  available,  they  are  securely  fastened  and  in  many 
instances  cannot  even  be  raised.  Even  when  provision  is  made  for  lowering 
the  top  sash,  teachers  either  through  ignorance  or  carelessness  do  not  make 
a  proper  use  of  this  means  of  vcntilHtion.  They  eithar  close  the  window  en- 
tirely or  open  it  five  or  six  inches  and  thus  allow  a  rush  of  cold  air  to  blow 
dlTectly  on  the  pupil.  For  ventilation  in  cold  weather  the  upper  sashes  of  two 
or  more  opposite  windows  should  be  lowered  so  as  to  make  a  very  small  open 
space  at  the  top  and  should  be  kept  in  that  position  during  the  whole  day. 
This  is  much  better  than  throwing  windows  and  doors  open  at  short  intervals 
and  thus  admitting  a  rush  of  cold  air  which  will  cause  a  chill  on  the  pupils, 
especially  the  smaller  ones. 

The  proper  care  of  the  wood  is  a  matter  which  does  not  receive  the  atten- 
tion it  should.  As  a  rule  good  wood  is  provided,  but  instead  of  being  housed 
it  is  allowed  to  remain  exposed  to  the  autumn  rains  and  winter  snows  It 
seems  ditti^.ulc  t)  cinviuc3  Trustees  aad  ratepiyers  thit  it  is  good  economy  to 
provide  a  ^voodshed.  In  some  instances  even  where  a  proper  woodshed  is  pro- 
vided the  wood  is  allowed  to  remain  exposed  to  the  storms. 


iL  19  pieadng  to  note  that  au  iucreasing  interest  is  being  tnken  iu  decont- 
ing  the  inleiior  of  the  achool  rooms.  As  noted  in  toy  report  of  last  year  Tev 
school  rooum  are  entirely  void  of  pictures  or  some  decoration  on  the  wallt 
some  rooms  being  very  tastefully  decorated,  I  wifh  I  could  report  as  hvtfv 
ably  of  the  school  grounds.  These  in  many  inetaDcea  are  not  ac  well  cared  kt 
as  they  should  be.  A  little  more  ctTort  ou  the  part  of  ilie  teacher  in  enltetiiK 
tlie  uo-opcrntioD  of  the  pupils  in  this  matter  woold  be  prodoctive  of  gora 
results. 

As  a  rule  the  discipline  in  the  schools  is  all  that  cau  be  desired.  Occi- 
sionally  however  I  fiad  a  teacher  deficient  in  that  most  essential  qualtficai 
ihe  ability  to  govern.  In  all  such  cases  the  retiulcs  show  that  the  iBck  of 
qualification  is  a  very  serious  drawback  and  that  good  work  and  disorilei 
cannot  go  together. 

Some  defects  in  teaching. — One  defect  which  I  have  noticed  is  the  liltli 
which  some  teachers  have  of  dividing  their  attention  between  two  orevm  aia 
than  two  subjects  at  the  same  time.  I  have  seen  teachers  attempt  to  hear 
IflSBon  in  reading,  correct  a  slate  exercise,  and  tell  pupils  who  wei^e  studyic 
their  lessons  the  pronuDcialion  of  words  all  at  the  same  time,  This  I 
hardly  say  is  not  and  never  can  lie  effective  teachiu;^.  Another  defect  is  tlu 
apparent  lack  of  ability  on  the  part  of  the  tescher  to  devise  new  ways  of  doifli 
things.  The  same  rouliue  in  all  subjects  is  followed  day  after  day,  and  whei 
the  results  are  not  so  good  as  might  be  expected  the  method  is  hianied 
Children  must  have  variety  in  order  that  the  interest  may  be  sustained.  T.aol 
of  punctuality  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  is  another  drawback.  Tlie  regulatio) 
requiring  teachers  to  be  in  the  school  room  twenty  minutes  before  the  Lime  fo 
opening  should  be  strictly  enforced  by  every  Board  of  Trustees,  Teachers  whi 
complain  that  they  have  not  time  enough  to  teach  all  the  subjects  can  san 
time  by  making  preparation  for  the  lessons  before  school  is  opened,  Fnilun 
to  review  more  frequently  is  the  frei[ueut  cause  of  failure  to  secure  thorougb 
ness  and  efilciency. 

Parents.— As  a  rule  I  find  parents  willing  and  pleased  to  give  good  am 
faithful  teachers  their  just  mead  of  praise,  and  where  dissatisfaction  exists  then 
is  generally  some  fault  on  both  sides.  Occasionally,  however,  the  criticisms  0 
the  parents  stem  unfair  and  unjust. 

Trustees.— Some  I'oaids  of  Trustees  do  not  seem  to  realize  the  moral  o\/i\ 
gation  resting  upon  them  to  expend  to  the  Wst  advantage  the  money  take] 
from  the  ratepayers.  In  some  districts  the  Trustees  will  employ  and  contiaiti 
in  their  pmploy  teachers  whose  inability  to  ])Tojicr]y  coTiduct  the  school  ts  ap'

[ttrent  to  all.  While  this  is  true  in  a  few  cases  it  is  pleasing  to  know  that  ii: 
D08t  cases  an  honest  effort  is  made  by  the  Trustees  to  secure  the  best  teachers 
vailable. 

While  I  have  referred  to  some  defects  in  the  schools  and  shortcomings  or 
ie  part  of  teachers  and  Trustees,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  implying 
lat  these  defects  are  at  all  general.  The  great  majority  of  teachers  in  both 
radt-d  and  ungraded  schools  manifest  a  disposition  to  do  the  very  best  work 
Msible  and  do  succeed  in  very  many  instances  in  doing  excellent  work. 

The  good  effects  of  Arbor  Day  may  be  observed  in  many  inst  mces,  prin- 
pally  in  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  interior  of  the  school  room, 
sually  the  annual  scrubbing  is  done  on  this  day,  besides  out  door  improve- 
lents  of  various  kinds. 

The  Kent  County  Institute  met  at  Harcourt,  on  the  third  and  fourth  of 
ctober,  and  although  the  weather  was  unfavorable  the  attendance  was  good, 
ad  the  program  was  successfully  carried  out.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
raise  of  the  citizens  of  Harcourt  for  the  hospitality  extended  to  the  members 
f  the  Institute.  The  Westmorland  County  Institute  met  at  Shediac  on  the 
aith  and  eleventh  of  October.  The  attendance  was  large  and  a  good  program 
fas  carried  out.

I  iradk.  llncb  excellent  work  is  done  in  many  of  the  ungraded  schools ;  but  in 
ae,  particularly  among  the  large  schools,  the  character  of  the  v/ork  is  not  en- 
[  tirely  satisfactory.  This  arises  chielly  from  the  fact  that  one  teacher  is  required 
I  to  tBwh  too  mi:ny  classes  and  pupils.  In  many  cases  it  is  difficult  to  lead 
1  l^iut«e4  to  sec  the  need  of  employinf;  assistant  teachers.    The  extra  expense  ift 
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Hpized  by  teachers  on  this  day,  though  it  must  be  admitted  that  very  much 
f  the  time  spent  in  setting  out  trees  is  not  profitably  employed.  This  is  be- 
iQse  in  many  cases  school  grounds  are  not  enclosed  and  also  because  Trustees 
0  not  always  recognize  the  value  of  caring  for  and  protecting  school  property, 
rhatever  improvements  to  school  grounds  are  made  on  Arbor  Day  are  fre- 
aently  within  eight  or  ten  days  destroyed  by  cattle. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty  trees,  ninety-five  shrubs  and  one  hundred  and 
xty-six  flower  beds  were  reported  from  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  distripts.

S(R  : — I  liej{  to  aiibmit  the  foUowiug  Report  for  the  year  ending  Decern! 
1901 : 

1  have  been  ablo  to  cover  ray  •Hstriet  fairly  well  during  both  terms. 
Tilt!  winter  term  was  the  most  severe  in  my  experience.  The  moutli  a 
February  and  part  of  March  have  not  bi'ou  surpassed  in  many  years  for  etonn 
and  depth  of  snow  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Province.  It  greatly  impede 
me  in  my  work  and  seriously  affected  the  school  nttendance.  I  was  unable  t 
reach  a  few  schools.  Some  that  I  did  visit  had  no  pupils  in  attendance  and  il 
two  or  three  cases,  after  coming  on  the  highway  opposite  to  the  soliool  housa 
I  was  unable  to  get  my  horse  to  it. 

During  the  summer  term  the  smallpox  broke  out  in  the  City  of  St.  Job 
and  later,  spread  to  the  vicinity.  It  resulted  in  the  closing  of  some  of  till 
city  schools  as  well  as  a  number  in  the  country  districts,  while  the  attendani 
scaie,  causeil  the  attea'^ance  to  fall  off  to  such  an  extent,  that  at  one  time  i 
seemed  to  me,  they  shoidd  have  oil  been  closed. 

These  drawbacks  coupled  with  the  scarcity  of  teachers  which  has  prevailac 
during  the  year  and  on  account  of  which  some  schools  remained  closed,  mtul 
have  a  disastrous  effect  upon  statistics. 

As  this  is  my  year  for  reporting  each  parish,  I  will  make  that  the  moal 
prominent  feature.  It  is  dilticult  to  keep  in  view  all  the  good  work  done  tn  a 
year  by  teachers  and  Trustees,  and  any  omissions  will  not  be  intentional. 

LKl'BEAtlX. 

Mace's  Bay  supports  a  school  regularly,  The  vacations  are  not  as  long  ti 
tormerly.  Many  improvements  have  been  made,  and  more  are  needed,  LittU 
Lepreaux,  which  was  closed  for  some  time,  has  supported  a  regular  school 
Some  good  apparatus  has  been  purchased,  but  outbuildings  are  much  needed, 
Lepreaux  Village  has  had  a  school  half  the  year.    The  number  of  puj 
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small,  but  as  it  is  again  to  become  a  milling  centre,  I  hope  the  place  will  im- 
prove.    The  house  needs  painting. 

The  school  at  New  River  Mills  has  been  operated  part  of  the  year.  There 
are  now  but  three  or  four  papiis  to  attend.     The  house  is  kept  in  good  repair. 

PENNFIELD. 

Miss  Mary  Hawkins,  Teacher  in  Peunfield  Centre  for  nearly  ten  years, 
retired  with  the  good  wishes  of  all  in  the  district.  She  has  been  succeeded  by 
Miss  Lily  Boyd.  The  house  at  Beaver  Harbor  has  been  painted.  In  this 
district  the  Primary  School  is  kept  in  regular  oparation,  but  owing  to  the  work 
in  the  sardine  factories,  the  Advanced  Department  is  closed  part  of  the  time, 
i   and  it  is  often  dithcult  to  get  a  teacher  in  the  middle  of  the  term. 

Coldbrook  school  is  small,  but  in  good  condition.  Owing  to  the  exertions 
of  the  teacher,  Miss  Laura  Boyd,  a  handsome  flag  has  been  procured  for  the 
school.  Black's  Harbor  has  a  large  school,  but  it  is  very  poorl  v  housed.  A 
uew  school  house  is  needed.  , 

Seely's  Cove  has  also  a  large  attendance  with  good  surroundings.  This 
district  has  been  unable  to  secure  a  teacher  for  the  summer  term.  Pennfield 
Ridge  has  supported  a  regular  and  satisfactory  school. 

ST.    GEORGE. 

The  schools  in  the  village  are  in  a  healthy  condition,  the  attendance  at 
the  High  School  is  very  large  and  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  room.  Mr.  W. 
M.  Veazey  retired  during  the  year,  with  the  esteem  and  good  wishes  of  all. 
He  has  been  succeeded  by  H.  E.  St.  Clair,  a  young  man  with  an  excellent 
record  as  a  teacher. 

There  is  need  of  some  good  apparatus  to  replace  that  which  is  old  or  worn 
out. 

Head  of  L'Etang  has  had  a  fair  school.  Breadalbane  has  provided  new 
furniture.  The  school  in  this  district  is  very  small,  and  I  think  it  would  ]>e 
to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned  if  tlie  pupils  were  conveyed  to  St.  George 
Bed  Granite  has  added  some  good  and  necessary  apparatus.  Bonny  River  sup- 
ports an  excellent  school.  Through  the  exertions  of  Miss  Lucy  McKenzie,  the 
r  teacher^  a  flag,  slates,  etc.,  have  been  added.  Second  Falls  supports  a  scliool 
part  of  the  time.  Elmcroft,  Somerville,  Red  Rock,  Piskahegan  and  I*omroy

theae  have  kept  a,  acliool  in  ojieration  during  part  of  the  year.  They  are 
far  apart  to  centralize.

CAJIPOBELLO. 

The  school  at  Welshpool  is  still  under  the  eflicieut  mani^nw 
of  Mr.  A,  W.  Hickson,  who  has  become  a  factor  in  the  community.  Tl 
grounds  are  easily  the  best  on  the  Islands,  hut  as  all  the  improvement  wm  n 
made  in  one  year,  they  did  not  rank  for  the  prizes.  In  this  district,  the 
experiment  in  centralization  iu  Canada  has  been  successfully  inaugurated.  T 
school  at  Snug  Cove  has  been  closed  and  the  pupils  conveyed  to  the  ce 
school  at  Welshpool. 

Wilson's  Beach  has  a  very  large  school,  with  an  irregular  attendance. 
Head  Harbor,  the  house  has  been  painted  and  many  additions  made  to  appi 
ntus  and  appliances.  Much  of  this  is  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  teicher,  &

also  been  painted.  This  district  has  uatiirally  the  best  scJiool  grounds  on 
Island.  "Richardson  and  Lord's  Cove  support  excellent  achools.  In  bo^d 
tricts  uiauy  improvements  have  been  made.  Lambert  Town  has  added 
good  apparatus.  The  house  at  Liimbeit's  Cuve  has  been  enlarged  and  pninl 
and  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  Mr.  B.  W.  fiobertson,  a  fine  hoc 
case  has  beeu  provided  and  a  ^ood  beginning  made  toward  a  library. 

Fair  Haven  surpassed  all  the  oth^r  districts  on  the  Island  in  improvera< 
made  during  the  year  in  school  grounds  and  piemises.  The  initiative  m  tl 
was  largely  due  to  the  teacher,  Mr.  Louis  H.  Baldwin, 
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The  sichool  at  Northern  Harbor  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  owing 
the  illness  of  the  teacher.  Bean's  Island  had  a  school  during  the  second 
nn. 

ST.    STEPHEN. 

The  most  notable  step  in  advance  in  the  St.  Stephen  schools,  made  recently, 
Ls  been  the  introduction  of  water  and  sewerage  into  all  the  school  buildings, 
had  expected  from  the  sentiment  which  seemed  to  prevail  in  the  town  a  year 
'  two  ago,  that  before  this,  modern  business  training  would  have  been  intro- 
iced  into  the  schools  as  a  substitute  for  Latin  and  Greek — nothing  has  as  yet 
!en  done  in  that  direction,  though  I  think  it  has  not  been  lost  sight  of. 

MILLTOWN. 

The  schools  in  this  town  have  maintained  their  usual  high  standard  and 
{ularity  of  attendance.  Much  interest  is  taken  in  them  by  trustees  and  citi- 
IB  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  work  of  the  teachers.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
end  the  graduating  exercises  there  in  June.  They  were  h^ld  in  the  new  and 
nmodious  Presbyterian  church  which  was  filled  by  the  people  of  the  town  on 
3  very  warm  June  afternoon.  For  enthusiasm,  and  elaborate  detail,  I  have 
ver  seen  their  closing  exercises  surpassed. 

The  enrolment  in  some  of  the  lower  grade  rooms  was  much  too  large  at 
5  time  of  my  visits  in  April  last. 

ST.    .lOIIX    COUNTY. 

McsQUASH. — Princ«3of  Wales  ha^  had  a  fair  acLool.  The  ViHa^^e  of  Mus- 
asli  has  been  the  first  district  in  my  territory  to  give  encouragement  to 
mual  training  and  at  the  lx?ginnin;i  of  next  term,  Miss  Agues  Lucas,  the 
icher,  expects  to  be  ecjuipped  with  threo  benches.  Chance  Harbour  niain- 
ns  an  excellent  school  as  usual  and  it  is  well  c« pupped  in  all  respects,  a 
rary,  globe,  chemical  apparatus  and  Hag  have  been  added  by  the  teachers, 
isses  McAfee,  Norrad  and  Mac  Vicar.  Dipjicr  Harbour  house  has  been  iin- 
3ved  in  appearance  and  some  apparatus  ])r()viiled. 

Lancasteij. — Both  districts  at  Pisarinco  liave  large  attendance  and  employ 
jt  class  teachers.  Flags  have  been  presented  to  both  by  lodges  in  the  plac-e. 
).  12  has  added  to  its  apparatus  and  Xo.  1 L  has  added  a  class  room  and  been 
inted. 

Mr.  W.  F.  r»urns  has  conducted  an  t'xcellent  school  at  MaliOLranv.  A 
e  flag  and  pole  have  been  provided  and  the  house  has  been  paintt'd.     All  re- 


gret  the  reMguatioa  of  Mr.  Burns.  Green  Head  hae  a  well  equipped  qchoo). 
Slate  blnckboariils  have  been  aiiiled,  SoutL  Bay  aud  Sutton  miuiit«in  good 
schools  -  the  house  in  the  latter  needs  painting.  Beaconsfield  has  a  well  eijuippcc 
school  of  two  depiirtiueuts.  The  itteudance  at  these  departiiienta  dops  not  reprea 
eent  the  strength  of  the  district  as  about  half  of  the  pupils  attend  the  St.  Johr 
city  schools.  The  schnola  in  Fairvillo  and  Millford  are  in  good  order.  A  new 
department  is  leqnired  in  Kairvtile  and  the  resources  of  Milfotd  have  bete; 
seriously  crippled  by  the  burning  of  two  large  railla,  Mr.  J.  F,  Worrell  hm 
retired  from  the  priucipalship  of  the  Faiiville  school  to  the  regret  ofsuS 
interested. 

SiMOKDS. — The  schools  at  Coldbroofc,  Brookville  and  the  N&il  Factory  are 
not  as  vigorous  as  they  should  be.  The  burning  of  the  Rolling  Mills  ha%  beea 
a  serious  loss  to  them  all.  It  seems  curious  that  in  those  districts  near  a  largo 
town  the  same  interest  in  good  schools  does  not  exist  as  in  those  further  re- 
moved. The  example  of  the  town  should  prove  contagious,  but  the  reverse  ia 
the  case. 

Golden  Grove  has  made  decided  improvament.  The  schools  at  Littlq 
River,  Red  Head  and  Mispec  have  been  repaired  and  painted.  Silver  FalU 
has  repaired  its  house,  put  in  hard  wood  floors  and  tlie  teacher,  Hiss  Ella  M. 
Wetraore,  has  provided  a  handsome  flag  and  pole.  The  Hag  was  raised  for  th< 
first  time  on  Empire  Day.  l,akewood  has  repaired  and  painted  its  houw 
This  school  and  those  at  Uoldbruok  and  Ked  Head  were  closed  for  a  Lime  ifi 
account  of  small-pox  and  the  attendance  in  most  of  the  schools  in  this  paiial 
was  affected  by  the  same  cause.  Loch  Lomond  has  painted  its  house  and  Miu 
Miller  bus  had  the  grounds  fenced  at  Willow  Grove,  and  made  other  iniproT» 
ments.  Garnet  needs  a  better  house.  The  houses  at  Black  Biver  and  Card 
iners  Creek  have  been  painted.  Grove  Hill  aud  Otter  Lake  could  not  seOBO 
teachers  for  part  of  the  year  and  Upper  Loch  Lomond  is  closed  partly  owing  U 
small  ntlendaoce  and  partly  to  lack  of  interest, 

St.  Mabtins. — Bain's  Corner,  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher,  HtH 
Katie  McPartlaud,  has  had  its  fine  grounds  fenced.  All  in  the  district  haii 
willingly  as.'jistcd  iitid  neNt  year  it  is  hoped  that  some  experimental  gardeaiDf 
will  be  done.  The  house  has  also  been  painted.  Miss  McPartlaud  has  left  hei 
impress  in  the  way  of  improvement  upon  every  district  in  which  she  has  beeil 
engaged.  In  conjunction  with  Miss  Hannah  Floyd,  teacher,  at  Fairfield  — 
another  progressive  ditti'ict, — a  united  school  concert  was  given,  by  which  34' 
was  raided.  The  proceeds  have  been  divided  and  are  to  be  devoted  towftrd  i 
school  library  in  each  district 
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Shanklin  needs  a  better  house.     Some  new  furniture  has  been  provided. 
A  teacher  could  not  be  procured  for  the  second  term. 

The  schools  at  Ilanfonl  Brook  and  Hardingville  are  small.  The  death  of 
^T.  John  Kirkpatrick,  who  as  trustee  and  secretary  in  the  latter  district,  ever 
took  an  intelligent  interest  in  the  school,  is  much  regretted.  The  school  at 
Wood  I^ke  is  closed — the  majority  of  the  pupils  attending  school  at  tl.e  Moun- 
tain.  Miss  Mary  F.  (Jremor,  the  secretary,  continues  to  take  a  deep  interest 
in  the  well-being  of  No.  30  and  the  house  and  surroundings  are  very  attractive. 
The  houses  at  Quaco  East,  Greer  and  Salmon  River  have  l>een  painted  or  im- 
proved in  other  ways. 

Something  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  improvement  to  the  Quaco  schools 
4nd  more  is  required.  Mr.  W.  L.  McDiarmid  bids  fair  to  prove  a  woithy  suc- 
<!e88or  to  Mr.  George  J.  Trueman.  but  the  work  in  the  advanced  department 
lequires  an  assistant. 

City  of  St.  John. — Space  will  not  permit  me  to  give  a  detailed  repoit  of 
■all  that  has  been  done  in  St.  John  city.     The  Board  has  been  very  active  in  all 
^t  pertains  to  externals  and  some  very  fine  buildings  have  been  erected.     I 
iave  already  reported  upon  the  Aberdeen,  Alexandra  and  High  School  build- 
ings.    I  have  pleasure  in  rejiorting  another  this  year,  viz  :  the  La  Tour,  which 
is  located  on  the  West  Side  and  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupation.     I  have  not 
visited  it  recently,  but  I  am  informed  that  it  is  fully  the  e([ual  of  any  of  its 
predecessors.     I  had  hoped  this  year  to  be  able  t(»  re])ort  progress  in  the  way  of 
a  building  to  replace  the  old  Madras  and  I  think  some  steps  have  been  taken 
in  that  direction.     If  one  wished  to  contrast  the  surroundings  of  fifty  years  ago 
wit!»  those  of  to-day  in  regard  to  schools,  he  would  find  it  suggestive  to  visit 
the  Madras  and  the  Alexandra  schools.     I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  re})ort  that 
the  Douglas  Avenue  building  has  been  connected  with  the  sewerage  systrm  of 
the  city  during  the  year.     I  think  in  a  city  of  the  importance  of  St.  John,  em- 
ploying 150  teachers,  that  there  should  be  some  organization  an)oug  them  for 
the  purpose  of  mutual  assistance  and  improvi'nient.     Nearly  every  oth§r  pro- 
fession or  trade  has  such  an  organization,  which  gives  it  strength  and  standing 
in  the  community.     In  many  cities,  during  the  winter,  a  course  of  excellent 
professional  lectures  is  establiphod  and  supportiMl  ])y  the  teachers.      In  St.  John 
the  teachers  seldom  or  never  meet  for  any  purp:>s(.»,  and  are  hardly  acquainted 
with  each  other.     Trustees  and  jiarunts  should  also  take  niorii  fn.Mjuent  ojipor- 
tnnities  of  meeting  with  teachers,      it  would  Ik;  a  good  plan  and  a  piofitalilc 
one  to  the  city,  if,  in  two  or  three  (if  ilw.  tine  new   nuildings,  a  y(\oiu  M-ert*  s.;t 
«part  in  each  for  a  library,  reading  room  and  j)lace  of  met'tin^^  for  the  l<*a(.li<*rs

have  ha^l  their  huxx-i^'^  p^inVr^i,  arid  .S-^  Doc(  Cove  ha?  made  considerable  im- 
[ifovement. 

Gkkrn'A'/ch. — Con-,i'ieii'oh  v.':ry  necessary  improvements  have  been  made 
to  thf  hou/M^;  a:  I'ppii  Ore^ri'Ai':?;.  Xew  furniture  has  been  supplied  and  manj 
other  improvements  and  ref/fiirs  have  I^een  made  at  Krown's  Flats.  In  this 
diKtrict  and  that  at  li^i^A  Hil!,  teacher*?  could  not  be  procured  until  late  iuthe 

Tka'jjikks. — Tea'-h'^rs  have  been  very  .scar::^  in  my  district  during  the  year. 
A  few  local  lie^rnses  were  i-.^ued,  but  even  then  ten  or  a  dozen  schools  could 
not  obtain  teachers.  Th-;  outlook  for  an  increased  .nipplv  very  soon  is  not 
bright.  Times  have  been  fairly  goo^l  and  the  demand  for  workers  in  busines* 
oflicffH  and  hospitals  has  attraet4;d  many  of  our  teachers.  The  higher  standard 
of  'lualification  n.^juired  necf;s«itate.s  preparation  for  Normal  School  at  a  dis- 
UiUiifi  from  home  in  many  r-as**s,  so  that  it  is  becoming  more  expensive  to  train 
for  teachiii;^.  and  fewi-r  are  turiiini^  their  attention  in  that  direction.  The  orfy 
remedy  for  this  is  the  ]iaynient  of  hi'^her  salaries  locally  and  the  scarcity  i& 
already  brin^^in;,'  this  about  in  some  de^^ree.  In  the  whole  province,  there  are 
only  three  men  in  the  educational  service,  who  are  drawing  salaries  of  82,0n(V 
or  upwards — an  amount  that  would  be  considered  very  moderate  by  any  other 
aucctjsHfui  jjrofr.shional  man,  and  entirely  insignificant  by  those  on  the  liighest 
rungs  of  th(»  hidder,  which  is  the  place  of  these  three  in  the  educational  service. 
Yot  in  (iiluration  training  and  ability,  as  much,  if  not  more  is  required  of  teach- 
ers than  in  any  other  walk  in  life.  In  thu  face  of  this  it  is  not  surprising  that 
young  moil  and  women  are  not  attracted  toward  teaching,  or  having  entered 
upim  it,  do  not  remain  long  in  the  service. 

Tick  t^cnooL  Distkkt. — While  I  have  been  able  to  indicate  some  of  the 
improvements  nuulo  in  the  diflorent  districts  I  have  not  done  so  by  any  means 
fully.     I  can  only  say  that  as  usual  my  district  is  indebted  for  much  to  the 
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I      initiative  of  a  very  energetic  aad  progressive  statl'  of  teachers,   who  spare  no 
I      effort  to  promote  the  interests  of  the.  schools. 

There  hsis  been  the  usual  crop  of  difficulties  to  adjust,  but  with  the  excep* 
doD  of  the  two  elsewhere  mentioned  all  have  been  arranged.  It  will  take  a 
little  time  to  define  the  exact  amount  of  property  belonging  to  each  district 
ander  the  new  plan  of  assessment. 

Forward  Steps. — I  regard  the  successful  experiment  of  the  Trustees  of 
Walshpool,  Campobello,  in  conveying  the  pupils  from  Snug  Cove  to  the  central 
sdiool  as  a  decided  step  in  advance  and  a  useful  object  lesson  for  the  future. 
The  cost  has  been  little  more  than  half  that  of  supporting  the  separate  school, 
and  in  a  letter  I  had  from  Secretary  Mitchell  a  few  days  ago,  he  stated  that 
tie  plan  was  giving  the  utmost  satisfaction.  The  names  of  the  trustees  in  this- 
district  are  :  J.  F.  Calder,  Silas  Mitchell  and  L.  P.  Simpson.  The  teachers 
are :  A.  \V.  Hickson  and  Miss  Mary  Mitchell. 

If  we  can  combine  the  advantages  of  the  graded  school  with  the  environ- 
ment of  the  country  district  a  great  gDod  will  have  been  brought  about. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  spend  a  month  of  the  summer  vacation  as  a  pupit 
of  the  Manual  Training  School,  under  the  excellent  principalship  of  Mr.  E.  E. 
MacCready,  and  I  do  not  think  I  have  ever  derived  more  profit  and  pleasure 
in  the  same  time  than  from  my  attendance  at  this  summer  school. 

There  was  a  large  and  very  attentive  and  diligent  class.  The  feature  that 
interested  me  most  was  a  class  consisting  of  fifteen  boys  from  the  public  schools. 
Not  one  of  these  boys  dropped  out  during  the  month,  though  their  attendance 
vas  purely  voluntary.  Their  hours  of  work  were  .supj)osed  to  be  shurt,  but 
Bome  of  them  were  present  early  and  late,  and  in  attention  and  interest  they 
were  an  example  to  us  all.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  training  of  the  hands  must 
in  the  future  go  along  with  that  of  the  head,  anil  that  this  kind  of  work  must 
become  a  feature  in  our  education.  If  we  can  gain  the  same,  if  not  better,  re- 
sults in  education  along  utilitarian  lines,  by  all  means  let  us  do  so.  While  the 
St.  John  authorities  did  not  show  as  much  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school  as 
might  have  been  expected,  the  general  public  and  the  press  gave  evidence  of 
their  hearty  approval.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  school  may  come  to  St.  John 
again  next  summer. 

From  my  observation  of  her  excc^lleiit  work  at  this  school,  1  was  a])le  to 
assist  the  Trustees  of  Musquash  to  secure  the  services  of  ]\Iiss  Agnes  Lucas. 
She  has  awakened  such  an  interest  in  the  district,  that  with  tlie  assistance  of 
Surveyor  General  Dunn,  she  will  be  able  to  have  eciuipped  throe  benches  for 
work  at  the  beginning  of  next  year.     These  benches  have  been  contributed  by 
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Prof.  Eobertson,  at  the  request  of  Principal  MacCready,  who  has  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  the  work  at  Musquash. 

The  prizes  given  by  Mr.  F.  A.  Holmes,  a  former  teacher,  for  the  fpreatest 

'amount  of  improvement  during  the  year,  made  by  schools  in  the  Island  Parishes 

•of  Charlotte,  were  won  by  Grand  Harbour  and  Fair  Haven.     There  was  con- 

•siderable  competition,  and  Mr.  Holmes  has  offered  to  repeat  the  prizes  of  ?10 

and  $5  the  coming  year.     I  would  be  glad  to  see  his  example  imitated. 

County  Institutes. — No  County  Institute  was  held  in  St.  John  during 
the  year,  as  there  seemed  to  be  sufficient  reasons  for  postponing  it. 

In  ChaHotte,  it  was  held  in  St.  Stephen.  The  enrolment  was  H?  teach- 
-ers.  There  we^e  in  addition  many  former  teachers,  school  officers  and  parents 
The  meeting  was  of  great  practical  value.  The  discussion  on  ''  Home  Lessons" 
which  followed  a  very  bright  and  sensible  paper  written  by  Mrs.  Samuel 
Johnston,  a  talent<>d  lay  woman  of  St.  George,  was  especially  animated  and 
suggestive.  Mrs.  Irving  B.  Todd,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  Milltown,  presided 
with  tact  and  dignity. 

It  has  been  determined  tb  hold  the  next  session  of  the  Summer  School  of 

Science  in  St.  Stephen.     It  will  without  doubt  be  a  large  and  notable  gathering 

and  I  hope  that  all  my  teachers  will  endeavor  to  be  present  at  its  meetings, 

as  such  an  opportunity  is  not  likely  to  present  itself  again  soon,  so  near  their 

own  homes.

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  in* 
my  Insrpectoral  District  for  the  twelve  months  ending  3lst  Dec,  1901. 

In  my  last  Annual  Iteport  I  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  the  supply  of 
teachers  was  not  equal  to  the  demand  on  the  part  of  District  School  Boards. 
I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  present  condition  of  affairs  in  that  respect  is  not  im- 
proved, as  I  have  had   occasion  to  recommend    several  candidates-  for  loeal 
licenses  in  the  Counties  of  Sunbury  and  York.     These  teachers  in  the  majority 
of  instances  were  in  possession  of  an  expired  3rd  Class  License,  or  had  passed 
the  Normal  School  Entrance  Examination,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  they 
^ere  doing  good  work.     I  have  found,  also,  that  the  number  of  pupils  in  pre- 
paration at  school  for  the  Normal  School  Entrance  Examination  is  still  diminish- 
ing and  it  is  not  probable  that  there  will  be  as  many  candidates  presenting 
themselves  for  examination  in  1902  as  in  the  past,  in  this  Inspectoral  District. 
New  school  buildings  have  been  completed  and  school  opened  in  them  in» 
five  School  Districts,  viz :    No.  9  Petersville,  No.  4  Lincoln,  No.  9  Manners 
Sutton,  No.  5  Northfield,  and  No.  6  Gladstone. 

These  School  Districts  are  all  of  low  valuation,  out  the  houses  erected  are- 
very  creditable,  and  fully  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  district. 

The  building  in  No.  9  Petersville,  is  one  of  the  very  best  ;3chool  houses  in- 
Queens  County,  and  is  furnished  with  slate  black  boards.  Much  credit  is  due 
Mr.  J.  A.  Fowler,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  in  this  district, 
for  the  active  interest  he  has  displayed  in  providing  the  children  of  the  district 
with  such  a  building.  The  house  in  No.  4  Lincoln,  is  also  worthy  of  special 
mention.  • 

The  house  in  Stanley  Village  has  been  remodelled  to  permit  the  operation, 
of  two  departments. 


A  new  school  house  has  also  been  erected  at  Morrison's  Mills,  by  thi 
Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Fredericton,  in  place  of  the  one  wtidfl 
was  destroyed  by  lire. 

The  usual  amouat  of  repairing,  painting,  etc.,  has  taken  place  during  thi 
year,  and  in  many  districts  througn  the  vote  of  the  ratepayers  at  the  Aunnaj 
School  Meetini^  there  haa  been  expressed  the  intention  of  doing  something  ii 
this  direction  another  year.  Il  takes  a  good  deal  of  repairing,  pdnting,  aoi 
improvement,  too,  in  apparatus,  to  keep  pace  with  the  ordinary  wear  and  t6t 
of  the  school  room,  and  ihe  defacement  of  the  weather. 

The  improvement  in  school  apparatus  has  been  made  largely  through  the 
exertions  of  teachers  in  pelting  up  entertainments  of  which  1  have  several 
times  before  bad  cause  to  report  upon. 

Modern  ;ip-to-date  maps  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  being  provided 
in  many  districts  as  well  as  maps  of  the  Hritish  Kmpire, 

Crry  of  Fbeuericton. — The  usual  state  of  elliciency  has  been  maintaioso 
by  the  departiueuts  of  the  schools  in  this  city.  The  principals  uf  the  diflerea^ 
schools  are  very  enthusiastic  in  their  work,  and  spare  no  pains  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  and  the  teachers  in  the  olemenlary  grades  cannot  easily 
"bu  surpissed  in  the  excellent  character  of  their  work  in  teaching. 

The  High  School  under  the  same  teaching  stall'  as  I  have,  before  reportetj 
upon,  has  again  shown  the  excellent  character  of  the  work  done  by  the  veT] 
high  standard  which  the  pupils  attained  in  the  I'niversity  MatiicuIatioQ  Ex- 
aminatiuu. 

Miss  Mary  Phillips  was  compelled  during  the  year  to  resign,  owing  to  it 
hoalth.  and  spend  the  winter  elsewhere-  Her  position  in  the  Model  dcbool 
baa  been  filled  by  Miss  Nicolson  who  had  been  teaching  the  same  grades  ii 
ttie  Charlotte  Street  School,  Miss  Nicolson's  position  being  filled  by  HlM 
Annie  Tavlur,  B.  A.,  of  the  Keswick  Ridge  Superior  School. 

Gagk^'owx. — MrjylJ.  U  Mitchell,  B.  A.,  has  remained  in  charf{e-  of  Uii 
Qrainmar  School  here.  Several  pupils  from  this  school  passed  the  Univenfti) 
MktrioiiUtion  and  others  ttie  Norm;iI  School  entrance  in  June  last. 

SfPKRlOB    SCHOOLS. 

MutYsviLUL — Xo  change  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  staff  in  the  dif- 
feient  deiMTtnienta  of  this  school.  The  buildings  still  remain  iti  much  tho 
mno  oonditioD,  and  uuu  cannot  but  hnp^  that  in  the  noAr  future  a  handsome 
brtvk  building  will  replace  the  several  wooden  structures  now  in  use.  The  £iie 
Xtx^  ptay-grouod  is  one  of  the  features  of  this  school. 
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St.  Mary's  anp  Gibson. — Mr.  J.  DeLoDg  resigned  his  position  as  principal

Tiients  remained  closed  the  last  three  weeks  of  the  Term. 

Harvey  Station. — Mr.    Clive  McCaun  has   conducted  the  advance  de- 
partment during  the  year  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  ratepayers.     It  is  to  be  re- 
<5Tetted   ihat   the   number   of  pupils  enrolled  in  this  Superior  School  is   not 
increRsing.     The  Primary  de)>arlment  has  been  successfuly  conducted  by  Miss 
Kmil^  Hunter. 

Keswick  Ridge.  —  Mr.  Coburn  Jewett  resigned  his  i)osition  last 
-January,  to  accept  a  position  at  Sudbury  in  railroad  construction.  Miss  Annie 
Taylor,  B.  A.,  was  then  placed  in  charge  till  November  last,  when  she  took 
oliarge  of  a  department  in  the  Charlotte  Street  School.  The  school  is  now  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Harry  Fraser,  a  successful  teacher,  who  it  is  to  be  hoped  will 
^c^main  in  the  position  for  some  length  of  time.  There  have  been  upwards  of 
^en  teachers  in  charge  of  this  Superior  Sohool  in  the  last  six  years,  notwith- 
standing the  desire  of  the  Trustees  to  obtain  a  teacher  who  might  remain  in 
charge  for  some  years, 

McAdam. — Mr.  Perkins  still  remains  in  charge,  there  being  an  Inter- 
Qiediate  and  a  Primary  department.  A  gieat  improvement  has  been  made  in 
the  past  few  years  in  the  educational  advantages  afforded  the  children  of 
McAdam. 

FiiEDERiCTON  JUNCTION. — This  is  tlie  only  graded  sohool  in  the  County  of 
Sunbury.  Mr.  A.  H.  Barker  under  whose  control  the  school  made  substantial 
progress,  resigned  in  June  last  to  accept  the  St.  Mary'.s  and  Gibson  Superior 
School.  His  place  has  been  filled  by  tlie  appointment  of  ^Ir.  II.  H.  Bridges, 
B.  A. 

Stanley  Villac;?:. — This  school  though  not  a  Sujiorior  School,  has  been 
under  the  principalship  of  Mr.  Clarence  Sansom  who  has  been  untiring  in  his 
efforts  to  raise  the  tone  of  the  school,  and  who  has  been  very  succussfnl  in  this 
^&8i)ect.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  lon^'  tlii.s  dopartnient  will  receive  the 
advantage  of  the  Superior  School  grant. 

^  TIIK   DISTRICT    SCIIUOL. 

I  know  of  no  organized  school  district  in  this  Ini?pectoral  district  where  a 
fichoolwa's  not  maintained  at  least  part  of  the  year,  and  the  troubles  incident 
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I  ilie  carrying;  on  of  the  biiaineas  of  the  schitol  district  have  tseDofaV' 
■siracter.  Tin!  teauliers  tliemselvus  in  their  liaily  work  are  doing 
lii'y  know,  at  least  in  the  majority  cif  instances,  and  employ  the  b« 
liuy  liave  at  hand  lo  assist  ttiein  iu  their  school  work.  I  think  thai 
Iho  saw  tl»'  larjje  gathering  of  teacherij  in  Fredericton,  last  Septeial 
lut)  been  pleased  with  tlieir  intelligent  appearance,  and  the  keen 
l^playeii  by  them  at  the  Institute.  The  teachers  in  the  district  schc 
laiiy  wnys  somewhat  isolated  and  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  add 
I'urty  co-operation  of  Trustees  and  ratepayers  in  this  work,  and 
lii'Uint  for  the  teachers  to  realise  at  the  start  that  such  co-open 
I'nds  largely  on  the  confidence  which  they  are  able  to  inspire  in  th 
I-  wfll  as  children. 

I  That  the  intelligent  toaiher  in  many  instances  does  not  receivi 
Kieration  in  a  niunher  uf  nur  distiict  schools  has  been  painfully  impre 
lie  frequently,  and  popular  approval  cannot  be  accepted,  in  the  case 
li;;,  as  evidence  of  genuine  merit  and  success.  Ic  ii?  too  common,  ai 
lits,  thoughtlessly  to  ijncsliun  the  wisdom,  even  the  competency  of  te 
liL'  presence  of  their  ohildren  and  this  frequently  leads  to  misconduc 
liirs  tlie  children's  interest  and  progress  in  the  work  of  the  school. 
I  There  is  also  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  ]>arents  ia  1 
■:-trict  towaids  an  assumption  of  control,  at  least,  of  some  of  the  i 
lities  of  teachers,  particularly  where  the  teacher  is  young  and  inex] 
leachera  aie  told  authoritatively  by  parents  that  they  ifou't  want  thei 
Ivi'n  home  lesKins,  that  they  -lon't  want  them  to  study  History,  Na 
I'll?,  Health  Header  Lessons,  etc.,  as  tlie  case  may  be,  and  for  this  rea 
I'ten  ei)£ues  a  sacrifice  of  eHiciency  and  progress.  The  teachers,  to 
I  i!ie  alternative  of  e.Kercising  questioned  authority,  of  permitting  the 
m  the  school  to  be  sacrificed,  or  of  procuring  another  situation. 
I  For  such  reasons  I  think  we  should  welcome  any  movement  to' 
Itelligeni  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers,  and  anything  that  tew 
lirt.  of  the  parent,  towards  generously  recognizing  the  authority  in  th' 
lliich  is  iif>;uis:tt'  for  eiiicient  work  iu  the  schools. 
I  That  tl.e  u-acher  should  possess  requisite  qualifications  is  of  coui 
Isary  coclitwi  of  ^-iC'-ess.  and  there  will  Ite  greater  progi-ess  when  th 
I'll  inspirL--  .■■j:'.::d-.r:';'r.and  hearty  cu-nperatinn  on  the  part  of  the  pa: 
liistoes.  And  ;.>:  Mtwi-.hstaniiui:  the  many  intiuences  which  retard 
I  ihe  dis'.rlot  s .V.  d';.  v.:  '.".;:u;t  it*  etliiciency,  aud  tlie  many  criticisma 
li-sed  up  ii  :;.  -vv  :..-,s:  :::■:  ioi-^et  that  in  these  very  schools  a  large  p 
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f  cur  teachers  receive  their  preparation  for  Normal  School,  and  attain  a  stand- 
rd  of  proficiency  at  the  entrance  examination  which  compares  favorably  with 
b&t  of  those  prepared  in  our  best  graded  schools. 

SCHOOL   VEXTILATION. 

Complaints  have  frequently  been  made  to  me  concerning  teachers  op3ning 

doors  and  windows  for  purposes  of  ventilation  during  the  winter  months.     It 

is  unfortunate  that  in  the  large  majority  of  district  school  houses  there  is  no 

other  means  of  ventilating  the  school  room  except  by  the  doors  and  windows, 

^d  there  is  not  much  to  suggest  that  might  afford  any  lelief  to  teacher  and 

pupils  in  this  connection.     I  think,  however,  that  competent  health  authorities 

aie  a  unit  in  considering  that  the  open  window  is  doing  more  harm  in  our 

Khools  than  impure   air.     As  one  physician  aptly  expresses  it: — '* Teachers 

must  not  forget  though  foul  air  is  a  slow  puison  a  blast  of  cold  air  may  slay 

like  a  sword."     Only  a  few  suggestions  can  be  ma-ie  toward  lessening  the  evils 

which  attend  this  method  of  ventilation.     Not  to  lower  the  windows  on  the 

aide  from  which  the  wind  is  blowing,  that  it  is  better  to  open  several  windows 

|-  ilitdethan  one  window  wide,  to  lower  windows  from  the  top  than  raise  from 

the  bottom,  and  if  the  window  must  be  raised  that  it  is  better  to  have  a  close 

fitting  board  to  put  under  it  and  allow  the  air  to  come  in  between  the  sashes, 

ue  about  all  the  suggestions  the  best  authorities  can  make. 

THE  TEACHING  OF  THE  SUBJECTS  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Undoubtedly  the  quality  of  the  teaching  varies  in  different  schools  owing 
tothe  energy,  experience  and  character  of  the  teachers,  but  I  feel  confident 
^the  course  is  being  taken  up  conscientiously  by  the  large  body  of  teachers 
Md  that  there  is  real  improvement  in  the  way  subjects  are  presented  to  the 
nind  of  the  child.  There  is  certainly  more  appreciation  of  the  degree  of  ex- 
cellence which  can  1^  attained  by  the  child  in  the  first  steps  in  Heading  and 
Arithmetic,  and  in  the  character  of  the  slatework.  And  I  think  experience 
^^es  us  that  in  teaching  if  a  good  start  has  been  made,  and  a  proper  founda- 
tion laid  in  the  elements,  the  road  is  thereafter  much  easier. 

Composition. — More  attention  is  being  paid  to  oral  expression  us  well  as 
written  expression  of  thought,  and  as  a  result  written  work  is  more  easily  and 
naturally  performed.  Nature  lessons,  History  and  Geography  are  all  used  in 
teaching  this  subject,  and  less  formal  exercises  given. 

Grammar. — I  cannot  say  that  much  improvement  is  being  made.     There 
«^ni3  too  much  formal  work,  and  not  enoui^'h  of  the  practical  and  incidental. 


Wkitjng. — Some  confusion  seems  lo  exist  owing  to  the  options  of 
books,  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  enotigli  teaching.     The  pupil  is  left 
himself  too  much  for  improvetiient, 

Spellikg. — I  find  considerable  improvement,  particularly  in  written  vol 

Natcbe  Lessons. — I  have  noticed,  in  a  number  of  schoob  a  diary,  so 
speak,  of  the  observation,  of  the  ijujiils  and  teacher  with  respect  to  the  lindii 
or  seeing,  the  first  plants,  birds,  etc.,  and  it  has  seemed  to  me  an  admirable  m 
of  exciting  an  interest  in  this  work. 

GEOfiBAPHV, — Pupils  are  well  drilled  at  least  in  this  subject,  and  mucli 
the  map  drawing  is  really  very  good. 

Drawin'g. — But  little  object  drawing,  and  yet  I  have  seen  some  ve 
good  work, 

SlKGlNG. — Ordinary  rote-singing  is  taken  up  largely  in  our  district  school 
"Uie  character  of  the  singing  is  not  always  good,  but  it  is  usually  entered 
with  spirit  and  some  times  one  is  struck  with  the  clear  ringing  tones  of  litt 
children,  and  it  is  a  pity  their  sdvantsges  are  not  greater.  As  an  aid  in  d 
veloping  the  moral  tone  of  a  school  singing  is  unequalled. 

HiSTCiftv. — The  introduction  of  the  new  text  bc-uk  will  supply  to  mat 
teachers  what  they  have  long  felt  a  necessity. 

teachers'    ISSTiTUTKS, 

The  Teachers'  Institute  for  the  County  ot  York  convened  in  the  Assenibl 
Hall  of  the  High  School  building,  on  the  19th  September.  There  were  pi 
one  hundred  and  thirty  teachers.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  QaeaB 
and  Suubury  Co.  Institute  having  experienced  grave  difficulties  in  prepsiinj 
suitable  program,  the  teachers  of  these  counties  were  able,  through  yofc 
permission,  to  attend  the  sessions  of  this  Institute,  and  about  sixty  took  adranl 
age  of  the  oppoitunity, 

1  do  not  remember  having  attended  a  County  Institute  where  the  psjM 
read  wei'e  of  greater  practical  interest  and  where  the  discussions  that  followe 
were  more  animated.  The  admirable  attention  given  by  so  large  a  body  a 
teachers  contributed  not  a  little  in  this  respect.  The  address  of  the  Rev.  Wra 
Eoaa,  E.  A,,  of  Prince  William,  on  the  Duties  of  Parents  and  Trustees,  n 
very  highly  appreciated.  The  concluding  session  was  held  in  the  nei 
Assembly  Hall  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  through  the  kind  iavitl 
tion  of  Chancellor  Harrison,  and  the  Museum  and  new  Science  Building  wei 
opened  to  the  members  of  the  Institute  before  and  after  the  session. 

At  a  separate  meeting  of  the  teachers  of  Suubury  and  Queens  the  feelio 
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of  the  teachers  seemed  unanimous  in  favor  of  attending  County  Institutes  in 
Wedericton,  as  it  seems  impossible  to  find  a  place  in  either  couuty  where  the 
large  majority  of  teachers  can  assemble  without  overcoming  many  difficulties 
of  travel. 

ARBOR   DAY. 

The  day  was  celebrated  in  the  usual  manner  by  a  large  number  of  schools. 

The   observance  of  Arbor  Day  in  recent  years  has  done  much  to  awaken  an 

interest  in  the  planting  of  trees  and  shubbery  in  school  grounds,  but  it  is  a 

matter  of  regret  that  an  interest  has  not  also  been  awakened  in  the  minds  of 

parents  and  children  to  care  for  and  protect  these  trees  and  shrubs  after  they 

have  been  planted. 

The  school  house  and  its  surroundings,  however,  cannot  be  expected  to 
xepresent  more  than  the  average  taste   and  comfort  of  the  community,   and 
^here  there  is  not  neatness,  taste,  and  some  comfort  displayed  in  the  home  sur- 
loundings  of  the  pupil,  the  teacher  will  continue  to  experience  grave  difficul- 
ties in  obtaining  proper  assistance  in  celebrating  Arbor  Day,  and  protecting  the 
trees  and  shrubs  from  the  youthful  vandals  who  have  but  recently  been  re- 
noved  from  the  sphere  oi  the  school  room.     The  influence  of  this  day  is  being 
teen  in  many  home  surroundings.     One  can  only  hope  that  its  influence  in 
tttt  direction  will  rapidly  increase. 

Much  satisfaction  is  being  expressed  in  many  districts  of  low  valuation  at 
Ike  change  in  the  School  Act  which  compels  all  the  real  estate  situated  in  a 
dK)ol  district  to  pay  taxes  in  that  district. 

There  are  several  districts  in  the  Counties  of  Queens  and  Sunbury  where 
the  number  of  children  of  school  age  falls  below  that  required  by  law.  As 
tbe  majority  of  these  districts  are  isolated  it  would  seem  a  hardship  to  close 
their  schools  particularly  as  they  are  endeavouring  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tion with  respect  to  the  average  attendance.  Indeed  the  recent  change  in  the 
Sdiools  Act  has  made  a  marked  improvement  in  the  average  attendance  in  dis- 
ttcts  where  the  enrollment  is  small.

Sir; — I  teg  leave  to  submit  tlie  following  Report  for  the  School  Terms 
ended  June  30th,  and  December  3l3t.  1901  :— 

Laiit  Term  the  supply  of  teachers  in  my  ilislrict  was  not  quite  equal 
the  demand.  It  necessitated  the  issue  of  one  local  license  in  Carleton  County, 
a  thing  which  has  been  unheard  of  in  that  County  lor  some  years  past- 
the  Parish  of  Cftiiterbiiry,  ami  four  in  the  County  of  Victoria,  besidea  creatipg 
some  difiiculty  and  em barritssmeut  in  other  ways.  The  causes  of  this  scarcity 
of  teachers  need  not  be  here  discussed,  but  I  trust  that  no  such  trouble  will 
arise  this  year. 

THE   SCHOOL   DtSTRICT. 

A'ery  few  changes  were  made  during  the  year  in  the  established  bound- 
aries of  school  ijislricts  in  this  Inspectorate.  Portions  were  taken  from  Xoo. 
2  and  3  St.  Vrancis,  so  as  to  permit  of  the  formation  of  a  new  district,  Na  2^ 
opposite  Kennedy's  Island.  A  house  was  erected  during  the  summer  holidays- 
in  which  a  school  was  operated  last  term.  A  new  district  was  established 
New  Denmark,  soutli,  which  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  a  number  of  peoplo 
whose  isolated  position  had  previously  excluded  them  from  school  privileges. 

A  special  meeting  was  recently  held  in  Glassville  at  which  it  was  resolve 
to  build  a  house  with  rooms  for  two  departments  near  the  upper  end  of  the  dis- 
trict, where  the  majority  of  the  people  reside,  and  to  hire  a  conveyance  tc 
bring  the  children  from  the  lower  end  of  the  district  to  and  from  school.  Thii 
is  the  first  attempt  that  has  yet  been  made  in  my  Inspectorate  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  provisions  of  Sec.  57  of  the  Act.  No  move  whatever  has  been 
made  in  the  wny  of  combininj;  districts  undnr  that  section,  and  yet  it  is  tlu 
only  way  in  which  the  problem  of  the  small  country  district  with  its  inany 
unsatisfactory  features,  can  ever  be  satisfactorily  solved.  It  is  of  course  doioi 
good  in  its  way,  but  if  we  wish  to  arrive  at  better  results,  we  must  aim  A

ittendancs  of  eight  or  nine  pupils-     It   is  irm.!   that  in  remote  anJ  isolated 

nlities  siifli  a  school  is  Trequently  a  necessity,  hot  in  contiguons  districts  in 

L  country  wheru  good  roadd  abonnd  and  where  the  schools  are   only   two   or 

l-three  miles  apart,  the  reason  for  its  existence  has  passed  away,  and  it  innst 

1  oHiniattfly  give  place  to  the  central  graded  school,  where  the  educational  forces

The  'iirections  in  Remark  4.  Keg.  7,  of  the  new  School  Manual  in  refer- 
I  «nce  to  the  arrangement  and  position  of  windows  in  school  rooms  are  producing 
T  good  results.  Two  handsome  and  up-to-date  houses  have  been  erected  in 
Knoxford  and  River  Bank,  in  which  these  directions  have  been  carefully 
followed,  and  the  pupils  there  will  no  longer  be  obliged  to  sit  between  strong 
)  lights,  which  are  so  injurious  to  the  sight.  It  is  here  that  the  average 
truatee  regards  the  absence  of  windows  in  the  right  side  wall  of  the  room  and 
in  the  leur  of  the  teacher's  platform  as  an  unsightly  and  useless  innovation, 
bat  its  advantages —  not  only  in  the  saving  of  wall  apace,  but  in  the  healt^i 
and  comfort  of  the  pupils  —  are  so  obvious  that  this  prejudice  must  be  oveN 
Gsme,  and  the  directions  referred  to  be  carried  out  in  all  districts  where  new 
liotues  are  to  be  erected. 

Some  reform  too  is  needed  in  reepect  to  the  ventilation  of  school  rooms. 
Bcgulation  8,  recommends  that  "  in  a  matter  of  such  vital  importance  it  is 
Vwtier,  when  practicable,  to  obtain  the  services  of  an  experienced  archi- 
Iwt  to  provide  s  plan  for  a  system  of  heating  and  ventilation  adapted  to  the 
nse  and  location  of  the  building,  and  to  the  special  conditions  to  be  met " ;  but 
thii  is  seldom  done,  and  where  no  such  system  is  provided,  the  teacher  absorbed 
IB  hji  duties  is  often  apt  not  to  notice  that  the  air  of  the  room  through  lack  of 
ventilation,  particularly  in  the  winter,  has  become  vitiated,  and  no  longer  fit  to 
tnathe.  No  matter  hnw  pressing  his  other  duties  may  be,  the  teacher  should 
vsiit  neglect  the  nil  important  one  of  causing  the  air  in  the  room  to  be  renewed 
atftcqvenl  i»t<^rvals  during  the  day,  for  it  is  useless  to  try  to  create  a  sound 
Dkiud  in  a  sound  body  in  an  unhealthy  atmosphere.  Some  of  the  means  at  the 
twiieri  disposal  for  securing  good  ventilation  are  specified  in  Keg.  8,  a  careful 
pwuiil  of  which  is  recommended  to  all  concerned.  The  attention  of  trustees 
4nd  others  interested  is  also  called  to  Regulation  5,  in  which  the  minimum 
aombetof  cubic  fnet  of  air  to  be  allowed  for  each  sitting  provided  has  Iwen 


cbangetk  from  one  htiadrod  aud  fifty  lo  two  himdred,  and  it  is  even  Tecommetid- 
ed  thai  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  be  provided  for  each  sitting. 

THE   CODSSE   OF   INSTBUCTIOS. 

Reading.  —  In  some  districts  the  teacher's  success  is  to  a  krge  extent 
guaged  by  the  rapidity  with  which  the  pupils  are  advani'«d  from  one  reader 
another,  irrespective  of  their  titneas  for  being  thus  advanced,  nr  of  their  othei 
attainments ;  and  though  a  child  who  should  be  in  the  Second  Reader  may 
stumbling  helplessly  along  in  the  Third,  nothing  but  praise  is  bestowed  on  Uie 
teacher  who  is  responsible  for  this  state  of  affairs,  ^'ery  few  teachers  embraoa 
this  opportunity  of  earning  a  temporary  reputation  for  efliciency,  but  now  and 
then  it  is  done  —  particularly  during  the  last  term  of  an  engagement  in 
district —  not  only  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  pupiU  directly  concerned,  ba( 
to  that  of  the  succeeding  teacher,  who  being  thus  obliged  to  set  the  children 
back  in  their  proper  places  is  apt  to  incur  the  ill-will  of  their  parents  for 
doing,  aud  ia  otherwise  seriously  handicapped  in  his  work.  Some  teacher8>  too, 
are  not  thorough  in  connection  with  the  reading  lesson.  There  are  difTer^t 
degrees  of  thi.s  fault,  but  when,  on  visiting  a  school,  one  examines  a  cl&sa 
the  lesson  of  the  preceding  day,  and  finds  that  the  pupils  cannot  explain  ibe 
thought  of  certain  passages,  or  give  clearly  the  meanings  of  the  difficult  words, 
no  further  evidence  is  needed  of  careless  und  inefl'ective  teaching.  And  here  I 
might  add  that  every  school  should  be  provided  with  a  good  dictionary,  which 
the  pupils  should  be  constantly  encouraged  to  consult,  so  that  they  may 
trained  to  correct  habits  in  using  it  and  referring  to  it  for  iuformation. 

Natuef.  Lessons.  — There  seems  to  be  a  general  awakening  in  refereaeo 
to  the  value  of  Nature  Study,  aud  the  necessity  of  giving  It  more  eainrat 
attention.  Chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  a  large  number  ol 
Bohools  have  been  provided  with  natural  history  cabinets,  chemical  apparatusi 
etc.,  and,  judging  from  present  indications,  the  number  will  be  greatly  increased 
this  year.  The  subject  was  discussed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Carletoo 
County  Institute,  and  its  practical  side  dwelt  upon  at  some  teugth.  Sdioo) 
gardens  were  referred  to,  and  the  object  lessons  that  may  be  thus  alTorded  thi 
pupils  in  the  study  of  plants,  and  the  requisites  of  the  soil  tor  plant  grawth 
but)  apart  from  any  other  consideration,  the  love  of  nature  that  is  begotten  it 
the  pupils  by  these  studies  rightly  pursued  may  do  much  to  check  that 
discontent  with  their  environments  aud  distaste  for  farm  life,  which  are  driving;

They  should  furnish  the  opportunity  for  planting  trees  and  shrubs 
n  the  planting  of  seeds  and  growing  of  flowers ;  for  having  a  nicely  kep 
iwB,  and  in  time  these  things  with  their  influences  would  extend  to  the  home 
i  children  who  do  not  have  them,  and  bring  with  them  those  attractions  am 
nterest  that  make  a  home  what  it  ought  to  be,  pleasant  and  inviting  in  it 
wrroundings.

It  is  to  hi 

koped  that  the  new  text-book  will  give  a  decided  impetus  to  the  study  o 

(i^iuidian  History.     Something  is  needed  to  stimulate  the  flagging  interest  o 

wth  pupils  and  teachers  in  this  subject.

Undoubtedly  the  observance  of  the  Day  is  doing  good  in  the  w  ay 

the  improvement  of  school  premises,  but  the  results  on  the  whole  are  not  so 

»reciableas  might  be  desired.     Countless  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted 

dch  have  come  to  naught,  and  in  this  way  much  time  and  labor  are  being 

expended  to  no  purpose.     The  trouble  is  that  trustees  and  ratepayers 

srally  are  not  interested  enough  in  the  matter  to  give  the  teacher  any  active 

Lce  in  his  Arbor  Day  work.     As  soon  as  this  is  forthcoming,  something 

tre  permanent  will  ceitainly  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  tree  culture,  and 

improvement  and  beautifying  of  school  premises.     Competition  would  be  a 

effective  stimulus  to  public  interests  in  this  important   question.     The 

[County  Councils  might  for  example  offer  prizes  each  year  to  be  awarded  to 

[ihoae  districts  within  their  respective  Counties  which  have  the  best  kept  and 

most  attractive  school  premises.     I  am  sure  that  a  number  of  districts  would 

compete  for  the  prizes  thus  offered,  and  that  excellent  results  would  be  thereby 

obtained  along  the  desired  lines.

[Williamson  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  second  department  of  Charlotte  Street 
Sdiool  to  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Ross.  Realizing  the 
bng  years  of  faithful  service  given  the  schools  by  Miss  McAdam  the  l>oard 
granted  her  two  months'  leave  of  absence  and  ])laced  her  school  temporarily  in 
charge  of  Miss  G.  K.  Porter.

Sir. — We  have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  our  Report  o 
16  Public  Schools  of  the  City  of  Saint  John,  for  the  half  year  ending  Juni 
Dth,  1901,  being  the  30th  Report  of  this  Board. 

Messrs.  Michael  Coll  and  James  Y.  Bussell,  the  members  of  the  Boar< 
^Im  terms  expired  in  December,  1900,  were  reappointed,  so  tliat  the  personne 

f  the  Board  remains  unchanged. 

The  Board  held  twelve  meetings  during  the  term,  besides  several  meet 
^  of  the  Finance  and  Buildings  Committees,  under  their  Chairmen,  Dr 
White  and  Mr.  Coll,  who  were  again  reappointed  in  January.  The  officia 
^toTs  to  the  different  schools,  also  remain  as  before  and  they  have  carefullj 
tttended  to  the  requirements  of  the  buildings.  The  Lady  Trustees  have  con 
timifid  to  visit  all  the  schools  indiscriminately,  and  have  been  of  greai 
■ttittence  in  all  departments  of  the  work  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Bridges,  the  City  Superintendent,  has  also  continued  his  aftemooi 
visits  of  inspection  to  the  schools,  encouraging  and  advising  the  teachers 
observing  their  methods,  and  conferimg  with  the  Principals  at  stated  meetings 
knides  successfully  managing  the  High  School. 

The  largest  undertaking  of  the  Board  during  the  term  has  been  th( 
owtion  of  the  La  Tour  School  on  the  West  Side,  which  is  expected  to  bi 
wwly  for  occupation  in  the  spring  of  1902.  Suitable  ground  for  the  erectioi 
of  a  new  building  to  accommodate  the  children  now  attending  the  Elm  Stree 
School,  has  also  been  purchased.  These  two  new  school  houses,  when  com 
pkted,  will  be  a  great  improvement  on  the  unsuitable  and  crowded  quarters  a( 
present  rented  by  the  Board. 

On  March  4th,  Mr.  David  P.  Chisholm,  who  as  teacher  and  since  as  otUc( 

«cr«c  had  done  the  Board  faithful  and  elective  service  ever  since  the  inceptioi 

of  the  Public  Schools  Act,  died.     The  Board  put  on  record  a  resolution,  mark 

nig  their  deep  regret  at  the  sad  occurrence  and  their  sincere  appreciation  o 

his  long  services.     His  place  in  the  otlice  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr 
James  Coll.

SlH  : — The  Board  of  School  Trustees  for  the  City  of  Moncton,  have  t1 
honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  annnal  Report  of  the  Public  School 
in  the  City  of  Moncton,  for  the  year  1901. 

During  the  year  some  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  constitutioQ  of  tli 
Board,  Mr.  G.  B.  Willet,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Board  resigned  his  posi 
tion  aa  Trustee  early  in  the  yeir,  his  posilinn  was  titled  by  tlie  City  Ooudo 
appointing  Mr.  John  H.  Hania  in  his  stead.  The  term  of  office  of  Mr.  W.  T, 
Martin  having  expired  Mr.  H,  S.  Bell  was  appointed  by  the  City  Council  o 
the  22nd  of  March  last,  Messrs  Willet  and  Martin  for  years  have  given  vbt 
effective  service  as  Trustees,  and  the  interests  of  the  schools  were  activel 
promoted  by  both  gentlemen.  During  the  year  there  have  been  no  change  i 
the  per807inel  of  Tru.stees  appointed  by  the  Lieu  tenant-Go  vernor-in-Coniuu 
The  grand  total  number  of  pnpils  in  attendance  at  various  schools  at  cIoMe  i 
December,  1901  was  1778, 
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ABERDEEN    SCHOOL. 

Duriog  the  year  there  weir  sixtieii  schools  ccnduclcd  in  this  building^ 
the  Grades  ruuning  from  I.  to  •XL  inclii.sive,  in  which  802  pupils  were 
enrolled.  Grades  IX.,  X.  and  XI.  of  which  there  were  two  classes  in  Grade 
IX.,  constitute  the  High  School,  and  the  Grammar  School  for  the  County  of 
Westmorland.     There  were  152  pupils  in  the  High  School. 

The  Staff  of  the  High  School  has  undergone  some  changes  duiing  the 
year.  In  June  last,  Mr.  McLean's  term  of  contract  having  expired,  the  posi- 
tion of  Classical  Instructor  was  given  to  Mr.  G.  Fred  McNally,  B.  A.,  form- 
•erly  Instructor  in  Classics  in  Stanstcad  College,  Quebec.  Mr.  McNally  came 
highly  recommended  as  a  good  disciplinarian  and  an  excellent  teacher.  The 
Board  has  not  been  disappointed.  One  department  (»f  Grade  IX.,  in  the  High 
School  has  not  in  the  judgment  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  been  conducted  in 
•a  satisfactory  manner.  The  Board  have  therefore  readjusted  the  Four  Depart- 
ments of  the  High  School  for  the  coming  year  under  three  teachers  instead  of 
four  as  forinerlv. 

MATlllCULANTS. 

The  following  were  successful  candidates  from  the  High  School  in  passing 
the  examination  held  this  year  for  Matriculation  in  the  University  of  New- 
Brunswick  :  Harry  Ayer,  Louise  Copp. 

ENTRANCE   EXAMINATION. 

In  June  last,  examinations  for  entrance  into  the  High  School  were  held  in 
the  Aberdeen  Building  under  the  supervision  of  Principal  Oulton  of  the  High 
School,  Principal  Irons  of  Victoria  School  and  the  secretary.  85  candidates 
presented  themselves  of  whom  22  passed  in  the  first  division,  43  in  the 
second  division,  and  20  in  the  third  division.  Of  the  number  presenting 
themselves  for  examination  76  were  admitted  to  the  High  School  for  Grade 
IX.  The  one  making  the  highest  marks  in  this  examination  was  Miss 
^Beatrice  Bourque  of  Wesley  Street  School,  who  made  a  total  of  86:.).  She  won 
the  Silver  Medal  for  1901  donated  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor.

SiK ; — I  have  the  hoDor  to  present  for  your  consideratiou  the  Report  o 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Saint  Stephen  for  the  second  term 
of  the  school  year  ending  June  30lh,  1901. 

The  term  of  office  of  John  Black.  EaQ..  as  a  member  of  the  Board  havinj 
expired  on  the  31st  of  December,  1900,  he  was  re-appointed  by  the  Towi 
Council. 

Mr.  Frauk  A.  DuBton  resigned  his  position  as  teacher  of  Grades  IX,  S, 
and  XI  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  as  did  also  Miss  H.  D,  Hanson  wh 
taught  Grades  III  and  IV  in  the  King  Street  building.  Mr.  Duston  was 
very  efficient  instructor,  but  after  a  year's  service  with  the  Board  he  decided  lo 
accept  a  more  renumerative  position  with  the  Saint  Stephen's  Bank.  "Sl'iet 
Hanson  who  had  beeu  a  memlier  of  the  teaching  staff  for  many  years  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  teachers  ever  engaged  by  the  Board.  Her  resignation 
was  received  with  much  regret  by  trustees,  parents  and  pupils. 

On  Friday  evening,  June  28tb,  tbe  graduation  exercises  of  the  Higb 
School  were  held  in  the  Kink.  Each  year  the  interest  in  these  exercises  in- 
creases.  This  is  very  giatifying  to  the  Board  as  well  us  to  the  Principal  aoA 
his  pupils.  Fully  one  thousand  people  were  in  attendance  to  hear  the  essays 
of  the  graduates.  The  class  consisted  of  five  boys  and  eight  girls.  SeveiftI 
prizes  which  had  beeu  offered  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  were  awarded,  liu 
presentations  being  made  by  Mcs.  Mary  D.  McGibbou  and  G.  W.  Ganong, 
M,  P.     In  connection  with  graduates  of  our  H>^h  School  it  is  very  satisfactory 
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to  know  that  Ernest  Hill  a  graduate  of  1900  made  the  highest  average  of  any 
<i  the    Maritime    Province    applicants  for  admission  to  the   Royal  Military 

\.  College  at  Kin^n,  and  he  is  now  a  student  of  that  College. 

You  will  notice  by  the  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  which 
^8  forward  with  this  report  that  there  is  an  over  draft  of  $2757.50  which 
Amount  was  due  the  St.  Stephen's  Bank  on  June  30th.  The  cause  of  this 
large  over  draft  was  the  unusually  large  expenditure  of  funds  in  payment  of 

bills  contracted  on  account  of  sanitary  arrangements,  and  the  fact  that  to  June 

30th  only  $1000  00  had  been  received  from  the  Town  owing  to  the  assessment 

not  having  been  collected  at  that  time.

^  Sir  :     In  accordance  with  your  request  I  beg  to  forward  a  brief  report  of 

^    the  work  for  the  period  from  January  1st  to  June  30th,  1901. 
I  It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  this  period  the  work  of 

I  •  the  Institution  was  carried  on  harmoniously  and  that  nothing  serious  occurred 
to  mar  or  interrupt  its  progress. 

The  principal  and  most  interesting  event  of  the  half  year  was  the  annual 


closing  exerciaea  held  iu  Jwne,  which  were  very  largely  attended. 

The  excellent  showing  made  hy  the  pupils  in  the  difl'erenl  clashes  was 
most  gratifying  to  the  committee  ond  to  the  ofticers  of  the  liiatitiition  who  had 
labored  aaruestly  through  the  long  winter  months,  that  marked  irnprovemeaB 
might  be  seen  by  the  numei'oua  visitors  who  usually  attend  our  annual  closing 
examinaCioDs. 

The  warm  words  of  approval  by  many  of  those  present  and  by  the  p 
whose  representatives  were  also  here,  were  fully  apprecint^d  by  the  Priumpal 
and  his  start'  whose  sole  desire  is  to  bring  enlightenment  and  educaUon  to  th< 
deaf  children  throughout  the  Province; 

A  number  of  our  pupils  att^ndoii  the  Sloyd  School,  established  in  the  oit^ 
through  the  liberality  of  Sir  Wm.  C.  Mncdonald  and  the  Instructor,  Mr 
Macredie  reported  that  our  boys  miide  good  progress,  their  work  coiupariag 
very  favorably  with  that  of  the  hearing  and  speaking  students, 

;  ome  of  the  results  of  the  work  at  the  Sloyd  School  were  exhibited  at 
Annual  closing  exercises. 

While  rendering  our  sincere  thanks  to  our  Local  Government  and  tlu 
Legislature  for  the  aid  which  has  been  extended  to  the  Institution  in  the  i>asl 
we  would  make  an  earnest  appeal  for  increased  support. 

Many  of  our  subscribers  througtiout  the  Province  have  urged  us  to  circu- 
late ii  petition  for  signature  asking  for  an  increased  government  appropriatioii 
and  without  doubt  such  a  petition  would  be  freely  signed  as  there  is  a  giowii 
feeling  among  the  friends  of  the  Institution  that  the  work  should  he    mots 
liberally  supported  from  the  Provincial  Treasury, 

A  deputation  consisting  of  some  members  of  our  Managing  Comniittet 
waited  upon  the  Government  last  session,  their  object  being  to  ui^e  the  cLaiou 
of  the  Institution  to  increased  Government  support.  The  deput«0oD«  faad 
reason  to  hope  that  these  claims  would  be  more  fully  recognized  and  a  largei 
grant  tonde. 

It  was  urged  by  the  deputation  that  our  Provincial  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  should  be  placed  on  the  same  financial  basis  aud  given  the  same  libera] 
measure  of  8U|iport  as  is  extended  to  the  Nova  Scotia  Institutions  for  thi 
Blind  and  iJeaf. 

It  was  believed  that  after  eighti'cn  years  of  stea-ly  and  unremitting  coO' 
tiouanco  of  the  work  it  was  but  a  just  and  reasonable  request  and  a  claim  tliai 
would  have  met  with  ready  acquiescence  and  approval  and  especially  at  a  tinu 
when  the  status  of  the  Province  had  been  marked  by  jpeat  social  and  \ 
mercial  progress. 
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Some  little  disapjiointment  was  naturally  felt  by  the  Directors  and  officers 
of  the  Institution  when,  after  the  cordial  manner  in  which  the  deputation  had 
been  received,  the  House  prorogued  without  makinj^  provision  for  an  increase 
to  the  usual  annual  grant  of  8500. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  however,  that  at  the  forthcoming  se&sion  of  the 
Hou8e,  this  omission  will  be  cheerfully  rectified  and  an  increase  made  in  our 
jearly  appropriation,  as  the  education  of  the  Deaf  is  a  woik  now  generally 

Tecognized  as  part  of  that  liberal  educational  system  which  has  won  for  the 

• 

Piovince  the  warm  appreciation  and  high  encomiums  of  other  lands.

The  closing  exercises  illustrating  the  work  of  the  scasiou  were  held  at  the 
Inatitation  and  conaiderable  interest  was  mauirested  in  the  proceedings,  the 
house  being  titled  to  overflowing '  with  distinguished  and  appreciative  visitors 
&om  Fredeiicton,  Gibson,  Marysville,  St,  John,  Moncten.  Floreuceville,  Digby, 
Winnipeg  and  other  places. 

The  Hon,  Judge  Gregory  presided  and  among  the  visitors  were  the  Very 
Eev.  Dean  Partridee,  D.  D..  Canon  Roberts,  D.  D.,  the  genial  Secretary  of  the 
Inatitntion,  J,  D.  Phinney,  K.  C,  Messrs.  Havelock  Coy,  H.  C.  Creed  and 
othei  members  of  the  Committee. 

The  afternoon's  program  was  received  with  much  appreciation  and  all 
expressed  themselves  as  delighted  with  evidences  of  careful  tnslruetion  shown 
by  the  pupils. 

The  exercises  wore  held  in  the  athool- rooms,  the  folding  doors  between 
which  were  opened  making  one  large  audience  room.  About  the  walla  of  the 
zoom  were  arranged  specimens  of  the  work  of  the  pupils  in  free  hand  drawing, 
map  making  and  water  color  painting,  while  upon  a  large  table  wag  displayed 
ihe  work  done  by  the  boys  who  attended  the  Sloyd  School  during  Uic  term. 
They  took  pleasure  in  ptwotiDg  out  to  the  visitors  the  specimens  of  their  own, 
manufacture  and  all  had  jnst  reason  for  being  proud  of  their  work. 

The  exercises  opened  with  the  puiiils  redting  the  Lord's  Prayer  which  wa» 
followed  by  the  Principal's  address, 

A  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  all  on  behalf  of  the  Institution.  Moat 
of  the  advanced  pupils  having  left  the  previous  June  to  enter  on  their  life 
ATOcations.  a  younger  class  bad  been  taken  to  supply  their  places  and  while 
less  experienced  had  done  fairly  well  and  the  results  were  shown  in  their 
examination. 

Keither  death  nor  serious  sickness  occurred  during  the  session  and  the 
whole  year  had  been  a  profitable  one  to  the  pupils  and  a  pleasure  anil  satisfac- 
tion to  the  teachers. 

The  financial  ]X)siciou  of  the  Institution  was  referred  to  and  thankfnlness- 
expiessed  that  all  obligations  resting  u|)on  it  had  lieen  met. 
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A  1f:w  practical  iK^irita  ivgardiug  the  deaf  were  then  touched  upon  to  give    ' 
<j  yihiUfTH  a  tWAHtx  undorKtandiog  of  the  oondition  in  which  they  are  placed 
'  the  d<;pnvation  of  hearing  and  some  of  the  difticultieji  with  which  they  have 
i'jtu\4'A\i\  iij  attaining  a  knowledge  of  language  and  other  suhjects. 

Ill  Hpfffiking  of  the  condition  of  the  deaf  previous  to  education  he  said: 

"  About  nixty  jH,*r  cent,  of  our  pupils  aie  born  deaf.  Let  us  try  to  realize 
liat  hereditary  deafness  means.  We  all  know  of  cases  of  friends  or  relatives 
ho  have  lK;r^>nie  hard  of  hearing  as  it  is  called  or  entirely  deaf  in  mature  age, 
it  this,  while  seriouH  enough,  is  but  a  minor  affliction  in  comparison  with  the 
uUi  of  these  children.  If  everyone  of  us  in  this  room  were  to  become  stone 
!af  this  aiternr>r>n  we  should  no  doubt  consider  it  a  heavy  affliction,  bat  it 
r)uld  not  ])Iace  or  lower  os  to  the  plane  of  those  who  are  bom  deaf.  It  would 
adually  deprive  u«  of H'ocal  speech  but  not  affect  our  written  language  nor 
e  ability  U)  read  the  thoughts  of  others." 

The  mi'thods  of  teaching  were  then  described.     The  problem  confronting 
0  teacher  was  how  can  a  knowledge  of  written  language  be  conveyed  to  them 
that  they  can  assimilate  it  and  use  it  as  a  means  of  communication  in  the 
iu/{^lo  of  life  / 

Thousands  of  earnest  men  and  women  were  devoting  their  lives  to  the 
ii(!i<Iation  of  this  problem.  They  had  taxed  their  minds  and  patience  for 
ars  to  restore  the  deaf  as  far  as  possible  to  society  and  lay  the  basis  for 
efnl,  honest,  ro8])onsible  and  self-supporting  citizens. 

KtVorts  had  been  made  for  the  restoration  of  their  hearing,  medical  experts 
^d  used  their  utmost  skill  in  this  direction,  but  all  in  vain«  Instruments  had 
on  devisod  to  improve  their  hearing  but  with  little  success. 

Failing  in  this,  attention  was  then  given  to  a  system  of  oral  training  or 
tioulation  and  lip  reading,  the  idea  being  that  they|A^ouId  be  taught  to  read 
y  lips  of  others  and  use  their  vocal  oigans  without  hearing,  depending  only 
tho  sense  of  sight. 

Another  methml  was  to  adopt  a  language,  a  silent  language  which  would 
l)oal  wholly  to  the  sight  and  In?  totally  independent  of  the  ear. 

Uoth  those  methods  had  been  largely  adopted  and  were  the  principal 
*tluul  of  toarhing  the  ileaf  at  the  present  day.  The  advantages  derived  from 
I*  Uvse  of  lH>th  methods  wore  then  referred  to  and  he  gave  a  number  of  illus- 
itions  of  tho  ditlioultios  arising  in  teaching  the  deaf,  the  shades  in  meaning  oi 
mis  spollod  dilTiiently  and  also  of  words  similarly  spelled.  He  appealed  to 
*  luarors  to  persist  ui  tho  use  of  only  good  English,  to  avoid  slang  and  to 
>rv  in  thoir  birthriijht  of  the  Endish  tongue. 
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The  examination  of  the  pupils  then  took  place  and  the  rapt  attention  of 
audience    showed   the  great    interest    which    this  part  of  the  program 
ted. 

Miss  Woodbridge  then  brought  forward  her  pupils  in  the  lip  reading  and 
.culation  department  and  the  proficiency  which  they  had  acquired  testihed 
the  lact  and  patience  shown  by  their  instructress. 

The    presentation    of   prizes    followed,  the    presentations    with    suitable 
Idresses  being  made  by  some  of  the  gentlemen  present. 

A  pleasing  feature  was  the  presentation  by  the  pupils  of  a  gold  mounted 
ibony  cane  to  Canon  Roberts  who  had  been  secretary  of  the  Institution  since 
its  formation  eighteen  years  ago. 

Miss  Delia  Green  (one  of  the  pupils  of  Miss  Woodbridge's  class)  first 
wrote  her  address  upon  the  blackboard  and  then  spoke  the  words  orally  as- 
she  presented  the  cane. 

Dr.  Roberts  made  a  feeling  and  happy  reply.  The  program  closed 
with  remarks  from  the  chairman  who  expressed  the  pleasure  he  and  all  had 
derived  from  witnessing  the  bright  happy  demeanour  of  the  children  and  the 
successful  results  of  the  training  they  had  received. 

In  Conclusion — cheered  by  the  fact  that  the  session  had  been  a  success- 
ful one  and  thankful  that  the  work  was  making  headway  and  prospering,  the 
teachers  joined  with  the  pupils  in  anticipating  with  considerable  pleasure  the 
long  midsummer  holidays  which  now  lay  before  them.

IN'TJiODCCTlOS, 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  ihe  School  for  the  Blind  have  great  pleasure 
«ubniHtmg  to  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  to  the  Proviucial  Govemmeut 
and  Lesisliitiires  ioteresled,  iiud  to  the  friends  of  the  iastilutioa,  the  31i 
annual  repoit.  In  so  doing  they  desire  to  express  their  gratefiii  thanks  for  ti 
Legiatative  grants  ^vllidl  have  been  so  liberally  made  by  the  several  province 
«nd  to  the  support  given  to  the  work  by  the  many  friends  o!  the  bUn*l  throagli 
out  Eastern  Canada.  Under  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  the  work 
educating  and  training  the  blind  has  been  successfully  and  satisfactonl; 
carried  on  and  the  usefulness  of  the  echoolhaa  been  steadily  developed. 

yiil'EitlNTENDGSt's  BKl'OBT. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  tlie  aoveral  deput 
menu  of  the  school  aro  thoroughly  ei^uipped  aud  in  a  high  state  of  etBcienoT 
The  membera  of  the  teaching  atatf  have  shown  commendable  zeal,  and  theii 
devotion  to  their  chosen  work  well  merits  approval. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfactioii  to  your  board  to  find  that  the  course  ^ 
inslrucliou  in  the  school  is  well  abreast  of  the  times  and  that  the  yoathft] 
blind  of  the  Maritime  rrovincca  aud  Xewfoundland  have  within  their  reach 
education  of  such  an  eminently  practical  character.  The  school  keeps  close 
touch  with  its  graduates  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  great  raijority  ol 
them  are  meeting  with  success,  are  respected  in  the  communities  in  whtol 
■they  reside,  aud  are  living  happy  and  useful  lives. 

DOMESTIC  DEl'ARTMENT. 

The  former  niutrou  of  the  school,  Miss  Fraser,  owing  to  family  liei-eaVB- 
ment  resigned  her  position  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  school  yean 
After  some  consideration  it  was  decided  to  combine  the  positions  of  matffi| 
and  housekeeper  and  to  appoint  a  second  assistant  matron.  This  has  bei 
done  and  so  far  the  arrangement  works  admirably.  Mrs,  Chisholra,  now  actJ: 
matron,  supervises  the  entire  domeatic  work  of  the  school  and  still  finds  titflt 
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to  discharge  her  duties  as  housekeiper  in  superintcmlinj]:  the  work  in  the 
kitchen,  dining  rooms  and  laundry,  and  in  taking  charge  of  the  food  supplies. 
Mrs.  Chisholm  has  been  given  two  assistants,  the  ono  to  act  as  matron  of  tl.e 
girls'  department,  to  be  responaible  for  the  sciU]>ulons  cleanliness  of  the  girls' 
wing  and  the  repairing  of  the  girls*  clothing.  The  boys'  assistant  matron  haa 
been  assigned  similar  duties  in  the  boys'  department.  Wo  believe  that  this 
airangement  will  ]«rove  most  satisfactory  and  that  Mrs.  C'hisliohn,  who  is 
deeply  interested  in  the  pupils,  will  discharge  her  duties  with  characteristic 
energy  and  etliciency. 

nUJLDINOS  ANI»  GROUNDS. 

During  the  summar  the  roofs  of  the  main  building  and  east  wing  were 
»   re-riovered  and    several    alterations    and  improvements  in  the  interior  of  the 
buildings    were    carried    out.     The    buildings,  although    extensive    and    well 
adapted  for  their  purpose,  are  nevertheless  too  small  to  meet  the  i^resent  needs 
of  the  school.       It  must  be  remembered  that  our  household,  including  officers, 
nieml>er3    of   the    teaching  stall",  the  domestic  stafl",  and  jiupils  numbers  144 
5)eTson3    and    that    to    provitle   dormitories,  schoolrooms,  music  rooms,  sitting 
roums,  dining  rooms  and  other  retjuisite  accommodation,  is  under  present  circum- 
stances no  easy  matter.     We  have  utilized  every  available  space,  have  used 
our  music  rooms  at  night  for  bed  rooms,  have  turned  our  hallways  and  reading 
rooms  into  practice  rooms,  and  our  sitting  rooms  into  class  rooms.     In  fact  we 
have  done  everything  that  can  be  done  to  keep  the  doors  of  the  school  wide 
open  to  those  for  whom  it  is  intended.     We  fully  realize  that  in  the  very  near  < 
future   an  effort   must  be  lyade  to  provide  increased  accommodation,  and  we 
bflieve   that    when    the   friends   of  tho  school  aiJjueciate   the  fact  that  such 
increased  accommodation  is  absolutiily  essential  they  will,  as  hitherto,  gladly 
aid  us  with  their  sul  scriptions,  ami  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  help  us  in 
t^xtendin*:  the  gran<l  educational  work  which  is  being  tjiirried  on. 

As  the  niians  at  our  command  would  allow,  wt-  have,  from  time  to  time, 
improved  the  grounds  of  the  school  ami  an'an;^ed  them  so  as  to  meet  the 
Te<]iiiremeiits  of  the  pupils.  In  the  lower  square  we  liave  e. instructed  an 
artificial  i>oud  120  feet  in  length  by  GO  feet  in  l)reudth.  Owing  to  the  nature 
■^f  the  grou!i  I  it  was  ru^c-3Ss:iry  t .»  lay  th?  b  )LtoMi  iiic  )n«:i(}t(Mnd  to  buiM  tlit- 
surroiindin;^  wall  in  a  most  substantial  way.  In  [\u>  connoition  wu  desire  to 
;ickii'»wlf.(lLie  the  iudei>tedness  of  the  Board  to  Mr.  V,  W.  W ,  Doane,  wlm 
kimlly  supervised  the  con.'-truction  of  the  p-)nd,  and  who  lias  licictofnn*  advi<«ii 
;*s  Ui  the  laying  out  of  the  grounds.     The  poiul  will  )«•  h   srmr.'o  of  ).hasnre  t" 


ib&  ^iipil  throughout  the  schgol  year,  but  it  vrill  be  more  particularly  appn 
ciatei]  iluriug  tha  wiotev  stiason,  when  it  can  be  used  for  skating.  We  hope  a 
110  distant  day  to  tie  able  to  aaphall  the  paths  so  as  to  make  'them  clean  &D( 
dry  and  fit  for  use  at  all  times  excepting  for  a  short  time  in  winter.  Thi 
would  obviate  the  neuessity  of  constructing  balconies  or  piazzas  where  th 
pupils.might  exercise,  and  would  make  the  grounds  much  more  available  ducia 
the  earlj'  spring  and  late  autumn  months. 

The  actual  cost  of  educating  a  blind  boy  or  girl  in  this  school,  oonsideiin 
capital  expenditure,  is  $225  per  annum.  Through  the  bequests  of  its  beni 
factors  and  the  subscriptioUB  of  it^  friends  this  association  or  curporatioQ  . 
fortunately  able  to  meet  one-third  of  this  cost,  or  S75  per  pupil.  The  Acl 
provide  that  for  each  pupil  from  Nova  Scotia  or  New  Brunswick  the  scblM 
should  receive  $75  from  the  reepective  Provincial  Governments  and  a  like  ai 
from  the  municipality  to  which  the  child  belongs.  The  cost  of  edncatitHi 
thus  equally  divided  between  our  own  association,  the  Proviucial  Oovernmenl 
and  the  municipalities. 

NOVA   SCOTIA, 

Tlj£re  are  now  pupils  attending  the  school  from  seventeen  of  the  eighteei 
counties  in  Nova  Scotia,  making  in  all  seventy-one  pupils  from  this  provinoG 
From  two  of  these  counties  we  Lave  at  present  seven  pupils,  while  three  othe 
counties  have  but  one  pupil  in  attendance.  This  disproportion  in  attendauo 
ia  somewhat  difticult  to  explain,  but  in  a  cycle  of  years  it  will  be  found  tha 
•  any  given  section  of  the  country  will  probably  have  no  more  or  no  less  than

and  at  another  time  less.  Duri 
was  in  operation  we  had  live  pupi 


lildren,  itlthough  at  one  time  it  may  have  monj 
ring  the  first  fifteen  years  in  which  the  school 
f)ils  in  all  from  the  Musquodoboit  Valley,  whili 

during  the  past  fifteen  years  we  have  had  but  one  pupil  from  that  section  ol 

the  County  of  Halifax. 

NBW    fiHL'SSWICK, 

There  are  at  iireaent  thirty-two  pupils  in  attendance  from  the  Province 
New  Brunswick.  These  are  drawn  from  ten  of  the  fifteen  counties,  leavinj 
five  countips  unrepresented.  Taking  into  consideration  the  respective  popnla 
tions  of  the  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick,  and  the  number  o 
blind  children  from  each  province  now  under  training,  it  would  appear  tlift 
there  are  at  piesent  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  young  blind  persons  in  Nai 
Brunswick  who  are  growing  up  without  receiving  an  eilucation.  We  woul 
earnestly  request  those  intere-ited  in  the  education  of  the  blind  to  send  in  to  Uli 
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Superintendent  of  the  school  the  names,  ages  and  addresses  of  all  blind 
petaons  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  In  this  matter  the  co-opevation  of 
dergymen  and  medical  men  would  be  most  advantageous. 

PRINCE   EDWARD   ISLAND. 

In  the  matter  of  the  education  of  the  blind  the  Government  and  Legisla- 
ture of  P.  E.  Island  have  not  yet  placed  themselves  fnlly  in  line  with  the 
other  provinces,  but  it  may  at  least  be  said  that  their  position  in  this  respect 
Jias  somewhat  improved  during  the  past  two  years,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be 
hoped  that  before  long  the  statutes  of  P.  E.  Island  will  contain  an  Act  making 
education  free  to  the  blind  of  that  province.  At  the  present  time  the  school 
receives  a  grant  from  the  Legislature  of  S450  per  annum  for  the  six  pupils  in 
attendance,  and  a  further  grant  of  $150  from  the  city  of  Charlottetown.  This 
makes  in  all  S600.  The  actual  cost  per  annum  of  educating  these  six  pupils 
is  $1350,  of  which  the  school  voluntarily  assumes  one- third,  or  S450,  and  asks 
the  Government  and  Legislature  to  provide  the  balance  of  S900.  We  commend 
these  figures  to  the  kind  and  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  public-spirited 
men  and  women  in  P.  E.  Island,  and  respectfully  urge  the  government  to 
introduce  such  legislation  as  will  place  the  education  of  the  blind  upon  a 
footing  honorable  to  the  province  and  equitable  to  the  school. 

NEWFOl'NDLAND. 

We  have  at  present  eight  pupils  from  the  Colony  of  Newfoundland  for 
the  tuition  of  whom  the  Legislature  niakes  an  annual  gract  to  the  school  of 
$1,200.00.  Hitherto  the  Government  of  Newfoundland  has  limited  the  num- 
ber of  beneficeries  to  eight,  but  we  have  the  assurance  of  the  Premier,  Hon. 
Sir  Robert  Bond,  that  during  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  he  will  see 
if  something  cannot  be  done  to  secure  an  increased  grant  so  as  to  provide  for 
the  admission  of  a  larger  number  of  pupils. 

The  Supenntendent : 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  held  on  May  1st,  1901. 

"The  Board  of  Managers  desires  to  place  on  record  its  ai»j)rcciation  of  the 

action  of  the  Senate  of  Dalhousie  College  in  conferring  upon  the  Superintendent 

of  the  School,  Mr.  C.  P.  Praser,  the  ut-gree  oT  LL.  J).     The  Board  lias  on  many 

occasions  expressed  its  high  estimate  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Blind  of 

the  Maritime  Provinces  by  Dr.  Fraser,  and  it  feels  that  tlie  public  recuijiiition 


wliuh  these  acrvioea  have  rqceived  n-duvts  great  credit  upim  tke  school 
apoo  the  tcachiDi;  staff  as  \v<:ll  as  upon  the  Su[](>ritiLL'ii<leiit.  In  presentin 
Mr.  Fmser  to  the  Pieaideiit  of  the  Univvisity,  Dr.  MacMcchan  on  behalf 
Senate  said,  ■'  Mr,  Chnrlcs  Frederick  Fraser,  M,  M ,  has  been  Principal  of  tk 
School  for  thf  Bhnd  twunty-eight  years.  Through  \m  persimal  excrtiona  tl 
number  of  pujiila  in  that  period  has  rifen  from  less  than  ten  to  more  than  oi 
htiDdrcd,  and  the  iiietliods' employed  for  thfir  education  have  been  of  the  inoi 
modern  and  seieutific  kind.  Mr.  Fraser  bus  led  the  way  in  an  iiupiiftM 
reform.  Through  hia  untiring  eftbrta  the  education  of  the  blind  haa  ceased,  I 
thia  province,  to  be  regarded  as  a  clmrity,  and  is  looked  upon  as  a  Qeoesiu 
public  charge.  The  Government  of  this  Province  was  the  first  on  this 
Rent  to  rbcogni/e  its  duty  in  thia  respect,  and  to  grant  to  the  blind  and  deal 
free  education.  As  a  teacher  Mr.  Fraser  haa  been  very  siiccesaful  in  develo] 
iiig  in  his  pupils  a  self-reliant  and  hopeful  spirit.  They  have  heeu  made 
feel  that  aucceas  in  almost  any  calling  is  within  their  reach,  Thia  spirit,  calli 
out  and  strengthened  by  sound  practical  courses  of  training,  is  proving  etBoiei 
in  making  those  who,  under  less  happy  cireumstanots,  were  doomed  tn  life-loo 
dependence,  into  aucceesful  and-  useful  members  of  the  community.  In  tbi 
the  direct  outcome  of  Mr.  Fraser's  gifted  and  buoyant  personality,  and  of  b 
unceasing  efforts,  our  Halifax  school  is  recogniiied  as  one  of  the  very  be 
Schools  for  the  Blind  tn  be  found  anywhere.  Mr,  i'rasers  eftbits  are  not  < 
fined  to  the  work  of  the  school.  For  the  benefit  of  the  blind  who,  through 
or  other  causes  cannot  attend  the  school,  he  has  organized  a  staff  of  itineni 
teachers  and  a  circulating  library.  The  beneficent  plan  which  Nova  Scol 
the  honor  of  originating  has  been  adopted  in  several  places  elsewhere."

These  gentlemen  are  ever  ready  when  called  .upon  to 
attend  the  pupils,  and  their  professional  services  are  generously  given  free  of 
chargfe.     The  Board  of  Managers  also  desires  to  express  its  thanks  to  Mr.  H,  B.

The  railways  and  other  transportation  companies  have  our  thanks  for  the 
special  rates  granted  and  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  care  shown  to  the  pupils 
while  travelling  to  and  from  their  homes.

Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Kanagets  of  the  School  for  Llie  BUnd  : 

Ge'stlemeb  : — The  tahle  of  attendance  herewith  submitted  ehows  that  13 
blind  persona  have  been  und^r  instruction  during  ttie  past  year,  of  whidi  B 
were  males  and  56  females.  Of  these  18  have  since  graduated  or  remained  i 
home,  making  the  total  number  registered  December  1st,  1901,  117,  of  whoi 
70  are  males  and  47  females,.  Of  these  71  are  from  the  Province  of  Noi 
Scotia,  32  froro  New  Brunswick,  6  from  P.  E,   Island  and  8  from  Newfouiu 
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TEACUISG    3TAKF. 

After  five  years  ol  faithful  and  satisfactory  work  as  a  teacher  in  t 
literary  department,  Miss  Bessie  Cumming  resigned  her  situation  at  the  do 
of  the  last  school  year.  Miss  CLimraiug,  now  Mrs.  Robb,  has  gone  with  b 
husband  to  the  mission  field  of  Corea,  where  she  hopes  to  turn  to  practi 
account  the  expetienco  gained  while  here.  The  vacancy  caused  by  the  retii 
ment  of  Miss  Cumming  has  been  filled  by  Mis^  Elma  Baker,  a  graduate 
Dalhousie  College  and  a  teacher  of  high  standing  in  the  public  schools,  4 
assistant  teacher  of  modern  languages  being  required,  the  position  was  given 
Miss  Bowes,  an  advanced  pupil  of  Prof.  I^nos.  With  the  foregoing  exceptaa 
our  .staff  uf  teachers  remains  the  same  as  at  this  date  last  year.  Thia 
matter  for  congratulation,  as  it  is  of  itnportance  that  our  pupils  should  leoti 
their  training  from  teachers  of  skill  and  experience  and  of  broad  education, 
the  literary  department  Miss  C.  R.  Frame,  Miss  Baker,  Mr.  S,  R.  Hnsfi 
Prof.  I-anos,  Miss  Bowes  and  two  assistants  have  faithfully  performed  th 
work,  and  have  sought  in  every  way  to  develop  their  pupils  and  make  tfl 
strong  and  self-reliant  men  and  women. 

The  Kindergarten  pupils  have  continued  to  enjoy  the  thoughtful 
admirable  training    inipaited  by  Miss  Josie   Howe   and  her  assistants, 
mpbell  and  Miss  Oallanan. 


Id  the  boys'  and  girls'  musical  departments  Piof.  A,  M,  Chisholm"  haa 
I  assisted  by  Miss  B.  Studii  and  Mr.  T,  A,  Hubley,  as  piano-forte  teachers ; 
iC!o»fcin,  vccal  teacber,  and  Messr;j.  Haiisoo,  Covi^y  and  Ivimey  as  teachers 
Jctively  of  the  clarionet,  cornet  and  mandolin.  Tbe  work  of  the  depart- 
tta  haa  been  progressive  and  up-to-date  in  all  respects,  and  has  been  caiTied 
raid  with  zeal  and  energy.  ' 

Mr.  D.  M.  Reid,  teacher  of  piano-forte  tuning;  Mr,  D.  .\.  Baird,  trade 
Hctor;  M.  J.  S.  Scrinigeonr.  physical  instructor,  and  Miss  Allison,  teacher 
te  girla'  work,  have  been  stea*iily  at  their  jioala,  and  have  been  deeply 
ested  in  the  success  of  their  pupils. 

We  have  in  past  years  been  \'ery  fortunate  in  securing  as  teachers  men 
vomen  uf  character  and  marked  ability,  but  .without  disparaging  the 
l«nt  work  done  by  them,  I  may  safely  say  that  never  in  the  history  of  the 
J  have  we  bad  a  stronger  or  more  effective  teaching  staff,  and  never  have 
resalts  been  more  satisfactory  or  more  gratifying.  This  is  due  in  part  to 
loOft  experience  in  this  special  work  which  the  majority  of  the  teachers 
enjoyed,  and  in  part  to  the  more  careful  grading  of  the  pupils  which  the 
school  makes  possible;,  and  also  to  the  improved  ef|uipraeut  of  our  several 
mts. 

C0L:B8E  of  IXSTKUCTION. 

Ib  must  respects  the  couise  of  instruction  in  this  school  is  similar  to  that 
md  iu  the  more  advanced  institutions  for  the  blind  in  Great  Britain  and 
ITnited  States.     It  is  based  upon  the  idea  that  our  pupils,  notwithstanding   ' 

lack  of  sight,  are  to  be  educated  with  the  view  of  becoming  self-support- 
and  women.     Were  it  possible  for  blind  ])er8on3  to  perform  ordinary   , 
U")  or  to  market  hand  made  aiticles  in  competition  witli  the  output  of  mills 
factories  equipped  with  steam  and  machinery,  we  might  be  justified   in 
their  education  to  the  rudimentary  branches  of  learning  and  be  satisfied 

(be  results.  We  have,  however,  to  face  the  fact  that  the  blind  cannot 
tm  ordinary  labour  to  advantage  and  cannot  hope  to  become  so  skilled  in 
■tt]  work  as  to  be  able  to  undersell  machine-made  products.  It  is  there- 
I  fundamental  principle  with  the  best  educators  of  the  blind  that  every 
t  ahould  be  made  to  train  and  develop  the  mental  faculties  of  their  pupils 
I  to  prepare  them  for  such  professions  and  occupations  as  call  for  iutellect- 
■cnmeD.     To  the  educated  blind  person  the  loss  of  sight  is  a  handicap  but  ' 

bartier  to  success.     His  trained  senses  of  touch  and  hearing  and  even  of 

make  u]'  to  him  iu  a  greal  measure  for  his  loss  of  sight,  while  his  intel- 


lectual  -powers  are  none  the  less  strong,  keen  and  effective,  becaitw  he 
deprived  of  vision.  Bearing  tlie  foregoing  facts  id  mind  our  course  of  etsd] 
has  been  carefully  arranged  ao  as  to  place  within  reach  of  our  pupils  a  brtw 
and  liberal  education  which  is  in  all  respects  equal  to  that  imparled  in  tiie  bes 
public  schoola  of  Canada.  This  education  is  aupplemauted  by  a  careful  tnua- 
ing  in  music,  pianoforte  tuning  and  Bucli  other  branches  as  the  p^ipils  can  tin 
to  practical  account  when  they  graduate  from  the  school. 

APPLIANCES. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  note  that  the  appliances  used  in  the  educatJM 
of  the  blind  have  of  late  years  been  greatly  improved.  The  old  arithmeft 
board  with  its  ten  distinct  raised  type  has  given  place  to  a  board  with 
shaped  holes  and  one  type  by  which  sixteen  separate  charaolffl! 
can  be  represented.  This,  in  my  opinion,  although  an  improvement,  is  notJL 
an  ideal  arithmetic  board.  We  use  the  Braille  Point  characters  in  txtti 
reading  and  writing  and  should,  I  believe,  use  the  same  syatem  in  the  atiidjr 
arithmetic.  This  idea  I  have  suggested  to  the  manufacturers  of  appliances  h 
the  blind. 

In  thfi  making  of  raised  maps  the  British  and  Foreign  Blind  Associatioi 
of  London  have  scored  a  distinct  success  and  well  merit  the  gratitude  of  flx 
instructors  of  the  blind.  The  pohtical  as  well  as  the  physical  maps  madebj 
the  association  are  wonderfully  perl'cct  in  their  execution  and  accurate  il 
detail  Their  cheapness  makes  it  possible  to  supply  each  pupil  with  a  map 
the  country  to  he  studied,  and  the  teacher  is'thus  enabled  to  keep  the  atteotlM 
of  the  entire  class  apou  the  work  in  hand. 

In  the  manufacture  of  point  print  books  the  advance  has  been  plw 
enal.  A  few  years  since  books  for  the  blind  ware  embossed  only  on  ona 
of  the  leaf  The  first  great  saving  of  space  was  aeouretl  by  the  method  kaowi 
as  interlining,  that  is,  the  lines  on  one  side  of  the  leaf  were  embossed  betWea 
the  lines  upon  the  opposite  side.  Still  more  recently  it  has  been  found 
space  might  be  economised  by  embossing  the  points  on  one  side  of  the  abei 
between  the  points  upon  the  oppo?ite  side,  thus  completely  filling  with  rea^ 
or  other  matter  both  sides  of  the  page. 

The  latest  invention  comes  from  Birmingham,  England,  where  a  system. 
shorthand  has  been  devised  and  a  machine  for  rapidly  embossing  the  Brail 
characters  has  been  invented.  With  this  machine,  one  of  which  haa  b^ 
ordered  for  the  school,  a  pupil  can  be  trained  to  take  notes  of  a  public  mei 
or  even  make  a  verbatim  report  of  a  speech  and  then  reproduce  the  same  I 
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;yp3writrng  from  an  ordinary  machine.  This  invention  will  un([ue3tionably 
nake  it  possible  for  the  blind  to  becom}  newspaper  reporters  and  correspon- 
lence  clerks.    • 

HEALTH. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  throughout  the  year  has  been  most  satisfactory, 
ind  the  work  of  the  sevewl  departments  of  the  school  has  been  but  slightly 
nierrupted  by  the  carrying  out  of  a  general  vaccination.  Such  cases  of 
ickness  as  have  occured  have  been  promptly  and  carefully  looked  after  by  the 
ttending  physician,  Dr.  A.  H.  Lindsay,  and  by  the  matron  in  charge. 

PHYSICAL    TRAINING. 

The  physical  training  of  the  pupils,  which  is  recognized  to  be  of  first 
mportance,  has  received  careful  ttention.  The  pupils  spend  forty-five 
WDiites  daily  in  the  gymnasium  under  thfe  instruction  of  Mr.  James  Scrimgeour, 
md  are  taught  to  march,  to  use  dumb-bells  and  wands,  and  to  freely  and 
•sily  perfr»rm  exercises  upDu  the  overhead  ladder,  the  rings,  the  parallel  bars 
Jii  the  German  horse.  Contests  in  walking  and  running  in  the  open  air,  and 
participation  in  out-of-door  sports  are  also  encourajr^Hl  and  are  ke?nly  enjoyed 
•y  the  pupils.  Now  that  the  artificial  pond  in  our  giuun  Is  has  b:^.en  completed, 
?e  anticipate  that  the  majority  of  the  hoys  and  girls  will  learn  to  skate  during 
h«  winter  season,  and  that  they  will  derive  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  from  this 
icalthful  exercise, 

GliADlTATES. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June  la.st  a  num.).'r  of  young  men  and 
omen  received  their  graduating  diplomas.  Among  thifSi  may  be  mentuined 
le  following  :  T.  B.  Fletcher,  of  DeBert,  N.  S.,  received  first  class  certifi- 
te  as  a  teacher  of  music,  and  has  since  .settled  in  Truro,  where  he  has 
cured  a  number  of  music  pupils.     Charles  Kaulback.  of  New  Germany.  N. 

and  Hiram  Colby,  of  Bear  lliver,  N.  S.,  received  first  class  certificates  as 
ino-forte  tuners,  and  are  finding  employment  in  the  counties  in  which  they 
p2ctively  reside.  Daniel  Morrison,  of  Black  Brook,  C.  B.,  was  awarded  a 
tifieate  as  a  willow  basket  and  brush  maker,  and  has  established  himself  in 

vicinity  of  Sydney.  C.  B.  Miss  Nellie  Taylor,  of  Halifax,  N.  S.,  received 
^rtificate  as  a  teacher  of  vocal  and  instruuientul  music.  Miss  Taylor  went 
Digby,  N.  S.,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  class  of  music  pupils,  but  finding 
hat  pjpular  summer  resort  that  she  could  turn  tj  advantage  the  knowledge 
hanipx)iug  she  has  gained  while  here  she  followed  that  uccujiation  during 


tho  Humtner  months,  and  proved  it  to  be  a  remimerative  emplcyment,  and  tme 
that  could  be  satisfactorily  followed  by  a  person  deprived  of  sight. 

In  August  last  Mr.  Prank  McLean,  wliu  graduated  from  the  school  Bin«- 
teen  years  ago  died  at  his  home  in  Trnro  much  to  the  regret  ot  his  many 
friends  and  his  fellow  citizens.  The  obituary  notices  which  appeared  in  the 
Truro  newspapers  bore  testimony  to  the  high  character  of  Mr.  McT^ean,  to  tho 
esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  and  to  the  success  which  attended  his  efforts  in 
connection  with  the  founding  and  carrying  on  of  the  Truro  Conservatory  of 
Music.  After  referring  to  Mr,  McLean's  early  training  in  this  school  and  to 
the  four  years  spent  by  him  in  the  study  of  music  in  Germany,  the  Trnro 
Weekly  News  says,  ''in  1894  Mr.  McLean  opened  the  Tniro  Conservatory 
Music,  in  the  Qtieen  Building,  Prince  Street.  To  the  success  of  this  worthy 
institution,  Mr.  McLean  bent  all  his  energies,  and  though  labouring  under 
blindness,  this  remarkable  man,  with  the  assistiinee  of  his  talented  wife,  built 
up  a  successful  business,  and  the  name  "Truro  Conservatory  of  Music"  is  now 
widely  and  favorably  known.  The  late  Mr,  McLean  was,  hy  his  kindty, 
happy  and  gentlemanly  bearing,  highly  respicted  and  beloved  by  all  who  had 
the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance."  In  reference  to  the  funeral  of  Mr.  McLean 
we  find  the  following; — '-there  were  many  friends  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the 
respected  dead  and  to  pay  the  last  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  who,  though 
afflicted  with  blindness,  was  an  active  and  uoliring  worker  in  life's  busy  hive. 
The  foregoing  tribute  to  the  memory  and  work  of  one  of  our  most  succeasfal 
graduates  will  I)e  appreciated  by  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  school  and 
by  the  educated  blind  in  all  parts  of  this  country. 
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In  another  part  of  this  lieport  will  be  found  the  names  of  the  ne^ 
print  books,  which  during  the  year,  have  been  added  to  oar  circulating' 
and  also  an  acknowledgment  of  our  deep  indebtedness  to  the  gentlema™ 
ladies  and  to  the  young  people  who  assisted  in  the  production  of  thf"  Spectacle 
Opera  of  Zephra  under  the  management  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Averill.  From  th( 
proceeds  of  this  entertainment  we  received  lor  our  library- fund  the  sum  i 
9415, GO  a  portion  of  which  amount  has  been  placed  on  deposit  and  the  balani 
used  in  purchasing  and  manufacturing  new  books.  This  edition  to  our  oirco' 
latint;  library  will  be  keenly  appreciated  by  those  who  enjoy  the  privileges 
reading,  free  of  charge,  the  many  instructive  and  interesting  volnmns  listed 
its  catalogue.

TBE  EltUCATION  OF  THE  DUND  IS  GREAT  BRITAIK. 
During  the  snmmer  holidays  I  had  the  pleasure  of  making  an  extended 
T  in  England  and  Scotland  and  of  visiting  many  of  the  schools  and  institu- 
BS  for  the  blind  in  the  Old  Country.  I  was  iiccumpanied  by  Mrs.  Fraser 
1  Uiss  C.  R.  Frame,  principal  of  our  girls'  department,  both  of  whom  were 
ipljr 'interested  in  the  education  of  the  blind.  It  is  impossible  in  a  brief 
t  to  refer  in  detail  to  the  institutions  we  inspected,  or  to  give  a  succinct 
lat  of  the  relative  standing  of  the  various  schools.  Speaking  generally- 
tmost  noticeable  feature  was  the  great  advancement  that  bad  been  made  in 
>  education  of  the  blind  since  my  visit  to  the  lEistitutions  in  IHSH.  This  is 
e  in  gruat  measure  to  the  enactment  of  laws  by  the  British  parliament 
tlpng  provision  for  the  free  education  of  the  blind  incumbent  upon  the  board- 
lool  nutborities  instead  of  the  pior-law  guardians,  upon  whom  the  obligation 
iTiotuly  rested.  Thia  change  in  the  status  of  the  education  of  the  blind  has 
1  new  life  into  the  schools,  and  nn  they  are  now  periodically  examined 
^oveniinent  inspectors,  the  standard  of  education  has  been  raised  and  is  now 
uniform  in  its  character  and  more  ifHective  in  ita  results.  British 
odn  in  education,  as  in  other  matters,  iire  distinctly  conservative,  and 
I  I  note<)  with  pleasure  the  progress  referred  to  in  educating  the  blind,  I 
.  not  help  regretting  that  the  bright  school  boys  find  girls  with  whom  I 
kwl  were  unnecessarily  hnndicappKt  by  their  surroundings,  by  ckss  distinc- 
and  the  traditional  pauperism  which  their  condition  implies.  In  the 
bteenLb  and  in  the  early  part  of  tlie  nineteenth  centuries,  the  blind  in  poor 
mimstances  were  gathered  into  asylums,  where  they  were  fed,  clothed  aodj 
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lodged  Fit  the  expense  of  the  charitible  public.     At  a  later  date  the  inmates  of 
these  ii3>Iuui3  were  taught  light  hamlicrafta,  and  the  workers,  some  of  whom- 
resided   outeide,    were   paid   a   small    weekly    wage   for    their    labor.     Thei« 
asyliiniB  have,  Dwioff  lo   nniiieroirs  bequests,  become   very   wealthy,  and  miny 
of  thein   undertake  to  give  era|iluym9i)t  to  all  blind  psraons  ueediog  work. 
T'le  workers  no  longer  dwell  within  the  walla  of  the  asylum,  but  live  iu  th^ 
own  homes  or  board  themselves.     They  recoivo  a  weekly  wage  far  beyond  tii« 
value  of  their  labor.     The  committee  in  charge  of  these  asylums,  having  Ampl» 
fuuds  at  their  Gommand,  distribute  the  earns  ns  remuneration  for  work  done, 
or  grant  pensions  ta  those  who  by  age  or  infirmity  are  unable  to  work.     The 
Bchools  for  the  youthful  blind  have,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  been  attached  to 
these  asylums,  and  the  cliildren  have  grown  up  with  the  idea  that  come  wbafe 
would  they  would   be  looked  after  and  cared  for  by  the  institution.     One  mo 
readily  imagine  the   baneful  influence  that  nuch  a  system  would  necessarily 
have   upon   the   children  of  poor  parents.     There  is  no  inceative  to  effort,  no 
desire  to  rise  above  the  circumstances  by  which  they  are  surrounded.     Thfl 
result  is,  that  after  obtainiuga  somewhut  limited  education,  these  boys  aiid  girh 
naturally  become  workers  in  the  asylum  and  live  and  die  as  recipients  of  itj 
cliivrity  and  oversiglit. 

In  speakiug  of  this  matter  to  a  kind-hearted  and  thoughtful  sujjeriQteD- 
dfiot,  I  expressed  my  regret  that  such  a  system  should  be  in  vogue  and' told 
bim  that  in  CAuada  such  methods  would  not  be  deemed  expedient  or  in  Uk 
beat  interests  of  the  blind.  He  replied,  "in  our  country  we  do  uot  believe  io 
educating  the  blind  beyond  the  class  to  which  they  belong"  and  he  added  "the 
asylums  look-  after  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight,  literally  from  the  cradle  U 
the  grave." 

Many  of  these  asyluma  in  addition  to  their  endowments  are  supported  b) 
annual  subscriplions  and  in  their  rejiorts  make  special  mention  of  the  geuei^ 
osity  of  tlie  subscribers  and  give  details  as  to  the  number  of  men  aud  women 
that  the  committee  has  been  enabled  to  employ.  As  a  consequence  the  Britisll 
jiublic  are  constantly  imbued  with  the  Idea  that  the  blind  as  a  class,  are  mendi- 
cants and  this  impression  makes  it  all  the  more  difficult  for  one  of  the  poorer 
class  to  work  indepeudently  if  the  asylum  with  which  he  has  been  associated. 

In  the  limited  work  that  is  b?ing  done  for  the  higher  education  of  the 
blind,  the  Royal  Normal  College  at  Upp*r  Norwootl  stands  iu  the  very  front 
rank.  It  is  iu  many  respjcts  an  ideul  institution,  with  ideal  aurroundinga.  Ii 
this  college  from  150  to  200  Ijoys  and  girls  are  receiving  a  really  prst  clan 
education  and  it  may  bo  hoped  that  when  the  educational  authorities  reatifi 
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the  excellent  work  it  is  doing,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  disassociate  all  acho( 
from  asylums  and  at  once  raise  the  status  of  the  schools  and  of  the  educate 
imparted  in  them.  To  the  late  Doctor  T.  B.  Armitage,  the  blind  of  6re 
Britain  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  progress  that  has  already  be< 
made;  and  to  Doctor  F.  J.  Campbell,  the  practical  and  energetic  principal 
the  Royal  Normal  College,  are  due  the  thanks  of  the  blind  of  that  country  fi 
his  nntiring  efforts  to  place  them  on  a  level  with  persons  with  sight. 

During  my  visit  I  learned  much  Chat  will  be  most  helpful  to  me  in  th 
Aool  and  which  cannot  fail  to  be  advantageous  to  the  blind  of  Eastern  Canad 
or  own  Institution  is  not  in  every  way  all  that  I  would  desire  to  see  it,  bii 
is  in  so  many  respects  in  advance  of  the  majority  of  the  institutions  on  tl 
her  side  of  the  Atlantic  that  we  should  have  no  reason  to  feel  discouraged  i 
r  work,  and  we  should  in  fact  be  thankful  that  the  blind  of  the  Maritim 
ovinces  and  Newfoundland  have  within  their  reach  an  education  of  such 
)ad  and  eminently  practical  character. 

CONCLUSION.

lessons  iu  education  for  jjovornnienis  and  communities.     Prof.   Koberlson  sail 
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r    that  the  money  for  the  experiment  would  be  forthcoming  as  soon  as  a  compe-

iflnoal  Session  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science  for  the  Atlantic  Provinces  of 
Canada,  which  was  held  at  Lunenburg,  N.  S.,  July  23,  to  August  9,  1901. 

In  January  the  announcement  of  the  school  was  issued  and  sent  to  the 
teachers  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  others  interested  in  educational  matters, 
lb  this  way  the  advantages  of  the  school  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  those 
likely  to  be  interested  in  it. 

The  opening  meeting  was  largely  attended,  filling  the  spacious  drill  shed, 

I  in  which  it  was  held.     A  most  cordial  welcome  was  extended  to  the  school  by 

:  M«yor  Budolf,   Mr.  Kaulbeck,  M.  P.,  and  others.     The   words  of  welcome? 

^ken  by  their  representatives  were  emphasized  by  the  enthusiastic  applause 

ct  the  people. 

Classes  met  each  day  from  0  o'clock,  a.  m.,  to  1  p.  m.,  in  the  Lunenburg 
Academy.  This  admirable  building  on  its  commanding  site,  is  creditable  to 
the  public  spirit  and  interest  in  educational  matters  of  the  citizens  of 
Lunenburg. 

The  work  of  the  class-room  was  marked  by  diligeut  application  on  the  part 
>f  the  students,  and  intelligent  and  enthusiastic  eftbrt  on  the  part  of  the  instruc- 
»rs.  Much  interest  was  taken  in  the  Field  Work,  for  which  Lunenburg, 
ifToKled  excellent  opportunities.  On  the  afternoons  of  alternate  days,  enthusi- 
astic groups  of  Natural  History  students  uu'ier  the  guidance  of  Drs.  l>ailey 
Mackay,  Hay  and  Andrews  and  Messrs.  Nelson  and  Dixon  were  to  be  found 
ozploring  meadow  and  brook,  hill  and  vale,  for  specimens  to  be  used  in  their 
class  work.  Not  less  enthusiastic  was  tlie  laboratory  work  as  conducted  iu 
chemistry  by  Drs.  Andrews  and  Magee,  on  ])hysioloj,'y  by  Mr.  'Starrett  and  in 
zoology  by  Mr.  Dixon. 

An  exceedingly  pleasant  feature  of  the  session  was  the  hosjiitality  extend- 
ed to  the  school  by  the  citizens  of  Lunenburg,  who  by  excursions  and  unter- 
tainment  caused  the  time  to  past  very  (quickly  and  agreeably.  The  neighboring 
town  of  Bridgewater  treated  the  school  to  a  most  enjoyable  excursion  up  the 
La  Have  and  entertained  the  members.

The  large  attendance  from  Nova  Scotia  was  largely  due  to  the  efforts  put 
forth  by  Inspector  Mcintosh,  Principal  McKittrick,  and  Mr.  Love  the  Local 
Secretary,  all  of  whom  both  before  the  meeting  of  the  school,  and  during  the 
time  it  was  in  session  were  untiring  in  their  endeavors  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  school.  Another  factor  that  adds  in  inducing  the  teachers  of  Nova 
Scotia  to  attend  the  Summer  School  is  the  liberal  policy  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  for  that  province,  in  that  it  recognizes  the  efforts  of  teachers 
for  self- improvement  by  granting  an  additional  week's  holidays  to  those  who 
attend  an  educational  gathering. 

The  session  held  this  year  at  Lunenburg  was  the  most  successful  in  the 
history  of  the  school.

Technical  Kducation  haa  some  manual  training  in  it,  bnt  the  mannal  fi 
ing  in  technical  education  has  a  price  in  it  and  on  it  for  the  worth 
prodaelJi.  It  is  looking  to  the  effect  of  the  training  on  the  crait  and  1 
pmdact,  and  not  on  the  [person.  Technical  Education  ia  to  prepare  a  bo; 
girl,  or  man  or  woman,  for  following  successfully  a  trade  or  profession.  Ma: 
Training  in  a  technical  school  is  pursued  as  an  end  in  itself;  the  idea  belui 
in  utilitarian  only.  There  is  a  dilferance  —  a  tremendous  different 
Manual  Training  is  not  so  valuable  after  a  boy  is  past  fifteen.

EDUCATION  IN  RURAL  DISTRICTS.  y 

The  improvement  of  the  rural  schools  is  one  of  the  irnpjrtdnt  public 
Questions  in  Canada  to-day.  In  our  educational  progress  not  much  has  been 
done  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  rural  schools  compared  with  what  has  been  given 
to  and  made  possible  for  the  children  in  towns  and  cities. 

The  after-life  of  the  boy  who  leaves  the  country  school,  to  follow  some 
^HJcupation  in  the  locality,  does  not  readily  join  itself  to  the  school  life  which 
1^6  then  leaves  behind.  In  nearly  every  case  the  school  life  has  been  an  ex 
perience  apart  from,  diii'erent  from,  and  only  in  a  very  remote  way  leading  up 
^,  the  mental  or  bodily  labours  and  social  duties  which  are  to  occupy  him 
afterwards.  It  becomes  necessary,  since  the  s«ihool  house  absorbs  so  much  of 
^oe  time  of  the  boys  and  girls,  to  adapt  rural  schools  to  rural  life. 

In  educational   Manual   Training  the  advance  has  been  one  from  books  to 

*^^nche8  as  a  means  of  mental  culture.     In  rural  schools  the  advance  should  be 

*^om  books  to  benches,  and  from  V)oth  to  plots  of  ground  and  various  objects  as 

^  means  of  mental  culture.     This  sort  of  thing  is  being  carried  on  most  success- 

^%i  particularly  in  the   schools   of  Nova  Scotia  and  those  of  the  North  West 

territories.     A  piece  of  ground  attached  to  a  rural  school  should  be  utilized,

Reforms  of  a  permanent  sort  must  necessarily  be  brought 

little.

ABOUT   SUnJECTS    AND    METHDDS.

K.  diould  certainlv  be  full  of  [jurpoBe  for  the  awdkeiuu)^  mid  Biistaiuing  uf  the 
iZkCetest  of  the  child  and  the  training  of  bis  mind. 

If  one  may  mention  a  method  which  would  seem  to  iitclitdi^  Lhc  Imst,  it 

inld  be  that  of  tradug  results  back  to  their  causes  until  that  habit  of  mind  is 

omcd  in  the  children.     In  Nature  Studios,  those  who  have  experience  aay 

bhatthe  beginning  should  he  made  with  what  ia  solid  and  obviously  praebjcal. 

.nil  that  then  the  child  should  proc<:eil  to  book  lessons  when  his  own  observu- 

Xitn  is  eibausted. 

It  will  certainly  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  children  at  any  rural  school  if  a 
«kool  garden  containing  plots  for  every  child  above  the  af,'e  of  eight  or  ijioe 
ytan  could  he  proWded.  Thi^se  gardens  could  be  used,  as  they  are  at  a  few 
■diools  in  England  and  as  tliey  are  in  many  schools  on  the  continent  of  Kurope 
(ottbe  training  of  children  to  habits  of  close  observation,  of  thoughtfuluesa.  of 
iflection  and  of  carefulness, 

It  is  certainly  most  dej^iruble  to  cultivate  in  the  child  a  luve  of  labour,  of 
■fUthe  sort  of  labour  by  which  the  child  is  to  Uve,  ia  order  that  ho  may  bo

which  ho  is  dealing.     Do  you  uot  remember  the  smell  of  the  woods  and  fields- 

in  Spring,  and  the  lingering  odour  of  the  leaves  in  Autumn  ;  and  do  they  not 
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bring  back  to  yon  every  voice  and  every  sound,  evevy  bird  and  every  t»i 
aoDtributed  to  yonr  Jmpreesious  at  the  time  ! 

Six  avenues  for  impressions  and  only  two  avenues  for  cxpresiioii 
tongue  aud  the  tmnda;  a  littlt:  in  the  couittenaiiae  whuti  you  are  an^ 
pleased,  but  otherwist-  the  two  uveniics,  the  tongue  to  say  aud  the  haadi 
things.  Now.  if  we  get  clean-cut  impressions  along  all  those  linei*  of  ata 
ought  to  give  them  a  chance  of  getting  out  as  expressions  by  both  liaa 
not  only  by  one  lino.  We  ought  to  do  that  for  the  sake  of  the  ideai),  it 
the  sake  of  the  boys.  Both  may  thus  be  of  use  and  benefii.  to  each  othttt' 
ideas  and  the  children.

SOME    SUGGESTIOKS    FOR    ADVASUE, 

No  doubt  teachers  iu  Canada  would  be  willini,'  to  qualify  thamselv^ 
this  better  sort  of  work  in  schools,  if  an  opportunity  were  provided.

The  growing  diffijulty  of  fioding  trained  teachers  for  many  of  the  rural 
districts' was  discussed  at  some  length  in  nay  last  annual  report.  I  regret 
to  say  that  the  difficulty  continues.  Schools  have  been  closed  for^wi.nt  of 
teachers  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  local  licenses  were  granted  to  36 
untrained  teachers  for  the  first  ttrm  and  to  52  for  the  second  term,  and 
that  the  expired  licenses  of  a  number  of  Third  Class  Teachers  were  renewed 
for  a  fourth  year.  During  each  of  the  terms  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  trained  teachers  employed  was  37.  During  the  last  two  years  the  number 
of  trained  teachers  employed  has  decreased  by  65. 

Tables  V,  VI,  VII  and  VIII  show  the  period  of  service  of  the  teachers 
employed  ;  the  time  in  session  of  the  schools ;  the  interest  shown  by  school 
officials  and  the  general  public  in  the  work  of  the  schools  as  indicated  bv 
visits  and  the  offering  of  prizes ;  the  number  of  public  examinations,  and 
the  average  salaries  of  the  teachers.  An  examination  of  these  tables  will 
show  but  little  variation  in  comparison  with  the  corresponding  statistics  of 
recent  years. 

Table  IX. — Disbursement  of  Pbovinclil  Grants. 

The  total  provincial  grants  to  the  Common,  Superior  and  Grammar 
schools  for  the  year  1901-2  amounted  to  $162,227.19,  a  decrease  of  $1,724.- 
54  on  the  disbursement  of  the  previous  year  and  of  nearly  $6000  on  that  of 
the  year  1899-1900.  This  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  smaller  number 
of  schools  in  operation,  and  the  employment  of  a  larger  proportion  of  un- 
trained and  Third  Class  teachers  in  country  schools. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  annual  expenditure  from  the  pro- 
vincial revenues  since  1891,  the  number  of  schools  open  during  the  term 
ending  June  30tb,  and  the  number  of  teachers  of  each  chss  employed.

'wo  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  Academic  Faculty, 
isor  W.  F.  P.  Stcckley,  at  the  close  ot  the  Academic  year,  vacated  the 
of  English  and  French  which  he  had  occtipied  for  sixteen  years.

)  accepted  Prof  Stockley's  resignation  with  regret,  and  in  doing  so 
d  upon  its  minutes  a  resolution  highly  appreciative  of  the  faithful  and 
Dt  services  which  he  has  rendered  to  the  Univercjity  and  to  the  Prov- 

*rof.  Davidson  who  for  the  last  ten  years  has  filled  the  chair  of  Mental 
oral  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
se  for  one  year  for  the  purpose  of  pursuing  s  pecial  studies  in  Europe. 
:h  Prof.  Davidson's  health  has  been  somewhat  impaired  since  leaving 
3runswick  it  is  hoped  that  he  will  be  able  to  resume  the  duties  of  his 
sorship  at  the  University  in  September  next. 
Ir.  W.  H.  Clawson  who  after  a  distinguished  course  at  the  University 
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of  New  BruDSwick,  from  which  he  graduated  with  high  honors  io  1900,  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  B.  A.  from  Harvard  in  1901,  and  subsequently  spent 
some  time  in  Europe  in  further  preparation  fof  his  professional  duties,  was 
appointed  to  the  chair  of  English  and  French  language  and  literature 
vacated  by  Prof.  Stoclsley. 

Mr.  Isaac  Woodbridge  Riley,  Ph.  D.,  of  Yale  University,  was  appointed 
to  the  chair  of  Philosophy  and  Political  Economy  as  locum  ienens  during  the 
absence  of  Prof.  Davidson. 

While  the  educational  condition  of  the  University,  within  its  present 
limitations,  is  highly  satisfactory,  and  the  attendance  of  student?,  e^peciull^ 
in  the  Engineering  department,  is  annually  increasing,  its  financial  resources 
are  found  iufeuflScient  to  maintain  cfEoicntly  the  chairs  already  established 
much  less  to  provide  for  normal  ^i^rowth  by  lh3  founding  of  adJitional  pro- 
fessornhips,  however  much  needed. 

The  Annual  Provincial  grant  of  $8,844.48  does  not  provide  for  the 
salaries  of  the  seven  professors,  small  and  inadequate  as  mo^st  of  these  bularies 
are.  Other  sources  of  revenue  are  very  limited,  while  the  addition  of  th( 
new  Science  building  has  materially  increased  the  annual  expenditure. 

The  fact  that  the  University  is  a  public  provincial  institution  and  non- 
'Irnominational  seems  to  turn  aside  from  it  the  streams  of  private  henevu 
I  ^'ce  which  during  recent  years  have  tendoi  to  enrich  other  Colle^^.^s  anc 
r.jversitics,  both  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Tiiere  is  no  sounc 
reason  why  tais  should  bo  so.  The  State  Universities  in  the  Amoricar 
llopublic  have  shared  with  the  denominational  Colleges  the  many  milli.)ni 
contributed  by  private  citizi^is  in  support  of  tho  hi'^her  Cili'.cAtion.  Indeet 
within  the  last  two  years  those  private  contributions  have  reached  such^ai 
<  liormous  magnitude  that  Congress  has  found  it  expedient  to  in(:oviK)rate  \ 
General  Education  Bo'ird,  whose  special  function  \6  to  receive  and  admin 
ister  the  immense  sums  of  money  placed  at  its  disposal  by  we:ilti)y  citizen; 
for  educational  purposes. 

It  is  to  he  hoped  that  the  time  is  cot  far  distant  when  the  increasini 
wealth  and  liberality  of  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  our  University  >7it 
gupplement  its  resources  by  generous  gifts ;  but  under  existing  condition 
the  senate  has  no  other  recourse  than  an  appeal  for  an  increased  annua 
grant  from  the  provincial  revenues.  If  the  province  is  to  maintain  a  Un* 
versity  worthy  of  the  name,  provision  must  be  made  not  only  to  increis< 
the  salaiiea  of  the  present  stufl*  of  professors,  but  to  establish  additionu 
chairs  as  the  industrial  aod  educational  development  of  the  country  ma; 
demand.

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^be  eetablibbrnent  of  a  chair  of  Agricultural  Chemistry  would  8up);ly  a 
ilt  want.  A  School  of  Forcstiy  and  Mines  for  the  AtlaDtic  Provinces 
liation  wilh  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  would  prove  of  great 
mic  importance.  An  immense  loss  to  the  country  is  sustained  every 
hroogh  ignorance  of  the  l)e&t  methods  which  science  and  experience 
liscovered  for  ihe  preservation  and  enlargement  ot  our  forest  resouices. 
houid  certainly^  in  view  of  the  importance  of  our  lumber  interests, 
no  re:!Sonable  pains  or  expense  to  preserve  and  increase  the  value  of 
nber  iaiids  of  the  province.  Our  mineral  resources  are  also  attracting 
>ed  attention .  A  united  effjrt  of  the  governments  of  New  Brunswick 
I'uva  Scotia  could  establish  a  School  of  Forestry  and  Mining,  which 
be  of  untold  benefit  to  both  provinces.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that 
)roper  efl'jrt  such  a  school  could  be  established  in  affiliation  with  the 
rsity  of  New  Brunswick.

Subsequently  the  Trustees  appointed  George  R.  Parkin,  C.  M.  G.,  LL 
D.jPrincipal  of  Upper  Canada  College  of  Toronto,  as  their  agent  and  commis 
sioner  to  make  all  neceskiary  arrangements  for  carrying  out  at  the  earlies 
possible  date  the  testamentary  disposition  of  Mr.  Rhodes.  From  Dr.Parkin't 
widely  extended  acquaintance  with  the  educational  conditions  of  all  parts  o 
the  Empire  as  well  as  because  of  his  energy,  enthusiai^m  and  high  standing 
fis  an  educationist,  his  appointment  has  been  universally  regarded  with  mark 
ed  approval  both  in  Great  Britain  and  the  Colonies.  To  Now  Brunswicken 
especially  it  is  a  matter  of  pardonable  pride  that  a  native  of  our  own  Prov 
ince,  a  graduate  of  our  University  and  a  teacher  who  has  hud  a  distinguishec 
record  both  at  home  and  abroad,  has  been  selected  for  the  discharge  of  th< 
delicate  and  difficult  task  of  advising  the  Trustees  as  to  the  best  methods  o 
administering  Mr.  Rhodes'  will  and  accomplishing  his  purpose  in  endowing 
these  scholarships. 

In  October  Dr.  Parkin  visited  England  and  held  a  consultation  with  th< 
authorities  of  Oxford  University  as  to  the  conditions  on  which  tlie  Rhodes 
scholars  would  be  admitted  to  the  several  Colleges.  Immediately  on  his  re 
turn  from  Eugland,  a  conference  was  held  at  Sackville  with  tho  Superintend 
ents  of  Education  and  re[)resentatives  of  the  degree  conferring  colleges  anc 
universities  of  the  Maritime  Provinces. 

There  were  present  ut  the  conference  Dr.  Parkin  ;  Dr.  Inch,  Ciiief  Sup 
erintendent  of  Education  for  New  Brunswick  ;  Dr.  McKay,  Supt.  of  Educatioi 
for  Nova  Scotia  ;  Dr.  Anderson,  Supt.  of  Education  for  Prince  Edward  Island 
Dr.  Allison,  of  Mount  Allison  University  ;  Dr.  Guertin  of  St.  Joseph^s  ;  Di 
Scott,  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick  ;  Dr.  Chidholm,  of  St.  Franci 
Xavier  ;  Dr.  Keirstead,  of  Acadia  ;  Dr.  Willeis,  of  Kings  ;  and  Prof.  Walte 
Murrav,  of  Dalhousie. 

After  prolonged  discussions  tho  following  resolutions  were  passed  :

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3t(\,  That  tbo  ordinary  age  limit  of  candidates  shall  be  23  yoaM,  pro- 
vided, however,  iLat  in  exceptioDEil  circumstaiices  a  capdidato  wlio^e  age 
does  not  exceed  25  years  may  be  uominated. 

4(li.  A  syetem  ol  aelectiug  candidates  by  College  Nouoiuatinn  was  also 
nnanimously  approved.     The  folIowiDg  sumtDary  was  oQicially  ptibtieh^d  : 

"Scholars  being  British  aubjecta  shall  be  selected  by  tbe  trustees  oo  the 
nomination  tif  the  college  wilhiu  the  territory  to  which  tlie  scholar^liip  is  as- 
signed.  Colleges  entitled  to  make  nomioatioua  must  be  equipped  lo  give 
adequate  literary  preparafioD  up  lo  the  standard  of  Oxford  RespoDsions^ 
which  is  the  minimum  on  which  scholars  will  tie  admitted.

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There  are  at  least  two  pcsMble  methods  : — The  College  Nomioatioi 
the  Competilive  Esarainaticn. 

Tlie  College  Nomination  System  provides  that  the  trnsteea  or  their 
representatives  select  the  scliolara  on  the  nomination  of  Ihe  teaching  bodies 
or  stafTa  ol  the  colleges,  each  nomination  being  nccompauiod  by  a  lull  etate- 
ment  of  liie  school  and  college  records  of  the  candidates,  includint;  all  tb« 
evidence  thai  inOueaced  the  college  in  recommending  the  nominee. 

This  system  has  been  adopted  for  the  award  of  the  Science  Research 
Schnlarehips  given  to  the  Colonies  and  Great  Britain  by  the  commimoner* 
of  Ihe  IS31  exhibition. 

The  principal  advantages  of  the  College  Nomination  System  are;

I  beg  to  add  the  following  notes  and  comments  on  some  of  these  Reports: 

THE   NORMAL    BCHOOL. 

The  attendance  of  pupil-teachers  for  the  jear  under  review  was  273, 
an  iucreage  of  75  over  the  enrolment  of  the  previuns  year.  At  the  present 
time  (Feb.  1903)  the  enrolment  is  177  in  the  English  Department,  and  U 
in  the  French  Depaitiaent  To  theso  mav  be  added  47  candidates  for  Third 
Class  (including  13  in  iha  French  Department)  who,  after  esamiuatiDQ  id 
December,  left  the  school,  The  above  fIiowb  an  aggregate  enrolment  for 
the  current  year  of  23S  of  whom  24,  now  holders  of  Second  Ciasa  License, 
enlercf]  in  Jaumiry  as  caudidalea  fur  First  Class. 

The  withdrawal  of  Profesaor  Jolio  Briltain  in  October  Ia«t  from  tbai 
Natural  Science  Department  was  a  cause  of  great  regret,  not  only  to  his' 
colleagues  in  the  Normal  School,  but  lo  the  hundreds  of  teachers  through* 
oat  the  province  who  for  the  last  thirteen  years  have  liad  the  benefit  of  hia 
teaching  and  the  inspiration  of  his  enthusiasm  in  the  study  of  Botany.  Cbem- 
istry  and  Natural  Distory.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  valuable  Bar- 
vices  of  Mr.  Briilain  in  his  own  department  arc  not  to  be  lost  to  the  prov- 
ince.  Since  hia  withdrawal  from  the  Normal  School,  he  has  been  taking 
Bpecial  courses  ot  study  at  the  Univereiry  of  Chicago  and  at  Cornell  Univet- 
flity,  in  preparation  for  entering  u].on  new  and  important  duties  in  New 
Brnnswick  as  organizer  and  director  of  one  branch  of  ihe  plan  proposed  bj 
Sir  William  Macdonaid  and  Prof.  J.  W,  Robertson  for  Ihe  purpose  of  giving 
object  lessons  of  the  value  of  scliool  gardens  and  nature  studies  at  raral 
schools,  as  described  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  No  better  man  than  Prof. 
Britlaia  could  have  been  selected  tor  this  purpose. 
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H.  H.  Hagerman,  M.  A  ,  teacher  of  Natural  Science  in  the  Fredericton 
Orammar  School,  was  appointed  to  the  position  in  the  Normal  School  vacated 
by  Prol.  Brittain. 

DEATH  OF  ELDON  MULLIN,  M    A.,  LL,  D.,  L\TB  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

My  last  Annnal  Report  referred  to  the  temporary  withdrawat  of  Mr. 
Mollin  from  the  principalahip  of  the  Normal  School,  under  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Board  of  Education  for  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to- 
proceed  to  South  Africa  to  aaaist  in  orgaoiz'ng  the  educitional  work  in  the 
Transvaal  and  Orange  River  Colonies.  Mr.  Mullin  left  Now  Brunswick  i& 
February,  1902,  and  on  arriving  in  South.  Africa  entered  upon  his  work  in 
Pretoria  and  afterwards  at  Johannesburg  with  every  prospect  of  success.  In 
January  last,  having  decided  to  remain  in  South  Africa  for  several  years,  be 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board  of  Education  definitely  tendering  his  resig- 
nation as  principal  of  the  New  Brunswick  Noimal  School.  This  letter  of 
resignation  was  laid  before  the  Board  on  Feb.  4th,  1903,  and  the  following- 
resolution  was  unanimously  passed : 

"The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  having 
granted  to  Dr.  Eldon  UuHin,  who  for  many  years  filled  the  office  of  principal 
of  the  Normal  School  of  this  province  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  him  to  go  to  South  Afiici  with  a  view  to  assuming  an  important 
position  in  connection  with  educatic/nal  work  in  that  country,  and  having 
now  received  bis  resiguation  to  take  effect  at  the  expiration  of  his  leave  of 
absence,  desire  to  pkce  en  record  their  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and  ability 
which  Dr.  Mullin  brought  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  position  while 
connected  with  this  Board,  and  express  their  regret  that  the  Province  of 
New  Brunswick  is  likely  to  be  permanently  deprived  of  his  services,  and 
enrnestly  hope  he  may  long  be  spared  to  devote  his  talents  and  his  energy  to 
the  advancement  of  education  in  South  Africa/' 

The  hope  expressed  by  the  Bjard  in  the  closiag  sentence  of  the  ab:)vo 
resolution  was  doomed  to  early  disappointment,  for  in  little  more  than  a 
week  afterwards  the  sad  tidings  of  Dr.  MuUin's  death  at  Johannesburg 
reached  Fredericton,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  day  (Feb.  13th)  on  which 
he  bad  set  out  from  the  city,  a  year  before,  on  his  long  journey  to  the  field 
of  his  anticipated  labors  and  new  responsibilities. 

It  ifl  needless  to  say  that  among  the  numerous  friends  and  co>wotkers 
of  Cr.  Mullin  in  New  Brunswick  the  news  of  his  premature  death  evoked 
the  strongest  expresiions  of  sorrow,and  of  sympathy  for  his  bereaved  wife  and 
family. 
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Mr.  MuIIin  was  associated  with  educational  work  in  this  Province  for 
y  30  years.  He  received  his  first  Teacher's  License  (Class  I)  in  1872 
I  Grammar  School  License  in  1879.  He  graduated  froai  the  Uuiver- 
(»f  New  Brunswick  (B.  A.)  in  1881,  M,  A.  in  1884,  and  received  the 
rary  degree  of  LL.  D.  in  1902.  He  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Schools 
79  and  Principal  of  the  Normal  School  in  1883.  which  position  he  held 
\  the  date  of  his  leavino;  for  South  Africa  in  1S02, 

Upon  the  acceptance  of  Dr.  MuHin's  resignation  on  Feb.  4th,  1902, 
iam  Crocket,  M.  A.,  LL.  D.,  who  had  been  filling  the  vacancy  during 
Mullin's  leave  of  absence,  was  regularly  appointed  as  Principal  of  the 
oal  ScliooK 

The  Inspectors'  Reports. 

An  analysis  and  comparir^on  of  these  reports  show  a  unanimity  of  opinion 
gard  to  many  matters  bearing  on  the  conditions  of  the  rural  schools 
ighont  the  province. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  all  bear  testimony  to  growing  improvement 
hool  buildings  and  equipments  as  well  as  t;o  better  teaching  in  miuy  of 

ngraded  schools. 

On  the  other  hand  all  speak  of  the  sorioufl  loss  and    embarrassment  that 

icsuIteJ  from  tho  scarcity  of  properly  quilified  teachers,  and  the  con- 
ent  necessity  of  placing  untrained  and  poorly  qualified  persons  in  charge 
e  schools,  or  of  leaving  them  closed  indefinitely.  In  my  laat  Annual 
^rt  I  discussed  at  some  length  the  causes  of  this  unfortunate  state  of 
V,  and  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  repeat  the  statements  and  argu* 
a  which  I  then  u.sed.  I  beg,  however,  to  quote  h  passage  from  Inspector 
3r's  report,  bearing  on  this  question  : 

Fc'-ichcrs  are  scarce  and  this  state  oi  affairs  will  continue  so  long  as  other 
ioivs  offer  stronger  inducements  to  our  young  men  and  women.  Business 
s  and  hospitals  continue  to  attract  our  best  teachers  and  lately  they  hvive  been 
■mand  not  only  in  South  Africa,  but  in  our  own  North   West  and  the  United

[  have  rather  given  up  the  expectation  that  our  most  intelligent  school  boards 
1  endeavour  to  stem  this  tide  by  offering  stronger  inducements  to  good  teachers, 
here  College  graduates  are  appraised  at  '$150  per  year  in  a  city  and  experienced 
ers  are  placed  upon  the  same  footing  as  inexperienced,  and  allowed  to  retire 
ise  of  a  request  for  a  paltry  increase  of  salary  aft^r  years  of  faithful  service, 
are  the  inducements  for  teachers  ?  '  - 


r  1— : 
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The  United  States  are  getting  our  most  highly  cuUiircd  teachers  at  a  great  cost 
to  us.  The  graded  schools  will  be  the  last  to  feci  the  pinch,  but  to  ihcm  it  will 
surely  come  later,  in  the  form  of  inferior  Tj-j:.!: nations.  People  have  to  jxiy  more 
for  cver)'thing  than  formerly,  except  education,  and  the  expenditure  for  that,  in  as  • 
tar  as  teachers  are  concerned,  remains  stationary  or  has  become  less.  The  cost  of 
livMig  has  increased^to  them  as  to  everyone  else,  and  the  towns  should  set  the  example 
and  give  their  teachers  a  substantial  increase  of  pay.  Some  deserved  increases  have 
bev-n  given  during  the  year  to  the  higher  grade  teachers,  which  is  a  healthy  sign  and  is 
a  tendency  which  I  hope  will  extend  downward  without  delay.  The  only  sure  remedy 
is  the  fixing  of  a  minimum  salary  for  all  classes  of  teachers,  for,  as  long  as  country 
districts  can  get  local  licensed  teachers,  many  of  them  will  be  indifferent  to  the  class 
^»r  cjuality. 

The  failure  to  obtain  traiued  teachers  in  rainy  difitricta  mnv  be  traced 
to  the  reluctance  of  fairly  educated  young  men  and  women  to  subject  thera- 
selves  to  the  primitive  conditions  of  liviog  which  obtain  in  remote  settlements, 
but  in  many  more  cases  to  the  ignorance,  the  indifference  and  the  parsimony 
of  those  who  are  appointed  as  school  trustees.     Inspector  Bridges  t^ays: 

*Tn  some  school  districts  the  trustees  will  not  make  any  exertion  to  ob- 
tain a  teacher,  and  if  no  application  is  made  by  a  teacher  to  them  perj<onaIly, 
the  school  is  allowed  to  remain  vacant  during  the  term  or  at  least  a  greater 
part  of  it.  This  only  serves  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  greater  care  should 
be  exercised  by  the  ratepayers  at  tiio  annual  8ch')ol  meeting,  in  electing  to 
tbe  office  of  schoor  trustee  only  tho^e  who  have  a  direct,  vital  interest  in 
'iiaintaining  a  good  school.'' 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  ratepayers  in  inuiy  cases  will  not  oven  at- 
^^rid  the  annual  school  meetings,  and  of  those  who  do  attend  the  iu:ijv>rity  are 
^-*Cjre  anxious  to  cut  down  expenses  than  to  maintain  a  good  school. 

In  another  part  of  this  report  I  will  discuss  what  1  conceive  to  be  the 
^^  st  remedy  for  the  evils  referred  to. 


Reports  of  School  Boards  in  Cities  and  Incorporated  Towns. 

The  three  cities  and  six  incorporated  towns  organized  under  the  prov- 
^^  ions  of  section  105  of  the  Schools  Act,  having  School  Boards  appointed  in 
^rt  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  in  part  by  the  City  or  Town  Councils, 
^ntrol  in  the  aggregate  287  schools,  attended  by  over  14,000  pupils.     In 
^^tber  words  the  School  Boards  of  these  cities  and  towns  have  the  manage- 
^^ent  of  neorly  ooc-sixth  of  the  total  number  of  schools  in  the  Province  at- 
tended by  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  total  uiimbcr  of  pupils  enrolled  in  all  the 
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ic  schools.     The  ediicatioual  expenditure  in  these  cities  and  towns  dis- 

ed  by  the  School  Boards  during  the  past  year  aggregated  more  tbau 

i.OOO. 

The  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  trust  committed  to  these  Boards 

scarcely  he  over-estimated.     The  time,  attention  and  labour  devoted  to 

discbarge  of  their  duties  is  given  gratuitously.     Though  assisted    by 

secretaries,  the  full  reeponsibilily  of  the  proper  administration  of  the 
s,  the  employment  of  teachers  and  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  rest 
lutely  upon  the  trustees. 

During  recent  years  most  of  these  cities  and  towns  have  expended  large 
}  in  the  erection  and  equipment  of  school  buildings  of  the  finest  class. 

is  especially  true  of  Caoipbellton,  Chatham,  Mom  ton,  Fredericton  and 
fohn.  In  the  latter  city  a  spleudid  edifice  known  as  the  Latour  school, 
1  description  of  which  is  given  in  the  Board's  report,  was  opened  during 
^'car  in  St.  John  West,  and  it  is  intended  to  complete  during  the  coming 

in  St.  John  North  another  building  of  equally  fine  proportions  aad 
itecture.  Our  largest  city  will  then  compare  very  favorably,  as  to  the 
ing  of  its  school  children,  with  any  city  of  its  size  elsewhere* 
The  pul)lic  interest  manifested  in  the  schools  of  the  cities  and  towns  is 
iated  by  the  number  of  prizes  awarded  to  the  children,  and  by  the  en- 
asm  of  the  citizens  who  in  large  numbers  attend  their  public  cloaiog 
:;ises. 

The  excellent  report  of  Dr.  H.  S.  Bridges,  Superintendent  of  the  St. 
I  City  schools,  is  well  worthy  of  careful  perusal. 

THE  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND.

The  Directors  are  r.ow  ongHpcd  in  the  erection  of  a  new  building  131  x 
71  ft.  i'l'd  li'iir  Eton'pg  high  which  will  ct»l  with  its  furnishings  and  equip- 
meut  over  S60,000.  The  new  building  will  be  used  for  school-rooms,  recre- 
ation rooms.,  etc.,  leaving  the  present  buildings  to  be  used  for  residence 
purpot^es  only.  The  ^'ova  Scolia  Lrgifllatnro  has  contributed  320,000  ■ 
"towards  the  cost  of  the  new  building,  and  about  $12,000  more  up  to  tbo 
prrsent  time  baa  been  contributed  by  private  subscription.  The  Principal,  .

^^*^hool  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  the  Oily  of  Frederictoo  need  not  be  re- 
^rred  lo  here  further  Iban  to  point  out  the  necessity  which  now  exists  fop 
^Tompt  action  in  making  other  provision  for  the  education  of  the  unfortunate 
-^asB  of  our  children  deprived  of  the  power  of  hearing  and  speech.  We 
*«nnot  be  indifferent  to  their  claims  on  our  sympathy  and  heuevolence,  »a 
^ell  as  to  their  right  to  a  free  education  in  common  with  the  other  children 
c*rtbe  Province.

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Two  plans  have  been  proposed  to  meet  the  exigency  which  has  arisen. 
e  first  suggests  the  eetublishmeot  of  a  school  at  Fredericton^  or  elsewhere 
the  Province,  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Education  Department  and 
2ely  maintained  by  Provincial  and  County  Funds.  The  alternative  plan 
to  avail  ourselves  of  the  advantnges  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
mb  at  Halifax,  with  tbie  Directors  of  which  arrangements  could  be  made 
the  care  and  education  of  our  deaf  and  dumb  children  similar  to  those 
ich  have  proved  so  satisfactory  in  the  case  of  the  blind. 

The  principal  objections  to  the  former  plan  are  the  considerable  expense 
olved  in  providing  and  mamtaining  suitable  buildings  and  grounds  with 
I  necessary  equipments ;  the  difficulty  and  risk  involved  in  providing,  as 
m  ad  required,  fpr  a  competent  stafl'  of  trained  teachers,  and  for  the 
licious  and  economical  management  of  such  an  establishment  under  gov* 
iment  control;  and  the  almost  certain  result  that  the  assumption  of  the 
nagement  and  expense  of  the  institution  by  the  government  wilj  tend  to 
y  up  the  FpHngs  cf  private  benevolence  which  have  hithertoheen  almost 
iversally  the  chief  source  of  revenue  to  such  institutions. 

The  latter  plan  enables  us  to  make  provision  without  delay,  and  without 
ious  interruption,  for  the  continued  education  of  the  children    who  were 
attendance  at  the  Fredericton  school    up  to  Juno    last,    and  of   ttie    other

Jer    the    instruction    of  a    staiF  ot    twelve    trained    teachers;   it    would 
ictical!}^  make  us  partners  on  more  than    equal  terms  in  the  benefits  of  a 
-y  valuable    property  and  endowments      The  annual  income  of  llie  school 
m  vaiious  sources  lor  the  year  1901  was  over  $20,000. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated  and  because,  in  my  opinion,  such  a  school

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Teachers'  Institutes  and  Summer  School  of  Science, 

The  Provincial  lustitute  of  New  Brunswick  meets  biennially.  The  last 
meeting  was  held  at  Fredericton  on  the  26th  of  June  and  two  following  days. 
There  was  a  very  largo  attendanca  of  teachers.  Tne  total  number  enrolled 
as  members  was  446.  In  the  report  given  in  Appendix  E.  the  secretary 
gives  a  general  outline  of  the  proceedings.  These  were  full  of  interest  and 
marked  by  able  and  earnest  discussions.  It  was  tho  intention  to  publish 
the  full  proceedings  for  distribution  among  the  teachers  of  the  Province,  but 
the  secretary,  Mr,  Brittain,  upon  whom  rested  the  responsibility  of  compil- 
ing and  editing  the  work,  having  been  called  away  from  the  Province,  the 
publication  was  abandoned.  In  Appendix  F.  to  this  report  I  h;ive  given  in 
full  two  important  papers  read  before  the  lastitute — the  first  written  by 
Prof.  John  Davidson  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick,  on  **Teachers 
Wages";  and  the  second  by  Inspector  W.  S.  Carter,  on  ••The  Centraliza- 
tion of  Rural  Schools."  As  both  these  papers  treat  of  matters  of  vital  im- 
portance to  the  stability  and  progress  of  our  schools,  I  ommend  their  per- 
usal to  all  intere€ted  in  educational  affiirs. 

The  Summer  School  of  Science  is  growing  in  interest  and  importance 
from  year  to  year.  The  last  meeting  was  held  at  St.Stephen  from  July  2^nd 
to  Aug.  8th  and  was  attended  by  259  teachers  and  others  from  the  three 
Maritime  Provinces  and  from  Ontario,  Quebec  and  the  United  States. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  summer  school  will  be  held  t.i  Chatham  in 
July  and  August  next.

Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools. 

I  hereto  append  the  report  of  Edwin  E.  McCready,  Director  of  tho 
Macdonald  Manual  Training  Schools  in  New  Brunswick :

Sir, — In  compliance  with  your  request  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  on  Manual  Training  in  New  Brunswick. 

Since  my  last  report  was  hande  1  lo  you  a  decided  advance  has  been 
made  in  the  introduction  of  manu  tl  training  in  the  schools  of  the  Province. 
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Act  which  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  aiding  ail 
icts  establishing  manual  training  in  their  schools  has  been  of  great  as* 
nee. 

The  Board  of  School  Truf>tces  of  the  town  of  Saint  Andrews  establish- 
uring  January  last  a  department  of  manual  training  and  engaged  Misa 
es  E.  Lucas  as  teacher.  Miss  Lucas  had  for  the  year  and  a  half  previous 
I  teaching  in  Musquash  where  she  introduced  manual  training  and  was 
i  successful  in  teaching  it.  Miss  Sadie  Inch  has  taken  the  place  of  Miss 
IS  at  Musquash. 

The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Campbellton  established 
ng  January  a  department  of  manual  training  and  engaged  as  teacher 
I  Ethel  I.  Morsereau,  who  was  graduated  recently  fcom  the  training 
so  at  Truro,  N.  S. 

The  school  trustees  of  the  village  of  Mascarene,  Charlotte  County,  have 
introduced  manual  training  into  their  school.  Miss  Harriette  Bolt, 
teacher,  deserves  much  credit  for  arousing  interest  in  the  subject  and 
aising  a  large  part  of  the  necessary  funds.     " 

The  Boards  of  School  Trustees  of  the  towns  of  Saint  Stephen 
Milltown  have  voted  to  establish  departments  of  manual  training  in 
lection  with  their  schools  and  preparations  are  now  being  made  to  start 
tvork  next  September.  Doubtless  there  will  be  other  districts  to  take 
bis  work  next  term. 

At  Inches  Ridge  manual  training,  which  was  started  more  than  two 
8  ago,  is  now  taught  by  Miss  Bessie  Kelly.  The  intereit  of  pupils,  par- 
and  trustees  seems  to  be  as  great  there  as  ever.  A  new  hardwood  floor 
greatly  improved  the  school  room  and  there  is  now  a  prospect  of  slate 
kboards  being  added,  so  great  interest  is  taken  in  school  matters. 
Manual  training  will  be  taught  in  the  Central  School  to  be  built  by  Sir 
.  Macdonald  at  Kingston  ;  also  in  the  group  of  schools  in  Carleton  County 
;h  are  to  be  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Brittain. 

At  Fredericton  during  the  past  year  the  work  has  been  carried  on  as 
tofore.  All  the  student  teachers  at  the  Normal  School  have  two  "hours 
week  instruction  in  either  woodwork  and  meclianical  drawing  or  card- 
d  construction  and  mechanical  drawing.  All  the  boys  in  the  city  schools 
I  grades  six  to  nine,  inclusive,  have  bad  the  work  as  usual. 
During  the  summer  vacation  a  session  was  hold  for  four  weeks  at 
lericton  with  forty  (40)  teachers  in  attendance;  some  of  whom  had 
iously  had  some  instruction  at  the  summer  school  held  in  Saint  John 
previous  summer ;  and  at  the  Normal  School.     To  those  who  had  spent 
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time  equivalent  to  three  months  in  this  study  an  examiuntion  was  given, 
^od  to  those  who  passed  this  satisfactorily  certificates  of  qualification  to 
teach  manual  training  in  rnral  schools  were  granted. 

Three  New  Brunswick  teachers  have  been  graduated    from   the   Truro 
^tuining  course^  and  three  more  are  in  attendance  there  this  year. 

On  April  10,  1903  will  expire  the  three  years  for  which  Sir  Wm. 
Macdonald  arranged  to  carry  on  the  raanuil  training  work  at  Fredericton. 
Quriog  this  time  there  have  been  1,315  persans  taking  courses  in  manual 
^faiDiog  at  Fredericton  (and  at  summer  school  held  in  St.  John).

*'(a)  To  any  Board  of  School  Trustees,  whether  in  a  city,  town  or  rural 
listrict,  which  shall  provide  suiU-xble  accommodation  in  connection  with  the 
chool  or  schools  under  its  jurisdiction,  for  instruction  in  manual  training,  there 
hall  be  granted  a  sum  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  amount  expended  for 
he  necessary  benches,  tools,  material  and  other   e(juipment  required. 

*'(b)  To  any  licensed  teacher  who  shall  obtain  from  any  Manual  Training 
School  approved  by  the  IJoard  of  Education  a  certificate  of  fitness  to  teach  the 
>ystem,  aud  who  shall,  in  addition  to  the  other  regular  work  of  the  school  under 
lis  charge,  give  instruction  in  manual  training  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
;o  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Education,  there  shall  be  granted,  in  addition  to 
he  provincial  grant  provided  for  by  the  said  Act,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per 
mnum. 

*'(c)  'J'o  any  certified  teacher  who  may  be  employed  in  cities,  towns  or 
)ther  populous  districts,  to  give  instruction  in  manual  tniining  to  the  pupils  of 
he  several  schools,  and  who  gives  his  full  time  to  such  instruction,  under  the 
direction  of  tha  Local  School  Board,  and  in- accordance  with  the  regulations  of

*'(d)  The  provisions  of  Section  6  of  the  Schools  Act,  1900,  in  reference

In  my  la^t  Annunl  Re[>ort  I  gave  an  outline  of  the  plans    proposed   by 
Prof,  J.  \V.  Rriherteon  for  the  improvemont  of  education  at   rural   BcbOuL 
and  the  cstulilMfaing  and  niainteaanco  for  three  year^,  at  the  expense  of  Ibe' 
Macdonuld  fund,  of  a  model  consolidated  school  iu  Kome  country  dislrijt.    I' 
iavn  now  to  report  progresis  in  the  carrying  out  of  these  plans. 

After  visiting  several  localities  in  the  province  and  consulting  local 
School  Boards,  Prof.  Robertson  tinnlly  selected  Kingston,  the  old  couuty 
town  of  Kings  Ciuinty.  as  the  site  of  the  proposed  Cfmsoliduted  school. 

Six  school  districts  will  he  united  as  the  constituency  of  the  new  flcbool. 
The  work  of  erecting  the  building  wilt  be  commenced  iu  the  course  of  ft  few" 
weeks  and,  it  Is  hoped,  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the 
schools  in  September  next.     The  building  will  coutuin  si.<(  class  rooms,  a 
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laboiatory,  a  room  for  roechRQic  Bcience  aod  a  room  for  domestic  scieoce. 
A  epacious  school  garden  will  he  attached. 

Comfortable  covered  vans  for  the  conveyance  of  the  children;  will  be 
provided.  These  vans  will  carry  from  15  to  25  children  each,  and  will  be 
placed  in  charge  of  responsible  drivers  who  shall  enter  into  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  vans  will  arrive  at  the  school  15 
minutes  before  the  hour  of  opening  and  will  be  promptly  on  hand  at  the 
closing  hour  for  the  conveyance  of  the  children  to  their  homes  in  the  after- 
noon. 

Under  the  previsions  of  sectiop  57(2),  one  half  the  actual  expense  in- 
curred ior  the  conveyance  of  the  *  children  to  and  from  school  will  be 
chargeable  to  the  provincial  revenues,  the  regularly  licensed  teachers  who 
may  be  employed  will  receive  the  usual  grants,  the  school  will  share  iuthe 
County  Fund  grants.  A  sum  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  amounts 
levied  annually  upon  the  several  districts  during  recent  years  will  be  levied 
upon  the  united  district;  all  other  expenses,  including  the  cost,  furnishing 
and  equipment  of  the  buildings  will  be  provided  by  Sir  William  Macdonald. 

Groups  of  Schools  with  Travelling  Instructor. 

Another  of  Professor  Robertson's  plans  is  the  grouping  of  a  number  ol 
contiguous  schools  and  placing  each  group  under  the  charge  of  a  travelling 
instiuctor.  A  model  iscbool  garden  will  be  provided  for  each  school  of  the 
group.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  travelling  instructor  not  only  to  supervise 
the  teaching  of  nature  lessons  and  the  care  and  management  of  the  school 
gardens  in  connection  with  these  schools,  but  also  so  to  correlate  the  several 
subjects  taught  as  to  prevent  any  neglect  of  the  other  studies  of  the  course. 

The  first  group  of  scaools  selected  for  this  interesting  experiment  will 
be  located  in  Carleton  County  and  will  include  districts  on  the  St.  Johc 
river  from  Hartland  or  Florenceville  extending  up  the  river  as  far  as  maj 
be  found  practicable. 

As  mentioned  elsewhere,  Mr.  John  Brittain,  so  well  and  favorably 
known  throughout  the  province  as  the  enthusiastic  and  successful  teacher  ol 
natural  science  in  the  Normal  School  for  many  years,  will  have  the  organ- 
ization and  supervision  of  this  group  of  schools,  and  will  devote  his  full  time 
aod  energies  to  make  the  experiment  successful. 

D.  W.  Hamilton,  B.  A.,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Bruns* 
wick»  who  has  already  (roved  his  ability  as  a  teacher  in  the  public  schools, 
will  have  the  principalship  of  the  consolidated  school  at  Kingston. 
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Both  the  ubove  uamerl    geutlemeii,  tindei-  the  directiOD    of  Profai 
Rohertson,  have  been  makiog  special  preparation  for  the  important   dutii 
they  nra  aooii  to  iindertalce.     Tliey  have  completed  courses  at   the  Uoiver- 
sity  of  Chicngo  and  ot  Cornell  University  and  are  now  finishing  their  cotin 
at  the  TeachetB'  College  of  the  University  of  Columbia  in  New  York. 

The  country  is  certainly  under  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Sir  Willi 
Miicdonald  for  the  large  espeudjture  already  made  in  conuection  with 
ciftniial  (raining  schools  throughout  Canada  during  the  lust  three  years,  aad| 
for  the  immense  expenditure  to  be  incurred  for  at  least   three  years  more  in 
connection  with  the  several  educational, enterprises  he  baa  iuititited. 

To  Profesflor  J.  W.  Robertson  the  country  is  scarcely  less  jadebled  fur 
the  energy,  zeal  and  practical  wisdom  he  has  brought  to  bear  on  the  difficull 
problems  which  have  confronted  him  in  administering  the  trust  committed 
to  bini.  With  Professor  Robertson  it  bas  been  a  labor  of  love,  for  no  edu- 
cational interest  appeals  to  him  in 

The  duty  of  eifecting  such  legislation  as  may  be  fouud  necessary  ta  ea- 
couiago  and  legalize,  as  part  ot  the  public  school  system,  the  various  eduea- 
tional  movements  outlined  above  will  devolve  upon  the  government  aod 
legislature  during  the  approaching 


Amendments  to  the  School  Law  Suggested. 


In  my  annual  report  for  189SI  1  slruDgly  recommended  the  incrfaso  oj 
the  County  Fund  from  30  cents  per  head  lo  40  or  50  cents.  Asnntioipateil 
tbe  proposal  met  with  determined  opposition  even  from  those  whose  beat 
interests  would  have  been  served  by  the  change.  Nevertheless  I  am  roo- 
vinced  that  the  iucrenee  of  the  fund  is  eminently  reasonable,  and  aloiosl 
essential  to  the  continunnce  of  schools  in  some  of  the  poorer  dietncts. 

There  nre  more  than  1000  districts  in  tbe  province  with  a  taxabia 
valuation  of  less  than  $20000  each  ;  over  500  having  a  taxable  valuntioa  ol 
less  than  $10000.  eacb ;  nearly  SOO  having  a  tuxMble  valuation  nf  Icds  thae 
$5000  each. 

To  maintain  a  poor  school  for  a  part  of  each  year  in  the  poorest  distrteU 
even  with  the  help  of  the  provincial  and  county  poor  aid,  re(]:;ites  an  »& 
□lent  of  from  $1.50  to  $S.00  on  each  1100  of  vnluution.  la  tbe  wealtbtei 
distiicts  tbe  assessment  is  from  20  cents  to  60  cents  (rarely  higher)  on  $10( 
of  valuntloD,  to  maintain  for  the  whole  year  graded  schooU  of  tbe  htghoi 
class. 


An  increaao  of  the  county  fund  will  tend  to  relieve  the  poorer  districts ; 
ihodiilricts  with  nverage  vuluation  wiil  receive  from  the  fund  as  much  as 
Ihej  contribute  to  it,  and  if  their  ccmnty  t'lx  be  higher  their  district  tix  will 
be  proportionately  lower.  To  the  wealthy  districts  tbo  increase  will  be 
scarcely  perceptible,  iir.d  it  U  quite  in  hirniony  with  the  spirit  «(  the  school 
tefftbattbi*  rich  shall  contiiimle  of  their  nb;indaijce  to  the  educational 
leccs^itiee  of  their  poorer  fcllow-aitizene. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  case  that  I  beg  to  present.  The  araoiiot 
of  (be  county  school  fund  romains  practically  the  same  as  when  the  Itiw 
Mme  into  force  in  1><72.  As  the  number  of  schools  has  increased  from  year 
to  year,  while  the  amount  to  be  distributed  remains  the  same,  each  recurring 
dialributiOD  shows  a  diminnlion  of  the  sum  granted  to  each  school.  The 
gmnls  from  ihis  limd  since  1S92  to  the  school  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and 
loihe  school  for  the  Biind  lessens  Btill  further  ibo  sums  allotted  to  the  public 
tcbuuls.  The  average  allowance  to  each  of  the  echcols  in  the  province  is 
Denrly  S5  per  cent,  lesa  tbun  in  1875.  lu  some  of  the  counties  the  loss  ia 
'«)■  much  greater. 

If  the  county  fund  were  raised  to  40ceut3  per  head  of  the  pupulitioa 
It  would  place  the  schools  about  in  the  same  position  in  relation  to  tbia 
source  ol  iDcome  us  Ihey  were  30  years  ago. 

Parish  Inateaci  of  District  School  Boards. 

After  a  trial  of  nearly  30  years  of  our  present  system  of  school  dietricts 
it  Duet  bo  admitted  by  tboee  best  acijuainted  with  the  facts  that  the  results 
ioamajority  of  the  country  districts  have  been  very  miBatisractory. 

lu  1876  the  provioco  wns  divided  into  1126  school  districts.  Since  the 
fitit  division  the  number  of  districts  has  increased  to  1662.  More  than  one 
third  of  these  are  poor  districts,  some  of  them  having  a  taxable  vuluittion  of 
Jess  than  !}5000  and  u  very  small  etwolmrnt  of  pupils.  It  is  impossible 
uniler  these  conditions  to  maintain  etGcient  siLooL. 

It  ou^ht  not  to  excite  surprise  to  be  told  that  in  many  of  these  districts 
it  is  impoeaiblo  to  find  men  en  pub  le  of  dibchargiiig  properly  the  duties  of 
school  Inistecs.  Some  who  aie  elected  to  this  responsible  office  are  una'jie 
write  their  own  names  in  attesting  to  tbo  nlleged  correctness  of  the  schcol 
retuiDS.  It  occurs,  occneionally,  that  the  man  appointed  as  school  secretary, 
upon  whom  devolves  Ihe  responsibility  of  attending  to  the  financial  afiairs 
of  tbe  district,  is  obliged  to   make  bis  inatk   instead  of  writing  bis  name  in 
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Dg  school  contracts  and  returns.  Under  such  control  what  hope  is  there 
he  maintenance  of  a  school  worth v  of  the  name? 

Further,  in  these  small  and  isolttted  communities  tho  eJucational  and 
r  higher  interests  of  the  people  are  often  sacriBced  to  the  local  jealousies 
petty  disputes  which  divide  the  ratepayers  into  cliques  and  factions 
ending  with  each  other  or  with  the  teacher  about  some  trivial  matter  to 
utter  demoralization  of  the  school,  or  to  its  closing  for  an  indefiaite 
)d.  It  is  difficult  to  remedy  these  evils,  for  under  the  law  each  district 
free  and  independent  republic  electing  its  owu  school  board. 
The  school  board,  when  elected,  has  large  powers.  If  disposed  to 
ect  Iheir  duties  or  ^to  act  in  an  arbitrary  or  obstructive  way,  school 
tees  may  block  for  a  considerable  lime  all  educational  progress  in  the 
ict. 

The  present  system  tends  to  perpetuate  and  increase  the  evil  complained 
Parents  wbo  live  at  the  extreme  ends  of  districts  see  no  reason  why 
•  children  should  be  obliged  to  travel  farther  to  school  than  the  children 
leir  neighbours  have  to  travel,  and  they  forthwith  begin  an  agitation  for 
iivision  of  the  dit^trict.  When  disputes  arise  as  to  the  location  of  a  new 
ol  house,  the  opposing  parties  will  often  clamor  ior  the  diviiiou  of  the 
ict  and  the  opening  of  two  schools  where  one  would  amply  accommodate 
le  children  within  a  radius  of  two  miles.  For  reasons  like  these,  and 
rs  more  ingenious  and  plausible,  persistent  pressure  for  the  multiph- 
)n  of  districts  is  brought  to  bear  upon  the  Board  of  Education  which  it  is 
3times  difficult  to  resist. 

Any  proposal  for  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  of  these  weakldistricts 
et  by  most  strenuous  opposition.  The  proposed  conveyance  of  children 
central  school,  however  aJvantag^^ous  to  the  interests  of  all  concerned 
plan  might  prove  to  be,  will  never  be  brought  about  so  long  as  the 
ent  district  system  obtain?.  While  the  narrow  local  ideas  fostered  by 
district  systenQ  are  allowed  to  prevail,  the  weak  rural  school  will  be  io 
littently  maintained,  poorly  housed,  imperfectly  organized,  scantil 
pped  and  taught  by  the  cheapesi  teacher  that  it  is  possible    to  obtain. 

After  a  careful  study  of  existing  conditions  in  the   country    school 

)  reached  the  conclusion  tiiat  a  radical  change  in  the  school  Jaw   is 

)le, 

1  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  plan  of  small  school  districts  be   a1> 

j,  and  that  each  parish  shall  constitute  a  single  district  under  the  coi^t. 

parish  school  Board  consisting  of  not  less  than  seven  persons  appoio^  ^T 

irt  by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  in  part  by  the  County  Municipali  tv 
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The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Parish  School  Boards  would  be  similar  to 
"those  of  the  city  and  town  school  Boards  iu  so  far  as  the  conditions  and  re- 
qairements  of  the  parish  district  would  be  analogous  to  those  of  the  town 
district.  Provision  would  have  to  be  made  for  estimiting  the  amount  of 
money  required  annually  for  school  purposes,  and  for  levying  and  assessing 
the  same  upon  the  parish,  for  determining  the  number  and  locality  of  the 
schools  to  be  maintained  and  the  class  of  teachers  to  be  employed  in  each 
and  generally  for  discharging  the  duties  and  exerci-'ing  the  powers  in  re- 
lation to  the  schools  and  the  school  property  of  the  parish  now  vested^in  the 
trustees  of  the  districts  in  relation  to  the  schools  and  property  of  the  district. 

Each  school  Board  should  have  the  assistance  of  a  paid  secretary  who 
would  act  as  their  executive  officer,  and  have  general  supervision  of  all  the 
educational  interests  of  the  parish  under  their  direction.     Much  of  the   suc- 
cess of  the  work  would  depend  upon  the  intelligence,  the  energy  and    edu*' 
cational  zeal  of  this  officer,  who  should,  it  possible,  be  selected  from  among 
those  in  the  parish  best  acquainted  with  scliools  and  school  requirements. 

The  adjustment  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  schools  act  to  tho 
changes  suggested  tvould  not  be  difficult.  Tho  essential  principles  of  the 
law  would  remain  unchanged.  If  tbe  Government  and  Legislature  accept 
the  general  plan  outlined,  the  details  as  to  local  supervision  and  other  in- 
cidental matters  could  be  easily  worked  out 

Some  of  the  advantages  I  anticipate  as  likely  to  result  from  the  proposed 
change  are: 

(a)  A  more  intelligent  -<nd  effective  administration  of  ihe  law  because 
of  the  character  and  ability  of  the  trustees  ; 

(b)  Better  salaries  paid  to  good  teachers,  and  a  more  permanent 
tenure  of  office ; 

(c)  The  consolidation  of  weak  schools  and  the  conveyance  of  children 
to  central  graded  schools  wherever  the  conditions  will  permit,  thus  affording 
to  a  largo  number  of  country  children  educational  advantages  equal  to  those 
enjoyed  by  children  in  the  towns  ; 

(d)  Better,  more  economic  and  more  permanent  school  privileges  for 
isolated  sections  now  too  poor  to  maintain  schools  except  lor  a  few  mouths 
in  tbe  year ; 

(e)  The  more  equal  distribution  of  the  burden  of  school  support 
^Ijroughout  the  parish ; 

(f)  The  lessening  of  the  dissensions  and  factious  disturbances  in  the 
Management  of  school  affairs  and  in  the  conducting  of  school  mjetings.  The 
bitterness  and  intensity  of  these  disturbances  are  often  in  inverse  ratio  to 
^he  nuojbers  and  intelligence  of  the  school  community  in  which  they  occur, 
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The  mRnageroent  of  public  ecbooU  by  parish  echool  Bonrda  is  oothiag 
new.  Until  the  enactment  of  the  Common  Schools  Lawol  1871,  the  achoola 
were  nnder  tho  cocitiol  of  trnstees  electod  by  the  parish  or  appuinted  by  the 
eeesioDB-  Th<-  Ute  Dr.  Theodore  Hand,  who  bad  a  larger  part  thau  any  other 
man  in  tho  orgttnizaCioti  and  first  admiDi^tratioQ  of  the  eschoole  tmdor  tba  Ad 
oi  1S71,  advisoa  io  hia  Anaaal  Report  of  1876  'the  gradual  abolitjou  of  dis- 
trict lines  within  the  several  parioheB." 


The  township  (or  pariah)  Bystem  prevails  in  nearly  all  the  \ew  England 
gtatef  and  has  been  found  eminently  sttisfactory. 

It  may  be  that  tho  changea  above  advocated  involve  too  important  a 
departure  from  the  bng  established  system  to  jastily  the  legislature  in  en- 
acting a  law  on  the  subject  during  the  coming  seBsion.  It  is  probably  ex. 
podient  to  give  the  country  sufficient  time  to  weigh  carefully  the  issues  likely 
to  arise  if  the  changes  should  be  made.  In  (he  meantime  I  commend  tbti 
matter  to  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  al' interested  in  the  educatiooal 
welfare  ol  the  country.

Sir:  I  have  the  bonoar  to  sabmit  tbe  following  report  on  tbe  Provinoial 
Normal  Scbool  for  tbe  year  ended  June.  1902. 

As  I  did  not  enter  upon  duty  till  February,  wben  nearly  two-tbirds  ot 
tbe  session  bad  passed,  tbe  report  will  lack  completeness  in  some  details. 

From  tbe  official  register  it  appears  tbat  tbe  total  enrolment  for  tbe 
year  was  273,  of  wbicb  number  70  werer  young  men.  Of  tbis  total,  230 
entered  at  tbe  beginning  of  tbe  session  in  September  and  43  in  January,  tbe 
1>H  thinning  of  tbe  second  term.  Tbese  numbers  include  tbe  students  attending 
t  ir  Frencb  Department  of  whom  there  were  4  during  tbe  first  term  and  9 
lAc  second — one  of  tbe  former  being  a  young  man.

GENERAL  TNSTRDCTION. 

The  course  of  instruction  as  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  for! 
the  Institution  was  for  the  most  part  faithlally  and  eifectively  carried  oat.J 
One  (if  these  subjects,  Baol<  Keeping,  baa  never  received,  and  cannot,  without  > 
eeriuus  loss  to  vastly  more  important  work,  receive  mucli  attention.  If  thsj 
6Dbject  is  to  be  retained  iu  tbe  course,  the  caost  that  can  be  done  is  to  gival 
the  studtint  some  iniitruction  in  general  principles  through  methods  that  majrj 
prove  helpful,  should  he  afterwards  be  called  upon  to  teach  it.  There  iai 
auotber  requirement  in  the  courne  which  has,  without  any  valid  reason,  beeo] 
largely  overlooked.  This  is  the  recent  regulation  of  the  Board  wbiclJ 
requires  eacli  Instrcclor  to  discuBS  snd  illustrate  the  methods  of  teaching  tbe] 
special  subjects  ussigued  to  him,  and  which  also  provides  that  he  shall  examiaaJ 
bis  clusf  liy  wrilten  papers  at  least  once  in  each  term  iii  the  instructioo  has 
haa  thus  ^iveu,  aiid  estimate  tbe  answers  and  that  these  estimates  shall  formj 
«n  elemuut  in  determining  the  students  professional  standing,  The  rBquire- 
ment  is  one  which  must  greatly  enhance  tbe  importance  of  method  and  e 
iu  a  higher  degree  skilful  worlc  iu  the  pablic  schools.  It  also  gives  eacH 
member  of  the  Faculty  an  interest  and  a  responsibility  in  connection  wila 
tbe  special  work  of  the  Institution  and  as  a  consequence  their  joint  estimates 
of  this  work  will  be  accepted  with  confidence,  So  far  as  the  records  sbow 
however,  it  docs  not  appear  that  the  regulation  bas  been  complied  witl 
during  tbe  seasiou  under  review, 

PROFESSIONAL  INSTRUCTION. 

As  no  record  or  memo  was  lett  of  tbe  work  that  bad  been  oren 
before  I  assumed  duty,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  give  as  complete  a  conn 
on  the  Bubject  as  was  practicable  within  tbe  limited  period.    Tbe  conrs^ 


eEbbraced  principtea  and  metbods  of  teaching  and  school  management,  illna- 
Irative  leseong,  practice  and  crflicisni.  'I'hu  principles  upon  which  all  suo- 
cessfal  methods  are  baeed,  were  discassed.  The  etndy  of  psychology  as  a 
subject  in  se  waa  deemed  out  of  plane  in  an  inatitation  which  provided  only 
ox3e  BesHioo  of  nine  months  for  traininj^  the  teacher.  The  establitilied  results 
of  mental  science  were  accepted  as  a  basis  and  methods  arising  out  of  lliem 
i^e  re  considered.  School  management  embraced  such  subjects  as  organiza- 
tion, principles,  and  constructiou  of  time-tables,  discipline.  &,c.  The  Model 
School  afTordu  iliustrative  lessons  iu  the  several  subjeots  of  t lie  coarse.  ,The 
stoiJeQta  had  opportunities  for  practice  both  in  the  Model  and  Normal  Depart- 
tt»«Dta,  The  lesRuna  given  in  their  own  classroom  were  perhaps  iu  one  sense 
the  most  serviceable.  Here  a  lesson  is  given  in  any  grade  of  the  course  by 
s  student  to  his  own  classmates  who  mnst  for  the  time  being  assume  to  be  of 
't>e  same  age  as  the  pupils  of  the  grade.  The  advantages  are  that  the 
T'^acher  has  to  modify  hia  melhods  to  suit  the  assumed  conditions,  and  th© 
stvidents  are  compelled  to  look  at  the  subject  from  the  children's  ataudpoint 
^o<]  to  answer  the  questious  accordingly.  One  of  the  greatest  needs  of  an 
>o experienced  teacher  is  to  look  at  things  as  children  look  at  them  aad  perhaps 
t^i^e  of  the  beat  means  of  supplying  this  need  is  to  accustom  him  to  do  so 
tl>  rough  such  exercises.  The  criticisms  which  followed  the  practice  lessouB 
'Vera  often  the  means  of  briugiug  out  in  a  practical  way  the  fuller  siguiBcance 
of  a  principle  and  of  oonfirmiog  or  rectifying  the  student's  knowledge.  Out- 
li  oes  of  lessons  or  lesson  plans  were  occasionally  required  as  were  also  written 
d3E.ercise8  in  profesaional  subjects.  Iu  addition  to  the  above  the  senior  class 
tk^d  lectures  on  the  principles  and  practice  of  some  of  the  earlier  educational 
r^  totmera  as  Comenius,  Peatalozze,  Froebel. 

The  Governor  General's  Medals  for  the  highest  professional  standing  in 
t-lse  Senior  and  the  Junior  class  were  awarded  respectively  to  Mias  Florence 
C.  Estabrooks  of  St.  John  and  Miss  Bell  M  Eddy  of  Clifton,  Gloucester  Co. 
With  the  large  number  of  students  and  the  comparatively  limited  ataS 
'*'  '8  impoBsibie  to  give  them  that  amount  of  practice  which  is  needed. 
SotQetimes  criticisms,  notes  ot  lessons,  Ac,  have  to  be  accepted  in  lieu  of 
practice.  Each  student  should  have  an  opportunity  of  regular  or  special 
P'^etice  three  times  at  least  during  the  session, 

MODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  provides  instruction  in  the  Srat  eight  grades  of  the 
Prescribed  public  school  course,  and  hat  a  staff  of  four  regularly  licensed 
""Mibers.  The  schools  practically  form  a  part  of  the  city  school  system,  the 
^Oard  of  School  Trustees  under  agreemeiit   with   the    Board   of  Education

supplying  the  pnpils  to  the  number  of  about  200  aud  paying  a  part  of  tb^ 
Teacliar's  salaries.  The  Teachers  are,  however,  the  appoiuteea  of  tlie  Board 
of  Education  aud  are  under  its  control,  aud  the  schooU  are  arranged  &ua 
conducted  so  ae  to  secure  to  the  studeot-teachers  lacilitiea  for  obserTatioHi 
and  practice.  There  are  therefore  large  demands  made  upon  each  of  theav 
schoola  but  tkey  need  not  and  do  not,  under  proper  arrangements,  iuterfera 
witb^the  regular  work.  The  illustrative  leasona  are  such  as  should  be  givea' 
in  any  case,  and  the  practice  leseoDe  which  are  given  in  the  presence  of  tl)4^ 
regtftar  Teachers  may  ua  made  helpful  towards  securing  on  the  part  of  tba| 
pupil  the  valuable  habit  ot  testing  the  extent  and  accuracy  of  bis  kDowledga.i 
Moreover  these  demands  are  of  great  advantage  to  the  school.  They  keepi 
alive  proper  methods — a  result  which  will  prove  of  more  value  to  the  pupil' 
than  the  instrucliou  itsell — and  they  act  as  incentives  upon  the  Teachers  tO' 
pat  forth  their  best  work.  Were  all  the  city  schools  efficient  as  they  arej 
subject  to  the  same  visitations,  no  school  interest  would  sutler  in  any  way.     { 

SLOYD. 

Inetrnction  was  given  in  this  subject  to  all  the  studeDt-teachers  twd 
hours  per  week.  All  without  exception  were  much  interested  io  the  workj 
so  much  30  indeed  that  they  seemed  as  if  they  had  awoke  for  the  first  tima 
to  the  conscious  poseesHion  of  a  new  power.  There  is  in  the  subject  an 
educative  vnlue  which  far  outweighs  what  is  called  its  practical  utility  ani^ 
and  which  would  fully  justify  its  introduction  as  au  integral  part  of  the  school 
couri^e.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Board  of  Education  wtil  make  snob  pro-! 
vision  ior  coutinuiug  this  iustructiou  as  will  give  to  the  future  studenU 
teachers  the  same  privileges  aa  their  predecessors  have  enjoyed  for  the  laal 
three  years  through  the  wise  munificence  of  Sir  William  MacDonald. 

PROFESSIONAL  TRAINING  FOR  UNIVERSITY  GRADUATES. 

I  bave  long  beau  conviuced  of  the  importance  of  making  sonie  profei 
aional  training  obligatory  on  graduates  in  Arts,  who  propose  to  engage  i 
teacbiog  and  who  have  never  attended  a  Normal  Hcbool.  The  service  Deed) 
more  men  with  that  culture  aud  breadth  ot  view  which  a  Utiiversity  suppUei 
Dot  only  to  maintaiu  the  scholarly  character  of  our  secondary  education  bat 
to  diSuee  their  broadening  influence  amongst  those  who  have  bean  leal 
favoured  and  who  have  a  tendency  to  fall  into  role  and  routine.  But  tbesi 
same  gentleman  labour  under  considerable  disadvantage  when  as  Principali 
of  graded  Echooli,  thay  iiod  themselves  iucapa'  le  of  judging  of  the  real 
character  of  the  work  ot  their  primary  teachers  .-r  ol  giviug  them  coaoBel 
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to  aoitable  methods  id  varyiDg  circomstances.  A  coarse  of  one  term's  train- 
ing snitable  to  graduates,  or  to  nndergradnates  of  the  fourth  year  would 
benefit  the  whole  service  and  bridge  the  gap  in  our  otherwise  complete 
Bystem  of  training.  Coming  and  going  as  many  of  the  undergraduates  have 
heretofore  done  as  observers,  just  when  it  suited  them,  was  useless  to  them* 
fielves,  unsatisfactory  to  the  Institution  and  not  respectfol  to  the  Profession. 
I  have  to  thank  the  Instructors  and  Teachers  of  the  whole  Institution  for 
their  good  service  and  cheerful  co-operdtion  in  the  work  of  the  school,  and 
yourself  for  introducing  me  in  so  kindly  a  manner  to  the  student-teachers  and 
for  the  interest  you  take  in  the  Institution.

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Teachers  have  been  so  ac&rce  during  the  year  that  I  have  been  com- 
pelled to  recommond  a  greater  Dumber  of  Local  Liceoses  tbau  is  good  for 
tbe  schools  or  the  profession. 

Though  the  Trustees  of  all  the  better  class  of  districts  appreciate  the 
'value  of  trained  and  experienced  teajhers  aitd  will  engiage  nooe  without 
teeiimoDi»1s  of  competency  from  some  qualified  authority,  there  are  still 
seme  benighted  districts  that  regard  the  kewping  down  of  expense  as  of 
more  importaece  than  anything  else.  Thcae  latter  are  those  that  invariably 
fail  to  secure  trained  teachers  and  seem  very  wiUios  to  engage  Local 
Xiiccnsees.  In  my  opinion  it  would  be  better  in  such  cases  to  allow  the 
schools  to  remniu  closed  tbnn  to  issue  Local  Licenses,  lu  that  way  tfae 
ordinary  law  of  supply  and  demand  would  in  course  of  time  advance  the 
salaries  to  a  paying  rate  and  thus  induce  many  of  our  clever  young  people 
to  remain  in  the  profession. 

There  is  in  this  Inspectorate  a  number  of  weak  schools  in  remote  aocl 
isolated  communities  that  cannot  afford  salaries  that  would  attract  the  belter 
class  of  teaciiers.  lu  times  of  scarcity  Local  Licenses  might  stilt  be  Issued 
for  these.  I  have  been  trying  to  confine  the  issue  of  Local  Licenses  to 
^Ucb  districts  and  havo  met  with  a  fair  degree  of  buccoss. 

New  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year  in  NeUon  Village,  Xo. 
li  Xeison,  and  in  Indiautown  No.  rt,  Derby.  I  h^ive  not  seen  the  former 
BiQco  its  completion,  but  it  is  said  to  be  a  neat  commodious  structure,  welt 
Buit«d  to  the  requirements  of  the  district  and  much  nearer  the  centre  of  the 
district  than  the  old  one.  It  will  accommodate  three  departments  and  thus 
do  away  with  the  overcrowding  of  the  Primary  Department  about  which  !• 
have  frequently  reported.  The  funds  for  the  latter  were  raised  by  the 
Teacher,  Miss  Lottie  E.  Underbill,  and  the  ladies  of  the  district,  by  means- 
of  concerts,  pie  socials  and  the  like. 

The  school  house  nt  .Sevogle,  No.  4,  North  E^k,  has  been  extensively 
repaired,  in  fact,  rebuilt,  at  a  cost  to  the  district  that  would  have  about 
built  n  new  one. 

These  are  aboot  the  larerest  outlays  ;  but  much  has  been  done  in  all 
"*<!  parishes  in  the  way  of  ceiling,  wainscottiug,  painting  and  repairs,  sup- 
plying blackboards,  maps,  flags  and  flagpoles,  blmds,  and  building  fences, 
^oodhoiises,  etc.,  to  add  to  the  usefulness  and  utility  of  the  schools. 

Id  Northumberland  and  Restigouche  Counties  the  people  value  their 
^'nools,  and  an  attempt  to  close  one  for  a  term,  or  part  of  a  term  meets 
*'lh  determined  opposition.  They  may  not  have  the  true  concept  of  what 
^'^Ucalion  is  but  they  are  firmly  convinced  of  its  desirability  and  thoroughly 
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trMUHtliul  nn  to  itH  utility  in  their  children's  life-equipmeat  and  readi 
sumo  (inAnoiiil  hurdona  for  its  acquisition.  Tbej  show  this  by  not  oo 
»o|iin^  thoir  schools  opon  the  year  round,  but  in  enclosing  and  beautifyii 
c  jj:roun\i»,  in  providin;;:  apparatus,  etc.  In  the  Parishes  of  Kent  Count 
dod  to  my  In^pootorato  by  the  last  revision  this  is  not  so»  at  least  to  ti 
mo  oxtoiit.  Tho  school  houses  arc  not  painted,  or  in  good  repair,  they  a 
^uppliovl  with  maps,  blackboards,  and  other  apparatus,  the  grounds  a 
rt^ly  onolosod  and  ovorythins;  about  the  schools  has  an  air  of  neglect  ai 
vay,  Thoro  an^  somo  notable  exceptions  to  this  rule  such  aaat  Gallowa 
lAU^ovillo  and  Mundloville  and  in  the  towns  of  Kichibucto  and  Bexto 
10  oau^o  of  this  is  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  people.  As  i

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titled  to  two.  The  Trustees  are  alive  to  their  privileges  in  this  respect,  and 
willy  in  the  near  future,  arrange  for  departmental  work  in  their  High  School, 
with  teachers  specially  qualified  for  each  group  of  subjects  in  the  Collegiate 
Course.  This  is  very  essential  in  the  Classical  and  Natural  Science  subjects 
especially.  The  Campbellton  School  has  but  one  teacher  for  its  High 
School  work  and  it  is  marvellous  how  he  can  obtain  the  results  he  does. 
He  has  not  the  time  to  give  a  thoroughly  practical  course  in  the  Natural 
Science  subjects  while  he  has  all  the  work  of  Grades  IX,  X  and  XI.  This 
school  has  the  most  progressive  Board  of  Trustees  ot  my  Inspectorate,  if  not 
of  the  Province,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  they  will  employ  for  Grade 
IX  a  teacher  qualified  to  take  a  group  of  subjects  throughout  the  High 
School  Grades.  The  Richibucto  School  does  not  get  the  support  from  the 
town  and  county  that  it  deserves.  The  parents  are  tinctured  with  the  pre- 
vailing lack  of  interest  already  noticed  as  being  a  feature  of  the  county. 
The  enrollment  at  the  time  of  my  visit  was  twenty-two,  a  sufficient  number 
if  they  came  regularly.  This  large  and  populous  county  could  surely  supply 
a  larger  attendance  to  the  only  Public  School  within  its  borders  qualified  to 
prepare  students  for  matriculation  into  the  University  of  New  Brunswick. 
Oiiiy  Jour  of  the  twenty-two  were  in  Standard  X,  the  highest  standard  in 
the  school.  Two  of  the  four  were  studying  Classics  and  Mathematics  of  the 
11th  Standard  but  the  Principal  did  not  think  it  wise  to  advance  them  to 
Grade  XI  and  I  quite  agreed  with  him. 

SUPERIOR  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  of  these  schools  in  my  Inspectorate,  viz.,  at  Dalhonsie, 
Newcantle,  Donglastown,  Blackville,  Derby,  Doaktown,  Bexton,  Harcourt  and 
Bass  River.  They  are  for  the  mo^t  part  doing  fairly  well  the  work  for  which 
they  are  intended.  In  a  comparative  estimate  of  their  work  I  wonld  rate 
Newcastle  and  Dalhonsie  among  the  best  and  Blackville  and  Douglastown 
among  the  poorest  of  these  schools.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Blackville  can 
scarcely  be  ranked  as  a  Superior  School,  so  poorly  do  the  pupils  attend  and 
80  little  interest  is  taken  in  the  advanced  work  by  anyone  in  the  district.  If 
better  results  are  not  shown  at  my  next  visit  I  shall  be  compelled  to  recom- 
mend that  the  Superior  Grant  be  suspended,  it  not  withdrawn  from  this  school. 

GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

For  the  moat  part  the  Graded  Schools  of  this  section  do  very  satisfactory 
work.  The  exceptions  to  this  rale  have  been  mentioned  in  my  monthly 
reports.     In  the  larger  towns  where  there  is  but  one  grade  in  a  room  and 
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rheieone  would  Datorally  expect  to  find  perfect  work,  the  anrroandh 
fford  maDv  distractiona  to  draw  the  popild'  minds  away  from  their  stodi 
lere  the  teacher's  hardest  task  is  to  keep  ap  the  interest  so  as  to  stimnl 
be  papilet  to  gelf  exertion.  Some  fail  to  do  this  and  their  work  degenera 
Dto  *'grind*'  and  ^cram'*  of  the  worst  description  in  which  the  popil  becon 
nerel?  a  passive  recipient.  Uence  the  failures  that  have  been  noticed, 
ach  rooms  the  discipline  is  notoriously  bad  and  order  is  pre^erTed  by  f 
[Uent  resort  to  corporal  punishment,  a  thing  unknown  in  the  best  tao] 
chools.  In  the  smaller  villages  the  oatside  attractions  are  not  so  great  I 
he  teacher  has  four  grades  to  teach,  and  to  do  this  so  as  to  keep  all  c 
tantly  employed  at  interesting  and  educative  work  lequires  ability  of  a  hi 
rder,  perfected  by  years  of  experience.  Appointments  to  these  positic 
re  not  always  decided  by  merit. 

UNGRADED  SCHOOLS. 

I  can  assert  with  confidence  that  these  schools  are  doing  better  w( 
ban  ever  before,  that  the  srihool  houses  are  more  comfortable,  more  attract) 
nd  better  supplied  with  apparatus,  thut  the  teachers  are  better  educat 
ULve  greater  skill  and  are  more  devoted  than  at  any  time  in  the  history 
>Qr  iree  schools,  and  still  they  are  not  giving  the  satisfaction  they  ga 
'ear&  a^ro  when  they  were  much  less  efficient  The  demands  made  uf 
his  cCass  of  ^oh:ioi«  are  much  greater  tha<j  they  were.  .  Many  parents  livi 
D  the  rur&]  di^iri^t^  are  ambitious  to  have  their  children  acquire  as  good 
•kdncaticD  as  ihe  town  schools  affjrd.  They  have  neither  the  means  nor  1 
ocIiDaifoL  i«^  ^eird  :beir  children  awav  from  home.  Thev  look  to  the  di^tr 
ci>co:  fc;  wbat  ibey  require.  The  consequence  is  that  while  in  former  ye 
I  was  ccrsua:  to  frd  in  t!iese  schools  pupils  in  advance  of  grade  IV,  nowii

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Colbome. — The  four  schools  of  this  small  but  wealthy  Parish  were  kept 
10  operatioQ  during  the  year  aod  were  more  thau  ordinarily  satisfactorily 
conducted.  On  Heron  Island  some  much  needed  repairs  were  made  to  the 
school  house. 

Dalliouaie. — The  attendance  at  Shannon  Yale  School  has  fallen  off  con- 
siderably the  last  year  or  two.  At  Summerside  the  attendance  is  on  the 
increase.  The  school  at  Dalhousie  Junction  made  some  needed  improve- 
ment.    At  Richardsville  the  school  accommodation  was  taxed  to  its  limit. 

Addington — Glencoe  has  a  very  small  but  well  conducted  school. 
Glen  Levit  school  had  such  a  mixture  of  old  and  new  readers  in  its  classes 
that  the  teacher  found  it  impossible  to  do  good  work  in  this  subject.  The 
Flat  Lands  school  has  two  classes  (Grades  Vi  and  VII)  in  advance  of  Grade  V, 

Eldon  — There  are  four  schools  in  this  Parish,  all  small  except  at  Church- 
ville  from  which  the  teacher  was  absent  on  business  the  day  of  my  visit. 

Harcourt — District  No.  5  has  the  Superior  school  of  two  departments, 
and  a  small  miscellaneous  school  a  couple  of  miles  away  from  the  superior 
school.  It  would  be  better  in  every  way  to  have  the  pupils  of  this  small 
school  conveyed  to  the  Superior  school  building.  Adamsville  and  Adamsville 
West  have  very  inferior  schools,  though  the  enrollment  at  the  former  is  quite 
respectable.  Grangeville  had  the  best  school  in  the  Parish  at  the  time  of 
my  visit  in  September. 

Weldford. — There  are  far  too  many  schools  in  this  Parish  closed  in  the 
winter,  for  good  results  to  be  expected.  All  the  schools  opened  second  term 
but  the  smallpox  broke  out  while  I  was  making  my  tour  among  them  and 
many  of  them  were  closed  by  order  of  t|^  Board  of  Health.  Brown's  Yard 
keep'4  its  school  open  during  the  summer  only.  If  it  continues  this  practice 
I  shall  recommend  that  it  be  joined  to  Bass  River  district.  The  upper  Main 
River  school  house  is  sadly  out  of  repair.  *  The  school  at  Bass  River  Point 
improved  considerably  during  the  year.  Main  River  school  should  be  one  of 
the  best  in  the  Parish  and  should  not  be  closed  a  single  school  day  in  the 
year.  The  Mundleville  school  was  closed  during  first  term.  East  Branch 
was  open  only  second  term  and  the  same  is  true  of  Brown's  Yard,  Harle;^ 
Road,  Upper  Main  River,  Smith's  Corner  and  East  Branch.  Some  repairs 
were  made  in  South  Branch  school  house.  St.  Norbert  keeps  school 
regularly  but  the  pupils  advance  little  beyond  Grade  11.  Louisbourg  repaired 
the  inside  of  its  school  house  during  summer  vacation.  Maple  Ridge  is  a 
new  district.  Beersville  has  a  large  enrollment  and  should  never  be  closed 
as  it  was  first  term.  Bend  Road  had  no  school  for  over  two  years  till  near 
•the  middle  of  second  term. 
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Bichibudo  — East  Galloway  had  Dot  operated  a  school  for  a  year  bef( 
be  begiDiDg  of  second  term.  Mill  Creek  and  Upper  Mill  Creek  sboold 
)iDed.  The  two  woald  make  one  good  district  that  conld  keep  a  sob 
ontinaonaly  and  conld  afford  decent  school  accommodation  and  applianc 
*be  trnstees  of  the  town  of  Richibncto  made  extensive  repairs  on  the  ontsi 
f  the  Grammar  School  building  and  will  repaint  and  refarnish  the  rooms 
inds  permit.  The  school  house  at  Jardine's  Yard  is  a  verv  poor  affair  a 
honld  be  replaced  by  a  new  building. 


ARBOR   DAT. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  about  the  usual  number  of  schools  in  abo 
be  usual  manner — part  house  cleaning  and  part  holiday,  with  some  crn< 
ttempt  at  tree  planting,  not  a  whit  more  skilful  than  on  the  first  Arbor  Di 
ow  many  years  ago. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  yearly  observance  of  Arbor  Day  in  the  schcx 
'ould  lead  to  an  interest  being  taken  throughout  the  country,  not  only 
ree-planting  and  care  of  trees  but  in  the  whole  subject  of  Forestry,  and  th 
I  a  few  years  when  the  school  grounds  had  become  plentifully  suppll 
ith  trees,  the  roads  and  byways  would  receive  attention,  and  finally  th 
ftch  waste  place  would  receive  similar  treatment  and  thus  become  *'a  tbin 
r  beauty  and  a  joy  forever.''  Greater  progress  would  undoubtedly  be  ma< 
I  eur  schools  conld  we  have  districts  large  enough  to  embrace  Parishes  i 
ven  larger  areas,  with  the  Boards  of  Trustees  partly  appointed  by  tl 
oard  of  Education  and  partly  appointed  by  the  County  Council  or  electc 
i  the  Pari>h  meeting.  We  would  thus  get  quit  of  the  narrowness  ao 
Btty  jealousies  that  now  hamper  our  advance. 

MANUAL   TRAINING. 

The  School  Boards  in  several  of  the  towns  of  this  Inspectorate  ai 
^riously  considering  the  advisability  of  opening  departments  of  maoai 
aining.  The  Campbellton  Board,  always  foremost  in  everything  that  give 
romise  of  advantage  to  its  schools,  has  arranged  to  open  a  manual  trainio 
apartment  at  the  beginning  of  next  school  year,  the  first  so  far  as  I  cd 
•certain,  to  be  opened  in  the  Province  under  the  Act  passed  last  session  < 
le  legislature.

The  usual  Dumber  of  schools  were  in  operation  during   the  year.     A 
districts  have  not  a  sufficient  number   of  pupils  to  maintain  a  school, 
eee  are  Taylor  Villatze,  No.  22,  Dorchester,  which  has  only  one  child  of 
liool  age.  Second  Westcock,  No.  1,  Sackville,  and  Coles  Island,  No.  8, 
ickville.     Some  of  the  pupils    of  this  district  attend  the  school  in   No.  9, 
iddleton.    No.  3,  Dorchester,  ran  a  school  last  term  with  an  enrolment  of 
or  pupils.     The  pupils  of  this  district  are  within  reach  of  the   Dorchester 
School  and  attended  there  for  one  term. 

New  school  houses  have  been  built  durioc;  the  year  in  Murray  Road 
district.  No.  13,  Botsford,  and  in  Long  Lake,  No.  23,  Botstord.     In  Forest 
Gleo  district,  No.  2,  Salisbury,  the  school  house  has  been  moved  to  a  more 
suitable  location  and  an  additional  department  built,  so  that  this  is   now  a 
graded  school  of  two  departments,  and  the  school  accommodation  is  much 
better  suited  to   the  needs  of  the    district.     The  credit   of  this   improved 
accommodation  is  largely  due  to  the  eflforts  of  Mr,  T.  W.    Colpitts.     The 
Qsual  amount  of  general  improvemeota  have  been  made  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts during  the  year.     A  new  school  house  is  needed  in  Hicksville,    No. 
15,  Salisbury  and  Havelock.

SUPERIOR   SCHOOLS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  R.  D.  Hanson,  M.  A.,  resigned  his  position 
as  principal  of  the  school  at  Pctitcodiac  to  accept  the  principalship  of  the 
Bathurst  Grammar  School.  Mr.  Harry  Burns,  B.  A.,  was  appointed  to  the 
Petitcodiac  School.  Mr.  Burnett  and  Miss  Laura  Fowler  continued  to  do 
good  work  in  the  Intermediate  and  Primary   departments.     Mr.    A.  C.  M. 
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nraoD  was  followed  by  Mr.  M.  J.  Wallace,  in  the  Salisbury  sobool  at  the 
linuing  of  the  year.  This  school  which  for  several  years  has  been  a 
ool  of  three  departments  was  at  the  first  of  the  year  reduced  to  two  de- 
tments.  I  understand,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  contemplate 
10  establishing  the  third  department.  Mr.  H.  B.  Steeves,  B.  SC,  who 
y  successfully  filled  the  position  of  principal  of  the  Dorchester  School 
the  year  ended  30th  June,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  on  the  High 
iool  staff  in  Moncton  city.  Mr.  B.  P.  Steeves  followed  him  as  principal 
Jiis  school.  The  other  teachers  are  Mr.  T.  T.  Goodwin,  Miss  Nicbol, 
IS  Alice  Alward,  and  Miss  Chambers,  Mr.  F.  A.  Dixon,  M.  A.  remains 
niipalof  the  school  in  No.  9,  Sackville.  He  has  for  associate  teachers 
.  Barnes,  Miss  Ramsay,  and  Miss  Brownell.  Mr*  Fred.  S.  James  fol- 
red  Mr.  McKnight  in  the  School  in  No.  11,  Sackville,  and  Mr.  J.  T. 
en  followed  Mr.  Field  in  the  Port  Elgin  School  at  the  beginning  ot  the 
ir.  Mr.  Fitzpatriok  and  Miss  Birdie  Doyle  are  Mr.  Allen's  associate 
chers.  Mr.  Webb  remains  principal  of  the  Shediac  School.  He  has 
ociatecl  with  him  Miss  Jessie  MacDougall,  and  Miss  Nesbit. 

OTHER  GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

Besides  the  Superior  Schools  there  are  in  this  county  graded  schools  of 
>  departments  each,  in  Fox  Creek,  No.  3,  Moncton ;  Mill,  No.  9, 
•ncton;  Lewisville,  No.  10,  Moncton;  Lutz  Mountain,  No.  16,  Moncton; 
rest  Glen,  No.  2,  Salisbury,  and  Bale  Verte,  No.  2,  Westmorland. 

In  many  of  the  ungraded  schools  work  beyond  the  requirements  of 
ade  Y  is  done,  and  as  many  of  these  schools  have  a  large  enrolment 
lecially  during  the  winter  months  the  work  for  one  teacher  becomes  very 
ivy.  More  of  these  8chools  should  have  class-rooms  and  employ  regular 
istants. 

ALBERT  COUNTY. 

SUPERIOR   SCHOOLS. 

Mr.  Wm.  M.  Burns  was  appointed  principal  of  the  Hillsboro  school  on 
)  retirement  of  Mr.  Fred  S.  James  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Miss  Deborah 
$hop  and  Miss  Beatrice  Steeves  remain  in  the  Intermediate  and  Primary 
partments.  Mr.  H.  H.  Stuart  remains  principal  of  the  Hopewell  Hill 
bool  with  Miss  Grace  McGorman  in  the  Primary  department. 
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OTHER  GRADED  SCHOOLS. 

BoRides  the  Superior  schools  there  are  in  my  Inspectorate  in  this  county 
schools  of  two  departments  in  Harvey  Corner  district.  No.  3,  Harvey ; 
Biverside  No.  1,  Hopewell;  Hopewell  Cape,  No.  7,  Hopewell;  Albert  No. 
10,  Hopewell;  Surrey,  No,  3,  Hillsboro';  and  Demorselle  Creek,  No.  6, 
Hillsboro'.  The  Dawson  Settlement  School  is  now  being  operated  with  a 
teacher  and  an  assistant. 

The  work  done  throughout  the  year  has  been  on  the  whole  quite  satis- 
factory. The  work  in  the  Superior  and  other  graded  schools  very 
satisfactory. 

MONCTON  CITY. 

The  High  School^stafi  suflfered  a  loss  in  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Acheson 
who  received  an  appointment  in  South  Africa.  Mr.  W.  A.  Cowperthwaite, 
M.  A.,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  schools  throughout  the  city 
continue  to  maintain  their  high  standard  of  efficiency.  A  careful  and  judic- 
ious oversight  is  exercised  over  the  schools  by  the  painstaking  and  com- 
petent Superintendent,  Mr.  F.  A.  McGully,  M.  A.,  LL.  B.,  who 
possesses  in  a  high  degree  the  happy  faculty  of  adjusting  any  difficulty  that 
may  arise. 

Should  the  principle  of  centralization  which  is  being  now  advocated  be 
adopted,  and  I  hope  it  will  be,  there  will  be  ample  opportunity  for  carrying 
out  the  principle  in  this  Inspectorate,  as  there  are  many  populous  and 
I7ealthy  districts  with  school  houses  at  very  short  distances  apart.  This  is 
especially  true  of  certain  sections  of  Albert  County  where  this  plan  could  be 
carried  out  to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

The  Westmorland  County  Institute  met  at  Port  Elgin,  and  the  Albert 
County  Institute  at  Hopewell  Hill.  As  it  was  not  my  privilege  to  attend 
either  I  cannot  speak  from  personal  knowledge,  but  from  reports  received 
I  learn  that  both  Institutes  were  as  usual  successful  in  a  high  degree. 

The  usual  amount  of  improvements,  external  and  internal,  were  made 
on  Arbor  Day.

Sir: — I  beg  to  submit  the  followmg  report  on  fbo  conditioD  of  the 
public  Bcboois  ID  iDspectoral  district  No.  3,  fur  tlia  year  eudiog  Deo.  31, 1902, 

A  scarcity  in  the  supply  of  teachers  Ima  exigled  throughout  the  year. 
Ouriug  the  winter  term  I  felt  it  advisable  to  recomtDeod  grautiag  a  few 
local  licenees.  The  schools  in  districts  in  which  such  local  liceased  teachers 
were  employed,  were  for  the  most  patt  very  inefficient,  nod  iheretore  un- 
BRtiBfactory  to  me.  I  find  kIso  that  many  rate  payers  disapprove  of  antraioad 
teachers  being  employed,  Accordingly,  I  have  rocomoiended  do  one  fei 
local  license  during  the  summer  term,  although  many  diatrictd  have  lur  thu 
reason  been  without  schools. 

The  practice  of  not  opeoing  school  in  the  summer  term  until  about  the 
first  of  September  appears  to  be  growing  in  country  districts.  The  servicea 
of  the  larger  chlMren  nre  needed  at  home,  and  parents  are  not  desirous  that 
the  youuger  children  should  go  to  school  until  the  days  ol  the  greatest 
summer  beat  are  gone. 

I  am  able  to  say  that  the  number  of  schools  in  which  a  very  good  claa« 
of  work  in  being  done,  is  increasing.  Perhaps  more  than  the  usual  amount 
of  attentioo  has  been  given  to  the  care  of  school  property,  and  a  correapood- 
JDg  improvemeut  in  the  appearance  of  school  houses,  premises,  furniture  aud 
apparatus  is  the  result. 

GRADED    SCHOOLS. 


The  Alma  grammar  school  continues  in  charge  of  T.  E.  Colpitis,  1 
B.  A.     The  primary  department  is   taught  by  Miss   Evelyn    Bennett     Botlf 
departments  have   a   large   number   ot    papiis.     Mr.    Coipitt's   room    needu 
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refurDiefiiDg.  The  work  of  thia  school  woald  be  more  efficieut  if  soother 
dopanmeiit  were  oBtablished,  as  the  principal  baa  far  too  maoy  grades  to 
leach. 

The  freqoent  cbaoges  Id  the  principalsbip  oi  the  Soasex  grammar  school 
necessarily  affect  to  a  coiisiderablo  exteot  the  tboronghoess  of  the  work 
done.  Mr.  A.  B.  Magg3,  M.  A.  (Harv.),  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Jonah,  two  very 
CQOipetent  teachers,  are  now  in  charge  of  the  gramtDar  departmeDt.  It  is  to 
vc  hoped,  \a  the  beat  interest  of  the  school,  that  these  gentlemen  may  ba 
mduced  to  remain  id  charge  for  a  lengthened  period.  The  enrollment  of 
pDpila  in  a||  the  schools  of  the  town  is  increasing  each  year.  Before  long 
'be  trustees  and  people  will  find  themselves  face  to  face  with  a  problem  of 
supplying  enlarged  accommodation. 

Mr.  Rex  Cormier  cnntinces  in  charge  of  the  Hampton  superior  school, 
^itli  good  success.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  last  spring  I  was  able  to  note 
^  >Xiarlied  improvement  in  both  departments.  Mtsa  Frances  Prichard  is  the 
primary  teacher. 

The  BloomSeld  superior  school  has  a  very  small  attendance  of  pnpila  in 
"'••h  departments.  Mr.  B.  P.  Steeves,  B.  A.  and  Miss  Ada  Wetmore  were 
" '  **  teachers  for  the  winter  term.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  a  change 
'  •  'he  principalahip.  It  is  my  opinion  that  district  No.  6,  Norton,  which  has 
"  '  '-'nsiderable  child  population,  aod  in  which  there  has  been  do  school  for  a 
OQmljer  oi  years,  should  be  united  with  district  No.  2,  in  which  is  the 
^*^p«tTior  school  of  the  pariah,  and  I  intend  to  recommend  the  same  to  the 
^  "trd  at  au  early  date. 

The  Apohaqui  superior  school  had  a  complete  change  of  teucbers  at  tlie 
'"^Qiniog  oi  the  summer  term.  Mr.  Geo,  McCrea  and  Miss  Ada  Northup 
^^''QtniDg  charge  at  that  time.  The  eurollmeut  in  this  school  is  also  quite 
AOtall,  but  I  think  not  quite  so  small  as  it  was  a  year  ago.  There  is  besides 
*  ■'^ejing  of  confidence  in  the  effic'ency  of  the  school  which  augurs  well  for 
"s  luiare  success. 

The  work  of  the  Penobsquia  snperior  school  I  found  at  my  last  visit  to 
^  highly  satisfactory,  in  both  departments.  Quite  extensive  repairs  hav« 
**>Ce  been  made  to  the  principal's  room  and  new  black-boards  have  been 
applied.  Frinciital  G.  T.  Morton  lias  rusigued  bis  position,  aod  retires  from 
profesaioD  after  many  years  of  successful  work. 

Siuce  the  rearrangement  of  grades  in  IJavelock  superior  sobool,  more 
^factory  work  has  been  shown,  but  there  are  far  too  many  changes  in  th» 
^liera,  especially  of  principal,  for  the  best   results  to   be   atlained   in  the 
*<=hool. 
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The  Elgin  superior  school  has  a  very  large  eDroIImeDt  of  papils.  Another 
artment  should  be  opened.  The  assessable  valuation  of  the  didtrict 
rever,  is  not  very  large,  and  it  seems  difficult  to  convince  the  people  of 
present  inefficient  service. 

There  is  little  of  special  interest  to  report  of  the  Hampton  Village  school 
ee  departments).  Mr.  Orion  Grey  is  the  principal,  Miss  Margaret  M. 
svart  successfully  conducts  the  primary  department.  I  have  strong  hope 
;  before  long,  Hampton  Village  and  Hampton  Station  districts  will  unite 

have  a  central  f^nhool,  which  will  also  be  able  to  accommodate  two  other 
ving  district-!.  Many  of  the  rate  payers  are  in  favor  of  such  a  union, 
cL,  I  think,  could  not  fail  to  be  beneficial  in  a  very  high  degree. 

I  hope  that  the  trustees  of  Norton  Station  district  No.  1.  Norton,  will, 
)re  long  see  their  way  clear  to  the  erection  of  a  good  school  building 
ch  is  much  needed.  The  number  of  children  in  the  district  is  large, 
h  a  new  house  and  a  good  staff  of  teachers  there  is  an  opportunity  to 
e  one  of  the  best  schools  in  the  country. 

A  very  efficient  school  is  maintained  at  Sussex  Corner.  Both  teachers 
d  been  in  charge  for  some  time.  A  supply  of  very  excellent  furniture 
receuily  been  provided. 

UNGRADED   SCHOOLS. 

Albert  Co. — Nos.  2, 3,  and  6,  Alma  have  had  schools  both  terms  this  year. 
•To.  2  the  sc^iool  did  not  open  in  the  summer  term  until  quite  late,  as  a 
her  could  not  be  procured.  Bajitings,  N6.  3  has  procured  some  new 
Iturf^  and  some  apparatus.  In  Sinclair  Hill,  No.  6,  the  school  is  very 
!L  Htibron,  No.  8,  has  a  larger  number  of  pupils  than  for  some  time  past, 
rv,  Xo.  7,  has  had  no  school  because  a  teacher  could  not  be  obtained. 

No.  4,  Elgin,  has  had  a  school  during  a  portion  of  the  summer  term. 
;or,  No.  6,  Elgin,  is  s>idly  in  need  ot  a  new  school  house.  1  have  brought 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  trustees,  and  trust  that  a  new  school  house 
be  built  next  aummer.  Mullins.  No.  8,  has  a  school  house  in  very  poor 
ill  ion.  Steps  are  being  taken  to  repair  it.  New  furniture  has  been 
vied,  Plea.-ant  Yale. No.  11,  haj^  a  very  good  school  indeed.  It  ranks 
Qir  the  best  ung'aded  schools  in  this  Inspectorate.  Graves  Settlement 
1;^,  had  a  school    during  the    summer  term — the    first  in    several  years. 

7,  19  and  15,  in  the  parish  of  Elgin  were  unable  to  get  teachers. 

Queens  Co — At  the  time  of  my  visit  to  the  parish  of  Brunswick,  there 
)  but  two  schools  in  operation,  Nos.  1  and  3.  Other  districts  were  seeking 
hers  but  with  little  prospect  of  success. 
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District  No.  4,  Cambridge,  has  repaired  its  school  house,  so  that  the  io- 
side  DOW  presents  quite  a  respectable  appearance  and  it  must  be  quite 
comfortable.  New  furniture  is  needed.  Mill  Cove,  No.  6,  had  no  school 
during  the  summer  term.  Trustees  found  it  difficult  to  find  a  teacher.  The 
house  has  been  supplied  with  new  furniture. 

Thome  Town,  No  3,  Johnston,  has  a  very  poor  equipment  of  maps  and 
apparatus.  The  attention  of  the  trustees  h%8  been  frequently  called  to  the 
needs  of  the  school.  I  should  regret  if  I  am  compelled  to  recommend  sterner 
measures.  Lower  SapiJs,  No.  6,  was  without  a  school  the  summer  term. 
The  probabilities  are,  that  before  very  long,  No.  7,  Johnston,  must  have  a 
school.  There  has  been  no  school  in  this  district  for  ten  or  eleven  years.  Upper 
Salmon  Creek,  No.  13.  Johnston,  has  provided  new  furniture.  Nos.  2,  7  and 
11,  are  the  only  districts  in  the  parish  of  Johnston  in  which  there  has  been 
DO  school  some  time  during  the  year. 

No.  3;  Waterboro,  has  very  well  repaired  the  school  house  and  provided 
new  furniture.  Nos.  5  and  6  have  not  yet  been  united.  Both  have  had 
schools  some  time  during  the  year.  In  both,  the  attendance  is  quite 
small.  A  union  is  most  desirable.  I  hope,  when  I  visit  Young's  Cove,  No.  7 
and  Wiggin's  Cove,  No.  10,  to  find  the  school  property  in^  better  condition 
than  at  my  last  vienit. 

The  only  district  in  the  parish  of  Wickham  not  having  school  the  summer 
term  was  Lewis'  Cove,  No.  8.  The  enrollment  in  Carpenter,  No.  2,  is  very 
small. 

Kings  Co, — Goshen,  No  4,  Card  well,  has  made  some  repairs  to  school 
house,  and  is  again  operating  a  school .  Portage,  No.  6,  had  no  school  during 
the  summer  term.  The  number  of  children  in  the  district  is  quite  small. 
The  school  house  in  Moore's  Mills,  No.  7,  needs  painting,  as  does  also  the 
school  house  in  No.  8,  after  repairs  have  been  made. 

Saddleback,  No.  5,  has  ceased  to  operate  a  school,  as  has  also  London* 
derry  No.  3,  Hammond.  Cause — very  few  or  no  children.  No.  2  has 
again  no  BCbool.  The  enrollment  the  last  term  the  school  was  in  operation 
was  small.  Martin's  Head  Road  No.  7  is  mostly  wilderness  land  and  should 
be  made  a  part  of  Hammond  Yale,  district  No.  4.  os.  4  and  6  have  the 
largest  schools  in  Hammond  parish. 

Groom's  Cove,  No.  8,  Hampton,  has  made  thorough  repairs  to  the 
school  house.  It  is  now  a  comfortable  and  respectable  building.  District 
No.  4,  has  had  no  school  for  about  three  years.  -In  No.  7  the  school  house 
is  dilapidated  and  presents  a  forsaken  appoarance.     Through  the  efforts  of  a 


former  teacher,  new  furoiture  has  been  procured.  Nob.  5,  aod  9,  offer  sa 
excellent  npi>ortiiDity  for  centralizatioD — both  schools  are  quite  amall. 

Elmwood  No.  23,  Havelock,  has  at  present  so  few  children  to  atteod 
school,  that  none  can  be  maJDtaioed.  Cannaii  Road,  No.  10,  has  provided 
new  furniture,  a  hard-wood  floor,  and  considerable  apparatus.  Springbiil, 
No.  9,  does  not  keep  the  school  lence  and  grounde  in  good  condition.  They 
are  untidy.  Elm  Corner,  No.  7,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  pupils 
in  the  district,  has  consented  to  grade  the  school,  and  two  teachers  will 
hereafter  be  employed.  There  has  been  no  school  in  Perry  Settlement,  No. 
3,  througboiit  the  year.  The  echool  In  Anagance  Ridge,  No.  1,  ia  very 
large.  The  capacity  of  the  new  echool  house  is  over-taxed.  A  gradual 
improvement  in  the  school  and  school  property  io  Cora  Hill,  Ko,  2,  is 
taking  place.  There  was  no  school  in  White's  Mountains,  No.  4,  during 
the  winter  term. 

There  are  six  districts  in  the  Parish  of  Kara.  Four  of  tbem  at  least 
should  be  united,  and  a  good  school  bouse  kuilt  at  Downeyville.  Such  a 
school  would  have  no  more  than  fifty  or  sixty  pupils.  Eastern  Kara  baa  ■ 
smaller  attendance  than  any  school  in  the  Parish.  It  is  however  3o  le- 
motely  situated,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  unite  the  district  with  any 
other. 

At  Kingston  Village,  in  the  Pariah  of  Kingston,  the  McDonald  ceatrA- 
lized  school  is  expected  to  be  in  operation  in  September  next.  Five  distriots, 
I  believe,  are  to  unite,  and  the  experiment  of  centralizing  schools  on  an 
extended  scale,  so  far  at  least  as  this  Province  is  concerned,  will  be  given  a 
f»ir  ti'i:il.  Walton  Lnke,  No.  14,  which  for  some  time  has  been  without  a 
school,  had  school  during  the  summer  term. 

There  was  no  school  in  Lower  Norton,  No.  4,  Norton,  during  tl^ 
winter  term.  A  teacher  was  engaged  who  taught  only  a  few  days.  A  good 
school  was  in  operation  the  summer  term.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  to 
District  No.  5,  Norton,  the  srhool  had  not  been  opened.  Miss  Mabel  Cbap- 
man  was  in  oharne  of  the  school  throughout  the  year.  There  has  been  do 
school  in  Middleton,  No.  11,  for  some  time  past. 

Forrester's  Cove,  No.  6,  Rothesay,  has  procured  by  means  of  a  social, 
good  school  furnttiite.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Miss  Gnllugher,  the  teacher, 
for  her  efibrtb  on  hohalf  of  the  school.  The  school  house  is  becoming  di- 
lapitated.  I  have  called  the  Trustees'  attention  to  the  necessity  for  repairs 
at  once.  All  the  working 'districts  in  tbisPaM^h  have  h^td  school  during 
the  year.     Westmorland  Road,  No.  1,1^  (Ji.-fu!>t. 
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i 
Pascobac,  No.  16,  Springfield,  has  not  sufficient  room  accommodation 

.  for  the  number  of  pupils  attending  school.  The  furniture  is  also  poor. 
Brunswick^  District  No.  7,  has  thoroughly  repaired  its  school  house  inside 
and  out,  but  owing  to  difficulties  in  the  district,  there  was  ne  school  during 
the  summer  term.  Kiersteadville,  No.  8,  has  again  a  school  in  operation. 
District  No.  1,  is  lacking  some  needful  apparatus.  The  school  is  not  as  sat- 
isfactory as  I  should  like.  East  Scotch  Settlement,  No.  5,  has  now  good 
furniture  and  a  very  good  school  room.  In  District  No.  2,  the  enrollment 
is  very  small,  but  the  school  has  been  very  efficiently  conducted. 

All  districts  in  the  parish  of  Studholm,  with  the  exception  of  Nos.  1»  8 
and  22,  have  had  school  some  portion  of  the  year,  most  of  them  throughout 
the  year.  New  furniture  is  needed  in  the  school  at, Lower  Millstream, 
District  No.  13.  This  District  has  a  large  number  of  children,  and  conse* 
quently  a  class-room  assistant,  holding  a  regular  provincial  license,  is  em- 
ployed. The  apparatus  in  the  school  is  indifferent.  In  Summerfield,  No.  5, 
some  repairs  have  been  made  to  school  property,  and  a  supply  of  apparatus 
obtained.  Sheck,  No.  2,  has,  I  understand,  on  my  recommendation,  en- 
larged the  school  house.  Carsonville,  No.  4,  is  steadily  improving  its 
school,  anf^  the  condition  of  its  school  property.  A  very  good  class  of 
work  is  being  done  at  Newtown,  No.  8.  Some  needful  apparatus  should  be 
procured  in  Collina  School,  District  No.  15,  but  as  their  new  school  house 
is  not  yet  paid  for,  I  have  not  urged  them  too  strongly.  Improvements  have 
been  made  to  the  school  house  iu  Fenwick  District,  Ne.  17,  It  looks 
better  and  is  more  comfortable.  District  No.  16,  lacks  a  good  deal  of 
necessary  apparatus  for  an  efficient  school.  I  have  called  the  Trustees' 
attention  to  the  needs,  but  have,  as  yet,  received  no  intimation  of  com- 
pliance with  my  request. 

New  furniture  and  black-boards  have  been  supplied  for  the  school  in 
Ward's  Creek,  District  No.  7,  Sussex.  Th§  school  in  Ratter's  Corner,  No. 
11,  is  very  small.  It  id  doubtful  whether  the  school  can  be  continued. 
Very  satisfactory  work  indeed  continues  to  be  done  in  Drury's  Cove,  No. 
16.     The  same  teacher  has  been  in  charge  for  over  seven  years. 

Primrose,  Border  District,  No.  2,  Upham,  which  has  had  no  school  for 
some  time,  has  under  pressure  again  opened  its  school  house  doors  to  the 
children.  Connor  Settlement,  No.  25,  had  a  school  during  a  part  of  the 
winter  term.  The  Titusville  School,  District  No.  3,  is  iu  need  of  new  furn- 
iture. New  furniture  has  recently  been  provided  for  the  school  in  Barnes- 
ville.  No.  1. 


In  Wallace,  No.  9,  WBterfortJ.  there  has  been  no  Bchool  tbrougbout  the 
year.  Truslooe  say  they  could  not  litid  a  teacher.  Oonegal,  No.  4,  bat 
bad  DO  school  fur  h  eimiliir  reason. 

Kennebecasis  leltind.  No.  9,  Weetlield.  fans  a  very  poor  s  cbool  bouse. 
I  have  recomsieDiled  that  a  new  one  be  built. 

Diit'ing  tbo  year,  I  have  visited  404  scfaoolfi  and  districts— 230  during  the 
winter  term  and  174  the  summer  term.  I  have  nmde  more  tbou  the  uaual 
number  of  written  reports  to  Trustees,  and  have  held  several  public  meet- 
ings of  rate-payers.  I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  [leople  tbe 
advantanges  to  lie  derived  from  unitiog  weak  aud  sparioly  settled  districts. 
It  is  quite  easy  to  couvince  them  of  the  greater  efficiency  that  would  result 
a  school  work,  but  the  fear  of  increased  expense  delays  action. 

The  annual  meeting  ol  the  Kings  County  Institute  was  held  at  Hampton 
in  Scpleaiber.  A  pul)lic  meeting,  largely  attended,  was  held  in  the  hill  ul 
Hampton  Village.  Interesting  aud  instructive  addresses  were  delivered  by 
tbe  ChiefgSuperintcndent  «f  Education,  Prof.  VV.  T.  Eaymond,  and  others.

Sib: — I  beg  to  sufamit  the  following  report  for  tbo  year  ended  Deoei 
3lBt.  1902. 

]  have'been  able  to  overtake  my  work  during  both  terms  and  not  more- 
tban  three  schools  id  operation  at  the  time  of  my  visits  have  not  been 
inspected. 

Since  my  last  report  I  have  been  relieved  from  the  work  in  the  pariebes 
of  Westfield,  Greenwich  and  Clarendon,  embracing  in  tili  about  seventeen 
organized  districts. 
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While  baying  as  mach  or  more  than  I  can  do  well,  without  these  parishes, 
I  feel  regret  leaving  them  as  they  coDtaiDeJ  very  satisfactory  schools  and  I 
had  many  pleasant  associations  with  the  people. 

As  I  reported  by  parishes  last  year  I  will  follow  my  usual  plan  and 
report  more  generally  this  year. 

2he  School  District, — There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  graded 
schools  each  year  and  possibly  a  small  shrinkage  in  the  number  of  ungraded. 
The  city  of  St.  John  now  employs  about  one  hundred  and  sixty  teachers — at 
the  time  of  the  union  there  were  in  the  vicinity  of  one  hundred  and  forty. 

During  both  terms  there  were  a  few  schools  that  were  unable  to  obtain 
teachers. 

There  are  a  number  of  districts  in  which  the  attendance  does  not  come 
up  to  the  legal  requirement  and  some  of  these  could  with  great  advantage 
unite  with  adjacent  ones. 

Centralization  is  becoming  better  understood,  though  there  are  yet  many 
who  are  fearful  of  its  results.  As  I  have  stated  before,  some  object  lessons 
are  needed,  and  it  would  be  ot  the  greatest  benefit  if  some  circulars  giving 
results  in  other  places  and  explaining  the  general  advantages  of  the  plan 
were  issued  for  general  circulation.  This  has  been  done  with  excellent 
results  in  several  states  to  the  south  of  us. 

The  most  instructive  object  lesson  in  this  province  will  be  that  furnished 
by  the  Sir  William  Macdonald  central  school  at  Kingt«ton  which  Prof. 
Robertson  expects  to  open  in  September  next.  The  experiment  will  prove 
the  more  educative  as  the  group  of  schools  will  be  entirely  rural  and  ungraded. 

Centralization  on  Campobello  continues  to  give  the  utmost  satisfaction. 

I  am  still  most  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  before  any  general  cr  success- 
ful scheme  of  centralization  can  be  carried  out,  that  district  school  boards 
will  have  to  give  place  to  parish  or,  as  they  are  styled  in  other  places,  town- 
ship school  boards. 

Such  boards  would  be  better  able  to  overcome  the  petty  local  feelings 
that  often  interfere  now  to  prevent  consolidation.  There  would  be  much 
more  sentiment  favourable  to  centralization  if  every  man  could  be  sure  that 
the  central  school  would  be  in  his  own  district.  From  the  wider  field  for 
selection,  such  boards  should  be  more  progressive  and  intelligent  and  as  in 
the  towns  some  of  the  members  should  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. It  would  ensure  independent  action  as  to  the  location  of  the  schools^, 
greater  permanency  and  I  believe,  better  salaries  for  the  teachers. 

In  matters  relating  to  assessment  the  change  would  be  greatly  ad- 
vantageous. 
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Tt  peems  desirable  that  some  cbaoge  shonld  be  made  in  tbe  maoner  (4 
poiotiog  assesBors  aa  considerable  digsatiBfaction  is  caused  bj  their  uneqaal 
JoatioDS. 

Being  at  present  tbe  appointees  of  parish  conncillors,  their  work  seems 
ther  in  tbe  direction,  in  too  many  cases,  of  pleasing  the  powers  that  be^ 
an  of  arriving  at  a  ja^t  and  true  valaation.  The  whole  tendency  is  in  the 
rection  of  lower  valaes,  and  the  estimates  in  different  parishes  vary  greatly, 
lis  resolts  in  a  large  nnmber  of  poor  districts. 

There  has  been  fully  as  much  improvement  in  building  and  renovating 
bool  buildings  as  in  other  years. 

Tn  St.  John  City,  West,  the  La  Tour,  a  very  fine  new  building,  has 
ten  occupied. 

In  the  North  End  of  the  city,  the   Dufferin  is  in  course   of  erection, 
is  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Madras  building  and  will  provide  ten  rooms 
id  an  exhibition  hall.     It  promises   to  be  the  equal  if  not  the  superior  of 
ly  school  building  in  tbe  city. 

Tbe  new  school  house  at  Dewolf,  Charlotte  Co.  was  occupied  at  tbe 
^ginning  of  the  year,  and  is  well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  district.  A  fine 
)W  house  has,  during  the  year,  been  built  at  Whittier*s  Ridge,  Charlotte 
3.     It  will  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  1903.

leachers  — Teachers  am  scarce  and  tbiA  state  of  aETuirs  will  oontinne  bS^* 
long  as  other  vocationa  offer  stronger  induconieDta  to  our  young  men  and 
■women.  Biisiuess  offices  and  hoapilals  contiuue  to  attract  our  best  teachers 
and  Ixtnlv  they  have  been  in  demand  not  only  in  Sjutti  Africa,  but  in  our 
own  North  Weal  and  the  United  States. 

I  have  rather  gtrea  up  the  expectation  thnt  our  moat  intelligent  school 
boarda  would  eodeivoiir  to  stem  this  tide  by  offering  stronger  inducements 
10  good  teachers,  but  where  College  graduates  are  appntiaed  at  $150  per 
year  in  a  city  and  experienced  teauhora  are  placed  upon  the  same  footing  &e 
iDezperienced,  nnd  allowed  to  retire  because  of  a  request  for  a  paltry  in- 
crease  of  salary  after  years  of  faithful  serrice,  what  are  the  induuemeDta  tor 
teachers  ? 

The  United  Stales  are  getting  our  most  highly  cultured  teachers  at  a 
KTcat  coat  to  UB,  The  graded  schools  will  be  the  last  to  feel  the  pinch,  but 
to  tbem  it  will  surety  come  later,  iu  the  lorm  of  inferior  qualihcatious. 
People  have  to  piy  more  for  every  thing  than  formerly,  except  education, 
Bod  the  expenditure  for  that,  in  as  fur  as  tetchers  are  concerned,  remains 
Btationary  or  has  become  leas.  The  cost  ol  living  has  increased  to  them  as 
to  everyone  else,  and  the  towns  shoulJ  set  the  eximpla  and  give  their 
t«ucherd  a  substantial  increase  of  pay.  Some  deserved  increases  have  been 
friven  during  the  year  to  the  higher  grade  teachers,  which  is  a  healthy  sign 
and  is  a  tendency  which  I  hope  will  extend  downward  without  delay.  The 
only  sure  remedy  is  the  fixing  of  a  minimun  salary  fur  all  classes  of  teachers, 
for,  as  long  as  country  districts  ran  get  local  licensed  teachers,  many  of 
Ihem  will  be  indifferent  to  the  class  or  quality. 

1  have  recommended  more  local  licenses  this  year  than  for  a  long  time. 

Space  will  not  permit  a  reference  to  all  the  excellent  teachers  who  have 
■>ft  the  service  during  the  year.  Misa  Maud  Narriiway  of  the  St.  John 
Bigb  School  Staff  retired  to  the  regret  of  all  interested  in  the  school.  Few 
teacb«rs  have  enjoyed  'he  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  citizens  to  a  greater 
de^ee  than  Miss  Niirraway.  Miss  Jessie  Whiltock,  one  of  St,  Stephen's 
btsi  primary  teachers  also  retired,  followed  by  the  best  wishes  of  all.  Mr. 
Angus  Dewar,  after  a  very  successful  year's  service  in  Fairville,  resigned  aa 
did  al^o  Miss  Annie  Simpson,  who  had  successfully  conducted  the  intor- 
mediate  department  in  the  same  place  for  several  years.  Both  teachers 
enjoyed  the  esteem  of  the  community  and  their  resignation  was  caused  by 
the  refusal  of  the  Dosrd  to  grant  them  an  increase  in  salary.

The  b'ly  qae^tion  ha?  been  mu?h  in  evidence  in  St.  John  City  espec- 
illy,  during  the  yeir,  Tnere  is  :io  doubt  ihit  n  >n-3tteadaace  at  schoo:  ani 
-uancv  exist  in  the  cities.  PareMa!  ccntrul  is  ofien  wejk  and  there  is  at 
resent  no  metins  but  it,  to  check  the^o?  eviis.  Public  sentimect  ha^  been 
uickened  bv  the  recent  occurreLces  in  our  midst,  but  it  is  doubtful  it  it  is 
5  yet  suffi'jiontly  pron-iuiiced  to  vigorously  enforce  a  compulsory  law.  It 
I  rather  peculiar  that  in  Ontario  nnd  Nova  Scotia,  where  the  enforcement 
f  attfcijdi.Lce  is  option:!)  with  «]istricts,  and  must  be  voted  upon  each  year, 
lat  they  al-.vay-s  vote  in  favour  of  it  and  with  equal  unanimity  fail  to  carry 
ut  i  ts  provisions. 
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It  seems  to  me  that  if  in  each  city  the  police  officers  had  power  to  sum- 
mon idle  hoys  before  the  magistrate,  who  might  have  power  to  order  them 
to  school  or  to  go  to  the  reformatory  for  a  term,  that  a  good  *  effect  would 
be  had. 

The  evil  of  employing  young  children  in  factories,  while  not  extensive 
at  present  in  my  district  is  yet  a  growing  one  and  should  be  looked  to.  In 
some  districts  in  the  vicinity  of  sardine  and  other  factories,  the  schools  are 
either  closed  in  the  packing  season  or  their  attendance  is  very  Kmall. 
Numbers  of  children  from  the  Island  districts  go  each  year  to  work  in  the 
factories  at  Eastport  and  Lubec.  The  effect  is  very  demoralizing,  but  there 
seems  no  remedy  for  this. 

Course  of  Instruction. — There  have  been  few  changes  during  the  year. 
It  would  be  difficult  to  devise  a  course  of  study  that  would  give  rise  to  no 
criticidm  and  the  teachers  display  much  divergence  in  opinion  on  many 
points.  The  new  history  meets  with  approval  but  the  geography  is  not  so 
eatisf*ictory.  I  find  it  difficult  to  induce  teachers  to  become  less  mechanical 
and  to  devote  more  attention  to  oral  and  mental  arithmetic.  I  think  it 
would  be  well  to  assign  a  mental  arithmetic  paper  for  license  as  was  done 
some  years  ago.  Much  intelligent  attention  is  given  to  spelling  and  writing 
and  the  results  are  good. 

The  teachers  in  country  districts  are  rather  disposed  to  put  off  the 
teaching  of  the  Natural  Science  subjects,  and  to  neglect  them  for  the  others. 
There  is  not  gteat  enthusiasm  in  the  pursuit  of  these  subjects  among  city 
teachers. 

With  grammar  as  arithmetic  there  is  too  much  attention  to  text  book. 
Our  pupils  do  not  generally  express  themselves  well  either  orally  or  in  writing. 

Modern  Education, — A  great  awakening  is  takins:  place  as  to  the  value 
of  Manual  Training,  Domestic  Science,  E.Yperimentdl  Gardening  and  Com- 
mercial Traiuino:  as  factors  in  education. 

Sir  William  MacDonald's  foresight  and  £:enerosity  are  beginning  to 
bear  fruit  in  this  Province  as   it  has  done  in  others. 

Each  teacher  who  has  come  out  from  the  school  in  Fredericton  has  done 
more  or  less  missionary  work,  with  the  result  that  preparations  have  been 
made  or  will  be  made  soon  to  introduce  Manual  Training  in  many  places. 

In  my  own  district  Musquash  School  under  the  tuition  of  Miss  Agnes 
ucas  has  had  three  benches  in  operation  for  the  year. 

Mascarene  has  through  the  exertions  of  the  teacher.  Miss  Harriet  Bolt, 
been  equipped  to  begin  work  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term. 
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St.  Andrews  will  provide  Manual  Training  at  the  same  time.  It  has 
»s  ooe  of  the  firsts  if  not  the  fir^t  town  in  the  Province  to  inaugurate  this 
rrk. 

I  am  informed  that  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown  have  agreed  to  unite  to 
ipl:>j  a  teacher  lor  this  work  in  September  next.

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  by  the  exertions  of  Miss  Katio 
cParlland,  teacher  at  Bain*s  Corner^  St.  John  Co.,  interest  was  aroused 
the  dlitrict  and  all  assisted  to  fence,  plough,  and  grade  the  very  com- 
c-di'-n?  school  ground  there.  Many  trees  were  planted,  a  beautiful  flower 
rden  bid  out,  and  seeds  of  various  kinds  were  obtained  from  Ottawa  and 
s&ted.  The  result — the  work  of  teachers  and  pupils — was  a  fine  crop  of 
ttflent  vegetables.  This  is  the  first  example  of  experimental  gardening  io 
V  district. 

The  Trustees  of  St.  Stephen  and  Milltown  have  not  as  yet  availed 
emselvee  of  the  permission  obtained  from  the  Bjard  of  EducHti';u  two 
ars  ago  to  introduce  Modern  Commercial  Training  into  their  schools. 

The  indications  are  that  such  wilt  soon  be  introduced  into  the    schooU 

St.  John.     Mayor  White,  who  is  also  a  school  trustee,  has  taken  the  matter

North  Head,  Grand  Manan,  won  first  prize  and  Welshpool,  Campobello, 
cond  prize. 

The  tfcbool  grounds  of  Little  Ridgeton  and  Basswood  Ridge,  Charlotte 
ounty,  and  Bain's  Corner,  Fairfield  and  Qaaco,  St.  John  Co.,  are  wertny 
f  special  mention. 

I  regret  to  report  that  no  special  provision  has  been  made  in  any  of  the 
wo  schools  for  systematic  instruction  in  music. 

In  St.  John  County  a  very  largely  attended  aud  excellent  County 
istitute  was  held  in  September. 
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No  meeting  of  the  Charlotte  County  lastitute  was  held  during  the  year 
owlog  to  the  naeetins^  of  the  Summer  School  of  Science  in  St.  Stephen  in 
July  and  August.  The  Summer  School  wh4  well  attended  and  its  officers^ 
state  that  it  was  one  of  the  best  meetings  in  its  history.

Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  cloeiog  Slst  Decern- 
^^r,  1902. 

I  again  have  to  report  that  the  supply  of  regularly  licensed  teachers  has- 
^ot  been  equal  to  the  demand.  The  demand  for  teachers  of  local  license 
^Qrely  has  been  greater  than  in  the  preceding  year,  not  confined  to  one 
Oonoty  bat  uniform  throughout  the  Inspectoral  diBtrict.  I  am  glad  to  be 
^ble  to  report,  however,  that  local  licenses  were  very  largely  confined  to 
^hose  teachers  whose  3rd  class  licenses  had  expired  and  pupils  who  had 
^x*editab]y  passed  the  Normal  School  Entrance  examinations.  In  this  way 
^be  efficiency  of  the  School  work  was  interfered  with  in  a  very  slight 
^®groe. 

In  some  school  districts  the  trustees  will  not  make  any    exertion   to  ob-^ 
^iH  a  teacher^  and  if  no  application  is  made  by  a  teacher  to  them  personally. 
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3  school  is  allowed  to  remain  vacant  daring  the  term  or  at  least  a  greater 
rt  of  it.  This  only  serves  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  gieater  care  shonld 
exercised  by  the  ratepayers,  at  the  annaal  school  meeting,  in  electing  to 
3  office  of  school  Trustee  only  those  who  have  a  direct,  vital  interest  in 
Jntaining  a  good  school. 

Two  districts  in  which  no  schools  have  been  operated  previously  have 
en  properly  organized,  and  buildings  have  been  completed  daring  the 
ar — in  No.  8,  Gladstone,  and  No.  7,  Manners  Sutton,  and  there  is  no  doabt 
realtor  schools  will  be  regularly  maintained  in  each. 

At  Enniskillen  Station  there  are  now  about  twenty  children  situated  at 

ist  two  and  a  half  miles  from  any  school,  and  I  consider  this   fact  actually 

:ardB  the  growth  of  the  place.     Some  means  j^ill  have  to  be  taken    in   ttie 

ar  future  to  provide  some  better  school  privilege,  than  is  at  present  afford- 

theae  children. 

It  was  my  intention  to  take  up  each  parish  in  detail  and  make  some  re- 
rt  upon  the  educational  condition  of  each,  but  as  there  have  been  changes 
;ently  made  in  the  limits  of  the  Inspectoral  district,  I  have  thought  best 
defer  a  detailed  report  until  I  may  become  better  acquainted  with  tbose 
risbes  in  which  I  have  only  recently  commenced  the  work  of  supervisioa 

I  have  prepared  a  statement  of  the  number  of  districts,  all  of  which  are 
least  either  organized  or  capable  of  organization,  and  the  number  of 
bools  and  departments  which  have  been  maintained  during  both  terms  of 
a  year. 

The  number  of  schools  is  somewhat  less  than  last  year  owing  to  the 
^t  already  mentioned,  that  great  difSculty  was  met  with  in  obtaining  rega- 
ly  licensed  teachers. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  schools  are  maintained  more  uniformly  in  the 
unty  of  York  than  in  Sunbury  and  Queens.  This  is  largely  owing  to  the 
it  that  the  number  of  pupils  per  school  district  is  very  much  larger  than  iu 
3  last  mentioned  counties.

Miss  Annie 
hits,  B.  A,  who  had  conducted  successfully  the  VJI.  and  VIII.  grades 
he  York  St.  school,  also  resigned  her  position  at  the  end  of  the  first  term, 

her  situation  was  filled  by  Miss  Sadie  Thompson,  M.  A.,  then  in  charge 
he  school  at  Morrison's  Milld«  In  the  High  School  a  change  was  made 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Hagermai\,  M.  A.,  to  the  vacancy  in  the 
viucial  Normal  School  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Brittaiu.

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The  general  character  of  efSoiencj  has  been  maiDtained  in  the  differeot 
jepartments  tbroaghont  the  past  year  and  the  gradaates  ot  tbe  Hign  ^ScDooi 
have  been  siDgalarly  successful  iu  the  Departmental  Examinations. 

Traauv/,  wLich  its  duw  termed  **a  proline  source  of  crime,"  is  out  sel- 
dom met  with  in  the  departments  of  the  schools  in  this  citj. 

JUarysviUe. — Some  improvements  have  been  made  in  connection  with 
the  wood  shed  and  outbuildings,  but  the  condition  of  school  houses  remains 
the  same  and  they  are  not  all  that  can  be  desired.  Mr.  W.  T.  Day  is  still 
the  efficient  principal  of  the  six  departments.  The  efficiency  of  the  primary 
departments  is  much  interfered  with  by  irregularity  of  attendance,  as  the 
school  is  so  far  from  the  residents  of  the  opposite  side  of  the  stream  that  it 
is  hardly  possible  for  little  children  to  walk  so  far  in  cold  winter  weather. 

St.  Marya  and  Oibaon. — Mr.  A.  H.  Barker,  who  conducted  successfully 
the  Superior  School  for  the  first  term,  resigned  to  pursue  his  studies  at  tbe 
Provincial  University.  Miss  Ida  Myles,  who  has  for  some  time  taught  the 
V.  and  YI.  grades,  was  promoted  to  the  principalship.  Miss  Maud  Ashfieldi 
who  for  several  years  was  in  charge  of  the  ungraded  school  at  Tay  Greek, 
received  an  appointment  on  the  staff,  and  I  have  do  doubt  will  meet  with 
the  same  success  as  in  her  former  position. 

The  interior  of  the  different  rooms  of  this  school  building  received 
thorough  improvements  during  the  summer  vacation.  New  floors  were  laid 
and  new  black  boards  prepared. 

Harvey  Station — The  Superior  School*  has  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  Jno. 
P.  Belyea,  and  the  trustees  have  retained  his  services  far  another  year,  as 
well  as  those  ot  Miss  Emily  Hunter  in  the  Primary  Department. 

Keswick  Ridge.  — It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  trustees  have  still 
been  unable  to  retain  the  services  of  a  teacher  for  the  superior  school  for  a 
full  year.  The  enrollment  iu  both  departments  is  decreasing,  and  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  superior  school  requirements  will  be  fulfilled  many  years 
longer. 

Stanley  Village. — Though  there  is  not  a  superior  school  in  Stanley  the 
enrollment  is  much  larger  than  in  some  graded  schools  that  are  receiving 
tbe  grant,  and  the  work  that  is  being  done  compares  very  favourably  with 
the  avarage  so  called  superior  school.  In  this  modern,  thriving;  village 
there  should  be  a  school  which  would  prepare  pupils  at  least  for  the  Univer- 
eity«  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  superior  school  grant  will  be  obtained 
before  long. 
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QUEENS  COUNTY. 

Gagetown, — The  County  grammar  school  continues  under  the  charge  of 
•  D.  L.  Mitchell,  B.  A.  and  is  doing  good  work,  pupils  being  prepared 
the  University  and  the  Provincial  Normal  School.

Chipnian. — The  rate  payers  at  the  last  annual  meeting  showed  their 
ive  interest  in  maintaining  an   efficient  school  by  voting  more  money  for 

teachers'  salary  and  manifesting  a  disposition  to  erect  a  new  school 
Iding  in  the  near  future.  Mr.  Harvey  P.  Dole  who  had  charge  of  the 
lerior  school  for  several  years  resigned  to  attend  the  University  of  New 
jnswick,  and  the  school  is  now  conducted  by  Mr.  A.  C.  M.  Lawson  who 

entered  upon  the  work  earnestly,  and  brings  with  him  the  prestige  of  a 
nber  of  years  successful  experience  in  the  work  of  teaching. 

The  rapid  increase  in  population  which  is  already  noticeable  in  the 
age  of  Newcastle,  and  the  probability  of  its  being  the  centre  in  the  de-

UNGRADED   SCHOOLS.

Ccttchiog.  DuriDg  one  term  a  supervieiug  officer  may  lie  quite  satisfied 
iritl  Ibe  educatioiifil  prcgre^s  in  a.  wbolc  parish,  and  yet  in  the  very  next 
tej-n  the  good  work  luay  be  almost  obliterated  liy  the  iuexperienoe  and 
inofficieocy  of  tbose  in  control. 

The  averago  school  trustee  is  slow  aiao.  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
ex.{3erieiice  ;  indeed  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  the  idea  prevailing  tliat  the 
te«,«ber  fresh  from  Normnl  School  is  like  the  proverbial  new  broom  which 
BW^«epa  clean. 

There  certainly  hae  been  a  marked  im|)rovemeut  in  the  character  of  the 
iot«tior decorations  of  our  school  rooms.  la  no  place  has  a  bsautitui  picture 
iQore  influence  for  good  than  on  the  walls  of  ua  eicmeotary  Bchool.  Of 
«>K]rse  it  is  easy  to  distignre  s  school  room  with  daubs  of  colour  that  lend 
no  charm  and  do  not  cultivate  taste.  But  it  is  now  easy  for  the  earnest 
teacher  to  proeure  pictures  for  this  purpose  which  have  both  beauty  and 
etory  as  they  are  within  easy  reach  of  nearly  every  school  in  the  country, 
^Qd  the  providing  of  suitable  frames  is  not  beyond  the  skill  of  pupila  with 
Occassional  assistance  from  the  teacher.  The  benefisient  influence  afa 
^aatiful  school  room  is  not  easily  over  estimated,  white  on  the  other  hand 
*  dingy  and  dilipidateJ  scbool  houso  U  a  frequeut  cjuse  of  disorder  and 
low  aims,  and  it  is  not  an  oxcapliooal  experJeuce  of  a  supervising  officer  to 
Bote  that  the  removal  of  n  school  from  an  old  building  to  a  new  has  caused 
*■  transformation  in  the  school  itself.  It  is  with  pleasure  therefore  that  I 
'^t'^^rt  an  improvement  in  this  direction. 

There  has  also  bceu  improvement  in  school  discipline.  An  Inspector 
■Hay  still  find  some  teachers  attributing  their  fuilure  in  this  regard  to  ex- 
^Ornal  conditions  such  as  school  surrouadinira  and  home  training,  when  he

The  Dumber  of  school  districts  in  which  the  average  attendance  falls

*choola  is  so  small,    however,   that    the   removal   of  one   family   trom  oae    ,

ARBOR    DAT. 

I  have  reported  about  the  same  number  of  districts  as  in  former  yean 
from  wbicb  I  have  received  an  account  of  what  has  been  done  on  this  ity- 
From  pergonal  examination  I  am  satisfied  that  much  has  been  done  msohoolA 
from  which  I  have  received  no  report.  It  is  customary  with  some  tescbtrt 
to  call  the  roll  in  the  afternoon  and  then  spend  the  rest  of  the  day  io  wort 
ing  wilh  the  pupiU  on  the  school  grounds.  It  seems  very  little  use,  bow- 
ever,  in  attempting  to  set  out  trees  er  shrubs,  or  make  flower  beds,  unless 
the  grounds  are  properly  fenced  and  even  then  much  damage  is  doDsin 
vacation  in  those  districts  where  cattle  are  allowed  to  wander  at  wilioo 
the  roade,  as  gates  will  occasionally  he  left  open.

Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  endiqg 
December  3Ut,  1902. 

Some  noteworthy  features  in  connection  with  the  year's  work  in  this 
luspectorato  are ;  extensive  improvements  in  the  externals  of  education, 
detailed  elsewhere  in  this  report;  an  increased  interest  in  tiature  study  and 
its  more  effective  treatment  in  the  schools  generally;  and  the  proposed 
establisbmeDt  of  manual  training  schools  to  be  provided  for  by  Sir  William 
McDonald.  This  last  named  feature  deserves  further  mention.  In  order 
to  encourage  the  training  of  the  hand  and  eye  as  well  as  of  the  mind,  and 
to  facilitate  the  consolidation  of  rural  schools.  Sir  William  McDonald  has 
made  provision  for  the  establishment  of  manual  tralniug  schools  at  Flerence- 
ville  and  Andover,  and  such  other  places  ae  may  be  subsequently  determined 
upon.  The  lumber  and  tools  used  in  connection  with  the  manual  work 
will  be  provided  free,  and  an  acre  or  more  of  land  will  be  purchased  in  the 
vicinity  of  each  school  where  the  work  is  being  carried  on,  so  that  the 
pupils  may  be  enabled,  under  competent  supervision,  to  cultivate  their  owo 
plots  of  ground,  and  to  observe  in  r  practical  and  intelligent  way  the  con- 
ditions of  plant  life  and  the  requisites  of  the  soil  for  plant  growth,  as  soon 
as  the  advantages  that  will  thus  be  extended  (o  children  in  the  places  select- 
ed, become  apparent  to  the  people  in  the  surrounding  districts,  it  is  expected 
that  they  will  desire  to  have  their  children  enjoy  the  same  advautages,  and 
will  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  section  57  (2)  of  the  School  Man- 
nal.  This  section  provides  for  the  combination  of  contiguous  districts  into 
one  district,  and  the  conveyance  of  the  children  to  and  from  a  central  school, 
one  half  of  the  cost  of  conveyance  to  be  borne  by  the  entire  district,  and  the 
other  half  by  the  Provincial  Government.  As  the  central  school  will  re- 
quire to  have  several  graded  departments  in  consequence  of  the  number  of 
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piipiU  lhu8   brought    in,    not   only  will  special  advantages  be  afforded 
tbe  way  of  mauiial  training  and  natura  study,    but   tho  other   subjects   < 
braced  in  the  course  of  instruction  can  he  treated  far  more  eflectively  tha 
in  the  ungraded  scliools  of  the  country  district.  | 

Proyision  is  also  made  by  Sir  William  McDonald  for  tlie  appointmed 
and  support  of  a  travelling  instructor,  whose  duty,  as  nearly  as  I  can  learq 
will  be  to  place  the  scheme  on  a  practical  working  bnsis ;  to  proceed  from  «;bod 
to  school  and  supervise  the  manuiil  and  field  work;  to  give  lessons  iti  nature 
science  ;  to  encourage  and  aid  tho  consolidation  of  districts  ;  and  la  generd 
to  see  that  the  intentions  of  i^'n  Wm.  McDonald  in  establishing  these  scbooli 
are  properly  futlilled.  This  will  bo  strenuous  work  fof  some  years  to  conn 
and  on  the  aliility  and.  energy  displayed  in  its  prosecution  Ibe  eucoeq 
of  the  scheme  will  mainly  depend.  All  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  Mn 
John  Brittain  has  been  appdnted  to^the  position  of  Travelling  lastructoij 
and  all  will  unite  in  saying  that  the  right  man  has  been  chosen  for  the  rigbj 
place.  I 

I  have  dwelt  upon  this  subject  at  some  length,  but  not  longer,  perhapi 
than  its  importance  demands,  for  i  regard  the  establishment  of  these  school^ 
as  a  very  decided  gain  in  the  way  of  educational  progress  and  a  promise  d 
bettor  things  for  the  country  district  which  will  thus  obtain  benefits  anj 
privileges  not  now  within  its  reach,  and  which  might  otherwise  be  iodefiDite] 
postponed. 

Appended  are  some  notes  on  the  educational  condition  of  each   paa 
in  my  Inspectorate. 


Aberdeen. — A  handsome  and  up-to  date  auhoolhouee  has  been  erected 
Glaesville.  There  are  no  strong  cross  lights  in  the  schoolroom  to  injure  tb 
sight  of  the  pupils,  the  windows  being  placed  chiefly  on  the  south  aide 
the  house.  On  the  north  side  several  small  windows  about  n  foot  square  a 
placed  near  the  ceiling  lor  the  purpose  of  ventilation.  The  children  livii 
in  the  lower  end  of  this  district  are  conveyed  to  and  from  school  in  accop 
anco  with  the  provisions  of  Section  57  of  the  School  Manuit!.  Tha  peop 
living  in  Ketclium  Ridge  are  anxious  to  have  a  school  district  oslablishi 
there.  As  there  are  only  six  families  (representing  filleon  children)  it  w 
be  hard  for  them  to  succossfully  maintain  a  school. 

This  is  one  of  the  many  hardships  connecti^d  with  pioneer  life  in  iaolafi 
localities.  Every  effort  will  be  made  however  to  carry  out  their  wiaht 
if  it  be  possible.

No.  7,  has  a  Superior  School 
the  principalBhip  of  which  has  been  satisfactorily  filled  by  Hi;  0.  H.  Gray 
for  ten  years.  Tbe  schools  in  Hartford  and  Wakefield  Centre  were  cloaedi 
this  term,  presumably,  for  the  reason  that  no  teachers  could  be  procured.     ' 

Woodstock. — There  are  fourteen  districts  in  this  parish.  Upper  Wood-i 
stock.  No.  6,  will  opera'e  a  gradud  sshool  next  term.  The  present  teacher,  i 
Mr.  I.  N.  Draper,  will  act  as  principal.  Porton,  No.  11,  has  less  tbma' 
twelve  resident  children.  In  Springfield,  tbe  adjoining  district,  the  enrol-

Gordon. — At  the  time  of  mv  last  visit  to  Arthurette,  the  school  was 
osed,  and  everything  in  the  school  room  had  a  battered  and  neglected 
)pearance.  The  trustees  then  promised  to  set  things  to  rights,  and  I  pre- 
ime  they  have  done  so,  though  I  have  not  since  heard  from  them.  There 
a  well  equipped  school  in  the  new  district  at  Plaster  Rock,  No.  4.  The 
ihool  in  Sisson  Ridge  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit  in  September  last. 

Grand  Falls. — Mr.  J.  C.  Carruthers  has  succeeded  Mr.  M.  L.  Haj- 
ard  as  principal  of  the  Superior  School  at  Grand  Falls,  which  now  con- 
ins  four  graded  departments.  The  school  in  Silver  Beach,  No.  5,  was  re- 
pened  this  term,  an  unlicensed  teacher  being  placed  in  charge.  The  two 
^ools  in  the  California  Settlement  are  operated  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
ay.  The  house  in  South  California  has  outlived  its  usefulness  for  school 
urposes,  and  should  be  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

Lome. — There  is  a  good  school  in  Riley  Brook,  No.  4.  The  teacher  is 
[r.  H.  M.  Manzer.  Nictau.  No.  5,  is  about  sixty  miles  up  the  Tobique 
ver,  and  on  account  of  its  remote  situation  finds  it  very  difficult  to  procure 
teacher.  Owicg  to  the  energy  of  the  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  M.  Mil  er,  this 
ifficulty  has  generally  been  surmounted,  but  no  teacher  was  available  this 
irm,  and  the  school  could  not  be  reopened.  The  remainingldistricts  of  the 
arish  succeeded  in  obtaining  teachers. 

Perth. — Repairs  are  needed  on  the  house  in  Fi)rest  Glen,  No,  4,  and 
etter  apparatus  should  he  provided.  This  district  is  small  and  barely  con- 
lius  twelve  children.  Tho  Scotch  Colony  in  this  parish  contains  four  dis- 
icts,  namely,  Upper  Kintore,  No.  9;  Lower  Kintore,  No.  •10;  B»)n 
.ccord.  No.  11 ;  and  Lower  Kincardine,  No.  12.  A  new  house  is  needed 
I  Lower  Kintore.  No  school  was  operated  there  this  term.  The  bouse  in 
pper  Kintore  is  beginning  to  wear  a  very  dilapidated  appearance.  The 
ihools  in  Bon  Accord  and  Lower  Kincardine  are  very  well  equipped,  but 
le  enrolment  in  both  districts  is  small. 
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Canterbury  and  North  Lake: — Air.  Mrturice  Coll  is  dow  the  Principal  of 
the  Graded  School  at  Caoterbary  Station,  and  is  giving  good  satisfaction  in 
that  position.  The  schools  in  Pocawagomis  and  Dorrington  Hill  were  re- 
opened this  term.  Repairs  have  been  made  on  the  house  in  California  Set- 
tlement, No.  10|.  The  school  in  Inch's  Ridge,  No.  24,  where  the  Sloyd  Work 
is  being  carried  on,  is  now  condacted  by  Miss  Bessie  Kelly. 

McAdam: — My  first  tonr  of  visitation  to  the  schools  and  districts  in  fthis 
Parish  was  made  in  the  month  of  December.  The  Superior  School  at  the 
Junction  has  three  graded  departments,  in  all  of  which  good  work  is  being 
done.  The  Principal  is  Mr.  H.  F.  Perkins.  St.  Croix,  No.  7,  has  been  dis- 
organized for  some  time,  but  a  general  meeting  will  be  held  on  the  10th  day 
of  January  next  at  which  trustees  will  be  elected  and  provision  made  for 
school  purposes.  St.  Croix  South,  No.  8,  will  have  less  than  an  enrolment  ot 
twelve  Tiihen  the  school  in  No.  7  will  be  re-opened,  and  if  these  two  districts 
should  elect  to  combine  under  the  Provisions  of  Sec.  57  (2)  of  the  Act  it 
would  be  much  to  their  advantage. 

Southampton: — This  Parish  contains  eighteen  districts,  to  nearly  all  of 
which  I  paid  my  first  official  visits  during  the  month  of  October  last.  The 
school  in  Waterville  for  unavoidable  reasons  was  closed  this  term.  The 
school  in  Norton  Dale  was  closed  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  but  was  subse- 
quently re-opened  under  the  charge  of  an  unlicensed  teacher.  There  is 
great  room  for  improvement  in  Norton  Dale,  Centre  Waterville  and  West 
Waterville  in  so  far  as  their  houses  and  school  equipment  are  concerned. 
The  house  in  Millville  is  entirely  too  small  to  accommodate  the  large  number 
of  resident  children,  the  school  baving  an  enrolment  of  seventy  pupils  this 
term.  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  trustees,  and  pointed  out  the  necessity  of 
having  a  new  building  erected  in  which  a  graded  school  with  two  depart- 
ments could  be  operated.  A  general  meeting  was  to  have  been  held  shortly 
after  to  consider  this  recommendation,  but  as  it  was  thought  best  to  poRtpone 
it  until  a  later  and  more  favorable  date,  the  notices  will  not  be  issued  until 
February  or  March  next.

Of  coarse,  we  cannot  measare  these  results  by  merely  external 
indications,  for  undoubtedly  much  has  been  done  on  this  day  to  cultivate  jo 
the  pupils  a  love  of  nature,  but  I  shall  look  for  better  and  more  intelligent 
efforts  being  made  in  both  directions  as  soon  as  the  groups  of  rural  schools 
are  established  and  systematic  lessons  are  given  by  the  Travelling  Instructor 
ID  tree  planting  and  nature  study.  His  influence  will,  undoubtedly,  also 
awaken  a  public  interest,  which  is  now  almost  entirely  lacking,  in  the 
observance  of  the  day . 

teachers'  institutes. 

The  Victoria  Co.  Institute  was  held  in  September  last  at  Andover. 
The  enrolment  was  small,  but  the  proceedings  were  quite  interesting  and 
instructive.  A  number  of  excellent  papers  were  read,  amongst  which 
might  be  mentioned  one  by  Miss  Iva  Baxter  on  Manual  Training.  On  Friday 
morning  a  botanical  excursion  was  held  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  John 
Britain.  The  weather  was  delightful  and  all  the  teachers  derived  much 
pleasure  and  profit  from  this  outing.  The  Institute  at  Woodstock  was  the 
most  successful  of  all  that  I  have  yet  attended  in  Garleton  County.  A  num- 
ber of  visitors  were  present^  some  of  whom  took  part  in  the  discussions. 
The  following  papers  were  read:  Discipline,  by  I.  N.  Draper;  Something 
About  Birds,  by  Frank  A.  Good  ;  The  First  Steps  in  tl^e  Teaching  of  Geom- 
etry, by  Miss  Lena  B.  McLeod  ;  Fungi  (illustrated  by  specimens)  by  Dr.  G. 
U.  Hay  ;  Drawing,  by  E.  J.  Branscombe.  The  public  meeting  on  Thursday 
evening  was  addressed  by  the  Mayor,  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  School 
Trustees,  Dr.  G.  U.  Hay  and  others.

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  to  you  my  aoDaal  report  on  the  condi- 
ition  of  the  Public  Schools  in  my  Inspectoral  District,  tor  the  year  ended 
)ecember  Slst,  1902.  In  this  report  is  included  the  second  term  of  the 
ear  1901,  for  the  Parish  of  Rogervilie,  Acadieville,  St.  Louis  and  GarletoQ, 
nd  the  County  of  Madawaska, 

This  being  my  first  experience  as  an  Inspector,  I  cannot  make  any  com- 
larison  with  former  years.  I  shall,  therefore,  limit  my  remarks  to  actual 
Sicts,  as  noted  in  the  course  of  my  inspection. 

There  are  SIX  School  Districts  in  this  Inspectorate,  viz  :  107  in  the 
/ounty  of  Gloucester,  88  in  the  County  of  Kent,  72  in  the  County  of  Mada 
^aska,  19  in  the  County  ot  Northumberland,  17  in  the  County  of  Victoria, 
nd  8  in  the  County  of  Restigouche.  Of  these,  27  are  unorganized  and 
6  are  in  an  encouraging  state  ot  orgauization.  Of  graded  schools,  there  are 
a  the  County  of  Gloucester,  10  districts  with  32  departments;  in  the  County 
f  Kent,  1  district  with  4  departments;  in  the  County  of  Madawaska,  3  dis- 
ricts  with  11  departments;  and  in  the  County  of  Northumberland,  1  district 
7ith  2  departments.  This  makes  in  all,  305  schools  and  depairtments  in  this 
nspectoral  Division. 

GLOUCESTER  COUNTY. 

Bathurst  — The  several  departments  of  the  Town  and  Village  schooli, 
)i8trict8  Nos.  2  and  16,  have  good  supplies  of  apparatus,  excellent  eqaip« 
lents,  and  are  giving  entire  satisfaction.     On  the  retirement  of  Mr.  M.  B. 


Tottle,  B.  A-,  ID  June  last,  Mr.  B.  D.  Hanson,  B.  A.,  waa  appoioted  principal 
of  tbs  Grammar  School.  Mr.  C.  J.  MersereaD,  B.A.,  has  had  charge  ot  the 
Superior  School  in  the  Village  for  a  year  and  a  half,  and  Las  attraclod  many 
pnpila  from  the  neighbouring  partahee.  The  schools  in  Nos.  3,  (l  and  12 
^liich  were  closed  during  tiie  winter  term,  were  re-opened  iu  the  month  of 
Augnst.  There  are  only  three  children  of  school  age  in  No.  9,  and  about 
eight  in  No.  8.  I  found  it  neceaaary  to  recommend  untrained  teachers  for 
the  echoola  in  Nus.  4  and  11.  Maps  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  andot  the 
British  Empire  were  provided  in  No.  17.  Steps  must  soon  be  taken  to  erect 
a  oew  bcilding  in  (his  District,  as  (he  present  one  is  rather  dilapidated. 
Good  work  is  being  done  in  Noa.  7  and  10.  No.  5  procured  hyloplate  black- 
boards. 

Beresford. — There  are  seventeen  organized  Districta  in  this  Parish.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  locate  No.  14,  St.  Lawrence,  and  no  one  seems  to  know 
where  it  is.  No.  16,  Lngar,  is  not  yet  organized.  A  new  school  house  is  in 
course  of  coDstroction  in  No.  1.  No.  2  needs  a  larger  scfcool  house.  The 
one  now  in  ase  is  altogether  inadequate  for  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
r>i«trict.  The  school  was  closed  during  the  first  term  owing  to  the  Trustees' 
ii>t*bitity  (?)  to  Sod  a  aecond  class  French  and  English  teacher.  The  school

iiH  organisation.  This  school  is  a  very  important  feeder  for  the  French 
dfparlment  of  the  Normil  School.  District  No.  15  engaged  a  local  licenses 
dijiiog  the  first  term  of  the  year,  and  No.  6  during  the  second  term.  No.  11 
tivAt  a  better  school  house.  No.  12  has  the  finest  school  house  of  the  Par- 
■'!'.  and  a  very  good  school.  Nos.  7J  aod  8^  ehunld  be  united,  as  there  is 
»"l  aeaScient  number  of  children  iu  the  former  District  to  maintain  a  school. 
Tfae  tfiro  districts  together  are  no  more  than  three  miles  in  leogth.  A  map 
*•'  the  Dominion  of  Canada  has  been  procured  in  No.  13j . 

Caraquet. — This  parish  has  ten  organized  Districta.  Nos.  IJ  and  8  re- 
^*^ia  noorganized.  No.  2  has  been  in  operation  for  the  first  year,  and  No. 4, 
'^^  the  first  term.  No.  4^  will  opeu  at  the  commencement  of  the  year.  New 
^rtiiture  has  been  provided  in  No.  7,  and  the  school  house  painted  inside, 
^o.  6  procured  new  school  desks.  No.  2}  needs  a  larger  school  house. 
^^  graded  achool  in  No.  10  ia  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Alf.  J.  Wilzelt, 
^  akillfal  teacher  oi  the  Erst  class. 

Jnkerman. — There  le  only  one  unorganized  District  in  this  Parish,  No. 
^*     The  other  eevea  Districte  maintained  schools  daring  the  whole  year, 
iii  7 
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^o.  2  I]a3  a  good  school  bouee  aDd  a  good  school .  There  is  also  a  good 
ichool  in  No.  7.  bnt  the  inside  of  the  school  hoase  18  uDfinished.  The  Mai 
ampeqas  Road  eettlemeDt  ehoaid  be  organized  into  a  school  District.  Thia 
vili  be  a  part  of  idv  work  on  my  next  tonr  of  inspection  in  thid  Parish. 

Xetc  Bandon. —  A.;l  the  schools  of  this  Parish  were  in  operation  daring 
he  whole  vear.  No.  3  has  been  without  a  school  for  a  long  nomber  of  years 
k  general  meeting  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  District  was  held  in  the  month  oj 
September  and  prevision  made  for  the  building  of  a  school  house.  The 
cKool  house  in  \>>.  4  has  been  finished  inside,  and  a  hjloplate  blackboard 
)rocL.rpd.  The  trustees  have  also  ordered  ktelj  a  complete  aet  of  modem 
chool  tif'sks.  Nos.  1,  5  1-2,  6  and  7  hive  poor  school  bouses.  An  appli- 
lation  his:  been  made  for  the  formation  of  a  new  district  by  cutting  off  a 
lortion  from  No.  5,  St.  Joseph,  and  No.  7,  Biack  Rock.  As  Di:itrict  No. 
would  have  been  greatly  weakened,  with  little  prospect  of  having  a  re- 
pect;ibl6  school  in  either  of  tbem,  the  request  was  not  granted.

The  house  in  No.  2,  has 
een  thuruuiijhly  p^iinted  during  the  summer  vacations. 

>5V.  hi'lorfi: — No.  7  has  a  nio^^t  miserable  school  house,  and  the  attend- 
nce  is  so  iireirulir  that  the  pu[»il.s  know  hardly  anything  well.  The  new 
.•hool  I'ii'din^^  in  No.  8,  is  now  ready  for  occupancy. 

,^  'tmarc".: — Thn  Superior  School  at  Tracadie,  No.  3,  is  doing  satis- 
tctury  work.  Mr.  G'*o-  K.  Price,  who  for  live  terms,  bas  been  its  principal, 
?^i;.rrii-d  in  th»'  mojilii  of  June,  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  Ed.  L. 
I'B.ic'ri,  M.  A.,  wIi.jIji  I  l.:ivi3  not  yet  visited.  The  school  in  No.  6,  was 
(i-opeiicd  after  beiiiLT  cij-^vMl  for  three  terms.  The  house  in  2  1-2  badly 
ee<!s  re[>uirini^.  Tho  scIjooI  house  in  No.  4,  was  destroyed  by  fire, 
irly  in  August,  cuppused  to  have  been  by  the  bund  of  an  incendiary. 


Sh'ppeiian: — There  have  been  during  some  portion  of  the  year,  sixteea 
ihoois  ill  operation  in  this  parish.  No.  8  has  been  opened  for  the  first 
ear.  Owing  to  an  attack  of  la  grippe  at  the  time  of  my  first  visit  to  this 
arish,  I  could  not  visit  the  three  schools  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Ship- 
3gan  Inland.  At  my  second  visit  to  Shippegan,  in  October,  auch  high 
inds  prevailed,  that  I  would  not  risk  to  cross  over  to   the  Island.    The

graded  school  in  Shippegan  Village  is  efficiently  conducted  under  the  prin- 
cipalship  of  Mr.  J.  Edouard  DeOrace. 

KENT    COUNTY. 

Acadieville  has  now  six  schools  in  operation.  New  school  houses  are 
being  built  in  Districts  No.  1,  Mclnnis  Brook,  No.  2,  Acadieville,  and  No. 
7.  St.  Athanaso.  School  has  been  opened  in  No.  9,  for  the  first  term,  and 
in  No.  8,  for  the  third  term.  The  inside  of  the  school  house  in  No.  4,  has 
been  finished,  which  makes  it  warm  and  comfortable. 

Carldon: — Tbis  parish  operated  five  schools.  A  new  school  house  was 
erected  in  No.  4,  during  last  summer  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  by 
fire  a  few  years  ago.  New  furniture  has  been  provided  in  No.  10.  There 
has  been  no  school  in  No.  2  for  many  years.  No.  1  is  the  best  school  of 
the  parish. 

Dundas: — Fifteen  schools  were  in  operation  in  this  parish  at  the  time 
of  my  visit  in  April.  The  school  at  Cocagne  Village,  was  admirably  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Auguste  E.Daigle.  A  new  school  house  has  been  constructed 
in  No.  12,  in  the  centre  of  the  district.  With  the  exception  of  No.  1,  the 
schools  of  this  parish  are  poorly  equipped  and   furnished. 

Jiichibucto : — Only  sixschooh  in  this  parish  are  uader  my  supervision* 
Nos.  3,  6,  7,  8,  11  and  12.  The  Hchool  houses  are  for  the  most  part,  kept 
unsatisfactorilv.  Tho  school  house  at  Richibucto  Villa^s^e  is  much  too  small 
for  the  number  of  pupils  in  this  thriving  village.  An  amount  was  voted  at 
the  last  annual  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  providing  more  accommodation. 

/Si.  Louis: — The  schools  of  tbis  parisb  are  among  tho  best  conducted 
in  the  County  of  Kent.  I  must  make  special  mention  of  the  school  at 
McLeod's  Mill,  conducted  with  marked  success  by  Miss  Marguerite  M. 
Richard.  No.  9  has  also  a  good  school,  taught  by  Mr.  Honore  Maillet. 
There  were  eleven  schools  in  operation  during  the  year. 

Si.  Marifs: — The  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  in  this  parish  and  the  neigh- 
boring sections  has  had  a  disastrous  effect  on  the  working  of  these  schools. 
Nine  schools  were  operated  during  some  portion  of  the  year.  No.  3  has 
been  closed  for  over  two  years.  The  old  school  house  was  not  centrally 
located  and  the  great  majority  of  the  children  could  not  attend.  The 
trustees  petitioned  to  have  the  site  of  the  school  changed  to  a  more    centra 
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lace,  which  petitioo  I  sanctioDcd.  A  new  school  has  been  built,  and  is 
)w  ready  for  the  reception  of  the  pupils.  The  boundaries  between  districts 
o.  1  and  No,  3  will  now  have  to  be  revised. 

St.  Paul: — Of  the  nine  organized  districts,  eight  operated  schools 
iriog  the  year.  Anew  school  house  has  been  erected  in  No. 7,  McLean 
sttlement.  The  attendance  is  very  irregular  in  No.  4.  No.  3  is  very 
3fioient  in  apparatus.     There  is  a  very  poor  school  house  in  No.  1 . 

Wellington: — No.  1,  Buctouche  Village,  has  two  buildings  with  five 
apartments.  The  superior  school  is  under  the  principalship  of  Mr.  Ueo. 
.  Coates,  a  most  enthusiastic  and  successful  teacher.  The  departments 
the  convent  buildings  are  very  efficiently  conducted.  The  school  house 
No.  18,  St.  Croix,  is  a  new  building,  and  the  school  has  been  in  operation 
r  the  first  term.  The  school  house  in  No.  17,  St.  Michael,  is  being  built 
owly  but  steadily.  There  is  a  good  school  in  No.  12},  Upper  Choclspish. 
lie  other  schools  in  this  parish  are  giving  but  fair  satisfaction,  most  of  them 
)t  being  provided  with  the  necessary  maps  and  apparatus.  No.  3}  is  a 
>ted  exception.  A  map  of  the  British  Empire  was  procured  in  this  district 
id  one  of  the  world  in  No.  2. 

MAD  AW  ASK  A  COUNTT. 

Madawaska: — At  the  time  of  my  visit  in  November,  there  were  250 
jpils  enrolled  in  the  six  departments  of  the  superior  school  at  Edmundston. 
T,  John  Barnett,  Jr.,  has  succeeded  Mr.  J.  F.  Worrell,  as  principal, 
xtensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  the  school  house  in  No.  2.     There 

15  been  no  school  in  No.  4  for  a  number  of  years.  No.  3  engaged  an 
strained  teacher  during  last  term,  and  No.  5  during  the  whole  year. 

Ste,  Ann: — Ste.  Ann  comprises  six  districts  and   operates  five   schools. 

o.  3  engaged  a  local  licensee  during  the  first  term.     This  district   needs  a 

dtter  school  boase.    The   eaatern    part  of  district   No.  7  will   have    to  be 

-ganized  into  a  new  district,  as  many  families  are  evidently  cut  of  reach  of 
;hool. 

8t,  Basil: — The  parish  of  St.  Basil  contains  the  most  successfal  ednca- 
onal  institution  of  the  County  of  Madawaska.     With  but  few  exceptions,  all 

16  teachers  of  this  county  have  been  prepared  at  St.  Basil  Convent.  It 
IS  now  five  departments  and  an  enrolment  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-two 
Dpils.    In  No.  4,  a  map  of  the  Maritime  Provinces  has  been  procured.    Nos. 
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4^>  5,  7,  8,  9,  in  charge  of  Dotrained  teachers,  have  iDferior  school  houses  and 
QDsatisfactory  schools.  Nos.  1  and  2  are  up  to  the  standard  of  miscellaneous 
schools. 

St.  Francis: — School  districts  Nos.  1,  2,  10,  11,  12,  13,  and  14  are 
situated' in  the  new  pariph  of  Clair ;  Nos.  9  and  15  are  partly  in  the  parish 
of  Glair  and  partly  in  the  parish  of  St.  Francis;  the  remaining  districts 
belong  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Francis.  A  new  district,  under  the  popular 
namecof^St.  Norbert,  has  been  created  back  of  District  No.  9.  It  has  a 
sufficient  number  of  children  of  school  age  to  maintain  a  school,  and  the 
people  «re  able  and  seem  willing  to  support  one,  A  fine  school  bouse  has 
been  completed  in  No.  2  1-2,  Island  Yale.  The  school  house  in  No,  8  has 
been  thoroughly  repaired*  The  school  in  No.  1  is  under  the  management 
of  Mr.  Theodore  Paillard,  who  holds  a  Superior  School  license.  No.  14  has 
been  in  operation  for  one  terra  only.  Nos,  5,  5  1-2,  7,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14, 
were  taught  by  untrained  teachers  for  some  portion  of  the  year. 

8L  Hilaire: — ^The  inhabitants  of  District  No.  1  are  justly  proud  of 
their  new  and  pretty  school  house.  Miss  Osilie  Kichard  did  good  work  in 
No.  2.     Four  other  schools  were  in  operation. 

8t.  Jacques: — No.  1  has  a  good  school.  Mr.  J.  Amedoe  Charest  is  the 
teacher.  No,  2,  which  has  been  closed  for  a  year,  was  re^opened  last  term. 
Nos  3  and  5  were  taught  by  local  licensees. 

St.  Leonard: — The  graded  school  at  St.  Leonard's  station  is  in  charge 
of  Mr.  Maximilion  D.  Cormier,  B.  A.  A  ne>7  school  house  has  been  built 
in  No.  1.  Nine  of  the  seventeen  districts  in  this  parish  operated  schools. 
The  school  house  in  No.  8  was  burned  in  the  summer  of  1901.  In  No.  6, 
Byram,  at  a  meeting  of  the  rate-payers  in  October,  1901,  money  was  voted 
to  erect  a  school  house,  but  since,  things  have  remained  at  a  standstill.  I 
▼isited  No.  9,  Combe's  Road  Settlement,  and  No.  15,  Comeau  Ridge,  in 
the  fall  of  1901,     No.  9  is  being  organized.     No.  15  is  a   hopeless  case. 

NORTHUMBERLAND   COUNXr. 

Alnwick : — Mr.  William  L,  Allain,  a  teacher  of  the  first  class,  is  achiev- 
ing success  in  No.  4.  A  new  bouse  has  been  erected  in  No.  13,  Upper 
Neguae,     No.  14  has  a  very  poor  school  house  and  a  poor  school. 

Rogersville  is  divided  into  twelve  districts  and  operates  eleven  schools, 
J8k  very  creditable  showing  of  the  good-will,  intelligence  and  energy  of  the 
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Bople  of  this  new  and  progressive  parish.  A  now  district  has  been  formed 
sick  of  District  No.  14.  It  is  koown  under  the  name  of  Rogersville  West, 
o.  5.  The  graded  school  at  Rogersville  Village  has  improved  in  tone  ancl 
lanagemeot  since  Mr«  J.  Pbileas  Laplante  has  bad  charge  of  it.  Miss 
[arie  Flore  Comeau  is  doing  good  work  in  the  primary  department.  No. 
1  provided  new  furniture.  Needed  repairs  were  made  on  the  house  ia 
o.  16.  All  the  schools  in  this  parish  except  No«  13  were  closed  during 
Le  latter  part  of  the  year  on  account  of  smuUpox. 

BESTIOOUGHE   COUNTY. 

Balmoral: — ^The  school  houses  in  this  parish  are,  for  the  most  part^ 
}od.  No.  2  has  the  best  school.  No.  3>  Addington,  has  been  closed  dur* 
ig  the  whole  year  for  want  of  a  teacher. 

VICTORIA  COUNTY. 

Drummond: — There  are  in  this  parish  seventeen  organiEed  districts, 
ispector  Meagher  visited  most  of  the  schools  of  this  parish  shortly  before 
Ley  were  assigned  to  me.  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  the  whole  of  that 
arish  since. 

The  necessity  of  employing  untrained  teachers  is  still  felt  to  a  great 
stent  in  the  County  of  Madawaska.  During  the  term  just  closed,  fourteen 
ical  licenses  were  issued  for  this  county  only,  and  during  the  previeos 
irm,  fifteen.  This  is  a  serious  drawback  to  educational  progress,  and  as 
mg  as  this  necessity  exists,  tbe  best  interests  of  the  people  living  in  these 
actions,  must  suffer.  In  many  cases,  I  have  refused  to  grant  permission 
I  teach  to  an  applicant  for  local  license,  until  I  was  assured  that  be  was 
msonably  remunerated  by  the  trustet^s.  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  will  in- 
uce  the  inhabitants  of  these  sections  where  local  licensees  are  employed  to 
Bsess  themselves  to  give  better  salaries  to  their  teachers  and  thus  encourage 
larger  attendance  from  this  county  at  the  French  Department,  and  as  a 
^nsequence — better  teaching  and  better  schools.

The  Gloucester  CouDty  Teacher's  lostitute  convened  at  Tracadie  on 
the  8th  and  9th  of  November.  The  attendance  was  not  large,  but  the 
exercises  were  interesting  and  practical.  The  Institute  was  much  indebted 
to  Dr.  Geo.  if.  Haj',  Editor  of  the  "Educational  Review,"  for  practical 
lessons  on  '^Nature"  and  for  many  valuable  suggestions.  The  public  meet- 
ing in  the  evening  was  well  attended,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by  Dr. 
Hay,  Mr.  P.  P.  Murray,  Principal  O'Brien,  C.  J.  Mersereau,  B.  A., 
the  President,  Mr.  Witzell,  and  the  Inspector.

Auother  change  io  the  teaching  stafi  of 
tbe  Model  School  was  occa^iooed  in  Pebrnary  by  the  call  of  Misa  Clara  E. 
Sridges  to  Soatb  Africa .  The  loss  of  the  services  of  one  of  our  moet  popular 
and  sDcceseful  teacbere,  ae  well  as  tbe  Idbs  of  tbu  couoRel  ot  tbe  Board's 
I^xaBiiiier,  Mr.  Eldon  MalliD,  were  of  coneiderable  BigoiSoaDce  from  the 
atandpoint  of  onr  owq  achoole,  but  tbe  honor  thos  conferred  upon  members 
of  tbe  profesaion  Id  Fredericton  as  well  aa  the  Province  is  in  aome  measure 
a  compenaation  for  any  temporary  inconvenience  reautting  therefrom.  The 
leave  taking  of  Miss  Bridges  by  her  pupila  was  iotereattog  and  affecting  and 
evidenced  tbe  firm  grasp  she  had  upon  them.  The  vacancy  created  in  tbis 
department  was  filled  by  the  transfer  ot  Mi^a  Lillian  Nicolson  from  the 
York  Street  School.  This  arrangement  necessitated  a  disturbance  in  tbe 
Btaff  of  the  latter  scbool.  Miss  L  A.  Bnrtt  waa  transferred  from  tbe  third  to 
the  first  department  aod  Miss  Katberine  E..  Currio  was  appointed  on  the 
staff  and  asaigoed  to  the  charge  of  tbe  department  vacated  by  Misa  Burtt. 
Tbe  close  of  tbe  year  brought  further  changes  in  our  staff.  Mies  S.  O 
Dnffy,  for  more  than  twenty  years  an  indastrioua  and  hard  working  member 
of  the  teaching  staff  in  Regent  Street  Scbool,  has  resigned  her  position. 
Misa  A.I.  Tibbite,  for  several  years  one  ot  our  most  succeaaful  teachf^raand 
lately  in  charge  of  Grades  VII  and  VIII  in  York  Street  School,  has  also  re- 
signed lier  position  and  withdrawn  from  tbe  service. 

Alfbongh  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  retain  tbe  services  ot  teachers 
with  experience,  whose  work  has  been  satiafactory,  it  will  be  seen  by  the 
foregoing  that  frequent  changes  are  liable  to  occur  year  after  year  Tbe 
equipment  of  our  schools  is  being  steadily  increased,  and  with  the  n&cessary 
Bopply  of  apparatus  maintained  we  naturally  anticipate  good  results.  Our 
popila  continue  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  tlie  work  of  the  Sloyd  Scbool  and 
many  of  them  show  marked  ability  in  tbe  use  of  tbe  hand  and  eye.  Much 
credit  is  due  to  l^rof.  Macready  and  his  associates  for  the  succocis  already 
attained.  They  are  well  skilled  in  the  art  themselves  and  possess  the 
necessary  qnaliffcalione  for  traioing  the  most  stupid  lad  to  be  careful  and 
exact.  Tbe  exhibition  of  manual  work  shown  at  tbe  recent  Provincial  In- 
stitute formed  a  most  pleasing  attraction  to  teachers  from  every  section  of  the 
Frovince.  Samples  of  every  day  school  work,  including  printing,  drawing, 
and  composition,  from  the  city  schools,  were  also  on  exhibition  and  no  doubt 
received  kind  criticism  from  tbe  profession .

The  schools  heartily  participated  in  the  welcome  given  to  the  Duke 
and  Duchess  of  York,  on  the  occasion  of  their  visit  to  the  city  of  St.  John  in 
Oct.  1901.  By  arrangement  with  the  Provincial  Government  a  chorus  of 
700  pupils  under  the  direction  of  Prof.CoIlinson  sang  the ''National  Anthem" 
and  "My  Own  Canadian  Home"  at  the  reception  given  in  the  Exhibition 
Building.  The  singing  of  the  children  was  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who 
were  present.  ^ 

The  lady  trustees,  as  they  have  done  since  the  time  of  their  appointment 
have  visited  all  the  schools,  and  a  general  inspection  of  all  the  schools  by 
the  entire  Board  was  made  in  June,  according  to  the  annual  custom. 
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Tbo  Superiotendeot,  Dr.  H.  S.  Bridges,  has  continiied  the  inspectioii 
tbo  schools  efficiently,  as  well  as  acting  as  principal  of  tbe|High  School.

i  ifi  every  way  with  the  requirements  of  a  modern  achool^building ;  that 
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in  order  to  coAiplete  aod  equip  such  new  building,  the  Board  required  the 
sum  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  dollars,  whioh  amount,  under  the  proyisionB 
of  the  Schools'  Act,  can  only  be  raided  by  the  issue  of  debentures ;  that  the' 
said^Board  of  School  Trustees,  by  their  said  petition,  respectfully  request 
thal][the  consent  of  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  be 
given  to  the  said  Board  for  the  issue  of  additional  School  Debentures  to  the 
amount  of  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars. 

The  Committee  of  Council  concurring  in  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition 
of  the  said  Board  of  School  Trustees,  and  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  recommends  that  it  be  ordered 
that  the  said  Board  of  School  Trustees  have  leave  to  issue,  in  the  usual  form, 
debentures  to  the  amount  ofTwenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars,  for  the  erection  ' 
and  equipment  of  the  said  school  building.

The  issue  was  in  bonds  of  8500  each,  running  25  years,  and  bearing 
interest  at  3}  per  cent. 

The  Latour  School,  which  is  designed  to  accommodate  pupils  in  the 
southern  half  of  Carleton,  faces  on  St.  John  Street,  the  school  lot  running 
back  to  St.  George  Street.  It  is  built  of  brick  with  stone  trimmings,  meas- 
uring 80  by  90  feet,  and  contains  two  stories  and  basement,  with  high  roof. 
There  are  three  entrances,  one  at  the  front  and  two  at  the  side. 

The  basement  is  airy  and  well  lighted,  with  a  good  height  of  ceiling. 
Its  outer  walls  are  built  hollow  and  the  interior  ones  of  solid  brick,  the  plos* 
tering  is  cement  work  directly  on  the  brick,  there- being  no  woodwork  ia 
this  part  of  the  building  except  the  doors  and  window  finish.  Here  are  the 
boys'  and  girls'  lavatories,  28  x  32  feet  each,  situated  at  each  side,  separated 
by  the  furnace  and  coal  room,  which  run  from  front  to  rear.  Here  also  are 
the  play  rooms  with  asphalt  floor.     The  boys'  lavatory  is  fitted  up  with 
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e  urinals  and  eDamelled  W.  C.  range,  the  girls'  with  double  W.  C.  range 
i#)»id««  vrhich  are  four  teachers'  W.  C.'s  with  marble  wash  basins  and 
lent  t)m)r, 

i*^!!  the  ground  floor  are  four  class  rooms,  each  32  x  28  feet,  also  four 
ik  looms  aud  a  well  lighted  centre  and  cross  hall,  12  feet  wide.  The 
aci|Niirs  room  is  at  the  right  of  the  main  entrance.  There  are  two  flights 
rid«  stairs  from  ground  floor  to  second  floor,  neatly  framed  in  birch. 

The  second  floor  has  two  class  rooms  of  the  same  size  as  those  on  the 
and  floor  and  a  fine  Assembly  Hall  88  x  32  feet,  also  two  cloak  rooms.

The  floors  above  the  basement  are  of  the  best  quality  of  birch,  and  the 
ta  of  the  class  rooms  and  corridors  are  wainscotted  3  or  4  feet  from  the 
r  with  the  same  wood.  The  rest  of  the  interior  finish  is  of  white  wood. 
»  partitions  between  the  cloak  rooms  and  corridor  are  of  wire  work. 

The  plastering  above  the  basement  is  of  Windsor  cement.  Each  room 
itted  up  with  ventilating,  boxes  connected  with  a  heated  ventilation  flue. 

The  entrance  steps  are  of  granite,  the  vestibule  of  cast  iron,  the  cornices 
covering  of  the  high  roof  of  galvanized  iron,  the  deck  of  gravel  roofing. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  with  hot  water,  supplied  by  two

Repairs  to  root  and  furni- 
ture of  Douglas  Ayenue.  Repairs  to  fence,  windows,  desks  and  yard  of 
Victoria.  Kalsomining  and  wall  slates  in  Victoria  Annex,  New  desks  and 
basement  whitewashed  in  St.  Joseph's.  Wall  slates  in  St.  Malachl's,  Re- 
pairs to  desks  and  walls  in  Leinster  Street.  Retaining  wall  rebuilt,  wall 
slates  and  new  desks  in  Centennial.  Additional  radiators  in  out  room  of 
Aberdeen  and  yard  leyell^d  and  raised.  VTall  slates  and  new  desks  in  one 
room  in  Winter  Street.  New  desks  in  one  room  in  St.  Peters'  Girls. 
High  School  entrance  improved. 

New  maps,  globes  and  dictionaries  were  supplied  to  the  amount  •f 
about  $288  by  the  committee  on  school  aparatus. 

The  year  opened  with  the  largest  enrolment  on  record,  but  the  attend- 
ance was  afterwards  sadly  lessened  by  an  epidemic  of  small  pox,  which 
appeared  in  the  city  in  October.  The  attendance  gradually  went  down  to 
little  over  50  per  cent  of  those  on  the  rolls,  ahd  one  school,  the  Aberdeen, 
seemed  exposed  to  so  much  danger  that  it  had  to  be  temporarily  closed  and 
thoroughly  disinfected.  Soon  after  the  Christmas  holidays,  however,  the 
epidemic  was  effectually  controlled,  but  the  rate  of  attendance  was  materially 
affected  till  midsummer. 

The  Board  contemplates  erecting  during  the  coming  year  a  large 
school  building  in  the  centre  of  that  portion  of  the  city  formerly  called 
Portland,  to  accommodate  the  children  now  attending  the  Elm  Street  school 
and  to  relieve  other  over  crowded  buildings.  On  the  completion  of  this 
building  all  the  children  of  the  city  will  be  provided  with  commodious  and 
well  ventilated  schoolrooms  in  modern  and  properly  equipped  buildings,  of 
which  any  community  might  well  feel  proud.  The  questions  ot  manual 
training  and  domestic  science  will  no  doubt  receive  the  careful  consideration 
of  the  Board  at  an  early  date.

5SB  standpoint,  it  wiii  be  seen  that  its  transactions  are  not  exceeded  in  im- 
^rtance  by  those  of  any  other  department  of  the  city,  for  those  transactioos 
iTolve  in  the  first  place  the  care  of  property  which  cannot  be  valued  at 
luch  less  than  $400,000,  and  in  the  second  place  an  annual  expenditure  of 
>out  $100,000.  They  thus  represent  what  Is  ordinarily  considered  a  pretty 
ige  business.  But  when  citizens  consider  the  object  of  these  transactioos, 
id  reflect  that  this  large  expenditure  is  not  made  for  the  ordinary  commod- 
ies  of  life,  but  concerns  the  preparation  of  fully  7,000  young  people  for 
iccess  in  life  and  honourable  citizenship,  they  will  be  compelled  to  acknow- 
dge  the  great  importance  of  such  a  work. 

Two  things  have  contributed  to  make  this  important  work  successful 
I  a  Tery  high  degree  —  first,  the  faithfulness  of  the  School  Board  in  per- 
inning  its  official  duties ;  second,  the  zeal  and  professional  ability  of  the 
reat  majority  of  teachers  m  your  employ.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  roe  to  state 
Lit  both  principals  and  teachers  arc,  as  a  rule,  loyally  devoting  themselves 
I  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils.  It  seems  to  me  that  professional  ability 
id  study  are  slowly  but  gradually  on  the  increase,  while  I  am  pleased  to 
>te  a  disposition  and  a  desire  to  keep  fully  abreast  with  what  is  latest  both 

the  theory  and  practice  of  education.  Of  course  there  are  some  teachers 
ho  do  not  seem  to  comprehend  their  responsibilities,  and  a  few  who  are 
ifuLilIy  incapable,  but  by  far  the  larger  number  realize  that  capable  aad 
i:iifal  work  is  the  surest  guarantee  to  permanence  and  success  in  their 
^sitioi^s.  A  teacher  who  does  not  make  a  study  of  education  generally, 
id  wLo  neglects  that  daily  preparation  which  is  so  essential  to  the  sao- 
isat'rjl  carrying  out  of  the  work  of  the  school,  is  no  longer  fit  to  be  placed 

charge  of  pupils.  Indeed  it  m^y  with  truth  be  said  that  if  the  position  of 
tch  a  teachet  and  his  pupils  were  reversed  the  pupil  might  take  the  book 
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in  hand  and  carry  od  the  iostructioo  with  about  as  much  ability  and  spirit 
as  the  teacher  now  does.  Neither  should  the  energies  of  teachers  be- 
expended  to  any  considerable  extent  on  work  not  directly  connected  with 
their  schools.  Where  this  is  the  case  it  will  be  found  that  the  teacher 
cannot  devote  that  attention  and  thought  to  the  duties  of  the  school,  which 
are  so  indispensable  to  successful  work  in  the  class  room.  Again,  teachers 
who  arc  always  prompt  to  leave  the  school  at  the  hour  of  difimissaly  and  who^ 
never  give  their  work  the  slightest  thought  or  study  until  school  opens  on 
the  following  morning,  cannot  be  prepared  to  conduct  the  recitation  of  a 
class  successfully*  even  if  they  have  a  thorough  understanding  of  such 
subjects  as   they  are  required  to   teach. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  public  schools  of  the  city.  The  following  presents  a  tabular 
view  of  the  number  of  pupils  throughout  the  whole  city,  as  well  as  the 
percentage  of  attendance  tor  the  past  four  years  :

The  attendance  of  pupils   in   every  school   throughout  the   city  was^ 
particularly  good  during  the  months   of  Sept.  and  Oct.,  1901,  until  the- 
outbreak  of  Smallpox  in  St.  John  during  the  latter  month,  and  it  was  even 
better  during  the  same  months  in  1902. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number 
of  pupils  at  present  on  the  school  registers  is  7,329 — the  largest  number 
reached  since  1879.  The  number  enrolled  in  the  latter  year  was  undoubt- 
edly due  to  the  large  floating  population  in  the  city  just  after  the  fire  of 
1877,  and  did  not  really  represent  the  attendance  of  pupils  who  were  the 
children  of  parents  residing  permanently  in  the  city.  This  ia  shown  by  the 
fact  that  in  1880  tbe  enrollment  dropped  to  6,400,  and  did  not  again  reach 
7^000  until  tbe  second  term  of  1898.  The  increase  of  pupils  at  the  present 
time  is  to  be  found  mainly  in  the  Alexandra,  Winter  Street,  St.  Peter's 
(Boys'),  Albert  and  High  Schools.    There  is  also  an  increase  in  the  number 
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rboys  attending  grades  I.  and  II.  of  the  Victoria  Annex.  On  the  re-opeo- 
)g  of  the  schools  in  August,  1902.  after  the  summer  vacation,  it  was  found 
ecessary  to  open  a  new  department  in  the  Alexandra  School,  also  one  in  St. 
eter's  (Boys).  Even  though  an  additional  department  was  opened  in  the 
.lexandra  school  in  August  1902,  twe  schools  in  that  building  are  still  some- 
hat  overcrowded,  and  at  the  beginning  of  next  school  year  it  aiay  be  agMia 
mnd  necessary  to  open  another  depart nient  there,  although  I  am  in  hopes 
lat  when  the  fine  new  building  on  Elm  St.  is  ready  for  occupation,  the 
irercrowding  in  the  Alexandra  may  be  considerably  relieved  by  a  redistriba- 
on  of  pupils  at  present  attending  the  Elm  St.,  Newman  St.  and  Alexandra 
shools. 

The  following  table  shows  the  enrolment  of  pupils  at  present  attending 
rades  I.  to  IV.  Winter  St.,  and  grades  I.  to  VI.  Alexandra  where  the 
imber  of  pupils  necessarily  assigned  to  each  teacher  seems  excessive;

NEW  BUILDINGS. 
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Since  wj  lust  report  was  eabmitted  one  handdoma  new  building  !iae  been 
completed.  This  building  la  situated  on  ihe  west  side  of  tha  harbour  and 
bears  tha  historic  name  of  LaTour.  This  new  school-houae  ia  porbapa  ihe 
finfjiC  in  tiie  city,  aud  ia  a  tboroaglily  up  to-date  building  in  every  reppect- 
It  contains  an  exhibition  )ial]  and  i~ix  clu-a  mom-),  luur  of  which  were  occupied 
nt  the  beginaing  of  the  term  junt  cloned.  T)ie  rooms  are  all  28  It.  in  breadtb 
by  32  ft.  in  length,  and  tlie  building  waa  skillnlly  planned  by  the  architect, 
Mr,  B  U.  Mott,  in  such  a  way  that  the  pupils  in  every  room  reooipe  the 
'iglil  from  the  windows  on  their  lelt  and  those  at  the  rear.  Each  pnpil  ia 
<I«o  provided  with  the  adjustable  soal  and  desk  mannfactured  by  Lordly  & 
Co.,  after  the  pattern  now  approved  by  the  lioard.  This  liuilding  has  en- 
roled na  to  relieve  the  ovorcrowded  condition  of  most  of  trie  rooms  in  the 
A.lfcert  building  as  well  as  also  to  aQ'ird  proper  quarters  for  the  pupils,  who 
ttsed  to  occupy  the  smalt  and  ill  lighted  room*  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  The  or 
S^tiizalion  of  the  LaTuur  id  as  follows: — Mr.  Armstrong,  Principal;  Miaa  Com- 
faoD,  ilisB  Lydift  Fullorton,  Miss  Nunnery, 

Another  building  is  now  in  coarse  of  erection  on  Elm  St.,  North  End, 
''Car  the  site  of  the  old  Madras  School .  This  building  is  named  Lhn  Dnfferin 
Qd  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  August,  1903.  It  will  contain  teo 
and  an  assembly  ball,  and  will  enable  us  to  reliova  in  some  measure 
■t»e  present  overcrowded  cimd'tion  of  Ihe  Winter  St.  building  ai  wallas  to 
'"iuvide  suitable  quarttira  fur  those  teacliern  and  pupils,  wlio  have  been  com- 
piled lo  endure  the  wretched  accommodation  afforded  by  the  old  Mudrna 
*^  tiding.  The  ei-eclion  of  Ihie  splendid  new  building  in  the  place  of  the  old 
<2|ii>ol  hoDse.  which  haa  so  long  been  a  disgrace  to  our  city,  will  he  h  lifting 
^ciDuioeut  to  the  energy  and  toretboughl  of  the  preeeut  Guard  of  6ohool 
■*  r  astees. 

Maoy  a  teacher  haa  borue  elequent  testimouy  to  Ibe  marked  inSnence  f'lr 
Sood  wbi^b  a  beautiful  school  room  exercises  on  the  conduct  of  the  pupiln. 
*  bere  ia  nndonbledly  au  intimate  connection  between  the  physical  environ- 
'Bent  ol  pupils  and  their  conduct;  and  a  pleasaut  school  ronm.  with  ita 
Vtraclive  aurrouudings,  supplies  one  of  the  most  eOeutive  conditions  of  easy 
ooDtrol.     Many  a  school  has  been  completely  transformed  by  its  removal  to 


a  Dew  bnitdiog,  and  every  edacator  of  ezperisDce  koova  tbst  a  dirty,  dtog] 
buildiag  ia  for  the  most  part  a  cuofltant  sourcQ  of  temptation  to  diMrdcr, 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  Ihc  schooU  of  the  City  of  Saint  John  has  been  kept 
to  the  high  etHndard  maintained  during  previous  years  and  ia.  I  5e)ievfli 
quite  equal  if  out  superior  to  that  exisling  in  the  schoold  of  any  nf  (he  ciU< 
throughout  the  Dominion.  Most  of  the  tenchers  realize  that  (he  objecl 
uad  purpose  of  corrective  restraints  ia  not  so  much  to  eHect  immediate  aD< 
temporary  resulla  aa  it  is  to  eHtal>lieib  good  habits,  to  eualile  the  cbildreo  tt 
act  for  themselves,  and  graduaily  to  grow  more  seueitivo  to  higher  mutives. 
It  must  be  apparent  to  any  visitor,  who  enters  our  school  rooms,  that  tlieii 
results  are  being  tairly  attained.  1  have  often  been  delighted  in  my  viiili 
to  the  different  school  rooms  to  see  the  bappy  and  busy  appe&ranoe  of  tlit 
pupils,  to  note  Ihe  evidences  of  that  good  understanding  between  children 
and  teachers,  which  arises  from  good  feeling  and  oiutual  respect,  and  to  ae( 
that  older  and  coareer  modes  of  punishment  are  gradually  diaappeariog. 
At  times,  doubtless,  there  are  CTsea  which  seem  to  require  more  draatio 
methods  of  treatment,  and  it  has  occasionally  lieen  found  ueoossary  to  ioflic 
corporal  puDiehment,  but  the  good  teacher,  like  a  good  physician,  will  bt 
careful  to  resort  to  the  heroic  treatment  only  in  extreme  criaea. 

There  are,  however,  in  the  schools  of  every  city  of  the  size  of  St.  J(Aq 
some  pupils  upon  whom  ordinary  incentives  and  punishments  have  not  tli< 
requisite  efleot.  It  cannot  bo  said  that  the  acts  of  these  pupils  are  vicioiu, 
but  tbey  are  often  really  subversive  of  good  diaciptine  and  may,  if  ood> 
tinued,  develope  into  habits  which  will  eventually  lead  to  crime.  TheM 
pupils  are  endowed  by  nature  with  strong  wills,  have  never  boea  cifiectiveljr 
controlled  by  their  parents  and  their  example  often  has  a  very  bad  eS'eotOD 
the  babits  of  Iheir  fellows.  It  would  doubtless  be  a  very  easy  matter  to  get 
rid  of  such  pupils  by  expelling  them,  bnt  inasmuch  as  their  perversity  is 
usually  the  result  of  improper  training  at  borne,  or  rather,  the  abseuce  of 
any  training  at  all,  these  are  precisely  the  pupils  who  are  most  in  need  of 
that  restrniot  and  moral  training  which  the  school  aims  to  give.  What 
these  pupils  need  is  special  treatment  in  a  special  school.  Tbey  require  to 
be  placed  under  the  care  and  guidance  of  some  teacher  who  is  specially 
fitted  to  deal  with  them,  who  will  carefully  study  their  peculiarities  sod  by 
a  kind  but  powerful  baod  work  a  thorough  reformation  iu  their  moral  cbar* 
Boter  and  habits  of  utudy.  The  most  effectual  remedy  for  theae  puplli 
would  be  two  or  three  ungraded  schools  id  different  parts  of  the  city.    Ai 
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tbia  BQggestina  has  been  made  ia  previouB  reports  without  bsying  reoeived 
tbe  Berious  attention  of  the  Board,  I  would  most  earnestly  recommend  it  to 
your  careful  coDsideration  duriog  tbe  coming  year.  lu  my  report  for  18^9, 
I  Buggeated  that  the  inatructioD  in  such  n  school  must  necessarily  be  iodi- 
Tidual  and  that  tbe  teacher  ought  not  to  be  hampered  by  any  cast-iron  cur- 
riculum.  The  wurk  would  for  many  reasons  differ  considerably  from  that 
of  the  regnlar  school,  and  the  teacher  might  be  allowed  to  consult  to  a 
limited  extent  the  taates  ot  tbe  individual  pupils  uuder  his  charge. 

To  rendi^r  our  school  system  atill  more  complete  we  need  a  further 
school  fur  thcne  pupils  who  can  no  longer  lie  controlled  by  their  parents, 
and  whose  homes  are,  therefore,  no  longer  fit  places  for  them,  but  who  are 
Dot  yet  crimiuals.  Schools  of  this  kind  have  been  established  in  several 
citiss  of  the  United  States.  In  these  schools  pupils  are  detained  and  com- 
pletely removed  from  tbeir  bomea.  Tbe  proper  looatiou  for  suob  a  school 
is  a  farm,  where  the  scholars  would  have  every  facility  for  exerciee  out  of 
doois,  and  where  they  would  ho  compelled  to  work  industriously  with  tbeir 
baods  during  a  portion  of  each  day.  Such  a  school  will  be  an  absolute 
necessity,  it  tbe  Legislature  enact  a  compulsory  school  law,  as  they  seem 
likely  to  do  at  an  early  date,  and  would  undoubtedly  be  productive  of  untold 
benefit  to  some  young  people  who  are  now  on  the  downward  track  for  tbe 
want  of  it.  It  would  do  more  than  anything  to  effect  a  practical  sol  utioo 
of  tbe  so-called  *  boy  problem  '  which  has  been  attracting  so  much  attention 
for  the  last  few  months  in  this  city.  A  school  of  this  kind  could  not  be 
established  without  considerable  expense,  and  no  doubt  there  are  some  per- 
sons who  would  regard  such  expeuee  as  unnecessary,  but  that  expense  is 
surely  justifiable,  which  saves  future  citizens  from  a  life  of  pauperism  and 
crime.  Is  it  not  much  wiser,  more  economical  and  more  faumane  to  train  tbe 
young  away  from  crime  than  to  puoiab  adult  criminals. 


Pupils  are  still  promoted  from  grade  to  grade  largely  on  tbe  recom- 
mendation of  their  respective  teachers.  This  is  entirely  in  line  with  the  best 
educational  thought  of  the  present  day.  Most  of  the  cities  in  the  United 
States  have  ab<.liBbed  the  examination  system  and  now  promote  pupils 
almost  entirely  on  the  judgment  of  teachers,  who  estimate  tbe  work  and  at- 
tainments of  tbeir  pupils  hy  simple  monthly  teats.  No  feature  of  progress 
in  the  present  administration  of  public  schools  is  more  marked  than  tbe 
widespread  movement  to  cnitatl  as  far  as  possible  tbe  evils  of  what  may  be 
termed  the  examioatioD  system  of  promoting  pupils.     Throughout  Great 
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iritain  the  change  in  this  respect  haR  been  quite  as  marked  as  in  the  United 
Itates  and  even  more  so.     lu  Eoglaod  the   Government   School    iDspectofB 
re  no  longer  permitted  to  hold  examinations  at  stated  times,  and   the  rank* 
3g  of  schools  and  pupils  is  no  longer  based  on  examination  results.     In  tbi« 
onnection  1  maj  be  allowed  to  quote  the  remarks  of  one  of  the  most  emin- 
nt  of  American  educationists,  Dr.  Emerson  E.  White:  ''When  not  only  the 
romotion  of   pupils  but   also  the  efHciency  of  teachers  and  the  standing  of 
chools  are  determined  by  the  results  of  stated  examinations,  such  examina- 
ons  muat^  in  the  nature  of  things,  largely  determine  the  scope  and  charac- 
3r  of  prior  teaching  and  study,  this  being  especially  true  when    the  writtea 
ests  are  prepared  by  the  superintendent  for  all  classes  in  the  same  grade  in 
le  schools.     Experience  shows  that  few    teachers  can    face  such   a  forma| 
set  of    their  eflScieucy,   and  feel  free  to  teach  according  to  their  best  judg- 
lent  and  power.     As  the  ordeal  approaches,  the  burning  question  becomes 
ot  what  is  best   for  the    pupils,  but    what  will   count  in    the  examination, 
'nder   this    pressure    teaching    inevitably   sinks   into    the  art  of  preparing 
upils  to  pass  examinations,  and  this  often  becomes  a  pretty    fine  art.     For- 
ler  tests  are  scanned  for  probable  questions,  and  the  arts  of  the  coacher  and 
rammer  take  the  place  of  rational  training.     Teaching  tlins  degenerates  into 
le  art  of  preparing  wures  for  the  ex>imination  market.''     What  is  said  above, 
jvrever,  is  not  intended  to  prevent  the  teacher  from  making    as  free  a  ago 
f  the    written  test  as  he  may  find  necessary  fur  the  purpose  ot  lorniing  an 
itelligent  estimate  of  the    pupils.      All    capablo    teachers   must    test   tlieir 
upils  from    time  to   time,  and  the  results  of  these  tests  whether  written  or 
'al  must  influence  the  teacher  in  forming  an  opinion  as  to  thtj  popil's  fitueb-i 
T  promotion.     Nor  can  there  be  a  surer  guarantee  of  a  pnpilV    fitness  for 
romotion  than    the  ability  he  shows  month  by  month  to  master  the  work  of 
le  >:rade  from  which  he  desires  to  be  promoted. 

The  parents,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  have  for  the  most  part  concurred  in 
le  estimate  formed  by  teachers  as  to  the  fitness  of  their  children  f.ir  pro- 
ction  In  aomo  cases  applications  havo  been  made  to  me  for  re  examin- 
ion,  but  these  have  been  t^o  rare  that  they  deserve  only  a  passing  notice, 
may  add  tliat.  whenever  it  is  found  that  a  pupil  is  not  likely  to  be  ahle  to 
iss  to  the  succeeding  ^ra^^e,  the  teacher  is  recommended  to  visit  tlio 
nent  and  inform  him  of  the  fact  jj:iving  at  the  same  time  the  reasons  fcT  the 
lihVs  failure  to  grade.  These  visits  of  the  teacher  have  been  in  moet  cases 
oductive  of  much  ^'ood,  although  I  am  obliged  to  state  that  there  have  been 
stances  where  parents  have  been  found  to  blame  the  teacher,  when  Ifieir 
lild  has  faded  of  promotion. 


The  failare  ot  many  pupils  to  gratle  \a  June,  1902,  waa  dne  in  a  great 
meaBure  to  tbeir  irrogDlar  atteadaDce  tbrDugbo:il  tbe  year.  This  irtegalari- 
ty  cfatteodsDce  was  caused  by  their  fear  of  coDtracting  small  pox  which 
was  Eo  .prevalent  throughout  tbe  city  during  the  laet  tbree  montha  of  1901 
aod  the  early  part  of  1902.  Id  mauy  cases  also  the  results  of  vaccinatioQ, 
which  had  been  made  compulsory  by  !bo  Board  on  all  pupils  atleoiiing  tbe 
pofclic  schools,  were  unusually  severe;  otteo  keeping  the  pupil  from  school 
for  Home  weeks. 

8DBJECT8  OF  THE   CODBSE   OP   INSTRUCTION, 

These  have  beea  for  the  most  part  intelligently  and  faithfully  taught. 
iBy  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them"  is  an  axiomatio  truth  that  may  well  be 
applied  to  schools,  lor  only  in  tbe  schools  themselves  is  it  possible  to  deter< 
mine  ibo  results  of  a  system  and  tbe  methods  employed.  There  can  be  do 
<l.ntigtioD,  Id  my  opinion,  tbal  really  excellent  work  is  being  aocomplished  in 
ost  of  our  primary  grades.  But  at  tbe  same  lime  an  expert  observer  will 
b^Te  to  admit  that  there  ie  often  a  (ailing  off  in  some  of  the  succeeding 
grades,  notably  in  the  lourtb  and  filtb,  Tbis  is  largely  due  to  the  lack  of 
thorough  and  intelligent  drill.  Teachers  of  these  grades  often  complain  of 
tbe  crowded  condition  of  the  curriculum  and  say  that  it  is  so  lull  of  subjects 
that  thorough  work  is  almost  impossible.  To  tbis  my  invariable  reply  has 
t>^ea  do  not  waste  your  time  and  streogtb  od  things  which  have  little  ednca* 
Clonal  or  practical  value,  teach  what  is  essential,  and  tbou,  by  persistent  and 
icatsliigent  drill,  fasten  what  you  have  taught  in  the  mind  of  the  pupil. 
T*L}ere  are  things  connected  with  the  teaching  of  every  subject  whicb  might 
<U  be  omitted  by  the  teacher  in  the  first  lessons,  and  presented  only  after 
t]3«  way  has  been  properly  paved.  Hence  there  is  tbe  greatest  need  that 
nif  a  person  of  the  highest  order  of  intelligence  should  fill  the  ofiioe  of 
^■^'•oher. 

Nothing  has  hecn    moro  efficacious,  in  mj  opinion,  in  improving  our 
^<iliools  thiin  tbe  meetings  of  the  principals   which  have  been  held  every 
**ionth  throiiEbout  the  school  year.     By  means  of  these  moetings  the  work 
*^na  been  unilied,  wesk   places  built  up,   and  a  mure   complete  control  and 
^ireption  of  the  school  work    secured.     In  these  incetiDga    much  attention 
"Wbeen  devoted  to  the  various  subjects  of  the  curriculum  and    tbe   beat 
mode  of  presenting  and  teaching   each.     These    meetings   have  been  pro- 
ductive of  very  great  good  in  the  past,  and  it  will  be  my  aim  to  make  them 
productive  of  greater  good  in  tbe  future.  , 

More  attention  has  been  paid  to  spelling  in  the  Inst  two  years  than  was 

formerly  the  case.     Manniug's  speller,  a  most  useful  little  work,  has  been 
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laced  in  the  hands  of  pupils  of  the  fifth  and  succeediog  grades,  and  I  am  in 
opes  to  see  satisfactory  results  in  the  course  of  another  year  or  two.  Many 
minent  teachers  have  contended  that  accuracy  in  spelling  depends  entirely 
D  the  written  test,  and  that  oral  spelling  is  of  no  use  whatever.  The  truth 
f  such  a  statement,  however,  has  never  seemed  very  apparent  to  me  and 
ecent  experiments  seem  to  show  that  accuracy  of  spelling  in  elementary 
rades  is  best  secured  by  a  judicious  combination  of  both  the  oral  and 
written  tests.  What  better  aid  cdn  there  be  than  proper  oral  spelling  in 
cquiring  an  accurate  and  ready  pronunciation  of  words?  And  there  can 
e  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  old-fashioned  system  of  oral  spelling  where 
distinct  pause  was  made  after  each  s}  liable  was  of  the  greatest  assistance 
Q  making  pupils  ready  readers. 

In  the  majority  of  schools  there  has  been  considerable  improvement 
I  the  teaching  of  English  composition,  but  there  are  still  too  many  teachers 
^ho  do  not  recognize  the  supreme  importance  of  early  training  in  this 
ubject.  When  teachers  require  young  pupils  to  reproduce  the  lesson  in 
writing,  they  should  be  particularly  careful  to  see  that  this  exercise  is 
3ade  not  simply  a  mere  test  of  knowledge,  but  also  a  thorough  training 
a  the  written  expression  of  their  knowledge ;  otherwise,  careless  habits 
re  sure  to  be  formed  and  the  real  value  of  such  an  exercise  as  a  traioiog 
Q  composition  is  largely  lost.  In  all  wiitten  wor^c  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
ortance  for  pupils  to  be  trained  to  aim  at  quality  rather  than  quantity. 

The  teaching  of  reading  has  been  fairly  up  to  the  mark.  As  a  rule, 
eachers  have  aimed  at  teaching  pupils  to  read  so  as  to  comprehend  the 
sought.  They  have  likewise  insisted  on  correct  enunciation  and  pro- 
unciation  to  a  greater  extent  than  formerly,  and  have  made  marked  im. 
rovement  in  these  respects. 

rilYSICAL   CULTURE. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  endeavored  to  point  out  the  great  importauce 
f  systematic  physical  culture  in  aiiy  well  balanced  scheme  of  instruction, 
hero  should  bo  introduced  into  all  our  schools  a  thorough  and  systematic 
Durse  of  well  <zr;Kled  exercises  calculated  to  promote  the  bodily  health  of 
le  school  chili' ren  and  bated  upon  scientific  principles.  It  is  scarcely 
ossiblc  to  overrate  the  advantages  which  pupils  would  derive  from  such  a 
)urse  of  physical  training,  and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  the  Board  may,  during 
le  coming  school  year,  persuade  our  esteemed  fellow  citizen,  Mr.  Joseph 
Uison,  to  renew  the  generous  offer  which  he  made  a  year  or  two  ago,  to 
rovide  tor  a  year  at  his  own  expense,  a  director  of  physical  culture  for  the 
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city  Hchoots.  There  are  far  too  many  papils  in  all  of  oar  aobool  rooma, 
«b»Be  awkward  postures  and  ungraceful  rooTements  show  plainly  enough 
the  neoflssity  of  8uch  traialng.  Nor  would  it  tak^  a  great  ambuot  of  time  to 
correct  such  uudesirable  tendencies.  Fifteen  minutes  of  contioiious  traiuiug 
daily  would  be  quite  enough  to  produce  a  marked  change  in  the  persooal 
appearauce  of  an  entire  room,  and  would  undoubtedly  tend  to  promote 
that  grace  and  ease  of  bodily  carriage  which  everyone  should  try  to  secure. 

MANDAL  TBATNIKQ  AND   COOKING   SCHOOL. 

It  seems  as  though  the  time  bad  arrived  when  some  form  of  manual 
training  work  should  be  provided  for  boys  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades.  The 
experiment  has  been  made  io  connection  with  the  schools  of  Frederictoo 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  McCready  and  baa  been  quite  successful  there- 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  such  a  school  would  be  found  to  work 
vrell  if  established  here.  An  effort  should  also  bo  made  at  the  same  time  to 
establish  a  school  in  which  girls  of  the  same  grades  could  be  taught  bow  to 
cook.  For  my  own  part  I  believe  the  educational  value  of  such  a  school 
v.'iuld  be  even  greater  than  that  of  a  school  for  manual  training;  and  nothing 
I.I  sreater  practical  worth  could  be  imparted  to  the  girlu  in  those  grades 
T'i>u  a  knowledge  of  eciontiho  cookery.  If  such  knowledge  could  be 
^i-'iierally  diffused,  there  would  in  a  very  short  time  be  a  marked  improve- 
DH-iit  in  the  health,  the  comfort  and  even  the  morals  of  an  entire  community. 
Vho  can  tell  but  that  it  might  prove  the  best  way  to  teach  scientific 
toiiiperaDce? 

HIOU   SOEOOL  BNTBAN'CE   EXAHIHATIOK. 

In  June,  1901,  the  total  number  of  pupils  who  tried  this  examinutioD 
m  St.  John,  was  25S,  a  number  much  larger  than  in  any  previous  year.

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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the 
tigh  School  daring  the  last  three  years.  This  is  dae  to  the  fact  that  more 
oys  than  formerly  are  annually  seeking  admission  to  the  High  School,  and 
fter  entrance  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  remain  at  the  school  long  enough 
)  secure  certificates  of  graduation. 

When  the  schools  re-opened  in  August  last  at  the  close  of  the  summer 
acatiou,  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer  Grade  YII.  (Girls)  from  the  High 
chool  building  to  the  Victoria  in  order  to  secure  proper  accommodation  for 
liose  pupils  of  Grade  IX.  who  had  been  occupying  the  High  School  Assem* 
ly  Hall  for  the  last  two  years.  This  change  proved  a  most  welcome  ooe 
oth  to  the  pupils  and  the  teacher  of  this  particular  department  of  the  High 
chool,  and  as  a  consequence  much  better  work  has  been  done  by  them  thao 
ras  possible  before.  A  proper  room  should  also  be  provided  for  the  pupils 
f  Grade  XII.  who  are  now  obliged  to  use  the  Principars  ofiSce  as  their 
lass  room.  There  are  at  the  present  time  17  pupils  in  this  grade,  a  number 
ntirely  too  large  for  the  size  of  the  room.  Provision  should  also  be  made  in 
he  near  future  for  opening  another  department  for  pupils  taking  the  work  of 
rrade  XI.  During  the  present  school  year  there  are  no  less  than  88  pupils 
3  the  two  divisions  of  this  grade,  which  is  really  too  many  for  twoteacherB 
0  handle  efi*ectively  in  any  year  of  High  School  work  and  much  more  so  id 
he  last  year  of  the  course,  when  pupils  require  and  should  receive  so  much 
Qdividual  attention. 

In  spite  of  tho  large  numbers,  I  feel  satisfied  that  the  quality  of  the 
7ork  done  has  been  kept  up  to  the  standard  which  has  been  maintained 
litherto,  and  which  ought  to  be  expected  of  a  High  School.  No  startling 
Duovations  have  been  attempted,  but  each  teacher  has  tried  in  all  possible 
\rRys  to  improve  the  general  work  of  his  school,  and  I  believe  there  is  not 
.  single  department  of  the  High  School  in  which  real  progress  has  not  been 
aadc. 

Though  our  needs  are  still  many,  I  shall  make  particular  mention  of 
>ut  three.  The  beat  work  cannot  be  done  in  either  history  or  literature 
\rithout  suitable  works  of  reference,  and  in  these  the  Hio;h  School  library  is 
till  very  deficient.  The  Board  should  also  at  no  distant  day  place  an 
ilectric  clock  in  the  building,  and  provide  a  suitable  play  ground  for  the 
;irls.

Sir  :  — The  Board  of  School  Trustees  for  the  City  of  Moncton  have  the* 
honor  to  present  for  yonr  consideration  the  annual  report  of  the  Public* 
Schools  in  the  City  of  Moncton,  for  the  year  1902. 

During  the  year  no  change  has  taken  place  in  the  constitution  of  the 
Board.     Trustees  Miss  Hattie  Tweedie  and  L.  N.  Bourque,  M.  D.,   whose- 
term  of  office  expired  during  the  year  were  reappointed  by  the  City  Counoil*. 
The  grand  total  enrollment  throughout  the  city  for  1902,  numbered  1795, 
and  thirty-four  teachers  were  engaged.    Total  number  of  pupils  enroUed 
last  year  was  1778. 
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ABERDEEN  SCHOOL. 

This  building  accoramodates  sixteen  schools,  the  grades  running  from 
;o  XI,  inclusive,  with  an  enrollment  of  800  pupils.  The  High  School 
1  the  Grammar  School  for  the  County  of  Westmorland  consists  of  Grades 
.9  X  and  XI ;  had  an  enrollment  of  156  pupils  during  the  year. 

Some  important  changes  in  the  stafT  of  the  High  School  have  taken 
ice  during  the  year.  During  the  first  term  of  the  year^only  three  teachers 
re  engaged  on  the  staff,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  term  the 
•vices  of  Mr.  H.  B,  Steeifes,  M.  A.,  were  engaged  for  Grade  IX.  Mr. 
3eve8  has  had  long  experience  in  other  schools  and  came  with  an  excel* 
it  record  as  a  progressive  teacher.  At  the  opening  of  the  second  term, 
:.  C.  H.  Acheson,  who  for  several  years  had  been  one  of  the  most  auc- 
)sful  teachers  in  the  High  School,  received  from  the  Colonial  Secretary's 
See  m  London,  a  flattering  ofTer^for  his  services.  He  was  requested  to 
to  South  Africa  and  assume  a  position  on  the  Normal  School  staff  in 
etoria.  Mr,  Acheson  accepted  this  offer  and  resigned  his  position  in 
)ncton.  General  expressions  of  regret  at  the  loss  sustained  by  Moncton 
gb  School  were  made  on  all  sides.  Mr.  Acheson  during  his  term  in 
:>ncton  gave  universal  satisfaction  and  was  indefatigable  in  his  efforts  for 
9  success  and  progress  of  the  school.  The  city  of  Moncton,  and  the 
ofession  generally  throughout  the  Province  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the 
moval  of  .so  enthusiastic  a  teacher.  Suitable  expressions  of  regret 
Mr.  Acheson's  removal  were  formally  made  by  the  trustees,  the  teachers 
the  city,  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  and  the  citizens.  Mr.  McNally 
IS  promoted  to  the  position  of  teacher  of  Grade  X.  In  filling  the  vacancy 
e  trustees,  were  however,  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
'.  A.  Cowperthwaite,  M.  A.,  of  Harvard  University,  The  work  in  the 
igh  School  has  been  very  successfully  carried  on  during  the  year.  lo 
e  other  departments  in  the  Aberdeen  School  some  changes  in  the  staff 
ve  occurred.  Mrs.  Gross  a  teacher  of  long  and  exceUent  service  in  priiu- 
y  grades  was  given  continued  leave  of  absence  and  her  school  was  success- 
lly  supplied  by  Miss  Lottie  Weldou.  Owing  to  ill-health,  at  the  close  of  the 
ine  term  Mrs. iVLP. Simpson  an  experienced  teacher, who  has  done  excellent 
rvice  for  many  years,  was  compelled  to  ask  for  leave  of  absence.  Her 
ace  was  filled  by  Miss  Mabel  E.  McLeod.  Early  in  last  term  Miss  Eva 
illivan  for  some  years  a  very  successful  teacher  in  Grade  IV,  resigned, 
jug  about  to  remove  from  the  Province.     The  Board  expressed  regret  at 
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her  resigoatioD.     There  being  two  Grades  VII  in  the  Aberdeen  School, 
Miss  Etta  Cormick  who  holds  a  superior  license  was  engaged. 

ENTRANCE   EXAMINATION. 

In  June  last,  entrance  examination  for  High  School  was  held  in  the 
Aberdeen  building  under  the  supervision  of  Principal  Oulton,  Principal 
Irons  and  the  Secretary  to  the  School  Board. 

79   candidates    presented   themselves  for  examination : 

11   secured  a  place  in  Frst  division. 

42  secured  a  place  in  the  Second  division. 

26  secured  a  place  in  the  Third  division. 

Of  the  number  presenting  themselves,  53  were  admitted  to  the  High 
School.  The  one  making  the  highest  marks  in  this  examination  was  Mies 
Clairence  Theresa  Flanagan  of  the  Wesley  Street  School,  who  made  a  total 
of  859.  She  won  the  Silver  Medal,  donated  by  His  Honor  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  for  1902.  The  second  place  in  this  examination  was  secured 
by  Miss  Ida  McKay  of  Victoria  school.

ItngtoD  Street  School  was  given  leave  to  visit  the  Pacific  Coast  for  one  year< 
Martin  J.  Wallace  was  appointed  to  the  vacancy  and  given  charge  of  Gradff 
VIII  in  Henderson  Street  School. 

R.  W,  Alward  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Wellington  Street  School. 
On  the  opening  of  the  new  school  in  January  he  was  again  placed  in  charge 
of  Grade  VIII.  Grade  VII  waa  also  removed  from  Wellington  Street  and 
placed  under  Martin  J.  Wallace,  in  new  building.  Miss  M.  C.  Edgar  wa» 
appointed  principal  of  Wellington  Street  School  and  has  proved  a  worthy 
successor  to  Miss  Mcintosh. 

As  your  report  of  last  year  made  reference  to  the  opening  of  our  oew 
school  building  I  will  merely  say  that  the  necessity  for  same  is  abown  by 
the  fact  that  we  have  about  20  additional  pupils  enrolled  in  the  Grammai 
School  this  year.

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  sobmit  herewith,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
penditares  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees  for  the  Town  of  Ccmapbellton, 
gether  with  statistical  tables  and  Educational  work  generalljyin  connection 
th  our  town  schools,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1902, 

By  virtue  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  passed  on  the 
th  day  of  May,  all  contracts  heretofore  existing  between  the  Board  and  the 
veral  teachers  in  its  employ,  terminated  on  the  30th  day  of  June  foUowiog, 

To  fill  vacancies  thus  created,  applications  from  teachers  in  general 
3re  eolicited.  lu  all,  47  applications  were  received,  including  6  of  the 
rmer  staff.  These  latter  Yf:ere  re-engaged.  Two  of  the  former  ttaff, 
5 :  Miss  Eva  M.  Downey,  B.  A.  and  Mr.  Gustavo  E.  Duncan,  did  not 
ply   for  re-engagement. 

Their  places  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Bertha  J«  Asker 
d  Miss  Lydia  Duncan.  Miss  Catherine  F.  Mair,  B.  A.  (Dal.)  was  trans- 
Ted  to  the  advanced  department  formerly  taught  by  Miss  Downey. 

Miss  Barnes  of  the  primary  department  had  her  summer  vacation 
tended  one  month,  during  whioh  time  her  place  was  temporarily  filled  by 

iss  Richards  of  this  town.

A  seriea  of  Ecbool  concerts  were  held  during  the  year,  and  tbe  i)ro- 
ceeds  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  a  piano,  which  the  school  now  owns  and 
prizes  as  a  Taluable  addition  to  its  equipmeDt.  These  concerts  nnd  ex> 
hibitioDB  bflve  also  had  an  excellent  effect  as  an  educational  factor  in  the 
intellectual  developmeDtof  tbe  pupils. 

It  is  proposed  to  continue  them  durinj;  the  incomioK  year,  when  the 
revenue  therefrom  will  be  utilized  for  equally  laudable  purposes. 

VACCINATION. 

The  Act  of  Legislature,  paseed  at  last  session,  providing  for  the  com- 
pulsatory  TBCciDatioD  of  school  children  was  put  into  operation  during  tbe 
SDDiaier  holidays,  and  on  the  re-openiog  of  school  in  August,  no  pupil  was 
admitted  to  echocl  privileges  who  had  not  been  properly  vaccinated  accord- 
ing to  law.  Id  all  cases  where  children  had  not  been  successfully  vaccinated 
within  the  three  years,  required  by  statute,  tbe  work  of  vaccination  was 
attended  to  during  the  vacation,  in  order  that  tbe  temporary  indisposition 
which  generally  accompftDteB  this  operation,  would  be  over  before  opening 
of  school  term.  To  guard  against  the  possibility  of  a  plea  of  ignorance  of 
tbe  law  regarding  the  matter  being  set  up,  tbe  Board  of  Health  caused  the 
text  of  the  act  to  bo  published  in  the  local  papers  in  the  early  part  of  July. 

If  this  wise  enactment  of  tbo  Legislitture  will  be  properly  carried  into 
efiect  throughout  the  Province  from  year  to  year,  coupled  with  compulsatory 
attendance  at  school,  it  will  only  be  a  few  years  at  most  until  smallpox  will 
have  lost  its  grip  and  be  a  disease  of  tbe  past,  to  be  chronicled  only  in 
medical  history  and  io  tbe  expenditure^records  of  tbe  municipal  and  pro- 
vincial blue   books. 

INSPECTION. 

Our  School  Inspector,  Mr.  Mersereau,  paid  bis  customary  annual  visit 
to  our  schools  and  spent  fully  one  week  in  inspecting  and  examining  tbe 
work  in  the  differont  departments.  These  annual  visits,  by  a  former  teacher 
of  high  educational  attainments,  wide  experience  and  rare  executive  ability, 
are  looked  forward  to  with  considerable  interest  and  anxiety  by  teachers 
and  pupils,  as  well  as  by  all  interested  in  tbe  education  of  our  children,  and 
cannot  fail  to  have  a  lasting  bene&ctal  efiect  in  sljapiug  the  future  career  of* 
the  rising  generation. 


The  moot  importaat  event  of  the  year  in  connection  with  the  etlucstioaal 
work  of  our  nobool  ban  been  the  estahtiflhrneat  of  b  Manual  Training  Deput- 
tnvDt.  A  apaeiou*  and  well  arranged  room  has  been  set  apart  fur  that  pur- 
POIB  In  tho  Onimoiar  School  building  and  is  now  thoroughly  equipped  with 
bauobes,  toolfi,  models  and  all  material  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work 
oftbii  ilopnrtmcnt.  Miss  Ethel  I.  Mersereau,  u  graduate  of  tbe|Truro,  N. 
S.,  Manual  Training  School,  baa  been  engaged  as  teacher,  and  evinces  con* 
siderable  enthusiasu]  in  the  work. 

Although  a  radical  departure  from  the  time-honoured  school  currJcaltin 
of  the  piiat.  Manual  Training  is  rapidly  winning  its  way  into  popular  farour. 
Upwards  of  200  of  our  pupils  will  take  the  course  during  the  incoming  yev. 
This  couree,  besides  being  an  incentive  to  keeping  many  pupils  longer  at 
Bohool  and  creating  a  keener. interest  in  school  work  generally,  can  claim  m 
a  special  function  the  cultivation  of  motor  activities,  which  develop  bram 
areas,  that  otherwise  might  remain  partially  inert.  By  this  means  also, 
pupils  become  more  intimately  acquainted  with  their  environments,  aad 
better  able  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  ever  varying  conditions  of  life,  upoa 
which  so  much  of  the  social  and  industrial  development  of  our  country  de- 
pends. Prof.  James,  the  greatest  psychologist  in  America,  said — "Tb» 
most  colossal  improvement  which  recent  yenis  has  seen  in  secondary  edu> 
cation,  is  the  introduction  of  Manual  Training  Schools." 

We  trust  to  be  able  in  the  very  near  future  to  establish  practical  courses 
of  instruction  in  domestic  science,  music,  and  commercial  education,  (iii< 
eluding  bock-keepiog.  stenography,  and  allied  snbjecte)  in  order  that  must 
of  our  iioys  and  girls  can  complete  their  education  at  borne  and  enter 
opoQ  tboir  lite  work,  without  incurring  the  increased  cost  of  going  abroad 
to  learn  that  which  they  must  know  to  enable  them  to  earn  a  livelihood  at 
homo. 

To  make  room  for  the  introduction  and  successful  teaching  of  these 
ntra  aubjects,  it  may  be  necessary  to  dispense  with  snme  of  those  alreadjr 
ia  the  prescribed  curriculum.  This  can  be  accomplished,  in  part  at  lesst, 
te  tb«  abolitioa  of  classics  from  the  common  school  course.  The  iolellectval 
^kvelopmont  of  the  pupils  would  not  suffer  materially  thereby,  while  Um 
[llH,)faiiy,  would  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  increased  amcuat  of 
(■M  whioU  Dould  be  devoted  to  more  useful  subjects.  Of  course  it  is  oaly 
I  that  poraoni,  whose  higher  education  coosisted  chiefly  of  a  tho^ 


oogb  knowledge  of  Latin  and  Qreek  Rnd  an  almost  eofire  ignorance  of 
modern  eduoational  Bubjects,  should  be  prejudiced  in  favour  of  Ibfi  «tndj  of 
classics. 

At  the  time  when  Latin  and  Greek  were  moat  prominent  on  the  pro* 
gratume  of  etudies,  most  of  the  subjecte  which  now  conBtltute  our  course  of 
stoily  were  unknown,  wbereag  at  piesent  the  study  uf  classica  in  schools  is 
undertaken  cbieflr  to  satisfy  the  antiquated  rrquirenieDts  of  the   colleges. 

It  in  DOW  admitted  that  even  the  development  of  "power."  which  at 
one  time  was  supposed  to  be  exclusively  inherent  in  the  study  of  classics, 
is  «quully  well  attained  by  the  study  of  other  subjects,  which  have  as  well, 
a  practical  otility,  not  associated  with  clasRical  sludies. 

Colleges  which  fait  to   recugoize  bonec^t  work  done  along  modern  edu- 
cational lines,  must  sooner  or  later  bs  side-tracked,     Wbut   suited  a  state 
df  civilization  that  existed  one  hundred  years  ago,  is  now  no  longer  tenable. 
The  taxpayer  today  is  master  of  the  situation  aod  legislation  to  he  effectiva^ 
nuat  necessarily  be  the  exponent  of  crystallized  public  opinion.  ^^H 

teachers'  salaries.  ^^I 

A  great  deal  has  been  said  and  written  regarding  the  low  salaries 
tHiially  paid  to  teachers.  Now  it  must  bo  admitted  tbat^teaobers,  lika  most 
•  I  other  public  servants,  cau  generally  command  par  value  for  their  services 
io  the  open  market.  Why  do  some  lawyers  control  such  high  fees  ?  8imply 
ifcause  of  their  ability  to  convince  thetr  clients  that  their  eervices  to  them 
II' a  worth  the  fees  demanded.  The  fnct  that  Architects,  Muchinista,  Electri- 
uiiins.  Engineers  and  Trained  nuraea,  who,  after  completing  the  ordinary 
M  nool  curriculum,  spend  3  ur  4  years  prepnriug  Ihemsclveg  tor  their  special 
Huik  as  skilled  labourers,  command  a  profitable  income,  is  no  argument 
why  those  teachers  should  receive  equal  lemuneratiou  who  simply  spend 
~  about  nine  months  attending  Normal  School,  aud  obtain  a  second  class 
license,  with  no  evident  iuclination  to  advance  themselves  in  their  chosen 
piolee^ion,  and  are  only  required  to  work  about  eight  or  nine  mouths  In  the 
year,  t>esides,  in  many  cases  poe^esuing  no  special  adaptalioo  to  the  work 
aligned  them.  Let  legislatiun  elevate  the  qualiticatione  of  teachera  along 
tbe  lines  of  modern  reqiiiremeuts  and  popular  sentiment  will  leadily  respond 
to  a  demand  for  increased  compensation.  Lcgli^lutora  alono  have  tbe 
absolute  control  of  their  own  salaries  regardless  of  conditions.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  Board  of  MaDagers  have  great  pleasure  in  anbinitting  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Corporation,  to  the  ProviDcial  OoverDments  aDd  Legislatores  iD- 
ereated,  and  to  the  friends  of  the  instituiion  the  thirty-second  aonual  report 
n  doing  so,  they  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  for  the  mpport  which  the 
chool  has  received  from  the  Provincial  Legislatures  and  Municipalities  and 
rom  private  individuals.  Thid  generous  support  has  enabled  your  Board  to 
fficiently  carry  on  the  work  of  the  school,  and  under  the  gaidance  of  Al- 
mighty Ood  to  make  the  institution  a  blessing  to  those  who  are  deprived  of 
ight. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S    RCPOBT. 

The  Superintendent's  report,  which  is  hereto  appended,  will  be  fouod 
0  give  some  interesting  details  with  respect  to  the  school,  its  staff  of  teachers 
nd  the  general  work  of  educating  the  blind. 

•     The  members  of  the  teaching  staff  have  been  devoted  to  their  work,  and 
heir  patience  and  perseverance  are  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Campbell  has  been  appointed  Principal  of  the  Musical  De- 
Artmenty  and  his  appoiotruent  wi!l,  we  believe,  be  of  advantage  to  the 
chool. 

A  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  teaching  of  Mapsage  and  it  is  el- 
ected that  this  new  occupation  will  give  employment  to  a  number  of  oar 
Taduates, 

It  has  been  the  wish  of  your  Board  to  make  the  several  departments  of 
he  school  as  pnictical  and  efTectivo  as  the  means  at  our  disposal  would  allow 
nd  while  wo  have  every  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  on  what  has  al* 
eady  been  accomplished,  we  fully  realize  that  had  we  a  larger  income  at  cor 
ommand)  many  advantages  might  be  given  to  the  pupils,  which  under 
resent  circumstances   are   impossible.     We   should  like,,  for   instance,  to 
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equip  readiDg  ronma  for  both  boys  and  girls,  and  to  place  witbia  their  reach 
&11  the  books  of  reference  now  piiblisbed  in  the  Braille  point  aystem.  To  do 
this  would  involve  an  outlay  of  $2000.00  and  oar  anDoal  income  will  not  at 
present  warrant  this  espenditure. 

D0KE8TIC  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Dnmeatic  Department  of  the  school  bae  been  efficiently  conducted 
during  ibe  year  by  the  matron,  Mrs.  Chiabolm.  and  her  two  assistants.  Ow- 
ing to  the  crowded  state  of  the  buildinp,  and  the  constant  use  of  many  of  the 
rooms,  the  work  of  this  department  baa  been  more  difficult  than  usual.  Not- 
wilhutaoding  these  drawbacks  and  her  peraooal  bereavement,  the  matron  has 
done  her  best  to  further  the  comfort  ol  the  teachers  and  pnpils.  The  care 
of  a  hooeebald  numbering  one  hundred  and  fortyaix  persons,  the  majority  of 
whom  are  under  fifteen  years  of  age,  involves  great  responsibility  aud  ra- 
qairee  constant  and  untiring  supervision.  ' 

GROWTH   OF  THE  SCHOOL.  ^M 

During  the  past  ten  years  the  number  of  pupils  in  this  school  liae  growii 
from  forty  six  lo  one  hundred  and  twenty.  This  is  due  to  tiie  increased  in- 
terest taken  by  parents  and  guardians  in  the  education  ol  those  deprived  of 
eight,  lo  the  wider  knowledge  that  exists  with  respect  to  the  work  ot  the 
school  and  the  e&brts  of  the  graduates  of  the  institution,  who,  appreciating 
^hat  the  school  has  done  for  them,  desire  to  have  the  same  privileges  ex- 
tended to  everyiblind  boj  und  girl  iu  the  country.  The  advance  in  our  num- 
berB  is  fortunately  not  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  those  who  are 
blind,  but  simply  to  ihe  lact  that  a  largely  increased  number  of  blind  parsons 
are  availing  themselves  of  ilie  advantages  which  the  school,  the  benevolent 
public,  and  the  respective  Governmonta  have  placed  within  their  reach. 

LEGISLATIVE    SUPPORT, 

Nova  Scotia  sends  tu  the  school  seventy  four  pupils.  New  Brunswick 
thirty -two,  I'rince  Edward  Island  six  and  New/ouodland  nine.  In  the  prov- 
inces of  Nova  Snotia  and  New  Brunswick  statutory  provision  for  tbe  free 
education  of  the  blind  has  been  made  by  legislative  enactment.  Annual  ap- 
propriations are  made  to  the  school  by  the  Legislatures  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  Newfoundland  to  provide  for  the  education  of  a  limited  number 
of  beneSciaries.  The  limit  in  the  case  of  Newfotiudland  has  hitherto  been 
eight  pupils,  but  as  several  additional  applications  were  received  and  the  ap- 
plicants were  very  desirous  of  being  admitted,  your  Board  decided  to  accept

lem  and  sincerely  trust  that  the  OoverDment  and  Legislatnre  of  NewfouDd. 
knd  will  increase  the  appropriation  so  as  to  cover  the  cost  of  their  edncatioiu 

INCREASED  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  last  annual  report  submitted  by  the  Board,  special  attention  was 
Ailed  to  the  fact  that  increased  accommodation  was  urgently  required.  Be- 
)re  taking  any  definite  steps  to  secure  fuuds  the  question  of  the  present 
eeds  and  the  probable  future  requirements  of  the  school  were  fully  consid- 
red,  and  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  in  providing  increased  accommo- 
ition  a  new  building  should  be  erected  distinct  from  the  present  buildings 
3d  connected  with  them  by  a  covered  way.  This  new  building  would 
)rve  as  a  school  house  for  the  pupils  in  which  they  would  spend  their  hours 
:  study  and  work,  and  in  which  special  provision  should  be  made  for  recre- 
iion  rooms  during  inclement  weather.  Under  this  arrangement|  the  present 
aildings  were  to  be  utilized  for  renideuce  purposes,  and  the  pupils  after 
leir  school  work  was  done,  would  come  home  to  their  respective  depart- 
lents,  each  .of  which  would  Lave  ample  readiog  room,  sitting  room,  dining 
Dom,  dormitory  and  lavatory  accommodation. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Dumaresq  was  then  asked  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications 
1  accordance  with  the  foregoinc:  ideas,  and  these  plans  with  a  few  altera* 
ons  were  finally  adopted  by  your  Board. 

THE   NEXT   STEP 

lo  February  last  your  Board  by  appointment  waited  upon  the  Govern- 
lent  of  Nova  Scotia  and  urged  upon  that  honorable  body  the  advisability  of 
laking  a  special  appropriation  towards  the  erection  of  the  proposed  new 
uilding.  The  members  of  the  Government  received  the  deputation  moat 
indly  and  assured  your  Board  that  the  matter  would  have  their  favourable 
onsiJeration.  Subsequently  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  appropriated 
20,000.00  towards  the  new  building. 

In  tho  early  spring  we  received  in  response  to  our  advertisements  a 
umber  of  tenders  from  repponsible  contractors.  These  were  considerably 
a  excess  of  tho  estimates  of  cost  previously  made  and  the  work  was  dfelayed 
or  several  months  in  the  hope  that  building  material  would  decline  in  price 
nd  thus  enable  us  to  secure  the  building  for  a  smaller  outlay.  In  mid- 
ummer  it  became  apparent  from  the  number  of  new  applications  for  the 
dmission  of  pupils  which  were  being  received  that  definite  action  must  at 
nee  bo  taken.  The  plans  and  specifications  were  then  carefully  revised 
nth  a  view  to  greater  economy  and  new  tenders  were  called  for,  resulting 


in  the  contract  being  awarded  to  S.  MarehBll  h  Sod  tor  the  eum 
606,00,  after  which  building  operations  were  commenced.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  for  Oie  filind: 

Gentlemen, — The  table  of  attendaDco  herewith  submitted  shows  that*- 
145  blind  persons  have  beeu  under  instruction  during  the  past  year,  of 
mrhooQ  87  were  males  and  48  females.  Of  these  34  have  since  graduated  or 
remained  at  home,  making  the  total  number  registered  December  Ist,  1902« 
121 »  of  whom  73  are  males  and  48  females.  Of  these  74  are  from  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  32  from  New  Brunswick,  5  from  Prince  Edward 
Island  and  9  from  Newfoundland.

TEACHING   STAFF. 

The  education  imparted  to  the  pupils  of  a  school  may  generally  be 
measured  by  the  character  and  attainments  of  the  members  of  its  teaching 
staff.  This  is  specially  true  of  a  school  lor  the  Blind,  where  the  pupils 
come  in  contact  with  the  teachers  during  the  hours  of  recreation  as  well  as 
in  those  devoted  to  study.  This  school  is  fortunate  in  having  a  strong  and 
effective  staff  of  teachers,  the  members  of  which  are  devoted  to  the  work  io 
which  they  are  engaged .  The  personnel  of  the  staff  with  one  notable 
exception,  remains  the  same  as  at  this  date  last  year.  In  January  last,  the 
school  suffered  a  severe  loss  through  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  M.  Chisholm,  who 
for  fifteen  years  had  been  principal  of  the  musical  department.  Mr« 
Chisholm  entered  this  institution  as  a  pupil  in  1872,  and  graduated  in  1879. 
He  subsequently  spent  two  years  in  Berlin  perfecting  his  musical  education. 
As  a  teacher  he  was  c-killful,  zealous  and  energetic,  and  his  pupils  inspired 
by  his  enthusiam,  stimulated  by  his  example  and  guided  by  his  instruction. 
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dom  failed  to  become  thorough   and  practical   teachers   of  music.     Mr. 
iisholm  gave  to  his   work  the  best  that   was  io  him   and  his   memory  will 
ig  be  cherished  with  feelings  of  love  and  esteem  by  those  for  whose  welfare 
so  faithful Iv  laboured. 

Mr.  H.  B.  Campbell  who  entered  upon  his  duties  as  principal  of  the 
isical  department  in  September  laat  has  many  qualifications  which  fit  him 
'  the  responsible  position  he  now  fills.  After  taking  an  eight  years' 
jrse  in  this  institution*  Mr.  Campbell  went  to  Leipsic  where  for  two  years 
studied  the  piano-forte  under  eminent  masters.  On  his  return  to  this 
antry  he  settled  in  St.  John,  N.  B.  and  for  the^past  three  years  has  been 
cognized  as  one  of  the  most  successful  piano. forte  teachers  in  that  city. 
r.  Campbell  thoroughly  uoderstandd  the  difficulties  with  which  his  pupils 
11  have  to  contend  and  the  necessity  that  exists  for  their  attaining  a  high 
tndard  of  excellence  both  as  performers  and  instructors.  He  appreciates 
3  fact  that  at  least  forty  per  cent,  of  the  graduates  of  the  school  maiotaio 
smselves  as  teachers  of  music  and  he  realizes  the  great  responsibility  for 
3  after  success  of  the  pupils  which  rests  upon  him  and  his  assistants  in 
)  musical  department. 

The  work  of  the  literary  department  has  been  ably  carried  on  by  Mm 
ame,  Mr.  S.  R.  Hussey,  Miss  Baker,  Prof.  Lanos,  Miss  Bowes  and  two 
iistant*^.  Miss  Josie  Ilo^e,  Miss  Campbell,  and  Miss  Callanan  have 
voted  themselves  to  the  progress  oi  the  liltio  boys  and  girls  in  the  kindcr- 
rten  and  primary  departments. 

During  the  year  the  musleal  department  has  been  reorganized  under 
3  Principalship  of  Mr.  H.  B.  Campbell.  Mr.  Campbell  is  assisted  by 
:.  Hubley  and  Miss  Studd  as  piano-forte  teachers,  by  Miss  J.  Allison  as 
cal  teacher,  by  Miss  L.  Mott  and  Miss  B  Mot.t  as  teachers  of  the 
indolin  and  guitar,  and  by  Messrs.  Covey,  Hanson  and  Warren  as  teachers 
the  cornet,  clarionette  and   band. 

The  work  of  the  tuning  department  under  Mr.  D.  M.  Reid,  of  the 
luslrial  d'^partment  under  Mr.  D.  A.  Baird,  of  the  gymnasium  under 
r.  James  Scrimgeour  and  the  girls'  work  department  under  Miss  Camp- 
11  and  Miss  Mott  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  on. 

The  pupils  have  fully  appreciated  the  educational  opportunities  afforded 
them  by  the  several  departments  of  the  school,  and  with  few  exceptions 
ve  been  diligent  and  persevering   students. 
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COURaE  OF  IMBTKUOTION. 


One  of  tbe  principnl  olijectE  of  tbU  schonl  is  to  give  to  the  pupUsl 
broHd  and.practicnl  training  sucti  as  will  enable  ttiem  to  become  seir-eup' 
porting.  Our  coitrne  of  instriictioa  has  been  c-arefiilly  arranged  with  this 
end  in  view  and  ro  far  as  can  be  learned  its  resultsare  well  up  lolhe  aver- 
age of  the  leading  institutions  for  the  bliud  in  other  countriea.  In  additioa 
to  receiving  instruction  in  uU  ibe  regular  branches  of  education  as  taught 
ID  the  public  schools,  our  pupils  arc  trained  aspiano-forto  teachers,  teachers 
of  Tocal  music,  piano-forte  tuners,  basket  and  brush  makers,  cbair  eeatera, 
etc.  The  girls  receive  special  training  in  crocheting,  knitting,  sowing,  in 
tbe  use  of  the  sewing  mnchine,  and  other  work.  Four  girls  are  now  reoeiv- 
iog  instruction  in  luassnge  and  huve  beeu  placed  under  the  tuition  ol  Miss 
Una  Legg,  a  eraduate  of  this  school.  Miss  Li?gg  spent  eight  months  iu 
London,  G.  B.,  in  the  studio  of  Dr.  Fletcher  Little  and  received  n  firat- 
clasB  certificate  as  a  masseuse.  Speaking  in  London  at  a  conference  of  the 
educators  of  ibe  blind.  Dr.  Fletcher  Little  referred  to  the  mauy  masseuses 
with  eight  employed  in  hospitals  and  other  institutions.  Continuing  he  said, 
'*Mass9ge  is  now  placed  upon  a  scicntiSc  basis,  and  I  see  do  reason  what- 
ever why  blind  persons  should  not  hi'ld  such  appoint  rue nts.  I  nni  glad  to 
Bay  that  they  are  well  paid  aud  their  work  appreciated,  and  if  the  blind  are 
employed  in  the  hcjspitals  and  institutions  of  the^cuunlry,  it  will  bu  good  for 
them  and  good  for  the  inslitulions,"  Prof.  McHurdy  «f  the  Mctssngo  Insti- 
tute of  London  in  «poaking  at  the  conference  said,  "In  this  practii^  of 
masBttge  by  the  hlind  there  is  a  very  real  aud  promising  upouiug  both  to 
help  the  bliud  and  lor  the  blind  to  help  others." 

APrLlAKOES. 

Dr.  De^^aud    of  Purls    has  recently  perfeHed  a  simple    machine  ; 
writing  Braille  point  characters.     This  machine    promises  to   be    of 
great  advantage  in  the  education  of  the  blind.     At  present  when  writing 
blind  student  proceeds  from  right  to  left  and  the  points  are  emboaeed  di 
■wtrds^  the  paper  is  then  reversed  and  the  student  reads  from  left  to  r 
He  thus  practically  has  to   learn  two    alphabets  acd  moieover  he  t 
examine  or  correct  his  work   until  the  paper  is  removed   from  the  fra 
With  Dr.  Desaaud's  machine,  the  writing  is   done  from  left  to  right  b 
points  are  embossed  from  beneath  the  paper  so  that  the  student  can  oori 
bia  work  as  it  proceeds.     The  great  advantage  of  this  simple  device  v 
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>nce  apparent  to  all  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  its  cost   will  not 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  Braille  writing  frame  now  in  general  use. 

HEALTH. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  past 
,T  has  been  most  satisfactory.  Several  of  the  pupils  who  came  to  us  con- 
utionally  weak  have  required  this  specinl  attention  of  the  attending 
rsician,  Dr.  A.  W.  R.  Lindsay*  but  these  quickly  responded  to  treatment 
I  have  since  become  strong  and  healthy.

lation  of  the  school,  with  abundance  of  sunshine  and  fresh  air  conduce  to 
lire  to  the  pupils  a  standard  of  health  quite  equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  any 
ooi  of  it?  size  in  the  country.

These  young  po(»plo  have  received  a  thorough  training  and 
now  in  a  position  to  miiintaiu    themselves. 

TUUEE   NOTABLE    GONFEBENOES. 

During  the  year,  three  notable  conferences  of  the  instructors  of  the 
nd  have  been  held.  These  were  convened  in  London,  Great  Britain, 
assels,  Belgium  and  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  In  two  of  these  coufer- 
;es  this  school  was  represented.  From  the  reports  of  these  conventions 
t  have  been  received  it  is  evident  that  a  great  forward  movement  is  now 
:ing  place  in  the  education  of  the  blind  in  Europe  and  America,  and  that 
I  interest  in  the  welfare  of  those  who  are  deprived  of  sight  is  steadily 
the  increase.  It  is  al80  apparent  that  if  this  school  is  to  bold  its  place 
ong  the  leading  institutions  for  the  blind  in  the  world  we  must  be  pre* 
:ed  to  give  our  pupils  increased  educational   advantages  and  increased

The  machinery  and  tools  in  a  school  are  the  liuildingsaiid  appliiin 
ibrsry,  grounds,  etc.  If  the  buildings  be  overcrowded,  thft  appliances 
Deagre,  the  library  indifferent  and  the  grtmndg  contracted,  Iho  teachers 
ork  nt  a  great  disadvantage.  Thfi  first  and  most  impurtitnt  pieco  of 
lacbiaery  nec^naary  to  a  well  organiz'd  school,  is  its  building  or  buildiugd 
which  the  school  is  rarrii'd  on.  Thi^  fict  hits  alwuya  been  taken  into 
naideration  in  this  institution,  and  when  the  growth  in  Ibo  number  of  the 
pilB  imperatively  dtmnndod  more  subnol  ntora,  music  rooma,  durmitoricfr 
other  accoiDmodation  an  appeal  bus  been  made  to  the  logisULnre  and  to 
le  public  and  the  responsw  bus  always  l>een  mnat  encouraging.  In  1890 
lb  thirty-one  pupils  it  wua  felt  that  uddilional  room  was  required  and  with 
16  help  of  the  legislature  »ud  the  friends  of  the  Pcbool  the  cast  wing  of  tbe 
ilding  was  erected.  In  18915  when  the  pnpil^t  htd  grono  to  seventy  in 
mher,  the  accommodation  was  fult  t'l  be  inadi-qiuUe.  The  legislainrn  and 
Wblio  were  again  appealed  to  and  the  commodii.na  west  wing  was  irected.

'1 
aildiug  will  contain  in  addition  to  school  nmrnj,  music  rooms,  tuning  roc 
ad  ao  aeseinbly  ball;  a.  printing  oHice.  tninual  training  department,  a  gydf 
sium  fur  boys,  a  gymnusiam  for  girls,  lavatoriea,  etc.  In  tbe  southed 
lortioa  there  are  ro  be  dormitories,  and  other  accommodation  lor  pupils  in  t

FAITH   BA9ED   ON   BEABOKS.       ' 

The  forward  movemeot  of  this  school  iDVolves  beavy  t-espoDsibilities  and 
pereieteot  effort,  but  the  work  of  erecting  aod  pqaipptDg  tbe  Dew  ecbool 
bailding  bae  been  undertaken  with  Btrong  faith  that  it  will  be  carried  sdc- 
ceBslully  through.  Thia  faith  is  baoed  on  thu  following  reasons; — First,  mors 
pnpila  are  applying  for  admission;  aecood,  the  Bchool  should  be  ready  to  re- 
ceive all  eligible  blind  perBons  who  may  apply;  third,  more  accommodatioD  ii 
urgently  required  for  those  now  in  attendance;  fourth,  more  accommodation  ii 
required  for  the  development  and  equipment  of  tbe  aeveral  departments  of 
the  school;  fifth,  the  public  recognize  that  tbe  school  ia  doiug  a  practical 
work  for  the  blind  deserving  ot  eupport;  eixlh,  the  people  of  the  Maritims 
Provinces  and  Newfoundland  are  public  spirited  and  are  always  willing  to 
liberally  assist  any  inatitutiun  in  wbicb  they  have  confidence,  and  in  the  de- 
velopment and  progroaa  of  which  they  are  interested. 

WAYS  AND   UBAN3. 

Immediately  after  the  Legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  had  mado  the  liberal 
appropriation  ol  $20,000.00  towards  tbe  new  school  building,  active  measurei 
were  taken  to  sacare  subscriptions  and  contributions  in  all  parts  of  tbe 
Maritime  Provinces.  A  pamphlet  dealing  with  the  matter  was  prepared  and 
widely  circulated.  Schools,  Sunday  schools  and  other  organizations  were 
asked  to  assist  through  brick  buyers  or  collecting  cards.  Many  benevolent 
persons  obtained  snhscription  books  and  were  active  in  soliciting  contriba- 
"tions.  So  far  as  time  would  permit,  a  personal  canvass  was  made  in  Halifai 
and  twenty-fonr  public  meetings  were  held  in  tbe  eastern  and  western  por- 
tions of  Nova  Scotia.  The  result  of  these  efforls  to  date  is  a  subscription  of 
$12,067.65,  upon  which  95.222.28  have  already  been  paid  in;  this  amonat  ii 
likely  to  be  substantially  increased  by  the  subscriptions  of  those  who  hare 
signified  their  inteAtion  to  contribute;  by  tbe  receipts  from  tbe  hundreds  of 
brick  buyers  scattered  throughout  the  country,  and  by  tbe  efforts  ol  th« 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  still  hold  tbeir  subscription  books  and  are  doing 
tbeir  best  to  fill  them.

My  special  thanks  are  dne'to  the 
geutlemeu  who  so  ably  carried  out  the  arrangements  lor  our  concerts  and 
public  meetiDgd,  and  to  the  ladles  and  gentlemen  who  so  kindly  opened  their 
hospitable  homes  and  entertained  the  pupils  in  the  several  localities  where 
euch  meetings  were  held.

L— Report  of  Educational  Institute. 

r.  R.  Inch,  LL.  D.,

Sir: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  a  report  of  tho  nioeteenth  meeticg  of  the 
Cdacatiooal  Institute  of  New  Brunswick. 

The  Institute  convened  in  the  Normal  Scbool,  Fredericton,  on  June  26, 
902.  The  Chief  Superintendent  ot  Education  opened  the  meeting  and  prn 
ided  at  all  the  sessions. 

The  programme  was  as  follows: 

THURSDAY,  JUNE  26th.

—teacher's  wages,  graduated  and  ungraduated,  with  a  suggestion  of 

the  real  nature  of  the  difficulty  and   a   reubdt   therefor 

by  pliofessor  john  davidson  of  the  university  op  new 

brunswick. 


The  chief  difficulty  in  discussing  the  qnestion  of  gradaatioD  of  teachers' 
ilaries,  which  is,  so  far  at  least,  in  the  region  of  aspiration  rather   than  of 
ractical   politics,  is  to   determine  what   it  is  we  propose  to  gain  by  sach  a 
{heme.     Is  the  aim  to  secure  greater  efficiency  in  the  teacher?     la  it  mere- 
to  increase  teachers'  wages  with  or  without  regard  to  efficiency?     Or  is  it 
retain  in  the  ranks  of  the  teaching  profession  in  the  Province    those  who 
e  leaving  it  or  may  leave  it  ?    These  are  some  of  the  ends  which  may  be 
'oposed.     They  are  not  indeed  exclusive.     There  is,  for  instance,  no  sarec 
ay  in  general  of  increasing  efficiency  th-^n  by  increasing  wages;  and  when 
gh  wages    are  paid    the  problem  ot  retaining  the  best  is  not  so  difficult  to 
live.     But  still,  according  to  the  iipmediate  aim  we  propose  to  ourselves  in 
aking  such  a  proposal,  and  according  to  the  emphasis  we  place  upon  such 
ms,  wo  mav  come  to  different  conclusions. 

We  must  also  recognize  that  there  are  two  distinct  points  of  view  from 
hich  this  question  may  bo  looked  at — the  point  of  view  of  the  teacher  and 
e  point  of  view  of  the  public.  To  those  who  are  sufficiently  enlightened 
ere  is  no  real  antagonism,  just  as  perhaps  there  is  no  real  antagonism  be- 
reen  capital  and  labour  consi  dered  in  the  abstract;  but,  unfortunately,  all 
e  not  enlightened,  and  wages  questions  are  decided  not  in  the  abstract  but 
the  very  dennite  concrete;  and  we  must  therefore  recognize  a  certain  pos- 
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Bible,  even  if  temporary,  divergence  ot  teachers'  interests  and  the  public 
interests  In  this  paper  I  propose  to  look  at  the  question  almost  solely  from 
tbd  public  point  of  view.  It  is  true  that  the  body  of  teachers  are  a  part,  and 
Hot  an  unimportant  part,  of  the  public;  but  the  teacher  is  primarily  a  public 
servant,  and  the  public  will  distinctly  refuse,  I  think,  to  regard  the  question 
ci  teachers'  wages  from  auy  point  of  view  but  its  own. 

I  think  it  is  better   to  keep  to  this   point  of  view,  because  it  is  more 
impersonal  in  the  first  place  and  in  the  second  place  because  the  teachers' 
point  ot  view  is  not  imprepsive,  except  to   the  victims. 

I  readily  admit   that   in    many  cases   the    wages    paid   to   teachers  are 

LO£idequate,  whether  considered  in    themselves,  or   relatively  to    the   wages 

pskid  in  other  occupations.      They   are   not   always    adequatt3  to   cover  the 

^^cpensus  of  living;  and  they  practically  restrict  us  to  a  celibate  teacherhood. 

ri:»e  higher  up  we  go  the  truer  it  is.     The  third    class    teacher  is   probably 

p^id  as  much  as  she  is  worth,   considering   the   standard   of   living   in   the 

diatiictsshe    is   engaged  in,    considering   the  standard   of  living  to  which 

^lie  is  accustomed,  and  considering  the  standard  of  attainment  and  the  period 

of  training      It  is  true  that  she  is  not  paid  much  more   than,  in   some  cases 

^ot  80  much  as  a  domestic  servant;  but  considering  both  occupations,  1  doubt 

whether  the  third  class  teacher  has  much  whereof  to  complain.     The  second 

<^1  ass  teacher  is  also  probably  paid  as  highly  as  the  public  service  demands,  and 

''elatively  to  what  is  paid  first  class  teachers,  both  second  and  third  are  paid 

too  much.     This  is  partly  due  to  the  fact   that   teaching  is  largely  a   female 

®0:iployment — one  of  the  observed  rules  of  which  appears  to  be  that  there  is 

'^88;  much  less,  diffeience  between  the  wages  of  skilled  and  the  wages  of 

Unskilled  labour  than  there  is  in  the  case  of  men.     So  when  we  find  that  there 

'^  a  comparatively  carrow  margin  between  the  wages  of  the  unskilled  labour  of 

^he  third  class  teacher  and  the  wages  of  the    skilled   first   class   teacher,  we 

have  come  upon  a  phenomenon  which  appears  in  other  parts  of  the  industrial 

^orld  occupied  by  women.     Compared    with    the    lower    classes,  the    first 

^^ass  teacher  is  under  paid,  and  relatively  to  social  and  professional  needs 

^he  pay  is  not  sufficient  as  a  permanent  provision. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the    initial  pay  is  high,  higher   than  in  any 
other    profession  ;  and  it  cannot  be  pretended  that  it    costs  as  much    to 
qualify  as  a  teacher  as  it  docs  to  qualify,  for   instance,  as  a  doctor.     But' 
ikis  advantage  does  not  continue    lone;.     The  teachers'   washes  do  not  in-

ereaset  and  the  needs  of  the  teacher  do;  and  what  may  be  adequate  pay- 

XoeDt  for  a  teacher  fresh  from   college  or  noruxit  school  is   distinctly  iu- 

4idequate  for  the  head  of  a  family  or  for  those  who  have  social  responsibilities. 
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he  wages  of  teachers  come  under  a  well  recogDized  type  of  wages,—  that 
f  the  pteppiiig-stone  employmeots  for  the  energetic,  and  even  in  many 
uys  resemble  the  wages  ot  those  odd  jobs  of  personal  services,  which 
kodern  society  has  provided  in  such  numbers,  which  have  a  fairly  large 
age  at  the  start  and  no  future.  The  conditions  of  such  employmeat 
re  pretty  definite;  and  there  is  as  a  rule  not  much  industrial  hope  for 
lose  who  enter  them.  The  initial  advantages  are  greater  than  in  occu- 
Htions  where  training  is  required  ;  and  a  few  may  escape  before  stagnatioo 
3mes,  thus  reapin^i^  a  permanent  as  well  as  a  temporary  advantage;  but 
leso  are  few.  With  tne  teacher,  the  initial  wage  is  not  inadequate,  but 
10  advantages  of  the  employment  do  not  increase  as  they  ought,  and  oniy 
lose  who  are  energetic  or  ambitious  enough  to^escapo  before  it  is  too  late 
in  bo  said  to  have  made  much  from  the  occupation  of  teaching^. 

There  is  no  donut  in  any  one's  mind  that,  for  the  higher  class  teachers, 
^ages  are  presently  inadequate,  and  that  experisnce  does  not,  an  in  other 
ccnpations,  bring  its  reward  in  increased  remuneration.  A  careful  static- 
cal  examination  and  com[;arisou  of  the  wages  aud  length  of  service  tablt^^ 
I  the  Educational  Reports  yields^  little  result.  Sometimes  wo  have  wagen 
itstinctiy  lower  than  the  average,  and  length  of  service  distinctly  above  the 
verage;  and  sometimes  we  liave  ju^t  the  opposite  condition.  Probabjy  tii^ 
tatistical  basis  is  too  narrow;  buf,  so  far  as  I  cun  see,  there  is  no  Wiirrant  for 
living  of  this  province  that  length  of  service  means  higher  wages.  Indeed 
jere  seems  to  be  seme  reason  on  general  grounds  for  concluding  thatlenuth 
f  f^ervice  in  not  altogether  desirable,  so  often  is  it  the  c.tse  that  the  efficient 
tep  out  and  the  comparativelv  inefficient  remun.  The  public  in  Wii**  prov- 
ice  is  not  prepared  to  pay  enough  to  buy  tiio  best  experience,  aud  cuu?*e- 
[uently  tLe  teachers*  wage  remains  small. 

But  there  is  not  much  to  be  made  out  of  complaints.  One  may  feel  the 
:ade(|uato  pay  as  a  hitter  personal  wrong,  and  may  bo  con-^ciouH  o*  bein^ 
•nirh  much  more  than  is  received;  but  the  pnblic  cares  for  none  (►f  tiipj'v* 
iii>^s;  and  the  imniedi  \to  employer  is  coritciiit.  to  know  that  the  place  cm  iiw 
hed  by  another  victim.  It  is  so  in  ihe  Universiiv  which  claims  to  h^  rjio 
ead  of  tne  educational  sysrein.  and  it  is  bO  among  the  grammar  and  fir-t 
lass  teachers.  Experience,  al)ility,  devotion  count  for  nothing:  vb'-se  uhv 
e  expected,  are  cei  taiji'y  accepted,  but  they  really  count  for  n*ithin:r.  H;jd 
le  seldom  rewarde<l  by  anything  better  than  fair  words.  It  avails  n«iihiiij: 
plead  that  it  is  impossible  to  live  and  work  on  the  wages.  The  powrtv 
f  the  teacher,  while  real  enough,  is  not  picturesque  enough  Over  tLe 
'oes  of  the  Russian  Jew  streated  in  the  slums  of  Li/udon  or  Montreal  the 
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public  grows  seatiiDeatal,  perhaps  becanae  it  real);  cares  about  ready-raade 
clotbas  and  doee  not  care  aboat  edocatioD.  Tbe  protest  of  tbe  individoal 
eeems  to  coaot  for  Dotbiog  aod  certainly  eSecte  little.  After  a  abort  expert— 
eoco  be  finds  tbat  it  ia  not  coDsiateot  witb  self  respect  to  be  coDtionally  com- 
plaining ot  poverty  and  bard  treatment;  and  be  accepts  bis  lot  witb  more  or 
lees  reftignatioD  till  he  can  remedy  it  for  himself.  That  remedy  be  general- 
ly finds  in  leaving  the  profeasion  and  betaking  bimeelf  to  an  ocoapation 
where  au  honeat  wage  ia  paid  fur  an  honest  day's  work.  And  I  see  no  other 
nay  oat  for  tbe  individual  but  to  abandon  the  profession. 

It  is  trne  that,  in  the  long  run,  tbe  standard  of  living  has  a  great  deal  to 
do  with  tbe  determination  ot  the  standard  of  remanerntion.  No  one  who 
has  given  any  attention  to  labour  qnestions  can  neglect  this  side  of  the 
problem;  hut  we  must  be  careful  to  understabd  hoio  the  standard  oi  living 
acts  ID  the  determination  of  wages.  It  is  not  because  of  the  labourer's  needs, 
nut  even  because  he  refuses  to  work  for  leas,  but  becauae  the  public  really 
wantB  what  be  produces  and  will  pay  more  rather  than  go  without.  If  pro- 
duction is  to  be  continued,  tbe  necessary  labourers  must  be  paid. 

But  if  tbe  public  ia  indiSerent  about  tb«  product,  neither  the  neceas'tty 
nt  Ibe  labourer  nor  bis  refusal  to  work  will  avail.  This  unfortunately  is  too 
(■ften  the  case  with  education.  Tbe  public  does  not  care  muoh  about  tba 
l-roduct;  and  therefore,  the  protest  of  the  worker  is  apt  to  go  unheeded, 
i:<pecially  when  there  are  many  competitors  who,  through  inexperience,  are 
ri  ady  to  accept  the  rate  of  wages  of  which  cfioipUiut  ia  made.  An  appeal 
to  the  standard  of  living  can  aucomplisb  little  for  the  individual  even  when 
it  is  accetnpanied  by  a  refusal  to  work  on  poor  terms  -.  even  a  joint  protest 
and  threat  to  atrike  can  effect  little,  if  the  public  do  not  care  enough  about 
llie  product  to  dread  even  tbe  posfiibility  of  a  diminulian  of  tbe  supply. 
\VhAt  is  retjuired  to  make  tbe  atandard  of  living  effectual  as  a  determinant 
of  wages  is  diminution  of  the  supply  of  the  required  laborer.  Tbe  teacher 
is  in  a  peculiarly  difficult  position,  when  be  tries  to  make  bis  standard  of 
living  elTectual  as  ii  determinunt  of  bis  wages,  t>ecause  in  the  first  phice  tbe 
public  does  nut  value  very  highly  the  product  of  his  labour,  snd  because, 
in  the  second,  whatever  tbe  individual  may  dn,  the  supply  of  teachprs  ia 
kept  up.  I  fancy  that  the  relatively  high  wages  of  third  class  teachers 
shows  tbat  the  supply  there  is  not  equal  to  the  demand  ;  fur  the  best  teachers 
tbe  demand  at  u  euSicieut  price  is  f^r  below  the  supply. 

In  the  long  run  the  wages  of  teucbera  are  determined  by  demand  and 
supply.  The  teacher  can  only  indirectly  influence  the  demand,  and  bis 
power  to  determine  supply  is  also  limited.     There   is  not  :nucb   hope  ot

lakiug  tbe  teaching  profession  more  like  a  close  corporation  hy  restricting 
le  nuoiher  of  those  who  enter  it  or  raising  tbe  standard  of  qualificatioa  as 
le  doctors  do  and  tbe  lawyers  ous^ht  to  d).  There  remains  the  possibility 
f  reducing  tbe  supply  hy  an  exodus  from  tbe  profession,  which  might  io 
le  end  be  in  some  degree  effectual  if  the  supply  from  beneath  were 
becked ;  but  unfortunately  those  who  leave  will  be  the  energetic  and  the 
mbitious  who  are  precisely  those  we  can,  from  a  social  point  of  view,  lea^st 
[fird  to  lose ;  and  moreover  the  remanent  portion  is  not  likely  to  be 
ffertual  in  takin?  ndvantflge  of  their  improved  position  because  tbe  natural 
iaders  are  tbe  tirnt  to  leave. 

There  is  thus  not  much  to  be  gained  by  dwelling  on  tbe  teachers'  side 
f  tbe  problem,  because  there  is  little  hope  ot  remedy  for  tbe  individual  on* 
!ss  he  leaves  tbe  profession  and.  beciiuse  the  standard  of  living,  which  is  tbe 
mcbers'  side  of  tbe  plea  for  higher  wa^ea,  can  be  rendered  effectaal  as  a 
eterroinant  of  wages  and  a  cause  ot  higher  wages  only  in  so  far  as  the  ex- 
ius  materially  reduces  the  supply.  But  the  reduction  of  tbe  supply  is  at 
le  wrong  end.  We  lose  tbe  best  and  we  retain  in  general  those  who  are 
A  so  good.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  public's  real  interest  the  remedy, 
*  rather  the  method  of  the  remedy,  is  worse  than  the  disease:  and  the  most 
spreading  fact  of  all  is  that  the  public  remains  quite  unconscious.  But  we 
mnot  regard  with  equanimity  a  remedy  which  sacrifices  even  the  unrecog- 
zed  interests  of  the  public. 

When  we  turn  to  tho  question  ot  demand  we  are  faced  by  a  very  serious 
robleni  Why  is  it  that  the  public  is  content  with  that  which  is  short  of  the 
init  ?  Tho  craze  for  cheapness  which  pervades  the  whole  market  is  not 
3re  a  sufScieut  explanation,  for  the  fact  is  that  here  apparently  the  public 
content  to  pay  almost  as  much  for  shoddy  as  for  genuine  fabric.  It  pays 
3ar1y  as  much  for  third  class  teachers  as  for  first  class,  because  it  does  not 
ilieve  that  there  is  any  essential  difference  between  them.  Whether  it  id 
lat  they  think  that  the  machine  can  do  everything,  and  are  ignorant  of  the 
,ct  that  tho  more  highly  organized  the  machinery  is,  the  greater  the  demands 
ade  on  the  skill  of  tho  labourer ;  is  not  quite  obvious;  and  this  is  perhaps 
iving  too  elaborate  an  explanation  of  what,  in  its  last  analysis,  is  simply 
d  frishioned  greed  and  ignorance.  But  the  plain  matter  ot  fact  is  that  tbe 
rerage  board  of  school  trustees  who  are  the  immediate  employers,  and  tbe 
iblic  who  are  the  ultimate  employers  and  purchasers,  do  not  apparently  be* 
dve  in  the  existence  of  quality  in  teaching  and  would  not  pay  for  it  if  they 
id.  The  educational  problem  for  them  is  how  to  fulfil^  or  to  evade,  their 
aties  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  ratepayers. 
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A  large  part  of  the  respoDsibility  for  this  state  of  affairs  is  due  to  the 
administrative  policy  of  the  province  which  has  been  guilty  at  onoe 
of  too  much  centralization  and  of  too  much  decentralization.  This 
is  not  the  place  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  the  reasons  why 
our  provincial  administration  does  so  much  more  of  the  work 
of  the  province  than  Ontario,  for  instance,  does.  Our  early  history 
partly  accounts  for  it.  It  was  one  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  financial 
adjustment  at  the  time  of  confederation,  and  governments  have  been  criticized 
in  our  local  politics  for  attempting  to  secure  a  better  distribution  of  respon- 
sibilities between  the  province  and  the  municipalities.  In  educational 
matters  the  central  authority  has  had  too  much  to  do  and  has  borne  too 
large  a  share  of  the  expense  ;  and  the  local  districts  have  been  relieved  from 
their  responsibilities,  with  the  result  that  they  do  not  realize  their  responsi- 
bility. On  the  other  hand  there  has  been,  under  the  stimulus  of  the  idea 
that  the  benefits  of  education  should  be  universal,  too  much  decentralization 
so  that  there  is  almost  a  board  of  school  trustees  for  every  district  school. 
(A  compulsory  school  law  would  have  accomplished  the  end  more  effectually 
but  there  are  sinister  interests  opposed  to  a  compulsory  law.)  It  would  be 
hopeless  to  expect  to  obtain  by  any  system  of  selection  within  such  limited 
areas  men  qualified  by  interest  in,  and  knowledge  of  educational  require- 
ments; but  by  a  curious  anomaly  in  politics,  these  minute  districts  are 
granted  a  right  of  self-government  in  matters  educational  which  is  denied 
to  the  cities.  The  city  of  St.  John  or  the  city  of  Fredericton  cannot  be 
trusted  to  manage  its  own  educational  affairs,  and  the  board  of  trustees  has 
to  be  nominated,  partly  by  the  government,  and  partly  by  the  city  council, 
Nnt  even  the  most  fanatical  admirer  of  democracy,  at  least  if  he  has  any 
interest  in  education,  will  complain  of  this  arrangement  if  he  has  regard  to 
the  dignity  and  cbaracter  of  our  city  board  of  trustees  as  compared  with  our 
city  councils.  This  principal  of  selection  has  given  us  generally  very 
adequate  city  boards;  but  iu  the  rural  districts  the  principle  of  direct  lecal 
election  is  allowed,  and  the  result  too  often  is  beneath  contempt,  if  all  that  is 
said  be  true.  The  area  of  the  constituency  is  too  small  to  attract  men 
willing  to  serve  and  in  many  cases  the  board  is  composed  of  those  anxious 
to  keep  down  the  taxes  and  willing  to  close  the  school,  if  need  be,  to  effect 
their  purpose.  These  are  the  immediate  employers  of  the  teacher :  these  are 
the  people  who  pass  upon  the  teacher's  application  :  these  are  the  people 
who  adjudicate  on  his  work,8ometimes  themselves  illiterate,  very  frequently 
inefficient,  generally  indifferent  to  education,  these  men  constitute  the 
demand  for  teachers ;  and  so  long  as  the  ignorant  and  indifferent  are  allowed 
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several  scboold  and  in  this  way  it  is  possible  they  might  come  to  an  under- 
standing that  it  paid  the  community  to  pay  more  and  have  the  work  done, 
rather  th'^n  to  pay  less  and  have  it  simply  attempted. 

It  is  not  probable  that  very  much  in  the  matter  of  higher  wages  would 
result  from  this  reform.  I  do  not  think  that  wages  would  be  increased 
to  stich  an  extent  that  the  exodus  from  the  profession  of  the  energetic  and 
ambitious  would  be  checked.  Its  value  would  be  negative  rather  than 
positive,  although  in  the  end  the  cumuLitive  result  might  be  considerable. 
It  would  at  least  prevent  the  employment  of  a  third-cliiss  teacher  where  a 
first  should  be  employed  ;  and  it  would  stop  those  beggarly  and  shameful 
attempts  to  coerce  the  department  into  issuing  special  licenses  under  threat 
of  closing  school  altogether  if  it  is  not  permitted  to  them  to  conduct  it  oa 
the  cheapest  plan.  In  this  negative  way,  by  checking  the  demand  tor  cheap 
teachers,  and  by  improving  the  demand,  it  would  improve  the  position  of 
the  teacher,  and  might  lead  to  various  increases  of  the  average  wage,  and 
even  to  better  wages,  (o  letainan  efficient  teacher.  How  far  this  end  would 
be  assisted  by  rules  and  regulations  prescribing  some  relation  between  the 
county  assessment  of  the  district  and  the  class  of  teacher  employed,  lean- 
not  say ;  though  the  experiment  is  worth  trying. 

The  most,  however,  that  we  can  expect  of  the  rural  districts  is  that  they 
shall  cease^to  be  an  active  agent  in  the  degradation  of  the  teachers'  position. 
Even  with  the  best  intentions,  they  cannot  do  much  to  meet  the  chief  diffi- 
culty for  which  the  system  of  grading  of  wages  is  required.  They  cannot 
prevent  the  exodus  of  the  best,  thope  whom  the  province  has  spent  much 
money  to  train  at  Normal  School  and  University.  The  rural  school  districts 
are  poor,  and  no  increase  which  is  within  their  power  would  be  effectual  in 
retaining  the  ambitious.  No  matter  how  fully  they  recognized  the  value  of 
experience  and  training,  tliej  cannot  be  expected  to  pay  sufficient  salaries 
to  offset  the  attractions  oiKewhere.  Indeed  the  whole  system  of  graduated 
wages  seems  open  to  the  same  objectiou.  It  hardly  considers  how  much  has 
to  be  counteracted.  We  have  to  place  the  net  advantages  of  a  teacher's 
position  in  New  Brunswick  in  comparison  with  the  net  advantages  in  the 
United  Statei, — with  the  net  advantages  of  profei^sions  which,  for  one  reason 
or  another,  bring  more  social  esteem, — with  the  church,  medicine  and  law,— 
and  in  an  increasing  degree  with  business.  We  have  to  remember  that  the 
great  and  increasing  majority  of  our  teachers  are  women  ;  and  that  no  scheme 
of  graduated  wages  according  to  experience  will  lessen  the  attractiveness  of 
marriage,  nor  is  it  desirable  from^a  social  point  of  view  that  they  should  ; 
and  we  must  also  remember  that  marriage  usually  places  a  term  to  women's 
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idnstrial  activity.  We  have  to  consider  both  the  difficulty  to  be  overcome 
nd  the  means  available  for  overcoming  it.  Take  for  instance  an  initial  sal- 
ry  of  say  $700  paid  to  a  grammar  school  teacher,  which  is  perhaps  not  inad« 
qaate  as  an  initial  salary,  let  it  be  increased  every  three  years,  $100,  and  I 
m  supposing  an  almost  impossible  rate  of  increase.  At  the  end  of  twenty- 
ne  years  the  salary  has  risen  to  $1400,  double  its  original  figure.  No  grad. 
atfon  can  ordinarily  be  expected  to  do  more  than  double  the  original  salary, 
remuneration  does  certainly  increase  further  in  other  occupations  ;  but  the 
haracter  of  the  work  changes  and  greater  responsibility  is  added.  Here 
sperieuce  is  not  worth  more  than  double  the  original  salary  for  the  same 
lass  of  work. 

I  have  taken  an  extreme  case  to  bring  out  the  more  clearly  the  improb« 
bility  of  a  scheme  of  graduated  salaries  meeting  the  situation.  I  am  id- 
)rmed  that  a  first  class  or  grammar  school  teacher,  having  our  B.  A.  degree, 
lay  confidently  expect,  after  one  year  at  Harvard,  long  enough  to  get  the  B. 
..  there  also,  to  obtain  a  scholastic  appointment  worth  $1500,  with  the  pros- 
ect  of  a  rise  in  a  few  years  to  S2500.  1  ask  what  inducement  dees  a 
undred  dollar  increase  every  three  years  ofier  a  young  man,  ambitions  and 
oergetic,  to  decline  such  an  opportunity.  He  may  take  your  high  initial 
ilary  for  a  year  or  two  to  earn  money  to  go  to  Harvard,  but  nothing  will 
iduce  him  to  stay  here  permanently  with  such  a  prospect.  Of  late  the  door 
as  been  opened,  and  I  am  glad  it  has  been  opened,  for  the  energetic  teacher 
)  better  his  position,  and  we  are  likely  to  bear  more  in  the  future  of  the 
sodus  of  the  best  of  our  young  teachers.  Again,  take  the  case  of  a  man 
'ho  looks  to  the  medical  profession.  He  may  have  a  hard  struggle  at  first^ 
ut  the  success  in  the  majority  of  instances  is  such  as  to  make  teaching  ud- 
btractive  in  comparison.  When  a  student  (ioes  me  the  honour  to  ask  my 
3vice,  I  always  advise  him  not  to  teach — to  go  into  business  or  into  some 
ther  profession;  and  my  reason  is  that  teaching  offers  no  accumulated  re- 
ard  of  experience  and  ability — what  economists  call  sometimes  a  rent  of 
bility — as  other  occupations  do, 

Graduation  of  teachers^  wages  will  not  in  ray  opinion  meet  the  difficulty 
Dmpletely  (perhaps  nothing  can);  and  what  of  result  the  plan  might  have 
ill  be  purchased  at  a  disproportionate  cost.  To  base  the  increase  on  mere 
tngth  of  service  is  to  place  in  many  cases  a  premium  on  iuefficieDcy;  and  od 
hat  other  basis  it  can  rest,  I  confess  I  do  not  know.  We  have  already 
raduation  according  to  certificate  and  scholastic  attainment;  but  that  does 
ot  meet  the  situation,  for  it  is  the  highest  that  leave,  and  the  graduation,  bo 
ir  as  the  Educational  Department  is  concerned,  is  already  sufficient  to  mark 
le  difference  ot  scholastic  attainment  between  the  classes.     We  cannot  aD> 
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parently  restore  payment  by  rosalts'  and  the  inspectorB  wonld  be  the  last  to 
^«!i  the  increase  to  depeDd  ou  their  personal  reports.  Yet  a  system  there 
mtiBt  be,  and  time  is  apparentlv  the  only  definite  etaudard  available;  and  it  ta 
a  bud  ooe.  Id  one  form  it  luigbt  be  applied.  Teachers  of  the  second  aud 
third  classes  might,  after  seven  years'  service,  be  deprived  of  their  oertiti- 
cates.  for  remaioing  bo  lone  io  the  ranks  of  the  least  efBcient. 

But  we  cannot  reat  with  merely  a  negative  result,  because  the  Bitoation 
IB  Berioua  and  is  becoming  more  serious.  The  Uoiveraity,  as  I  have  said, 
has  very  wisely  opened  its  doors  ou  favourable  terma  to  first  class  teachers; 
sod  a  large  proportion  of  its  matriculated  students  are  from  the  mnhs  ot  the. 
teaching  ptofessioo.  That  was  wisely  done,  but  we  cannot  atop  there.  We 
must  try  to  keep  these  teachers  in  the  province.  Mere  regulations  will  not 
do  it.  You  must  make  it  worth  their  while  to  stay;  or.  to  ueo  the  languuge 
of  the  economist,  you  must  make  the  net  attractions  of  the  teaching  prolea- 
>iOD  in  tbe  Province  equal  to  the  net  attractions  elsewhere  or  in  other  pro- 
'iwsiona. 

Bot  bow  is  this  to  ba  done?  We  may  obtain  some  guidance  by  con- 
sidering other  occupations  of  a  somewhat  simil^ir  character,  those  in  fact 
"^hioh  draw  from  the  teaching  profession  at  present.  The  characteristic  of 
I>ro(e89ioual  salaries  is  generally  a  more  or  leas  prolonged  period  ol  amall 
^amiogB,  followed  by  a  fair  measure  of  success  and  in  some  cases  by  great 
^Tioeess.  We  neeJ  not  consider  exceptions,  though  there  are  such,  but  the 
'^ontig  doctor  or  lawyer  must  make  hts  account  with  tbe  expenses  of  a  more 
**rle8s  prolonged  appronticesiiip  or  period  of  study,  to  be  followed  in  some 
^SMflg  by  a  longer  period  of  waiting  for  a  practice. 

Trie  teacher  after  a  comparatively  short  training  of  three  or  four  yeara 
*ttbB  iDOHt,  if  he  takes  a  college  course  first,  may  commence  with    an  initial 
^UUry  uf  $700  to  SIOOO.     So   fur  tbe    advantngo  is   on    tbe    teacher's   side. 
^utBtill  the  other  professions  draw  men  away,  and  tbe  reason  is  that  they 
*3ffer  chances  of  great  success.     It  is   at  bottom   the   same    instinct   as   the 
Stmbler's,  "double  or  quits";  and  tbe   young  meu  have    confidence  enough 
u  themselves  that  the  prizes  will  fall  to  them.     Were  it  not    for    this  conG- 
^Dce,  the  number  of  aspirants  would  be    much  Uss    in    some   occupations. 
Jfore  money  baa  been  sunk  in  the  Klondike  than    will    be   taken    out  of  it; 
Dut  there  are  chances  of  "striking  it  rich."     In  most  tif  the  professions  it  is, 
idwever,  not  pure    gambling,  because   ability  can    usually  command  a  com- 
petence, even  if  the  great   prizes  ba    missed.     A   young   doctor  m^iy  never 
me  to  be  entitled  to  a  specallst's  fees,  but  he  may  command  a  competence 
a  general  practitioner.     A  youne  lawyer  may  never  rise  to  the  position 
bis  profession  of  being  able  to  refuse  a  seat  on  tbe  bench  becaus^of  the 
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•ecuniary  sacrifice,  but  none  the  less  be  need  uot  utterly  fail.  A  ieacber,  bow- 
ver  attains  nearly  all  hissu  ccess  at  a  bound,  and  tbe  wages  which  may  seem 
Imoet  princely  at  twenty-one  may  be  very  inadequate  at  forty.  He  has 
ittlo  to  hope  for.  There  are  no  great  prizes  in  this  profession  :  there  are 
3w  posts  which  promise  even  a  moderate  competence.  The  doctor  and  tbe 
iwyer  can  fall  back  on  the  second  best ;  but  for  the  teacher  there  is  no  best 
nd  scarcely  any  second  best  to  work  for.  Young  men  understand  these 
bings,  and  it  is  the  noost  natural  thing  in  the  world  that  they  should  make 
aste  to  leave  the  profession  in  this  province.  They  may  fail  in  the  pro- 
3Ssion  of  their  choice;  but  their  failure,  unlens  it  is  abject  and  due  to  defi- 
iency  of  character,  will  probably  be  at  least  as  good  as  the  teacher's  highest 
uccess. 

The  problem  then  is  how  to  create  inducements  for  the  young  to 
emaiu  in  the  profession  by  copying  the  conditions  of  the  competiog 
ccupations. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the   prizes  of  the   teaching   profession  should 
e  so  great,  or  so  many,  as  those  offered  in  law  or  medicine;  tor  teaching 
tarts  with  certain  attractions  in  its  favor.     I  do  not  refer  to  the  very  real 
ttraction  which  tbe  communication  of  knowledge  h&s  for  some  minds,  be- 
ause  every  other  occupation  has  its  own  similar  attraction.     The  teacher  is 
ot  in  this  respect  any  better  than  the  clergyman   or  the  doctor  who  may 
qually  be  in  love  with  his  work  and  derive  more  pleasure  from  his  work 
lan  from  any  other  source.     I  spe^ik  purely  of  the  material  returns  which 
ome  to  the  teacher  and  do   not   came   in    some   of  the  competing  occupa- 
ions      In  the  first  place  the  element  of  risk  is  comparatively  small.    It  is  t 
alary  he  receives,  not  an  income,  and  salaries  are,  other  things  being  equal, 
lore  easily  earned  than  incomes.     The    initial   salary  in  teaching  moreover 
3  comparatively  large,  and  there  are  those  so  constituted  that  any  elemeot 
f  risk  or  uncertainty,  at  the  start  more  particularly,  deprives  the  oecupa- 
ion  of  much  of  its  attractiveness.     Then  there  is  the  quention  of  hoars, 
rhcre  the  real  advantage  to  the  teacher  is  by  no  means  so  large  as  it  appears 
0  the  outsider  ;  and  there  is  the  advantage  of  a  fairly  long  and  sure  vacation, 
^'hese  are  attractions  which  are  real  and  must  be  taken  into  account  in  esti- 
mating the  net  advantages  which  an  occupation  offers. 

But  these  advantages  are  not  of  a  character  to  appeal  to  the  ambitious 
nd  energetic.  Indeed  the  teaching  profession  does  not  make  a  very  strong 
ppeal  in  any  case  to  such  natures;  but,  as  things  are,  teaching  does  not 
lake  even  a  moderate  appeal  to  the  anihitio»M.  Its  prospects  of  a  well 
pent,  but  perhaps  somewhat  monotonous  life  i^  not  enlivened  by  the  hope 
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of  acbieviog  any  striking  success.  I  do  not  menn  of  course  tbnt  the  teacher 
cflDuot  bo  succcasfiil  in  his  work.  What  I  <1o  mean  is  tbht  be  caDoot  be 
successriil  ID  bis  pny.  In  other  profesBions  aud  occupstione  a  tnati  muy  be 
eucce&Kful  both  Id  his  work  and  in  bis  pay.  This  hope  of  success  is  one  of 
the  most  powerful  factors  in  ibe  wiiges  question,  in  so  far  at  least  as  regards 
the  professions.  A  tnun  will  put  up  with  many  hardships  and  inconveniences 
if  )o  the  end  be  can  reully  succoed.  If  the  teucbiog  profession  is  to  secure 
its  proper  share  of  the  ambitious  and  energetic  youth  uf  the  community,  it 
must  bold  out  the  inducement  that  will  attract  them.  The  prizes  of  the 
profession  need  not  he  so  large  as  in  other  occupations,  fur  reasons  already 
suggested  ;  but  prizes  there  must  be.  At  present  there  are  no  prizes  in  the 
ordinary  eeuse  of  the  term.  There  are  two  or  three  po^ts  which  offer  the 
possibility  of  a  moderate  competence.  How  many  young  men  are  looking 
forward  at  the  present  time  with  any  degree  of  equanimity,  not  to  such 
posta,  but  to  such  salaries,  as  the  very  best  they  can  do?  It  may  ba  thftt 
even  so  little  may  exceed  their  grasp,  but  it  i§  not  much  to  aim  for.  At- 
tractions do  not  exist  at  preaent  aud  they  must  be  created  If  we  are  to  over- 
oooie  the  difficulties  of  the  situation. 

How  they  are  to  be  created  is  perhaps  beyond  the  subject  allotted  to 
me.  The  legislation  increasing  the  salaries  ot  the  tuspectors,  passed  during 
last  session,  was  a  welcome  step  in  the  right  direction.  But  we  must  pro- 
ceed much  further  to  accomplish  the  end.  The  number  of  inepectorebips 
eboold  at  least  be  donbled  and  the  salaries  attached  to  them  lurthar  in- 
creased. Some  means  may  ba  found  of  insisting  that  thu  head  mastfira  of 
oar  city  high  schools  should  he  more  adequately  paid;  and  an  entirely  now 
class  of  positions  oi  district  superintendeutahips  might  be  created  with  salaries 
of  $1000  to  $1400.  Positions  on  the  staff  ot  the  Normal  School  could  be  im- 
proved a  great  deal  and  mado  more  attractive;  and  perhaps  appointments  in 
tbe  University  might  be  included  in  the  list.  At  present  no  one  of  these 
poeitiong  can  be  regarded  as  pnSicieotly  attractive  to  retain  the  ambitious 
and  energetic.  There  ia  need,  I  should  judge,  altboitgh  there  is  no  standard 
for  making  tbe  estimate,  oi  some  thirty  or  forty  places  in  the  teaching  pro> 
lession  which  could  be  regarded,  by  the  class  that  at  present  practice  tbe 
proleasioD,  as  prizes,  or  at  least  as  offering  an  adequate  object  for  a  life's 
■work. 

I  need  not  say  that  to  carry  out  such  a  proposal  will  coat  money.  But 
it  will  coat  leas  money  than  the  scheme,  or  rather  suggestion  ol  a  scheme,  to 
■which  ihe  leader  of  the  Opposition,  and  it  I  mistake  not*  the  GovernmeDt 
also,  has  given  a  general  appioval,  tor  raising  teachers'  salaries.     No  gov* 
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oment  need  be  afraid  of  ependiDg  money  on  edncation.  There  is  no  better 
st  of  the  progress  and  enlightenment  of  a  country,  when  all  things  are 
cen  into  account,  than  the  actual  amount  of  money  expended  on  education, 
lere  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  those  in  authority  to  deal  with  the  ques- 
*n  of  teachers'  wages  in  a  broad  and  liberal  manner.  It  is  to  be  looped  that 
3  legislation  may  not  take  the  merely  haphazard  method  of  adding  so  much 
the  grant  made  by  the  department  to  each  teacher.  Such  a  method  would 
inadequate  to  meet  the  situation  as  it  exists  in  this  province.  It  would 
of  practically  no  effect  in  really  raising  wages.  It  would  mean  merely 
3  employment  of  third  instead  of  second,  of  second  instead  of  first  class 
ichers,  if  it  demanded  any  sacrifice  from  the  district  boards,  and  if  it  did 
t,  it  would  increase  the  already  existing  practice  of  fraudulently  withhold* 
I,  or  having  paid  back,  a  portion  of  the  district  payment  to  the  teachers, 
lere  will  no  doubt  be  many  objections  raised  to  any  proposal  to  increase 
)  number  and  the  value  of  the  upper  places,  and  a  taking  appeal  could 
lily  be  made  on  the  ground  that  it  favored  the  higher  class  teachers  and 
I  nothing  for  the  lower  But  such  a  scheme  is,  to  my  mind,  desirable  be- 
nse: 

1.  It  meets  the  real  difficulty,  which  is  the  increasing  exodus  of  the 
ong  and  energetic  and  ambitious  ; 

2.  Its  cost  would  not  be  bo  great  as  that  of  a  general  and  ineffective  in* 
)ase  in  the  provincial  grant ; 

3.  It  would  provide  for  more  efficient  and  direct  supervision  than  is 
asible  et  present ; 

4  And  it  leaves  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Department,  where  the 
•st  enlightened  views  of  education,  and  of  what  education  is  wort^i,  natar* 
prevail. 
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II.— CENTRALIZATION  OF  SCHOOLS.

The  most  remarkable  pbenomenoD  of  the  century  just  closed  has  been 
the  development  of  popular  education,  indeed,  its  spread  may  be  placed  in 
the  last  half  century,  and  much  of  the  boasted  progress  made  by  the  world 
in  that  time  may  be  traced  to  this  cause  more  than  to  any  other.  It  has 
revolutionized  social  and  industrial  polity,  and  countries  are  now  ranked  in 
importance  not  by  their  revenues,  expenditures  or  standing  armies,  but  by 
their  relative  expenditures  per  head  for  popular  education,  I  need  not 
contrast  the  position  of  such  countries  as  Germany,  United  States,  Great 
Britain  ;  with  Spain,  Turkey,  Central  and  South  America.  You  can  do 
that  for  yourselves. 

It  is  the  age  of  the  newspaper,  the  magazine  and  the  public  library, 
the  demand  for  which,  has  been  created  by  the  advancing  intelligence  of  the 
masses. 

In  response  to  it,  colleges,  universities,  high  schools  and  university 
extension  courses  have  been  established  throughout  the  land.  Public  and 
private  benoticenco  and  philanthropy  flourish  as  they  have  never  done  be- 
fore, and  much  of  it  has  been  poured  out  in  the  cause  of  education. 

Witness  the  magnificent  bequests  made  to  educational  iubtitutions  in 
recent  3'cars  in  the  United  States,  not  after  the  death  but  during  the  life 
time  of  the  donors.  It  is  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie,  who  said  'Ho  die  rich  is 
to  die  disgraced**  and  ho  is  proving  his  sincerity  by  distributing  millions  to 
coUeires  and  libraries.  After  Lord  Kitchener  had  beaten  the  Arabs  in 
battle  he  undertook  their  real  conquest  by  the  cstabliKhmcnt  of  a  college  at 
Khartoum.  Cecil  Rhodes  recognized  the  proper  mode  of  promoting  the 
union  of  the  British  race  by  giving  them  a  com  mon  education. 

The  United  States  when  they  wished  to  reconcile  the  Cubans  to  certain 
conditions,  sent  for  their  teachers  and  instructed  them.  They  sent  to  the 
Phillipines  teachers,  knowing  well  that  they  would  be  more  powerful  than 
armies  to  bring  about  pacification  and  real  conquest. 
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la  our  own  Empire,  after  tbc  lighting,  the  real  cunquest  is  beiog 
by  public  school    tPHphcis,  find  I  am  proud  of  the  fact   as  are   you 
Canadian  teacbere  have  boen  placed  in  tbe  vin  of  this  unny  u3  nur  8*ldien 
batrn  tieen  in  the  ti^hling,  and  we  are  hU    Eure  thnt   tbey  will    acquit    tbfra* 
tehee  in  an  equally  diatinguished  and  honoruble  wiiy, 

Ceasar  &aid  of  one  of  the  tri1te!«  ul  Gnul.  that  while  the  other  Iribee  went 
lo  battle,  this  tribe  made  war.  It  Beemx  to  be  the  fuoctinn  of  the  auldier  in 
these  modern  days  to  conquer  in  batlU,  but  that  of  tbe  teacher  tu  subdue 
the  enemy  by  peaceful  rueana. 

White  inncb  has  been  done,  much  remains  to  be  accompUithed.  Great 
good  bas  resniled  and  no  doubt  eome  evil.  Our  Byetems  of  education  are 
not  perfect,  nor  will  tbey  ever  be.  Fifty  years  of  popular  education  or  only 
thirty,  as  in  our  own  case,  can  bring  about  much  good;  and  itome  mistakes 
are  likely  to  be  made.  There  can  be  no  such  thing  as  couBerraliaiD  ia  eda- 
cation,  but  there  muy  be  an  (txce^B  of  radicalism. 

It  is  not  the  object  of  this  paper  to  indulge  in  criticism,  nor  is  it  neceS' 
eiry.  We  have  our  critics  in  abundance,  lu  fact  it  is  a  very  common-place 
man  or  woman  who  does  not  consider  himsell  competent  to  criticize  lbs 
teacher  in  bis  work.  The  correction  of  this  will  be,  I  hope,  a  piirt  of  the 
education  succesufully  imparted  in  tlie  present  century. 

We  have  been  fwoured  with  tiie  attention  of  professional  men,  authors, 
editors  and  newspapers,  a  few  of  whom  have  been  competent  and  just,  bnt 
many  of  whom  could  not  by  any  poasibilily  have  any  Tery  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  facts  th^y  deult  with. 

It  has  iisnaily  t)een  in  their  hours  of  relaxation  that  they  hare  attackedE: 
B  familiar  eubjecl,  usually  in  a  eensMtional  mauner.  along  lines  which  wonliE-J 
furnish  the  last  resistance — for  populnr  education,  while  it  has  taught  thei^ 
leeson  lo  every  other  body  has  not  yet  taught  the  teachers  Lo  uo-opertt^v 
(or  iheir  "wn  detense  or  benefit. 

PopuUr  education  bas   developed    the    idea   of   utility   pnesibly  at  tocTS 
great  a  cost  of  that  of  citizeitship.      Schools   l*er   t-cientific,   tochniual    aa^ 
commercial  liHinio^  are  a  feature  of  the  age  and  must  increase  in   numborv 
and  iniportance,  but  surely  tboy  can  exist  at  the  same  time  with  the  study 
of  lunguafres. 

One  of  the  greatest  civilizing  and  educative  agencies  in  connection  wit^ 
our  schools  bus  been  that  of  women  &i  teachers.  Ij  it  not  possible  that 
there  are  too  few  men  left  in  the  profession? 

We  compel  all  to  pay  taxes  but  none  to  avail  themselves  of  acbool  priT- 
ileges  provided. 


We  afaorten  ncbool  lionre.  leoglben  vuculioaa  and  courses  of  mstractioa, 
seek  to  abolish  Lome  etudj  and  nt  tlt«  admo  limo  advocate  curlew  laws  to 
keep  the  children  off  the  Btri-eta  nl  pi>;lit. 

Pari'utB  send  their  ohildrea  to  school  betore  the  ago  ol  five,  ioaiet  oa 
their  promotioa  each  year,  offer  piizes,  desire  them  to  graduate  before  thft 
aire  of  fifteen,  on  no  aocoant  desire  tbam  to  remain  two  years  id  a  grade,  ad- 
vocate all  sorts  of  additions  to  the  course  of  instruction,  aed  then  insist  that 
there  is  overpreesHre  on  the  teacher's  part,  and  that  the  Board  of  Education 
is  overcrowding  th**  curriculum.  There  is  another  c\a*B  ol  patrons  of  the 
public  schools  that  have  hot  little  of  the  interest  and  •ympathy  that  the  par- 
ents of  the  olden  lime  had  for  that  institution.  They  do  not  viiiit  ihesohooU 
therefore  they  can  not  etudy  Ihem  They  du  not  know  the  teacher;  they 
are  not  familiar  with  the  work  done,  the  methods  used  nor  the  result§ 
achieved.  They  are  content  with  voting  muney  lor  school  purposes  and 
leaving  the  school  iflicera  to  leiect  lots,  erect  buildings,  provide  turnish- 
ingH  and  supply  teachers. 

I  ask  your  iodulgence  fur  digressing  sn  lar,  and  will  conclude  m; 
remarks  of  a  general  nature  which  might  be  extended  to  the  length  of 
Bevaral  papers,  by  a  criticism  from  Supt.  8tetson  of  Maine,  which  if  trae 
ehonld  make  us  humble  aud  furnish  work  for  snme  time  to  come: 

"It  is  to  be  regretted  beycnd  all  possible  expression  that  we  have 
lost  the  strong  features  of  the  old  time  schoo!:  the  maturity,  the  dignity, 
the  manhood  and  womanhood  of  the  teachers,  the  presence  of  the  older 
students,  wbo  furoished  examples  and  inspiration  for  the  younger,  the 
eagerness,  the  alertness,  the  anxiaty  of  the  boys  and  girls  to  be  something, 
to  accomplish  something. 

Those  who  are  leaving  our  public  schools  to-day  are  wanting  in  energy, 
endurance  and  nbility  to  stand  alone  and  do    by  ibemiflvps  worthy  work. 

Tbey  have  been  freed  from  cares,  relieved  of  respoosihiiitieit,  they  have 
bid  their  work  done  fur  tbetu,  their  iiitellcctnat  pabulum  masticsted  for 
them  ao  long,  that  they  hrive  become  incapable  of  even  assimilating,  elabor- 
ately prepared  intellectual  food.  But  in  these  days  we  hear  so  often  as  to 
bo  sickened  by  the  reiteration  of  the  sentence,  •!  do  not  want  my  boys  and 
girls  to  work  as  I  bad  to  work,  to  pass  through  the  experiences  I  bad  to 
pass  through,  to  ho  required  to  struggle  as  I  had  to  struggle,  drudge  as  I 
have  drudged,  and  submit  to  the  privations  I  have  endured,  I  want  their  lives 
tu  be  tilled  with  sunshine.'  One  cannot  have  too  much  sympathy,  too  much 
respect  for  bim  who  dosirea  to  minimize  the  hardships  of  another's  lite. 
But  there  is  one  Btern  leesoo  which   psrenta  as  well  as   children   must  learn 
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nd  it  is  that  experieoce  cannot  be  acquired  by  proxy — one  moBt  do  his  owd 
ork  and  develop  his  own  strength." 

I  assume  that  at  least  three  fourths  of  thoHe  sitting  before  me  have 
een  born  and  received  the  major  portion  of  their  schooling  in  a  country 
istrict,  and  in  consequence  I  deal  with  my  subject  of  rural  schools  with 
)me  hesitation.  I  was  brought  up  in  the  country  myself  and  realize  that 
hile  we  may  desire  to  leave  it  in  our  youth  and  spread  our  pinions*  every- 
ling  there  is  hallowed  in  our  recollections,  and  no  matter  bow  long  we 
lay  remain  absent  or  how  old  we  may  live,  we  never  lose  our  desire  to 
sturn  or  our  belief  in  the  superiority  of  some  things  left  behind  to  all  else 
1  the  wide  world. 

The  best  thought  of  the  men  and  women  to-day  interested  in  education 
how  to  imorove  the  rural  school.  We  sometimes  hear  it  said  that  we 
light  to  stand  up  for  the  country  school  because  of  what  it  has  done  in  the 
ast,  instead  of  criticizing  it,  and  one  would  sometimes  think  that  the  effort  to 
lise  the  standard  of  rural  schools,  conveyed  some  reproach  upon  rural  life. 
o  amount  of  assertion  that  he  is  well  will  cure  a  sick  man,  if  he  is  really 
ck,  and  it  cannot  be  denied  that  the  rural  schools,  while  they  have  qd- 
3ubtedly  benefitted  by  the  general  diffusion  of  education  and  improved 
ethods  of  teaching,  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  graded  school,  where 
te  best  attainable  teaching  talent  is  secured  by  the  payment  of  better 
laries,  by  supplying  better  buildings  and  by  the  holding  out  of  induce- 
ents  of  attractive  surroundings  to  teachers — an  atmosphere  of  culture — the 
)portunity  to  be  in  and  a  part  of  the  strenuous  life  of  the  town  or  city, 
ith  its  many  varied  interests,  entertainments  and  associations.  After  coo- 
derable  experience  both  as  a  teacher  and  inspector  in  country  schools  I  have 
)  hesitation  in  asserting  that  the  only  advantage  possessed  by  the  rural 
hool  over  the  urban  is  that  of  environment,  and  if  we  can  devise  a  plan 
J  which  the  surroundings  of  the  former  can  be  combined  with  the  advantages 
the  latter,  we  will  have  gone  a  long  way  in  the  directiou  of  the  ideal 
hool. 

Mnn  is  a  gregarious  animal  and  one  of  the  most  notable  tendencies  of 
e  present  time  is  the  growth  of  the  community,  and  the  shrinkage  of  the 
iral  population.  The  deserted  farm  has  become  a  feature  in  the  landscape 
id  furnishes  one  of  the  problems  of  the  present. 

Some  have  ascribed  the  cause  to  too  much  education,  but  I  think  that 
may  be  easily  demonstrated  that  the  absence  of  adequate  educational 
silities  is  the  more  potent  reason. 


The  country  district  coDtiDoea,  qb  it  altrayn  haa  and  always  will,  to  tnp- 
ply  an  iuruHion  of  vigorona  manliood  and  womaoliood  to  the  town.  It  bss 
been  said  that  there  are  "but  tOree  gsDeratioDS  from  ehirtsleevee  to  shirt- 
sleeve a  . " 

Let  us  examine  more  closel;  some  of  the  ccDditioDB  fonud  in  the  raral 
dtatrictg  at.  present, 

Onr  Superintendent  reports  that  there  are  in  (he  Province  something  like 
500  acbnols.  with  an  average  of  less  than  12  pupila.  Hut  yon  may  say  it  ifl  a 
comparalively  poor  country.  It  is  not  more  true  of  this  Province  tlian  of 
other  places. 

It  happens  that  ungraded  rnra1  schools  with  very  smatl  attendance  are 
to  be  found  in  the  most  thickly  peopled  states  and  often  in  proximity  to  large 
cities. 

Xew  York,  the  richest  state  in  the  anion,  in  1895  reported  29S5  schools 
'writL  an  attendance  of  leas  than  10  pupils  each,  and  7,629  with  less  than  20. 

Rhode  Island  reported  64  out  f>f  its  263  t^chools  aa  having  fewer  than  10 
papils  each,  Iowa  3200  with  an  attendance  of  leas  than  10  >ind  6373  with  &D 
attendance  of  leas  than  IS  Maine,  I  think,  has  heen  reported  as  baviog 
15O0  Bcboola  with  an  attendance  of  less  than  10.  I  could  add  almost  indefin- 
itely to  thia  list  bat  so  much  will  show  that  our  case  is  not  by  any  meaDB 
exceptional. 

The  smalt  school  is  necesaarily  the  weak  school,  isolated,  classificntion 
Impossible,  emulation  iinrelt,  entbueiasm  absent.  I  have  often  beard  it  said 
^bat  there  was  a  better  opportunity  for  individiisl  teaching  in  the  country 
eohool  than  in  the  graded.  That  opinion  can  only  be  held  by  those  who 
bnve  bad  no  experience  in  ungraded  schools  or  by  harking  back  to  the 
experience  of  long  ago,  when  the  three  R's  were  the  features  of  the  cur- 
riculum and  clasaifi'tation  was  unknown.  In  even  a  very  small  Bcfaool  with 
eight  or  ten  subjects  to  be  dealt  witb  and  furnishing  the  same  numher  of 
classes  with  a  much  more  irregular  Rttondance,  individual  iuatruction  ia  well 
nigh  impoasible.  Emerson  E.  White,  LL.  D.,in  a  paper  before  the 
National  Council  of  Education,  LJ.  S.,  1804,  says,  -'We  sometimes  hear  of 
the  old-time  country  school  in  which  there  were  no  classes,  each  pupil  being 
tsDgbt  by  himself,  if  taught  at  all ;  but  this  school  exists  in  imagination,  I. 
am  pfltisfied,  and  not  in  history.  If  ever  it  had  an  existence,  it  certainly 
preceded  the  organizatina  of  the  common  school,  if  it  did  not  precede  any 
B^ool  composed  of  more  than  ten    pupils. 

My  father  was  a  pupil  in  one  of  the  early  common  schools  of  New 
England  and  I  was  a  pupil  in  a  still  more  piimitire  school  in  the  tben  back- 
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Woods  of  Ohio,  but  neither  my  father  nor  myself  ever  saw  the  wholly  udcIms- 
ified  couDtry  Scbool,  of  which  the  present  generntioQ  of  teachers  Is  bearing. 

la  at  least  two  of  three  common  branches,  i.  e.  braoobes  common  to 
— the  pupils  ID  tLc  old  time  school  were  classified.  It  is  true  that  little  at- 
tempt was  made  at  clasaitication  in  tencbiug  the  A  B  C's  or  the  a-b  abs, 
bnt  DeccBBity  forced  an  e^rly  cla8ai6cation  in  reading  and  spelling — imper- 
fect it  is  true,  but  necei<Bnry  and  helpful.  X  now  see  iu  my  mind's  eye.  the 
row  of  big  boya  aod  girls,  that  sat  on  the  back  seats  and  read  together  in 
the  old  English  reader,  and  I  also  see  the  rows  of  boys  and  girls  who  coa- 
Atituted  the  siiccessive  classos  in  spelling,  standing  on  the  floor  and  "toeing 
the  mark."  No  attempt  was  made  in  the  first  school  irbicb  I  atteadod  at 
classiticBtion  in  Arithmetic,  and  later  the  attempt  was  first  conGaed  to  the 
multiplication  table,  which  few  pupils  perfectly  mnetered,  and  so  commoa 
drills  were  feasible.  As  a  rule  each  pupil  "  ciphered  "  by  himself,  at  bis 
own  gait,  going  to  the  teacher  or  some  pupil  for  sssistance,  when  needed. 

The  fact  that  moat  of  the  pupils  never  reached  fractions,  and  fewer 
ever  acquired  much  skill  in  inteser  prncesHes,  te  evidence  of  the  weakae^ 
of  individual  work,  even  in  such  a  study  as  arithmetic." 

He  adds  :  "A  few  pupils  who  needed  only  opportunity  for  study,  oudo 
good  prog''»ss  without  instruction,  sometimes  remarkable  progress." 

It  has  been  a  common  impreseion  that  the  rural  districts  contained  a 
smaller  proportion  of  illiterates.  It  may  have  been  true  at  a  former  period, 
but  there  is  now  grave  reason  to  suppose  that  the  fact  is  nownften  the  other 
way.  In  the  state  of  Michigan  this  matter  has  been  statistically  iuvestigaledH 
sud  it  hns  been  found  that  in  cities  there  were  14  illiterates  per  1000  aod  il- 
tbe  country  24,  and  the  strongest  reason  given  tu  auoouut  for  this  \a  the  in— 
Terinrity  of  the  country  schools.  What  is  to  be  done?  Consolidate  thm 
weak  districts  aud  centralize  wherever  possible. 

It  is  no  new  thiai;,  It  began  in  MaHaachusetts  and  has  spread  all  ov^ 
the  United  States.     The  plan  has  been  Hucceaslully  carried  out  in  Auatrall 

and  there  is  not  a  Province  in  Canada  that  I  am  aware  of  but  authomea  i 

though  there  is  yet  but  one  instance  of  its  having  been  carried  out  in  tlrr 
I)omiDioo.  I  am  proud  of  Ibe  fact  that  it  has  been  in  my  inspectoral  dM 
trict  but  I  will  leave  the  details  to  the  gentlemen  to  relale.  who  have  linf 
no  largely  instrumental  in  carrying  it  into  effect,  and  who  are  to  follow  me^ 

I  ha<re  pointed  out  some  of  the  disabilities  that  the  country  schools  in. 
laboDring  under  at  present.     There  are  many  arguments  in  favour  of 
^lan  and  many  have  been  advanced  against  it,    I  have  aammarized  from 


ezperiflDce  and  trom  that  of  others  the  principal  argaments  nsed  o 
>>du  in  order  to  give  conciBeneea  to  the  dieoossioQ  whicli  may  follow. 
Argoments  in  favonr : 

1 .  It  will  secore  bettor  teaobers.  Teaohera  in  small  ungraded  Bchoola 
we  QBaalij  of  limited  edncation,  training  or  experience,  or  are  past  the  age 
of  competition.  The  aalariea  paid  in  cities  and  villages  allow  a  wide  range 
10  the  selection  ol  teachers, 

2.  It  permits  a  better  grading  of  the  scboole  and  olassificatioQ  of  the 
pDpits.  Consolidation  allows  pupils  to  be  placed  where  they  can  work  to 
'h©  best  advantage;  the  varioos  subjects  of  atady  to  be  wisely  selected  and 
Correlated,  and  more  time  to  be  given  to  recitation. 

S.  It  adds  the  stimalatiog  ioflaeocee  of  large  clasees,  with  the  resolting 
euthneissm  and  generous  rivalry.  The  discipline  and  training  ar«  ia- 
valuable. 

4.  It  afiords  the  broader  oompaoionship  and  culture  that  come  from 
Association. 

5.  It  opens  the  doors  to  more  schooling  and  to  schools  of  a  higher 


6.  It  results  in  better  atteDdance  of  pupils,  ae  proved  by  the  experi' 
®**Oe  ia  places  where  it  has  been  tried. 

It  leads  to   better  school  buildings,    bettor  equipment,    a  larger 

^^pply  of  books,  charts,  maps  and  apparatus.     All  these  naturally  follow  a 

"'^^tjcentration  of  people,  wealth  and  iotelllgeuce,  and  aid  in  making  goocl 

oola.     The  wise   expenditure    implied  in  these    better  appoiutmeuta  is 

^^Kid  economy,  for  the  cost  per  pupil  is  really  much  less  thao  the  cost  in 

•■■bII  and  widely  separated  districts. 

6.     It  quickens  public  interest  in  the  schools,  pride  in  the   quality  of 
work  done,  secures  a  greater  sympathy  and  a  better  lellowship  througb- 
**%  the  community. 

9.  It  permits  more  thorough  and  more  easily  acoomplished  superviaioat 

10.  Greater  punctuality  would  be  secured  as  well  aa  a  more  regular 
**%(!ndance  aod  pupils  would  not  need  to  go  away  from  home  to  obtain  ad- 
^^nced  JnstructioD. 
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11.  It  will  reduce  the  per  capita  cost  of  education  in  the  districts 
fected  in  nearly  every  case,  and  without  exception,  after  the  first  cost  ot 
iiildings  has  been  paid. 

12.  It  would  be  better  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils  to  be 
irried  in  comfortable  conveyances  than  to  travel  through  mud  and  snow 
\  they  often  have  to  do  at  present. 

Arguments  against : 

1.  Bad  roads,  especially  in  winter. 

2.  Fear  that  the  expense  will  be  greater  than  under  the  present 
^stem. 

3.  Local  jealousy ;  an  acknowledgement  that  some  other  section  of 
le  parish  has  greater  advantages  and  is  outstripping  other  sections. 

4.  Depreciation  of  property ;  decreased  valuation  of  farms  in  districts 
here  schools  are  closed. 

5.  Dislike  to  send  young  children  to  school  far  from  home,  away 
om  the  oversight  of  parents ;  and  to  provide  a  cold  lunch  for  them  rather 
an  a  warm  dinner. 

6.  Danger  to  health  and  morals ;  children  obliged  to  travel  too  far  in 
Jd  and  stormy  weather ;  obliged  to  walk  too  far  to  meet  the  team,  and 
en  to  ride  to  school  iu  damp  clothing  and  with  wet  feet;  unsuitable  cod- 
)yance  and  uncertain  driver ;  association  with  so  many  children  of  all 
asses  and  conditions ;  lack  of  proper  oversight  during  the  noon  hour. 

7.  Insufficient  and  unsuitable  clothing ;  expense  to  parents  of  prop- 
*Iy  clothing  their  children. 

8.  Some  people  object  to  the  removal  of  the  little  schoolhouse,  since 
furnishes  the  only  public  meeting  house  in  many  places.  They  say  it 
ill  break  up  the  Sunday  School »  the  literary  society  and  other  neighbor- 
)od  gatherings. 

9.  It  is  objected  that  the  children  are  often  wanted  at  home  before 
id  after  school  to  do  chores,  and  if  they  must  start  early  for  a  distant 
bool  and  return  late,  they  will  not  be  able  to  render  this  assistance  and 
ill  miss  learning  much  of  the  practical  work  of  the  farm,  which  they  should 
;quire  when  young. 


10.  Tbat  many  teachers  will  be  thrown  out  of  etaploymeat .  It  ie 
Bv«n  sDggeeted  by  Bome  of  the  western  euperintendeDtH  that  Bome  of  the 
liLtle  district  schools  are  kept  in  operation  to  furaishjoha  for  the  rolatires 
nod  friaDda  of  the  trustees. 

11.  That  the  pupils  receive  less  iadividu.il  attention  in  the  Urge 
ecliool. 

12.  Natural  prODenese  uf  some  people  to  object  to  the  removal  of  any 
oncient  landmark,  or  to  any  innovation,  however  worthy  the  measure  nr 
bowerer  well  received  elsewhere. 

1  have  already  anticipated  aorne  of  the  objections  enumerated,  but  » 
little  farther  esamination  of  eome  of  tbeae  may  not  be  ont  ot  place. 

Bad  Roads. — If  centralization  of  schoola  will  be  an  agency  to  securo 
*>etter  roade,  it  is  a  consummation  to  be  desired.  A  demand  for  anch  mast 
Precede  the  facilities  and  one  of  the  iDstrumenta  may  well  be  the  necessities 
Created  by  centralization  of  schools. 

Cost. — There  ie  a  widespread  opinion  that  the  cost  of  centralization 
ill  be  greater  than  under  the  present  system,  and  every  other  coaaideratiou 
>&  swallowed  cp  in  tbia.  I  could  quote  numberleas  instancea  to  show  the 
*^Qtrary,  in  fact  the  great  mass  of  statistics  obtainable  shows  tbat  the  cost 
■B  less  Ihau  under  the  present  system  I  am  sure  that  it  cao  be  asserted 
<^QfideutIy  tbat  tbia  will  he  true  in  any  sections  where  any  adequate  prov- 
>*iOD  is  made  tor  the  present  support  of  schools.  It  may  not  hold  in  the 
°^eB  of  a  few  districts  that  subordinate  everything  to  cheapness  and  ia> 
efficiency , 

Local  Jkaloost  — This  leads  np  to  a  Ivge  question  and  one  that  in  my 

^P'Uion  must  needs  be  solved  before  centralization  can  become  at  all  general. 

By  our  present  act  districts   must    consolidate   before   the   government 

**Stimes  half  the  cost  of  conveyance.     It  will  be  noticed  that   this   6rBt  step 

*^   been  taken  on  Campobello,  before  centraltzatioD  was  brought  about. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  Institute  should  appoint  a  small  committee 
Competent  persons  to  report  upon  the  advantages  of  parish  or  country 
*^ool  units  instead  uf  the  present  district  ones. 

Such  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  National  Edacatiou  Asssociattou 
'"tlie  United  States  to  report  on  rural  schools,  and  a  more  admirable  and 
'^tnprebensive  report  on  all  phases  of  the  sabject,  I  believe  has  never  been 
*0»de. 

The  committee  was  composed  of  twelve  of  the  moat  noted  educationists 
Ilk  the  United  States  and  included    such  men    as  Wm.  T.    Harris,  Hei 
Balnn,  Hon.  O.  R.  Skinner  and  A.  B.  Poland. 


The  committee  says,  "Considflring  the  great  superiority  of  tiie 
tibip  (parish)  system  over  the  district  aystem,  it  ia  not  a  little  strange 
its  introduction  in  the  room  of  its  competitor  should  have  been  so  steadily 
resisted  as  it  should  have  beeo.  This  opposition  is  due  ia  part  to  the  power 
itf  conservative  habit,  to  part  to  the  belief  that  the  district  system  is  more 
democratic)  and  in  part  to  the  popular  fondness  for  office  holding,  all  con- 
joined with  much  misconception  and  ignorance  in  respect  to  the  merits  of 
the  two  systetDB.  It  has  been  urged  in  favourof  the  distriot  systemby  poUti- 
ciana.that  it  is  the  best  unit  for  oanvasiiae  the  states  for  political  purposes  " 

The  great  advantages  ot  the  change  it  ae^ma  to  me  would  be — the>  equal* 
izatioD  of  the  cost  over  a  larger  area,  by  wbioh  the  weak  section  would  bo 
helped  by  the  strong,  broader  and  mure  intelligent  school  goveiument, 
better  school  appliancoB  of  all  kinds,  better  aalariea  aud  conseqaent  higher 
qualiBoations  for  teaehers,  and  the  lucation  of  schools  in  the  moat  central  and 
convenient  localities,  without  consDlting  local  prejudices.  The  town  and 
village  are  debtor  to  a  very  large  extent  to  the  aurrouuding  coaulry  aad  it  ia 
a  debt  that  has  never  been  repaid.  The  proposal  made  a  lew  years  ago  to 
increase  tbe  county  fund  was  a  most  equitable  one,  and  would  go  in  a  email 
degree  to  rectify  this  inequality. 

Depreciation  of  pbopebty. — The  contrary  has  been  shown  to  be  true 
where  centralization  has  beeu  adopted.  It  has  been  the  difference  between 
the  good  school  and  the  poor  school. 

Danger  to  Health  and  Mo£ll3  — These  dangers  are  largely  imaginary 
and  will  disappear  entirely  with  ordinary  management  and  efficient  scbool 
officers  and  teachers. 

Children  have  always  taken  cold  lunches  to  echool  with  do  evil  reealti, 
in  fact  in  many  districts  it  is  tbe  practice  to  do  so  regardless  ot  diataace, 
because  of  tbe  social  inHacomeDts  of  the  noon  hour. 

Becaose  That  Makt  Tbachbbs  Will  bb  Thrown  Oct  op  Euplotveht, 
— It  is  notorinue  that  tbe  demand  for  third  class  and  local  licensed  teacher* 
ia  almost  entirety  created  by  these  small,  weak  and  often  parsimonious  die 
tricts.  Id  coQsequence  of  this,  salaries  have  been  reduced  more  than  by  any 
other  agency.  Young  and  immature  teachers  of  poor  scholarship  and  IttUe 
training  have  to  be  employed  and  the  service  has  suffered.  It  would  he  to 
the  manifest  advantage  of  all  teachers  if  this  condition  coaaed  to  exiet^ 
and  to  a  still  greater  degree  to  the  districts  concerned.     I   think    it   b   FaJi 
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propoBitioD  and  one  worth;  of  all  acceptasoe,  that  where  the  advantagea 
of  any  plao  can  be  showo  to  esceed  the  diaadTaDtagos,  that  the  same  abonld 
be  adopted.  Ooe  ot  the  priociples  declared  br  the  National  Edacatiooal 
AsBootation  ot  the  United  States  is; — "Legislation  with  respect  to  public 
ednoatioD  mnet  not  wait  for  pnblic  sentiment.  It  ebould  lead  public  senti- 
ment  when  necQBsary.  Experience  teaches  that  what  people  are  compelled 
by  law  to  do  with  respect  to  ecboola,  they  readily  learn  to  do  without  compni- 
sion,  bnt  they  are  nsnally  slow  to  demand  reforms." 

I  am  sure  that  with  the  demaods  being  mnde  upon  our  schools,  that 
under  present  conditions,  the  ungraded  schools  are  not  obtaining  equal 
rights  in  comparison  with  the  graded,  and  that  more  legislation  is  needed  to 
bring  about  equality,  especially  in  the  direction  of  parish  school  boards 
instead  of  the  present  district  ones. 

Some  criticisms,  not  without  justice,  have  been  indulged  in  by  the 
writer  of  a  previous  paper  at  the  expense  of  trustees,  but  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  there  are  limitations  to  tbeii  powers,  and  they  very  oflen 
do  better  than  the  resources  at  their  command  permit,  and  incur  censure 
thereby.     Such  aa  they  are  we  hare  our  respoDsibility  in  educating  them. 

Public  sentiment  needs  educating  in  this  as  in  other  matters,  and  I  am 
relying  apon  the  teachers  to  do  this  work  in  as  far  as  they  may  be  able.  It 
means  much  to  them  all. 

Let  us  remember  that  the  real  value  of  auything  is  in  proportion  to  the 
effort  put  forth  to  obtain  it.

ceeding, for  assessing,  five  per  cent.,  and  for  collecting,  ten 
per  cent.

est thereon,  and  shall  recoup  such  moneys  out  of  any  funds 
subsequently  paid  to  him  on  account  of  the  County  school 
rate. 

20.  The  Warden  of  the  Municipality  of  York,  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Fredericton,  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  in  every  year,,  determine  upon  a  sum 
which  shall  be  sufficient  to  yield  an  amount  equal  to  thirty 
cents  for  every  inhabitant  of  the  County,  as  aforesaid,  to- 
gether with  the  allowance,  as  aforesaid,  for  probable  loss

^^  23.      Any  sum  required   by  any  district  in    further  pay- 

«^  ^  ml  of  teachers'  salaries,  over  and  above  the  sums  provided 
^^     Ihe  Province  and  County,  and  any  sum  required  for  oiher 
Idol  purposes  during  the  year,   including,  without  llmita- 
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tion  by  reason  of  such  particularity  the  purchase  or  improve- 
ment of  school  grounds,  the  purchase,  erection,  repair, 
furnishing,  rent,  care  and  insurance  of  school  houses  aod 
outbuildings,  the  purchase  of  fuel,  light,  prescribed  maps, 
apparatus  and  books  (for  the  use  of  indigent  pupils),  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  accruing  during  the  year  on  money  that  has 
been  borrowed,  or  that  may  be  borrowed,  any  indebtedness 
on  account  of  such  objects  previously  incurred,  the  expense  of 
conveying  children  to  school  in  cases  where  by  law  it  is  pro- 
vided that  any  such  expenses  may  be  incurred,  contingencies 
or  unforseen  expenses,  and  personal  expenses  incurred  by  the 
trustees  in  the  execution  of  the  trust,  when  sanctioned  in 
writing  by  the  inspector,  together  with  any  other  expenses 
required  for  providing  and  maintaining  an  efficient  school  or 
schools,  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  school  district  at  a 
meeting  having  power  to  vote  money  ;  and  any  amount  so 
determined  upon  shall,  whether  or  not  the  several  purposes 
be  specified,  be  assessed  and  levied  as  follows  :  Every  male 
person  (except  he  be  a  clergyman)  between  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  the  age  of  sixty  years,  having  resided  in 
such  district  for  the  period  of  one  month  next  before  the 
making  out  of  the  district  assessment,  as  hereinafter  provided^ 
shall  be  assessed,  and  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as  a 
poll  tax,  but  not  more  than  one  such  poll  tax  shall  be  as- 
sessed in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  any  one  school 
year ;  the  balance  of  the  sum  authorized  to  be  raised  shall  be 
assessed  and  levied  in  respect  of  real  ^nd  personal  property 
4ind  income  according  to  the  following  provisions  : 

(1)  Residents  of  the  district  shall  be  rated  and 
assessed,  in  such  district,  in  respect  of  their  personal 
property  and  income  ratable  for  parish  purposes;  in 
respect  of  their  real  property  they  shall  be  rated  in 
such  district  upon  such  part  thereof  as  lies  within  the 
said  district  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(2)  Non-residents  of  the  district  owning  real 
property  therein  shall,  in  respect  of  such  property,  be 
rated  and  assessed  in  the  district  in  which  it  lies,  ex- 
cept  when  the  property  consists   of  marsh  land,  river 
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island  land,  or  intervale  land  owned  by  residents  of 
the  County,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  rated  and  assess- 
ed in  the  district  in  which  the  owner  resides;  provided, 
however,  that  until  such  time  as  the  boundaries  of 
school  districts  numbers  one,  two  and  ten  in  the 
parish  of  Hopewell  in  the  County  of  Albert,  shall  be 
re-adjusted  by  order  ol  the  Board  ot  Education  the 
resident  ratepayers  of  said  districts  respectively,  shall 
continue  to  be  rated  itnd  assessed  upon  their  real 
estate,  wheresoever  situated,  in  the  district  in  which 
they  severally  reside,  accdidlag  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  65  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes. 

(3)  Corporations  and  companies  (except  railway 
companies  exempted  by  law),  firms  where  any  of  the 
partners  reside  without  the  district,  persons  liable  to 
be  rated  in  a  special  capacity  as  trustees,  executors, 
etc.,  and  persons  non-resident  in  the  district  but  liable 
to  be  rated  as  inhabitants  by  reason  ot  carrying  on 
business  therein,  shall,  in  respect  of  personal  property 
and  income,  (as  the  case  may  be),  be  liable  to  be  rated 
and  assessed  in  the  district  in  which  their  chief  work 
and  business  lie,  or  in  which  the  trustee,  executor, 
etc.,  resides  (as  the  case  may  be);  and  shall,  in  respect 
of  real  property,  be  rated  and  assessed  in  the  district 
in  which  the  real  property  is  situated.  The  company 
or  corporation  may  be  rated  as  such,  or  in  the  name 
of  the  president,  manager  or  agent;  and  the  firm 
shall  be  rated  in  the  name  of  the  firm;  and  the  rales 
shall  be  collected  from  such  officers  (for  the  time  being) 
or  from  any  member  of  the  firm  as  if  they  had  been 
rated  on  their  own  account. 

34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  rates,  upon 
-Wing  any  warrant  for  the  assessing  of  any  County, 
»nty  school,  or  parish  rate,  to  call  upon  the  trustees  of 
ry  district  which  in  whole  or  in  part,  lies  within  the  parish, 
a  copy  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district,  and  for  the 
nes  of  all  non-residents  of  the  district  who  own  real  estate 
h  district,  and  of  all  corporations,firms  as  aforesaid  and 
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persons  not  beings  residents  liable  as  aforesaid  to  be  rated  io 
respect  of  real  or  personal  property  in  the  district,  together 
with  the  nature  of  such  property;  which  statement  of  names 
and  property,  and  copy  of  boundaries,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  trustees  forthwith  to  give. 

25.  The  Trustees  may  also  at  the  same  time  furnish 
the  Assessors  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  other  persons 
liable  to  be  rated  for  school  purposes  in  such  district  and  a 
statement  of  their  ratable  property. 

26.  When  any  person  or  persons,  corporations,  com- 
panies or  firms,  whether  resident  or  non-resident  in  any 
parish,  shall  own  real  estate  in  more  than  one  district  in  such 
parish,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors  of  rates  in  making 
up  their  general  assessment  roll  for  any  County,  County 
school  or  parish  rates,  to  specify  clearly  therein  or  on  a 
separate  paper  or  papers,  filed  with  such  roll,  the  separate 
values  of  *>uch  real  estate  in  each  school  district  or  school 
districts  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situated  so  as  to  enable 
the  County  Secretary  (when  called  upon  by  the  trustees  of 
any  district)  to  place  upon  the  list  of  names  turnished  him  by 
them,  the  correct  taxable  valuation  of  the  real  estate  in  such 
district,  owned  by  any  non-resident  of  the  district,  corpora- 
tion, company,  firm,  as  aforesaid,  or  other  person  above 
referred  to. 

27.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  Section 
twenty-three  of  this  Act,  the  Board  of  Education  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  provision  by  order  as  it 
may  deem  expedient  in  any  particular  case,  that  any  owner 
or  owners  of  real  estate  may  be  assessed  in  respect  of  said 
real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof  either  in  the  district  or  dis- 
tricts in  which  such  owner  or  owners  reside,  or  in  the  district 
or  districts  in  which  such  real  estate  is  situated,  or  the  Board 
of  F!ducation  may  make  such  other  order  as  to  the  assess- 
ment of  such  owner  or  owners  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

28.  I'pon  any  such  order  having  been  made,  the  Chief 
Superintendent  shall  forward  a  copy  thereof  to  the  secretary 
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'ofthe  County  in  which  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  said  order 
are  situate,  and  the  secretaiy  shall  trom  time  to  lime,  as  may 
he  necessary,  communicate  such  order  to  the  assessors  of

Any  non-resident  of  a  district,  corporation,  com- 
1,  as  aforesaid,  or  other  person  as  aforesaid,  owning 
real  estate  in  two  or  more  districts  In  a  parish,  liable  a^ 
aforesaid  to  be  separately  rated  in  each  district,  may,  within 
the  like  time  provided  by  law  for  furnishing  a  statement  on 
oath  of  the  value  of  his  or  their  property,  furnish  the  assess- 
ors with  a  statement  on  oath  in  writing,  of  the  relative  value 
of  his  or  their  real  estate  in  the  several  districts,  as  for 
instance,  that  his  or  their  real  property  in  district  number 
one.  is  one-fourih  (or  as  the  case  may  be),  in  value  of  his  or 
their  entire  real  estate  in  such  parish;  and  the  real  estate  in 
such  district  shall  be  rated  accordingly. 

33.      [a  case   the    assessors    having  been  served  by  the 
trustees  of  any  district  with  a  copy  of   the  boundaries  of  the 
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district,  and    with  the  names  of  persons  liable  to  be  rated 
therein,  and  statement  of  the  nature   of  the  property,  do  not 
rate  such  persons,  or  separately  value  such  property,    they 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  four  dollars,   in  respect  of  each 
omission,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  for  the 
use  of  the  district,  before  any  Justice  of  the    Peace.     The 
penalties  for   any  number   of  omissions,  not  exceeding  ten, 
may  be  recovered  together;  and  the   certificate  of  the  County 
Secretary  that  any  person  is  not  rated,  or  that  any  property 
of  a  non-resident  of  the    district  is  not  specifically  rated  in  a 
certain  district,  shall  be  sufiicient  evidence  of  such  non-rating;, 
but  in  any  such  proceedings  it   shall  be   sufiicient  answer  in

38.  Any  irregularity  or  defect  in  substance  or  form  in

•37.  Ifany  errors  in  the  preparation  of  the  list  submitted 
to  the  County  Secretary,  or  in  the  assessment  made  thereon- 
be  made,  the  trustees  may  at  any  time  before  a  subsequent 
rating:  correct  such  error. 

38.  Every  district  assessment  made,  or  to  be  made, 
shall  be  legal  if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount   ordered  to  be  assessed  more  than  ten  per 


39,  If  relief  be  granted  by  the  proper  authority  for  re- 
ducing parish  rates,  to  any  person  by  reason  of  his  having 
been  over-rated  by  the  assessors  of  rates,  he  shall,  on  request 
made  upon  the  trustees,  and  on  producing  a  certificate  from' 
the  County  Secretary,  be  entitled  lo  have  his  district  assess- 
rnent  rectiSed  in  accordance  therewith,  and  such  excess  shall 
not  be  collected,  or  if  collected,  shall  be  credited  on  hts  rate 
for  the  next  year,  or  shall  be  recoverable  in  action  of  debt 
against  the  Board  of  School  Trustees.

with  a  list  of  all  the  residt;nts  of  ihe  district  liable  to  a  poll 
tax  for  schools,  so  far  as  they  shall  be  able  to  make  such 
list,  and  a  list  duly  certified  by  the  County  Secretary,  of  the 
amount  of  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  property  and  income 
liable  to  be  assessed  in  the  district,  and  on  receipt  of  the 
same,  the  inspector  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Chief  Super- 
intendent lor  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Education,  ' 
shall  authorize  the  trustees  to  levy  and  collect  Ihe  amount  of 
their  estimate,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the  Board  shall  deem 
proper,  and  such  amount  may  be  assessed  and  levied  as  if  tt 
had  been  authorized  by  the  school  meeting. 

4.3.  In  cases  where  the  estimate  of  the  trustees  : 
mitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  under  the  provisions  of  the 
next  preceding  Section,  shall  include  objects  for  which 
money  may  be  borrowed  under  the  provisions  of  sub- Section 
3  of  Section  72.  the  Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to 
grant  authority  to  the  trustees  to  borrow  money  for  such 
objects,  under  the    provisions  cited,  as  fully  as    the  school 

AID  TO    POOR  DISTRICTS. 

44.  Each  inspector  shall,  as  directed  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  determine  and  report  to  the  Chief  Superintendent 
what  school  districts  under  his  supervision  may  be  entitled 
during  the  ensuing  year  to  special  aid  as  poor  districts,  and 
the  Chief  Superintendent  may  allow  to  the  schools  in  such 
districts  such  amount,    not  exceeding  one-third  more  on  the 
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-classification  of  the  teachers  of  such  schools,  from  the  Pro- 
vincial   treasury,  and     one-third  more    per    pupil  from    the 

-County  School  Fund,    than  the  allowance    to  other    school 

-districts  sharing  such  funds  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem 
proper,  taking  into  consideration  the  position  and  circum- 
stances of  such  district.  The  fixed  sum  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
■County  School  Fund,  in  respect  of  each  teacher,  to  schools 

returned  as  poor  schools,  shall  be  forty  dollars. 

THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT. 

45,     The   school  district   shall    have    power   to    elect 

trustees  and  an  auditor,  and  to  determine  upon  all  questions 

-of  local  or  district  support  of  schools  in  conformity  with  this 

Act,  but  no  person  shall  act  as  auditor  of  any  accounts  of  the 

.year  in  which  he  may  have  been  a  trustee. 

L  46.      An  annual  school  meeting  shall  be  held    in  every 

I     -caistrict  on  the  third  Saturday   in   June,  in  each  year,  at  ten 

I      «3*clock  in  the  forenoon;    and  such  meeting,  if  the  first  to  be 

*'>~ie1d  in  any  district,  shall  be  held  at  a  place  in  the  district  to 

fee  named  by  the  inspector,  by  notice  posted  at  least  six  days 

.  previously  in  two    of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district. 

47.  Subsequent  annual  meetings  shall  be  held  in  the 
school  house,  it  convenient,  or  in  such  place  as  the   trustees 

-  M>{  the  district  may  decide  upon,  who  shall  give  notification  of 
the  same  as  above;  but  in  case  ot  want  of  proper  parties,  or 
^of  neglect,  the  inspector  may,  by  similar  notification,  deter- 

"    jnine  the  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

48.  In  all  meetings,  one  of  the  trustees,  or  the  secre- 
tary of  the  trustees,  or  a  person  so  authorized  in  writing  by 
the  trustees,  or  by  the  inspector,  shall  call    the    meeting  to 

-order,  and  act  as  temporary  chairman  until  the  election  of  a 
chairman,  as  provided  by  section  fifty;  and  in  the  election 
of  chairman  none  but  qualified  voters  shall  vote;  and  the 
temporary  chairman  himself  shall  be  a  qualified  voter,  and 
shall  have  but  one  vote,  and  that  in  case  of  a  tie. 

49.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  school 
^meeting  on  any  question  whatever,  unless  he  shall  be  a  rate- 


payer,  either  a  resident  in  the  district  or  non-resident  there- 
in, and  owning  property  in  the  district,  such  rate-payers  to  be 
hereinafter  designated  as  ratepayers  of  the  district,  and  un- 
less he  shall  have  paid  all  district  school  rates  imposed  upon 
him  for  ths  then  preceding  year,  in  case  any  shall  have  been 
imposed. 

50.  At  all  meetings  the  majorily  of  ratepayers  of  the 
district  present  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  chairman  to- 
preside  over  the  meeting,  who  shall  decide  all  questions  of 
order,  and  shall  take  the  votes  of  qualified  voters  only,  de- 
ciding according  to  the  majority  of  votes,  and  shall  give  a 
casting  vote  in  case  of  an  equality  of  votes.  The  secretary 
of  the  Board  ol  Trustees  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  when  there  is  no  secretary  of  the  Board  or  he  is  not 
present,  the  meeting  shall  elect  a  secretary  to  the  meeting. 
The  minutes  of  the  meeting  shall  be  read  to  the  meeting 
before  its  close,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
secretary,  and  transmitted  to  the  trustees  within  ten  days 
after  the  meeting;    such    minutes  shall  be   preserved  by  the

51.  II  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  any  meeting  shall 
be  challenged,  as  unqualified,  the  chairman  shnll  require  the 
person  so  offering  to  vote  to  make  the  following  declaration: 

"  I  do  declare  and  affirm  that  I  am  a  ratepayer  of  this 
district,  that  1  have  paid  all  district  school  rates  imposed 
upon  me  within  the  last  twelve  months,  and  that  1  am  legally 
qualified  to  vote  at  this  meeting." 

Whereupon  the  person  making  such  declaration  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  upon  all  questions  proposed  at  such  meet- 
ings; but  it  any  person  refuse  lo  make  such  declararion  his 
vote  shall  be  rejected;  and  if  any  person  wilfully  makes  a 
false  declaration  of  his  right  to  vole,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  trustees  of 
the  district  for  its  use. 

52.  All  school  meetings  shall  be  held  at  ten  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  may  be    continued  until  four  in  the  after- 
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noon  of  ihe  same  day  and  may  be  adjourned  to  the  next 
Monday  at  ten.  and  conliniied  as  aforesaid,  but  no  further 
adjournmeni  shall  lake  place. 

53,  At  the  annual  school  meeting  the  district  shall  elect 
trustees,  or  a  trustee,  as  hereinafter  providedi  and  an  auditor 
of  the  school  accounts  of  the  coming  year,  and  shall  also 
decide  what  school  accommodation  shall  be  provided,  and 
what  amount  shall  be  raised  by  the  district  for  the  support  of 
teachers  to  supplement  the  sum  provided  as  aforesaid  by  the 
Province  and  County,  and  shall  also  decide  whether  and 
what  sum  shall  be  raised  for  the  purchase  or  building  of 
school  houses,  for  the  purchase  or  improvement  of  school 
grounds,  or  lor  general  school  purposes;  and  shall  receive 
and  pass  upon  the  report  of  trustees. 

54,  Special  meetings  may  be  held  (1st)  upon  the  call 
ot  the  trustees,  lo  fill  an  occasional  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  or  tor  any  necessary  purpose  other  than 
thatof  voting  money;  and  (2nd)  upon  the  requisition  of  a 
majority  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  district,  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  money,  or  adding  to  any  amount  previously  voted  for 
any  purpose  authorized  by  this  .Act;  notice  ofwhich  meet- 
ings, specifying  the  objects  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the 
trustees,  by  posting  notices  of  the  time  and  place  thereof  in 
two  of  the  most  public  places  of  the  di-Jtrict  at  least  six  days 
before  the  time  of  meeting. 

55,  The  Board  of  Education  or  the  Chief  Superinten- 
dent shall  have  power  to  direct  the  inspector  to  call  general 
or  special  meetings  of  the  school  district,  at  such  time  and 
at  such  place  in  the  district  as  to  it  or  him  shall  seem  fit;  and 
such  meeting,  if  a  general  meeting,  shall  have  power  to 
transact  any  business  that  might  be  transacted  at  an  annual 
meeting,  and  if  a  special  meeting,  it  shall  have  power  to 
transact  the  special  business  for  which  it  may  be  called;  the 
like  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  inspector  of  such  meeting, 
as  in  the  case  of  the   first  aunual    meeting  of  a  district,  and 

:  such  notice  shall  specify  that    the  same  is  called  by  order  of  . 
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the  Board  of  Education  or  Chiet  Superintendent,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

56.  The  school  accommodation  to  be  provided  by  the 
district  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  be  in  accordance  with  the 
following  arrangements  : 

For  a  district  having  fifty  pupils  or  under,  a  house  with 
comfortable  sittings  with  one  teacher; 

For  a  district  having  from  fifty  to  eighty  pupils,  a  house 
with  comfortable  sittings,  and  a  good  classroom,  with  one- 
teacher  and  an  assistant ; 

For  a  district  having  from  eighty  to  one  hundred  pupils^ 
a  house  with  comfortable  sittings  and  two  good  classrooms 
with  one  teacher  and  two  assistants,  or  a  house  having  two- 
apartments,  one  for  primary  and  one  for  an  advanced 
department,  with  two  teachers,  or  if  one  commodious  bi  tid- 
ing cannot  be  secured,  two  houses  may  be  provided  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  district,  with  a  teacher  in  each,  one  being 
devoted  to  the  younger  children,  and  the  other  to  more 
advanced ; 

For  a  district  having  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  pupils,  a  house  with  two  adequate  apartments,  one 
for  primary  and  one  for  an  advanced  department,  and  a  good 
classroom  accessible  to  both,  with  two  teachers  and  if  neces- 
sary an  assistant ;  or  if  the  district  be  long  and  narrow,  three 
houses  may  be  provided,  two  for  primary  departments  and. 
one  for  an  advanced  department,  the  former  being  located 
toward  the  extremes  of  the  district,  and  the  latter  at  or  near 
the  centre; 

For  a  district  having  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two- 
hundred  pupils,  a  house  with  three  apartments,  one  for  a. 
primary  department,  one  for  an  advanced,  and  one  for  a  high 
school,  and  at  least  one  good  classroom  common  to  the  two 
latter,  with  three  teachers,  and,  if  necessary,  an  assistant ;. 
or  if  necessary,  schools  may  be  provided  for  the  different 
departments  in  the  different  parts  of  the  district ; 

And  generally  for  any  district  having  two  hundred 
pupils  and  upwards,  a  house  or  houses  with  sufficient  accom- 
modation   for  different    grades   of    primary   and    advanced.

schools,  so  that  in  districts  having  six  hundred  pupils  ant) 
Upwards,  the  ratio  of  pupils  in  the  primary,  advanced  and 
high  school  departments  shall  be  respectively  about  eight, 
three  and  one. 


57. — (I)  When  in  any  school  district  there  are  children 
living  so  remote  from  the  school  house  ihat  they  are  unable 
on  that  account  lo  attend  such  school,  the  ratepayers  of  such 
district  may,  at  the  annual  school  meeting,  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  vote  an  amount  of  money 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  district  to 
convey  such  children  to  and  from  the  school  under  such  rules 
and  regulations,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  such  money 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  district  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  moneys  voted  and  assessed  for  the  mainten- 
nice  of  the  school. 

(2)  Whenever  ;i  majority  of  the  ratepayers  of  two 
or  more  contiguous  districts  agree  lo  unite  into  one 
district  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  central  school,, 
and  of  providing  for  the  conveyance,  lo  and  from  such 
school,  of  the  children  living  at  a  considerable  dis- 
tance therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  preuedinj;  sub-Section,  there  shall  be  granted 
from  the  Provincial  revenues  to  the  Board  of  School 
Triistees  of  such  united  district  a  sum  not  exceeding 
one  half  of  the  total  expense  incurred  on  account  of 
such  conveyance. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Education,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  inspector  and  without  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  ratepayers,  may  order  the  union  of  two 
or  more  contiguous  districts  and  the  conveyance  of 
children  to  a  central  school  in  like  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided for  in  the  two  preceding  sub-Sections,  and  all 
moneys  required  for  the  effective  carrying  out  ot  such 
order  shall  be  levied  and  assessed  on  the  district  or 
districts  affected  by  such  order  as  if  the  same  had. 
been  voted  at  the  annual  school  meeting. 
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TRUSTEES—  THEIR   TERM  OF    OFFICE,  QUALIFICATIONS, 

AND  CORPORATE  RIGHTS. 

58.  There  shall  be  three  trustees  for  each  district, 
-who  shall  be  qualified  voters  and  residents  of  the  school  dis- 
trict ;  and  the  trustees  in  each  district  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  under  the  name  of  **The  Trustees  of  School  Dis- 
trict number  in  the  parish  (or  parishes)  of  in 
the  county  (or  counties)  of  ;"  and  no  such  corpor- 
ation shall  cease  bv  reason  of  the  want  of  trustees. 

59.  The  trustees  shall  remain  in  office  for  three  years, 
except  that,  of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees,  one  of  their  num- 
ber to  he  determined  by  lot  at  the  next  annual  meeting  after 
appointment^  shall  go  out  of  office  at  such  meeting  ;  and 
another  to  be  determined  by  lot  at  the  second  annual  meet- 
ing after  appointment  shall  go  out  of  ofllice  at  such  last  men- 
tioned meeting. 

60.  At  each  annual  meeting  a  trustee  shall  be  elected 
in  place  of  the  one  whose  term  of  office  is  about  expiring,  and 
the  term  of  every  such  trustee  shall  be  three  years. 

Gl.  A  trustee  elected  to  fill  an  occasional  vacancy  shall 
hold  office  only  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  whose 
place  he  fills;  and  any  trustee  may,  with  his  consent  be  re- 
elected, otherwise  he  shall  be  exempted  from  serving  for 
three  years  next  after  leaving  office, 

02.  All  trustees  of  schools,  who  have  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  appointed  or  elected  shall  continue  to  hold  office 
4.intil  others  are  appointed  or  elected  in  their  stead. 

63.  A  trustee  may  resign  his  office  with  the  consent  in 
writing  of  his  co-trustees  and  the  inspector;  without  such 
consent  a  trustee  refusing  to  act  shall  forfeit  a  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  be  collected  by  any  ratepayer  of  the  district,  and 
for  its  use. 

61.  Every  trustee  shall  make  the  following  declaration 
of  office  before  the  chairman  of  the  school  meeting: 
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**  I  will  truly  and  faithfully  to  the  best  of  my  judgment 
and  ability  discharge  thedutiesof  the  office  of  school  trustee,'' 
and  if  any  trustee  shall  not  make  the  declaration  within  ten 
days  after  notice  of  his  election,  his  neglect  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  a  refusal  to  serve  under  the  last  preceding  Section, 
except  that  a  trustee  acting  as  such  shall  be  liable  to  all  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  trustee. 

65.  If  the  chairman  of  a  meeting  be  ekcted  trustee,  he 
shall  make  the  declaration  before  the  secretary  of  the  meet- 
ing; and  a  trustee  appointed  by  the  inspector  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  notice  of  appointment,  make  the  declaration 
before  the  inspector,  or  aoy  person  by  him  authorized  in 
writing  to  take  the  same. 

66.  Where  a  district  at  the  annual  meeting  fails  to 
elect  trustees,  or  to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  trustee- 
ship or  where  a.  trustee  declines  to  act,  a  trustee  or  trustees 
shall  be  appointed  upon  the  written  requisition  of  seven 
ratepayers  in  the  district,  by  the  inspector,  who,  in  case  of  a 
further  neglect  to  act,  shall  have  power  to  make  further  ap- 
pointment^. 

67.  Failure  or  refusal  to  take  the  declaration;  refusal 
or  continued  failure  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  when  notified;  failure  or  refusal  to  call  the  annual 
meeting,  or  special  meetings,  or  post  proper  notices  thereof;, 
and  failure  or  refusal  to  perform  the  duties,  or  exercise  the 
powers  imposed  and  conferred  upon  him  as  a  trustee,  after 
written  request  shall  have  been  made  upon  him  oy  the  in- 
spector to  perform  or  exercise  the  same,  shall  (amongst 
other  things)  constitute  a  declining  to  act  under  the  last 
preceding  Section. 

68.  The  Board  of  Education  or  Chief  Superintendent 
shall  have  power  to  direct  the  inspector  to  exercise  the 
powers  conferred  upon  him  by  the  last  two  preceding  sec- 
tions, in  respect  of  the  appointment  of  a  trustee  or  trustees, 
even  though  no  requisition  of  ratepayers  shall  have  been 
transmitted  to  him  in  that  behalf;  and  in  cases  where  the 
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succession  of  trustees  required  by  law  shall  not  have  been 
•duly  observed  in  their  election  or  appointment,  it  shall  be 
competent  for  the  Board  of  Education  to  make  such  orders 
from  time  to  time  as  it  may  deem  necessary  respecting  the 
constitution  of  any  such  trustee  corporation. 

69.  No  teacher  while  employed  as  such  shall  be  a  trus- 
tee; and  a  continuous  non-residence  of  three  months  by  a 
trustee  shall  cause  the  vacation  of  his  office. 

70.  No  trustee  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
otherwise  than  in  his  corporate  capacity,  in  any  contract 
provided  for  herein,  except  that  a  trustee  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  inspector,  contract  with  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  the  sale  or  purchase  of  a  school  site  or  building". 

71.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  exercise  all  the  cor- 
porate powers  vested  in  them  for  the  fulfillment  of  any  con- 
tract or  agreement  made  by  them;  and  in  case  they,  or  any 
of  them,  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  exercise  such  powers, 
the  trustee  or  trustees  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall  be 
personally  responsible  for  the  non-fulfillment  of  such  contract 
or  agreement. 

DUTIES  AND  POWERS  OF  TRUSTEES  WITH  RESPECT  TO  SCHOOL 

PROPERTY. 

72.  It  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
it  is  hereby  empowered: 

(1)     To  acquire,   take  and  hold  for  the  corpor- 
ation, any  real   or  personal  property,   moneys  or  in- 
come for   school  purposes,  and  to  apply  the  same  ac- 
cording to  the    terms  on  which    the    same  were  ac- 
quired or  received,  with   power,    when  so  authorized 
by  the  school  district  in  annual  meeting,   or  a    meet- 
ing called  for  such  purpose,    to    sell   or  dispose  of  the 
same,    and    apply  the  proceeds    towards  payment  of 
charges  against  the  district  for  purchase     or  erection 
ot  school  property  if  such  charges  exist. 
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(2)  To  purchase  or  rent  lands  or  buildings  for 
school  purposes,  contract  for  the  erection  and  fur-  j 
nishing  ot  school  buildings,  repair  and  keep  in  order 
and  insure  the  buildings  and  furniture,  procure  maps, 
apparatus  and  books  and  generally  to  provide  for  all 
school  services  as  authorized  by  the  school  meeting. 

(3)  To   borrow,    when  authorized  by  the  school 
•  meeting,    money   for  the  purchase  or  improvement  of 

grounds  for  school  purposes,  or  for  the  purchase  or 
building  of  school  houses,  or  for  the  furnishing  of  the 
same;  and  such  amount  shall  be  repaid  by  equal  year- 
ly instalments,  not  exceeding  seven  or  such  greater 
number  of  years  as  the  Board  of  Education  shall  by 
special  order  allow,  with  any  interest  accruing,  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  district,  and  the  money  so  borrowed 
shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  district,  and  for  money  so 
borrowed  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  td 
give  certificates  of  indebtedness. 

(4)  To  determine  the  site  of  the  school  houses, 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  inspector.  When  a 
location  for  the  erection  of  a  school  house  and  neces- 
sary buildings  has  been  so  selected,  ten  rods  at  least 
from  any  dwelling  house  in  districts  other  than  cities, 
towns  and  villages,  and  the  Board  of  trustees  are  un- 
able to  agree  with  the  owner  thereof  for  the  purchase, 
they  may  lay  out  a  school  lot  not  exceeding  forty 
square  rods,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  appraised  in 
the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say:  The  trustees 
sh^ll  apply  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  a  warrant, 
who  is  hereby  required  to  grant  the  same,  directed 
to  either  the  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  or  any  Constable 
within  the  County,  commanding  him  to  summon  five 
disinterested  freeholders  ot  the  County,  not  resident  in 
the  district^  at  a  certain  time  to  be  named  in  such  war- 
rant, to  examine  such  land,  the  said  trustees  or  any 
one  of  them  to  be  present;  and  the  said  jury,  who  are 
to  be  sworn  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall  proceed 
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to  assess  the  same,  provided  it  appears  to  them  thai 
the  trustees  had  given  personal  notice,  to  such  ouner. 
or  such  inquisition,  or  that  notice  thereof  had  been 
posted  in  two  public  places  of  the  district  six  days 
before  the  day  of  such  inquisition;  and  shall  return  the 
amount  of  such  assessment  to  the  County  Secretary, 
and  on  payment  or  tender  of  such  damages  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  take  and  hold  such  lot.  [n  case  the

They  shall  meet,  once  at 
least  each  month,  and  may  adjourn  for  a  shorter  time. 
Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman  on 
personal  notice  given  to  the  members  of  the  board,  or 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

(6)  Each  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  sec-

salaries,  and  unlorseen  and  contingent  expenses,  with 
all  other  current  expenses,  together  with  any  amount 
needed  for  repayment  of  any  temporary  loan  efTected 
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with  the  apprdval  of  the  Governor-in-Council,  and  for  :  J 

payment  of  any  liabilities  incurred  in  reference  to  the  v 

aforegoing  objects  and  purposes  ;  and  shall  within  the  [! 

like  time  notify  the  Council  of  the  aggregate  amount  !< 

thereof,  and  request  the  Council  to  cause  such  amount  \^ 

forthwith  to  be  assessed  and  levied.  .': 

(13)  Such  sum  not  exceeding  for   the   City  of 
Saint  John  eighty  thousand  dollars,  for   the  City  of 
Fredericton,  sixteen  thousand  dollars,  together  with 
any  further  amount  required  for  payment  of  interest 
on    debentures,  and    for    repairing    and     furnishing 
school  buildings  as   aforesaid,  shall,  by  the  Council 
of  the  said  cities  and  towns   respectively,  forthwith 
upon  such  notification ,  and  request,  and  so  as  that  in 
fact    the  rates   herein  mentioned  may    be   made  up».  . 
assessed  and  levied  at  the  same  time  as  other  city  or 

town  rates,  and  either  by  a  separate  assessment,  or  ^ 

by   including  the   same  in  any  other  assessment  for 

town  or  city  purposes,  be  ordered  and  caused  to  be 

assessed,  levied  and  collected;  but  it  shall  be  in  the 

power  of  the  Council,  notwithstanding  such    excess 

as  aforesaid,  to  order  the  assessing  and    levying  of 

the  full  amount    of    such   estimate,  together  with  a 

further  sum  as  aforesaid,  for  repairing  and  furnishing 

school  buildings. 

(14)  The  said  rates  and  assesments  shall  be 
made,  assessed  and  levied  as  follows,  that  is  to  say  : 
A  tax  of  one  dollar  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  on 
the  poll  of  every  male  inhabitant  of  the  district,  be- 
tween the  age  of  twenty-one  and  sixty  years  (except 
clergymen  and  persons  in  indigent  circumstances), 
and  the  balance  of  the  sum  shall  be  assessed  and 
levied  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city  or  town  rates, 
or  as  specially  provided  in  any  city  or  town  for  the 
assessing  and  levying  of  such  balance;  the  said  rates 
and  assessments  shall  be  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other   city   rates  ;  and  the  sum   so  raised 


shall  be    paid  by  the  Chamberl^n  or  Treasurer, 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  notwithfitandi|| 
any  local  law  or  regulation  to  the  contrary. 

(15)  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  authorim^ 
with  the  sanction  ot  the  council,  to  co-operate  witi 
the  governing  body  of  any  school  existent  on  the  Ull 
day  of  May,  1871,  on  such  terms  as  to  the  boaW 
shall  seem  right;  but  any  such  arrangetneat  shall  h 
annual  in  its  nature,  and  shall  be  delermined  by  lapsj 
of  time  or  a  breach  of  conditions,  and  shall  not  incind 
the  building  or  furnishing  of  school  houses,  and  ft 
such  case  the  board  may  make  allowance  to  sud 
schools,  out  of  the  funds  under  its  control;  but  B 
public  funds  shall  be  granted  in  support  of  an 
school,  unless  the  same  be  a  free  school,  and  c<M 
ducted  in  every  respect  in  confoimity  with  this  Afl 
and  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

(IG)  The  Board  of  School  Trustees  of  Saint  JoJ] 
shall  be  and  ihey  are  hereby  authorized  and  et 
powered  under  their  corporate  seal,  to  make  an 
grant  any  tease  or  leases  of  any  land  now  betongiof 
or  which  may  hereafter  belong  to  them,  tor  sue 
term  or  terms  of  years,  and  with  such  covenants  fi! 
renewing  the  same  at  the  expiration  of  the  term,  an 
granting  a  further  lease  or  leases  thereof  to  the  lessH 
or  their  assigns,  and  with  such  other  convenan^ 
conditions  and  provisions  as  to  them  may  »pp^ 
expedient  and  for  the  advantage  of  the  said  Board 
School  Trustees  of  Saint  John;  and  every  such  li 
shall  be  good,  valid  and  effectual  in  law,  and  bindld 
on  the  said  corporation;  provided  always,  that 
every  such  lease  so  to  be  made  and  granted, 
and  adequate  yearly  rental  shall  be  reserved,  payafa 
to  the  said  board,  during  the  continuance  of  d 
original  term  for  which  such  lease  may  be  graoU 
and  any  renewal  or  extension  thereof,  provided  ^

(17)  The    Council    shall    annually    appoint    two- 
auditors  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  the  expenses  of  such  audit  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  board. 

•  (18)     The   title   of  all  school  property  shall    be- 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  such  property 
shall  not  be   subject   to   taxation  or  be  liable  to  be- 
taken in  execution,  but  in  case  of  any  judgement  be- 
ing recovered  argainst   the   Board   of  Trustees,  they 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  Council  of  the  amount  there- 
of, and  the  like  steps  shall  be  taken  by  the  Council  to- 
levy  and  collect  the  same,  as  in  other  cases  provided! 
for  by  this  Act. 

(19)     All  the  provisions   of  this  Act,  except  as 

herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  extend  to  the  City  of 

Saint  John,  to  the  City  of  Fredericton,  to  the  City  of 

Moncton,  and  the  several  towns  to  which  this  section 
may  apply. 

106.     It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation to  separate  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Fredericton, 
in  the  County  of  York,  described  as  follows,  viz.:   **Begin-- 
ning  at  a  point  where  the  Sunbury  County  line  strikes  the 
river  Saint  John  ;  thence  following  the  said  County  line  until 
it  strikes  the  Wilsey  Road,  so  called  ;  thence  following  the 
Wilsey  Road  until  it  strikes  the  river  Saint  John  ;  and  thence - 
down  the  said  river  to   the  place  of  beginning  ;**  from  the 
said  City  of  Fredericton  foe  school  purposes,  and  to  unite 
the  same  to  school  district  No.  2,  in  the  parish  of  Lincoln, 
in  the  County  of  Sunbury,  or  any  part  of  said  last  named 
district,  and  constitute  the  same  a  border  district  under  the 
corporate  name  of  school  district  No.  2  (A),  in  the  parish  of 
Lincoln  and  City  of  Fredericton,  in  the  Counties  of  Sunbury 
and  York  ;  and  such  school  district,  when    so  constituted,, 
shall,  in  all  matters,  relating  to  public  schools,  be  subject  to- 
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the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  amending  Acts,  and  all  regu- 
lations thereunder  made  : 

(a)  The  portion  of  the  City  of  Fredericton 
when  so  set  off  and  constituted  a  separate  district  as 
aforesaid,  and  the  residents  thereot,  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  school  rates  and  taxes  in  the  said  City  of 
Fredericton. 

107.  Children  resident  in  the  locality  which  may  be  so 
separated  from  the  City  of  Fredericton »  constituted  a  school 
district,  shall,  after  being  so  separated,  be  entitled  to  the 
privilege  of  attending  the  Fredericton  schools  free  of  charge 
when  eligible  to  undertake  the  work  in  advance  of  Grade  V. 

INCORPORATED   TOWNS. 

108.  The  provisions  ot  section  one  hundred  and  five 
shall  apply  to  the  towns  of  St.  Stephen,  Milltown,  Chatham, 
Newcastle,  Campbellton  and  Woodstock,  with  the  substi- 
tution of  the  words  **Town  Council"  for  •*City  Council," 
and  '^Treasurer  or  any  other  (iscal  officer''  for  "Chamber- 
lain"  with  a  like  substitution,  the  said  provisions  of  section 
one  hundred  and  five  shall  apply  to  any  town  oow  incorpor- 
ated, or  which  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  •  provided  that 
the  Town  Council,  at  a  meeting  called  for  such  purpose, 
determine  in  tavor  of  the  adoption  of.  such  provisions,  and 
under  its  corporate  seal,  certifies  the  same  to  the  Governor 
in  Council,  who  shall  appoint  a  proportion  of  the  trustees  as 
provided  for  in  sub-section  two  of  section  one  hundred  and 
five. 

109.  The  towns  to  which  the  provisions  of  section  one 
hundred  and  five  apply  may  issue  school  debentures  for  the 
purposes  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  cities  of  Saint 
John  and  Fredericton  by  sub-sections  seven  and  eight  of  said 
section  one  hundred  and  five;  provided  that  such  debentures 
shall  be  made  payable  in  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof, 
and  the  amount  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fortv 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  amount  mentioned  in  section  one 
hundred  and  five,  sub-section  thirteen,  shall  be  in  the  case  of 


City  of  Moncton,   sixteen  thousand  dollars, 
:ase  ot  aoy  incorporated  town,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

110/  The  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  five 
ihall  apply  to  the  City  of  Moncton,  and  the  school  district  of 
the  City  of  Moncton  shall  embrace  all  the  territory  heretofore 
included  in  district  number  five  of  Moncton;  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  ot  Moncton  school  district,  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  powers,  rights  and  duties  cast  upon  or  given  them  by 
virtue  of  the  adoption  ot  the  provisions  of  section  one  hun- 
dred and  five,  succeed  to  all  the  rights  and  property,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  debts  and  engagements  of  school 
district  number  five,  aforesaid;  and  the  City  Council  of 
Moncton  is  hereby  required,  after  the  adoption  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  one  hundred  and  five  as  aforesaid,  to 
exercise  all  such  powers  and  authorities,  and  to  perform  all 
such  acts  within  and  for  said  district  as  are  by  section  one 
hundred  and  five  conferred  upon  and  exercisable  by  the 
Common  Council  ot  Saint  John  and  the  City  Council  of 
Fredericton,  subject  lo  the  provisions  of  sections  one  hun- 
dred and  eight  and  one  hundred  and  nine. 

111.  In  any  case  where  a  school  district  contains 
within  its  limits,  a  city  or  incorporated  town,  for  the  purpose 
of  levying  any  school  rates  upon  said  district,  the  persons, 
properties  and  incomes  ratable  within  the  said  district,  as 
welt  without  as  within  the  said  city  or  incorporated  town, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  ratable  as  if  within  the  said  city  or  in- 
corporated town;  and  the  assessors  of  rates  for  the  said  city 
or  incorporated  town,  shall  for  the  purpose  of  levying  and 
assessing  any  rates  ordered  to  be  levied  by  the  City  or 
Town  Council  in  accordance  with  the  requisition  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  otherwise  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
include  in  the  assessment  list  of  the  said  city  or  town,  the 
name  of  each  person  liable  to  pay  a  school  rale  or  lax,  in 
said  school  district,  whether  resident  therein  or  non-iesident, 
and  whether  resident  within  the  said  dty  or  town,  or  non- 
;  and  such  rates  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  col-

11"2.  The  Governor  in  Council  is  hereby  empowered,  if  ' 
he  shall  see  fit.  to  appoint  an  additional  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  any  city  or  town  to  which  the  provisions  of 
section  one  hundred  and  five  of  this  Act  extend  or  may  be 
extended;  and  in  case  of  such  appointment  by  the  Governor 
in  Council,  the  Common,  City  or  Town  Council,  shall  also 
have  power  to  appoint  an  additional   member  of  such  board. 

113.  Should  the  Governor  in  Council  appoint  a  fifth.  | 
member  to  the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  each  memberap- 
pointed  by  the  Governor  in  Council  in  that  case  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  five  years,  or  until  the  end  ot  the  fifth 
year  following  his  appointment,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  r 
appointment.  Should  the  Common,  City  or  Town  Council  j 
appoint  a  sixth  member  to  the  Board  of  School  Trustees, 
each  member  appointed  by  the  Common,  City  or  Town 
Council  in  that  case  shall  continue  in  office  for  six  years,  or 
until  the  end  ot  the  sixth  year  following  his  appointment, 
and  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 

114,  The  present  members  of  any  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  have  been  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governo:  tn 
Council,  shall  retire,  one  at  the  end  of  each  school  year, 
after  the  passage  hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  appointment, 
or  if  any  two  or  more  were  appointed  at  the  same  time,  then 
in  the  order  in  which  their  names  appear  in  the  Royal 
Gazette  announcing  their  appointments;  and  the  members  of 
any  Board  of  Trustees  who  may  have  been  appointed  by  the 
Common,  City  or  Town  Council,  shall  retire,  one  at  the  end 
of  each  school  year,  after  the  passage  hereof,  in  the  order  of 
their  appointment,  or  if  any  two  or  more  were  appointed  at 
the  same  time,  then  in  the  order  in  which  their  names  ap- 
pear in  the  minute  of  the  Common,  City  or  Town  Council  by 
which  they  were  appointed.

121.  When  the  number  of  children,  exclusive  of  those 
who  are  blind,  or  deat  and  deaf  muirs,  between  the  ages  of 
six  and  twenty  years,  inclusive,  in  any  school  district  does 
not  exceed  twelve,  or  when  the  average  attendance  at  any  J 
school  during  the  school  year,  or  during  such  part  thereof  J 
as  the  school  may  be  open,  is  less  than  six.  no  school  shalll 
be  established  in  such  district,  or  if  already  established  shall] 
continue  to  be  maintained  therein  after  the    termination  i; 
the  school  year  in  which   either  of  the  two  contingencies  in  1 
this    section    mentioned    shall    have    happened,    unless 
Board  of  Education  by  its  order,  shall  permit  such  school  to 
be    established  or  continued  ;    provided,    nevertheless,    (hat  ^ 
annual  school  meetings   shall  continue    to  be  held  i 
district,  and  trustees   elected  therefor;  and  at    each  schoot 
meeting  there  shall  be  voted  such  sum  of  money,  which  shalU

attend  is  situated.  If  the  trustees  of  the  two  districts  can- 
not agree  upon  the  amount  of  tuition  fees  to  be  paid,  the 
same  shall  be  fixed  by  the  inspector  of  the  school,  which  the 
said  children  attend,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 


122.  In  any  case  in  which  a  school  shall  be  closed  by_ 
the  order  of  a  Board  of  Health,  or  any  health  officer  on  ac- 
4:ount  of  the  prevalence  ot  contagious  or  infectious  diseases, 
the  teacher  or  teachers  of  such  school,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
trustees  of  the  district  at  the  rate  of  salary  stated  in  the 
teacher's  contract  for  the  time  during  which  the  school  shall 
remain  closed  ;  provided,  however,  that  no  teacher  shall 
have  a  claim  on  this  account  for  a  longer  period  than  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  closing  of  the  school  ;  or  to 
the  date  of  the  termination  of  his  contract,  in  case  the  con- 
tract shall  terrfiinate  in  less  than  three  months  from  the  clos- 
ing of  the  school.

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New  Brunswick,  a  settlement  within  any  County  or  City  of 
the  Province,  may  apply  to  the  Warden  of  the-Municipality 
or  the  Mayor  of  the  City  for  an  Order  for  the  admission  of 
such  person  into  the  Halifax  Asylum,  or  any  other  Institu- 
tion for  the  Blind  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  and 
the  said  Warden  or  Mayor  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind 
person  is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed  and  has  a  legal 
settlement  in  the  Municipality  or  City,  shall  at  once  grant 
such  Order  for  admission  as  aforesaid  under  his  hand  and 
tlie  corporate  seal  of  the  Municipality  or  City,  and  forward 
the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secratary  for  his  approval  to  be 
endorsed  thereon. 

2.  Such  order  so  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secretary 
shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be  received 
into  the  Halifax  School  or  other  institution  for  the  Blind  as 
aforesaid,  and  subject  to  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed, 
to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  School  terms. 
Pupils  under  thirteen  years  of  age  when  entering  the  school 
shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  be- 
tween the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to 
remain  five  years;  and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen 
and  twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years. 

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
Asylum  or  other  Institution  for  the  Blind,  approved  as 
aforesaid  pursuant  to  this  Act,  and  educated  and  boarded 
therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  such  School  or  Institution 
for  the  Blind  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Provincial 
Treasury,  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum 
payable  half-yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate 
from  the  Coui.ty  School  Fund  of  the  Municipality  to  which 
the  said  blind  person  belongs.  This  section  to  apply  to  the 
blind  persons  in  attendance  at  the  Halifax  Institution  at  Ihe 
time  of  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

4.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  Halifax  School, 
or  other  Institutiou  for  the  Blind  approved  as  aforesaid,  shall 
furnish  semi-annually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in 
each  year,  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  of  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick,  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages. 
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residences,  attendance,  &c.,  of  the  pupils  in  respect  of  whom 
tlie  above  grants  may  be  claimed. 

5.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  County 
School  Fund,  the  Superintendent  ol  Education  shall  include 
the  amounts  due  the  Managers  of  any  Institution  tor  the 
Blind,  and  issue  drafts  therefore  on  the  Treasurers  of  the 
respective  Municipalities. 

6.  In  the  case  of  any  incorporated  City  or  Town  within 
the  Province  in  which  any  blind  person,  as  is  designated  in 
the  first  Section  of  this  Act,  has  a  legal  settlement,  and 
which  City  or  Town  does  not  contribute  to  or  draw  from  the 
County  School  Fund,  there  shall  be  paid  by  such  City  or 
Town  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  said  School  an  allow- 
ance of  seventy-five  dollars  per  annum,  and  such  sum  shall 
iorm  part  ot  the  general  assessment  of  such  City  or  Town 
for  each  blind  person  sent  to  said  Asylum,  and  each  such 
blind  person  sent  to  the  said  Asylum  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
said  Asylum  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  first  Section  of 
this  Act,  the  chief  exedutive  officer  of  the  Corporation  exer- 
cising the  powers  therein  conferred  upon  the  Warden  of  the 
Municipality,  and  there  shall  be  pnid  to  the  said  Managers 
from  the  Provincial  Treasury  for  each  such  blind  person,  for 
which  such  City  or  Town  contributes  such  allowance,  the 
sum  of  seventy-five  dollars  iu  like  manner  as  Is  provided  in 
the  third  Section  of  this  Act.

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Board  of  Education  would  call  the  special  attention  of  School  officers  to- 
the  necessity  of  a  careful  compliance  with  the  explicit  provisions  of  the 
Law  respecting:  the  classification  of  the  pupils  into  regular  g-rades. 
The  following  are  some  of  the  advantages  secured  by  the  grading  of 
the  Schools,  prescribed  by  the  Law:  - 

(x)  It  «are«  Time  and  Labor.— 'In  MiscellaneouR  ScHooIh  the  attainments  of  the  pupiln 
are  varied  and  the  number  ot  the  clasiieii  must  be  larg^e.  In  each  branch  of  study  several 
classes  are  required,  to  instruct  which  requires  far  more  time  and  labor  than  if  the  attain* 
ments  of  the  pupils  were  such  as  to  permit  the  Teacher  to  combine  all  the  classes,  in  a 
g;iven  branch  into  one,  or  at  most,  two  classes.  Graded  Schools  diminish  the  number  of 
separate  classes,  and  thus  save  time  and  labor. 

(i)  It  diminithet  the  Coit  c/  TeaekinO'—U  spraded  Schools  lessen  the  number  of 
classes,  they  likewise  lessen  the  number  of  Teachers  required  to  conduct  them,  and  in 
this  way  diminish  the  cost  of  Teaching. 

(3)  It  render*  Teaehinamore  Effective.— Both  pupils  and  Ti-achers  take  lew  interest 
in  small  classes  than  in  those  which  are  of  good  stKe  Every  one  conversant  with  Schools 
is  aware  that  a  class  of  ten  or  fifteen '  pupils  will  make  greater  progress  than  one  com- 
posed of  two  or  three.  The  pupils  being  of  about  the  same  attainments  each  feels  the 
influence  of  his  fellows,  and  thus  all  are  stimulated  to  high  efforts  and  honorable  emu* 
lation. 

By  grading  it  becomes  po^ble  for  the  Trustees  to  give  the  Schools  the  adVanta^  of 
the  special  talents   or  tastes  of  Te^u:hers.  especially  in   seco  .dary  Schools.    But  few 
persons  can  teach  ten  or  a   doxen   branches   equally  well.    Yet  this  number  is  often  re*' 
quired  in  miscellaneous   or  •  ungraded   Schools.    Well  maiMiged  rgraded  schoob  will  be 
condiiuHed  by  Tfeaoheiv  diosen  for  their  special  fitness  for  the  departments  ot-  which*  they 
have  charge. 

(4)  It  promoUe  Oood  Order.— From  the  very  nature  ol  their  organisation,  graded 
schools  admit  better  system  and  discipline  than  is  possible  in  miscellaneous  Schools. 
When  large  and  small  pupils  are  taught  in  the  same  apartment,  many  sourecs  of  disorder 
arise  which  their  separation  wV>uld  remove.  The  easiest  school  to  go%*ern,  other  things 
being  equal,  is  one  composed  of  pupils  of  nearly  the  same  attainments  and  years, 

(s)  It  prompt*  the  Ambition  qf  PupiU'—The  pupil  knows  that  there  are  higher  de- 
partments of  the  School:  he  sees  his  companions  transferred  to  them,  and  he  naturally 
gives  himself  to  diligent  study  to  hasten  his  own  promotion.  If  judiciously  managed, 
the  constant  spur  of  such  a  motive  may  be  made  a  powerful  element  of  success  in  school 
work. 

(6)  It  render*  it  pom ible  to  give  eon*  iderable  InetrMction  in  the  Higher  Branehe*  tf 
Z^amtn^.— There  is  but  one  opinion  among  those  who  are  competent  to  judge,  as  to  the 
value  of  what  are  called  the  higher  branches  of  education;  and  that  is,  that  no  one  is  able 
to  appredate  the  true  worth  of  knowledge  who  neglects  the  study  of  them.  To  develop 
the  talents  of  our  people,  and  to  place  the  children  alike  oi  the  poor  and  the  rich  on  the 
road  toilibQKil4«ari|Mig.  t;^^ course. of,  st^idyv  must'beswflAcienUsr  extensive  to  embrace  at 
least  the  elements  of  several  of  the  higher  branches.  ■  But  this  cannot  be  done  in  a  satis- 
factory degree,  in  a  miscellaneous  School,  without  neglecting  those  branches  of  study 
which  must  always  hold  the  first  place  in  the  Schools.  To  do  justice  to  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic, '  geogriiph'y,  history.  compoftitnA.  and  English  grammar,  is  well<4iigh  the 
utmost  limit  of  the  Teacher's  ability.  The  law.  therefore,  most  wisely  requires  the  grad- 
ing of  the  Schools  in  all  populous  places,  otherwise  the  education  of  the  vast  majority  of 
our  people  would  of  necessity  stop  at  this  point. 

(?)•—  It  bring*  the  mean*  <^an  Advanced  Edncation  within  the  reach  </  the  Home9 
€^  a  large  number  of  Children.-^lt  has  been  shown  that  by  the  grading  of  Schools  the 
elements  of  an  advanced  education  can  be  taught  with  a  good  degree  of  success ;  and 
this,  in  very  many  cases,  removes  the  necessity  of  children  leaving  home  to  obtain  an  edu- 
cation. The  dangers  of  School-life  generally  increase  in  proportion  to  the  distance  the 
child  is  removed  from  the  family.     A  system  adopted  to  secure  a  good  education,   and

Remark  i. — The  providing  of  a  lllieral  salary  for  the  teacher  will  be 
found  the  best  economy*  If  Districts  provide  a  fair  remuneration  for 
the  efficient  and  worthy  Teacher  there  will  be  no  reason  lo  complain  of 
lack  of  men  and  women  of  high  qualification  a  in  Ihe  leaching  profession. 

The  Act  provides  a  sum  equal  to  otie-half  the  amount  of  Teacfaer«* 
allowances  from  the  Provincial  Treasury  to  licensed  class-room  as^sl- 
ants,  where  the  enrolment  of  pupils  is  50  and  upwards.  The  Board  oT 
Trustees  will  not  receive  any  sum  from  the  County  Fund  in  considera- 
tion of  an  assistant,  but  ibey  will  receive  from  this  Fund  an  equal  sum 
per  pupil  on  Ihe  average  attendance  of  tht  entire  Schont,  when  a  licensed 
Class-room  Assistant  is  employed.

Remark  i. — The   heig-ht  of   the    smallest  School-room    should    be  , 

twelve  feet,  and  this  should  be  increased  even  up  to  sixteen  feet  in  the 
larg^er  houses.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  for  each 
sitting  is  better  than  two  hundred.  i 

Remark  2. — In  building-  new  houses,   sittings  should  generally  be  *    '  '- 

provided  for  about  one-quarter  of  the  entire  population  of  the  District.  I 

Regulation  6.  —  Wardrobes :     A    hall   or   room   separate 
from  the  School-room,  for  depositing  hats,  cloaks,  etc  ,  and  ,     ;

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Regulation  8. —  Ventilation:  It  is  required  that  every 
School-room  have  ample  provision  for  the  admission  and  cir- 
culation of  pure  air,  and  the  escape  of  impure  air.  The  ar- 
rangements for  ventilation  should  be  such  as  to  secure  a 
complete  change  of  atmosphere  at  least  every  half  hour. 

Remark  i. — Without  proper  ventilation  the  School-room  must  be  an 
unhealthy  place,  and  one  pervaded  by  bad  odors.  Nothing*  but  a  con- 
tinuous supply  of  pure  air  can  prevent  restlessness  and  nervous  irrita- 
bility on  the  part  of  both  Teachers  and  pupils  ;  headaches,  bronchitis, 
and  weak  lung-s  ;  a  sluggish  vital  action,  depriving  pupils  and  Teachers 
of  half  their  mental  activity;  and  weariness  and  exhaustion  of  all  the 
members  of  the  School  during  the  latter  part  of  each  day.  In  a  matter 
of  such  vital  importance  it  is  better,  when  practicable,  to  obtain  the 
services  of  an  experienced  architect  to  provide  a  plan  for  a  system  of 
heating  and  ventilation  adapted  to  the  size  and  location  of  the  building, 
and  to  the  special  conditions  to  be  met. 

In  School'hougen  not  havivg  an  efficient  m  thod  of  veniUation  the  air  in 
the  School-room  must  be  thoroughly  changed  at  each  recess  by  opening  the 
windows  and  doortt:    During  School   time,   while  the  pupils  are  seated,. 
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A  space  of  four  to  five  feet,  extending  across  the  room,  should  be  left 
between  the  Teacher's  platform  and  the  pupils'  desks.  From  one  and 
a  half  to  two  and  a  half  feet  should  be  allowed  for  aisles  between  the 
rows  of  desks,  and,  if  possible,  the  aisles  next  to  the  walls  of  the  room 
should  be  three  feet.  VN  hen  single  desks  are  used,  eighteen  inches  to 
two  feet  between  the  rows  will  be  sufficient.     The  size  of  the  pupils  for 

which  any  room  is  intended  must  determine  the  width  of  the  aisles  be-  . 

tween  the  desks.  •! 

Remark  4. — There  should  not  be  any  windows  in  rear  of  the  Teach-  ', 

er's  platform.     The  principal  windows  should  be  in  the  wall  at  the  left  { 

of  the  pupils  when  they  are  seated  at  their  desks.  The  area  of  glass 
in  a  School-room  should  be  abont  one  fifth  the  area  of  the  floor  space 
If  the  left  side  wall  is  not  large  enough  to  give  window  spaces  equal  to 
one  fifth  of  the  floor  space,  then  windows  should  be  placed  in  the  rear 
wall,  or  in  the  wall  to  the  right.  The  bottom  of  the  windows  should  be 
on  a  level  with  the  eyes  of  the  majority  of  the  children  seated  «»t  their 
desks  ;  the  top  of  the  windows  should  be  near  the  ceiling.  All  window 
sashes  should  be  supplied  with  pulleys,  friction  rollers  and  weights,  so  > 

that  they  may  be  easily  raised  and  lowered.  All  windows  should  be 
provided  with  opaque  adjustable  shades.  As  much  unbroken  wall 
space  as  possible,  consistent  with  proper  lighting,  should  be  left  for 
black-boards,  maps  &c.     With  this  end  in  view  the  windows  may  be  * 

placed  in  groups.  The  desks  should  always  be  so  placed  that  the  pu- 
pils may  face  the  entrance  of  the  room. 
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owners,  of  any  room  or  building  rented  for  School  purposes

buildings,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  ^

References  to  the  Act.— Board  of  Education  empowered  to  prescribe  the  arrangre- 
ment  and  order  of  School  premises,  sec.  6  (4);  Grounds  to  be  provided  by  District  Assess* 
ment,  sec.  is ;  by  purchase  and  by  lease,  sees.  33,  7a. 

Money  may  be  borrowed  by  the  District  for  the  piercAofe  or  improxtemeiU  of  School 
\^rounds.  sees,  is,  7a  (3.) 

Grounds  to  be  selected  by  the  Trustees  [and  sanctioned  by  the  Inspector],  and  may  be 
taken  in  certain  cases  without  the  consent  of  the  owner.  Grounds  to  be  held  in  trust  for 
School  purposes  by  the  Trustee-Corporation,  who'  ma>  sell,  or  dispose  of  the  same,  when 
authorized  by  the  School  meeting',  sees,  7a,  to^. 

Regulation  ii. — Location:  The  School-house  should  be 
located  at  a  distance  from  all  sources  of  malaria,  such  as 
swamps,  stagnant  water,  and  the  noxious  gases  generated 
by  some  manufactories.  It  should  also  be  situated  away  from 
the  dust  of  the  street,  and  the  noise  ot  the  mill,  the  work- 
shop or  the  railway  station.  A  dry,  airy  position  (with  a 
gentle  slope  and  a  southern  exposure,  if  possible),  command- 
ing as  attractive  a  prospect  as  natural  facilities  will  permit, 
will  be  found  best  adapted  for  School  purposes.  It  is  indis- 
pensable that  the  ground  be  thoroughly  dry,  and  if  not  so 
naturally,  that  it  be  well  drained.  A  perennial  supply  of  pure 
water  is  also  indispensable.  For  the  moral  health  of  the 
pupils  the  School-house  should  never  be  placed  in  view  of 
«ven  occasional  scenes  of  brutality  or  debauchery.  In  choos- 
'ing  School  sites.  Trustees  and  Inspectors*  are  to  secure  those 
of  readiest  accessibility  to  the  majority  ot  people  to  be  ac- 
commodated, subject  to  such  modifications,  as  a  due  regard, 
in  any  District,  to  the  foregoing  considerations  may  require. 

*The  sanction  of  the  site  by  the  Inspector  should  be  in  writing,  and  the  Trustees  should 
.preserve  the  paper  among  the  public  documents  of  the  School  District. 
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Regulation  12. — Sise  of  Lut:  In  the  country.  School 
grounds  should  be  an  acre  in  extent,  but  not  less  thao  half 
an  acre;  in  villages  not  less  than  a  quarter  of  an  acre;  and  in 
towns  not  less  than  one-eighth  of  an  acre.  Separate  play- 
grounds are  required  for  girls  and  boyn. 

Remark  i. — Ample  ^jrounds  should  be  provided  wherever  paswbk. 
Exercise  is  as  essential  lo  the  health  uf  children  as  air  is  to  ihiar  life, 
and  every  School  should  have  suitable  grounds  for  (^nmcH  and  amusc- 
raenls.  The  relaxalion  and  stimulus  arising  from  physical  eitercise  in 
Ihe  Tresh  air,  al  certain  intervals  during  iLe  day,  are  productive  of  n 
very  salutary  influence  upon  the  intellectual  vigor  of  the  pupils  in 
Iheir  school  work.  Higher  benefits  are  also  secured  by  good  play 
grounds.  They  furnish  an  arena  for  the  display  of  the  real  lernperi, 
dispo»tions,  habils  and  manners  of  the  pupiln.  The  Teacher  while 
superintending  the  pupils  in  the  play-ground,  will  often  obtain  knowledge 
which,  in  his  subse(]uent  instruction,  he  Can  turn  to  the  best  account, 
both  in  the  encouraging  of  what  is  right  and  in  the  dissuading  from 
what  is  wront;  ;  in  a  word,  in  the  moulding  of  moral  (character. 

Remark  2.— In  a  lot  uf  one  acre,  ten  rods  front  and  sixteen  deep  is  a 
convenient  form.  Any  other  fomi  might  be  adopted,  and  the  nature  of 
the  ground  will  often  render  some  other  preferable.  Whatever  may  be 
the  width  or  length,  the  School-house  should  be  placed  in  the  cenli 
the  front,  and  not  less  than  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  from  the  highway.  .A 
high  closed  board  fence,  extending  from  the  rear  of  the  School-house  Ic 
the  rear  of  Ihe  lot,  will  make  a  suitable  division  of  the  play-grounds. 

Regulation  13, —  Walks:  In  carder  to  the  health  and  coin- 
tort  of  the  pupils  in  wet  weather,  and  to  the  cleanliness  ol 
the  School-room,  a  suitable  plank  or  gravel  walk  should  ex- 
tend from  the  highway  to  the  front  door  of  the  School-house.   - 

Similar  walks  are  also  required  from  the  School-house  lo  iln  ■ 

outhouses. 

Regulation  14. — /mfirovement  0/  Gtoutids:     Rough  or  ^•^\ » 

grounds  are  to  be  rendered  as  smooth  and  dry  as  the  natur^^?"^ 
of  the  soil  will  permit.  In  effecting  any  such  improvetnents_  — 
Trustees  and  Teachers  are  earnestly  solicited  to  use  everv^ 
care  to  preserve  the  ornamental  leatures  of  the  griiunds 
wherever  the  .same  may  not  interfere  with  the  requirements 
of  the  play-grounds. 

Remark. — Oftentimes,  without  incurring  any  expense,  and  generally 
by  a  comparatively  trifling  expenditure,  the   School  grounds  may  be

arrang-ed  as  to  be  attractive  to  the  pupfls^  affording-  them  constant 
pleasure  during-  their  School  days,  and  cultivating  in  them  a  taste  for 
the  beautiful  in  nature.  For  the  purposes  of  ornament,  trees  are  at 
once  the  most  beautiful  and  the  most  enduring-. 

In  a  hilly  or  very  broken  region,  the  tall    spiry-topped  trees,  like  the  ^     f : 

pine,  fir,  spruce,  as  well  as  the  cedar  and  hemlock,    would   harmonize  t 

with  the  general  features  of  the  landscape.  The  round-topped  and 
symmetrical  trees,  like  the  oak  and  maple,  are  better  adapted  to  the 
quiet  scenery  of  a  level  region. 

While  a  variety  is  always  desirable,  yet  the  different  kinds  chosen 
for  a  g^ven  spot  oi  group  should  be  somewhat  similar  in  shape.  A 
group  of  oak,  maple  and  basswood,  for  example,  would  be  harmonious, 
while  one  composed  of  Lombardy  poplar,  weeping  willow,  and  fir  would 
be  incongruous. 

Single  trees  should  be  such  as  have  a  graceful  and  beautiful  outline 
and  convey  to  the  mind  the  feeling-  of  completeness.  The  drooping-  elm. 
as  a  single  tree,  is  unsurpassed  for  grace  and  beauty,  when  sufficient 
space  is  left  for  expansion.  It  is  specially  adapted  to  a  level  or  moder- 
ately hilly  region.  The  maple,  basswood,  and  yellow  birch  are  admir- 
able either  as  single  trees  or  as  members  of  a  group. 

Groups  may  consist  of  several  kinds  of  trees  that  are  harmonious  in 
character,  planted  so  closely  tog-ether  that  at  a  little  distance  they  have 
the  appearance  of  a  single  object.  They  should  always  be  composed  of 
one  principal  tree,  larger  and  taller  than  the  rest,  with  the  others 
grouped  around  it  as  subordinates.  The  oak  is  one  of  the  noblest  trees 
as  the  central  object  of  a  g-roup. 

The  sing-le  trees  and  groups  should  be  so  disposed  about  the  School 
premises  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  play-g^rounds,  and  at  the  same  time 
to  produce  as  great  a  variety  as  possible  in  the  appearance  of  the  land- 
scape. If  the  situation  is  a  fine  one,  openings  should  be  left  to  afford 
views  of  distant  objects,  such  as  a  lake,  river,  mountain,  or  the  sea;  all 
of  which  objects  will  appear  more  beautiful  seen  through  a  vista,  bound- 
ed by  the  shifting  foliage  of  the  trees. 

Shrubs  should  be  planted  in  curved  lines,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  com- 
pletely screen  the  approach  to  the  outhouses,  and  to  cover  up  such  por- 
tions of  the  buildings  as  should  not  be  exposed  to  public  gaze. 

Wherever  the  site  of  the  School-house  is  in  an  exposed  position  the 
grounds  should  be  protected  by  a  thick-set  row  of  white  spruce. 

Regulation  15. — Fence  :  The  School  lot  should  be  enclosed 
by  a  close  picket,  board,  post-and-rail,  or  woven  wire 
fence,  substantially  built. 

REMARK.—Pupils  should  not  be  permitted  to  roam  at  will  during  re- 
cess, or  to  play  on  the  public  highway.  The  school  grounds,  moreover, 
cannot  be  kept  in  order  unless  they  are  properly  enclosed.  The  g-ates 
should  be  so  arrang-ed  as  to  prevent  the  entrance  at  any  tihie  of  road- 
side cattle. 
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Regulation  i6. — Apparatus:  It  is  required  that  the  Boan 
of  Trustees  of  each  School  District  provide  such  apparal; 
as  shall  be  found  necessary  for  the  efficient  teachinj 
ich  of  study  pursued  in  the  School.

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Others  have  a  mistaken  notion  that  a  large  amount  of  costly  apparatus 
IS  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  School.  No  money  should  be  wasted 
in  the  purchase  of  useless  articles,  but-the  things  essential  should  always 
be  furnished.  The  ingenious  Teacher  will  usually  explain  and  illustrate 
iiis  lessons  by  the  aid  of  such  common  things  as  can  be  readily  obtained. 
Expensive  apparatus  for  illustrating  principles  of  natural  philosophy  is 
beyond  the  reach  of  most  country  Districts;  but  almost  every  necessary 
experiment  can  be  performed  with  articles  procurable  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, if  the  Teacher  has  zeal  and  a  little  ingenuity.  Pupils  should  be 
-encouraged,  also,  to  make  experiments  themselves  with  apparatus  of 
their  own  devising. 

The  Teacher  should  add  to  the  "general  apparatus,"  by  diligent 
effort,  a  collection  or  cabinet  of  curiosities  and  common  things.  It  will 
form  an  unfailing  source  from  which  important  lessons  may  be  drawn. 
Such  a  collection  should  contain  specimens  of  the  different  metals,  such 
as  iron,  lead,  copper,  tin  and  zinc;  of  the  principal  minerals  which  enter 
into  the  combosition  of  the  rocks,  such  as  quartz,  mica,  hornblende, 
limestone,  ayd  gypsum;  of  the  most  common  chemical  products,  such 
as  salt,  saltpetre,  copperas,  alum,  and  soda;  of  all  the  minerals  in  the 
neighborhood,  such  as  pebbles,  fragments  of  the  rocks,  clay,  sand  and 
especially  such  rocks  as  contain  fossils  ;  of  the  vegetable  world,  consist- 
ing of  the  leaves  and  flowers  of  all  the  plants  and  trees  of  the  vicinity  ; 
the  different  kinds  of  wood,  both  with  and  without  the  bark ;  the  differ- 
ent grains,  like  corn,  wheat,  rye,  buckwheat,  oats,  barley  and  rice; 
other  articles  of  food,  like  sago,  tapioca,  Irish  moss,  capers,  etc.,  and 
the  different  articles  for  household  use,  like  flax,  hemp,  cotton,  gums, 
spices  and  fruits;  of  the  products  of  the  sea,  such  as  shells,  sponges, 
coral,  whalebone,  etc. ;  of  the  most  common  animal  products,  such  as 
wool,  hair,  wax,  ivory,  horn,  bone,  and  of  manufactured  articles,  as 
linen,  woollen,  cotton,  and  silk  fabrics,  leather,  paper,  parchment,  bits 
of  crockery,  porcelain,  and  glass  work,  and  indeed  specimens  of  every- 
thing used  in  the  domestic  arts. 

Regulation  17. — Text-books.  In  a  system  of  non- sectarian 
public  Schools  it  is  necessary  that  both  the  subject  and 
matter  of  instruction  be  such  that  all  denominations  of 
Christians  in  the  Province  can  participate  in  common  in  the 
same.  It  is  generally  conceded,  also,  that  the  very  great 
educational  advantages  secured  by  a  uniformity  of  good 
text-books  (especially  in  rendering  practicable  an  efficient 
classification  of  the  pupils,  by  which  their  progress  is  greatly 
promoted),  far  outweigh  any  possible  disadvantages  that 
may  occasionally  accrue  to  individual  parents,  pupils  or 
teachers^  and  where  Schools  are  liable,  as  in  New  Brunswick, 
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(3)  The  Teacher  may  not  require  or  permit  any  pupil  to  procure  at 
use  as  a  School  text  any  book  not  included  in  the  List  ot  text-books 
prescribed  for  the  use  of  pupils;  but  he  may  at  any  time  request  pupils 
to  consuk,  by  way  of  reference,  any  text-book  prescribed  for  the  use  d( 
Teachers,  or  any  book  permitted  in  the  School  Library  by  the  provi*- 
sions  of  Regulation  34, 

(4)  The  Teacher  is  not  prohibited  from  fllustraling:  and  amplifying 
from  any  source,  the  subject-matter  of  any  prescribed  text-book,  or  the 
subject  of  any  oral  lesson,  provided  always  that  in  any  instruction  or 
•exercises  to   this  end,  he  intellig-ently  and  conscientiously  avoids   any 

infringement  of  the  'ircrvisions  of  Section  i  \q  of  the  Act. 

(5)  Excepting  the  pupils  exercises  arismg"  out  of  the  method  of  in>- 
?*truction  pursued  in  the  several  subjects,  and  original  exercises  of  pupils 
in  compo«it4on,  the  Teacher  is  prohibited  from  requiring  any    pupil  to 

read,  sing,  learn  or  recite  portions  of  prose  or  verse  not  contained  in 
the  text-books  prescribed,  but  he  may  permit  or  request  the  occasional 
reading,  singing,  learning  or  recitation  by  pupils  of  other  portions  of 
prose  or  verse,  provided  always  that  before  giving  such  permission  of 
making  such  request,  he  carefully  ascertains  that  any  such  portion  of 
prose  or  verse  is  not  objectionable  in  form  or  immoral  or  disloyal  in 
sentiment,  and  that  its  use  in  connection  with  School  exercisas  is  not 
forbidden  by  the  provisions  of  Section  n^  of  the  Act. 

(6)  The  Teacher  is  personally  responsible  for  the  faithful  execution 
of  the  requirements  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  clauses  (3),  (4) 
and  (5),  and  for  the  manner  in  which  he  exercises  his  discretion  there- 
\inder, 

(7)  For  use  in  advanced  classes  the  Board  of  Education  hasprescrib- 
%:^d  certain  portions  of  English,  Latin  and  Greek  classical  authors,  and 
designated  cheap  texts  of  acknowledged  excellence  for  the  use  of  pupils. 
Should  any  pupil,  however,  already  possess  another  edition  of  the  pre- 
scribed portions  of  these  authors,  such  edition  may,  on  the  approval  of 
the  Teacher,  and  with  the  view  of  avoiding  unneccesary  expense  to  the 
parent,  be  substituted  for  the  particular  edition  designated  by  the  Board 
"of  Education. 

(8)  In  any  School  in  which  it  may  be  practicable  to  further  the  study 
of  the  English  Classics,  the  Board  of  Education  will,  from  lime  to  time, 
carefully  consider  the  application  of  the  Teacher,  or  of  the  Board  of 
School  Trustees,  In  the  case  of  Cities  and  Incorporated  Towns,  asking 
authority  to  introduce  other  portions  of  English  classical  authors,  pro- 
vided (a)  thai  the  Readers  and  other  English  literary  texts  already  pre- 
scribed for  the  use  of  pupils  have  been  carefully  studied  by  the  class;  (6) 
that  adequate  reasons  arc  given  for  the  use  of  an  additional  text;  (c) 
that  not  more  thar^  one  such  supplementary  text  be  introduced  into  any 
class  or  grade  in  any  Term;  and  (d)  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed  text  be 
transmitted  by  the  Teacher,  or  Board  of  School  Trustees  (as  the  case 
may  be)  with  the  applJcaiion.     An  equal  discretion  in  respect  of  texts. 
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and  subject  to  the  same  conditions  in  its  exercise,  is  allowed  in  ad- 
vanofd  claiises  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  lan^ua)^es.  It  is  to  be  distinctly 
understood  that  the  study  of  extra  p^>rtions  of  Elng'lish,  Latin  and  Greek 
classical  authors  is  not  to  be  prosecuted  in  any  School  to  the  neglect  or 
detriment  of  other  School  studies  of  equal  or  greater  advantage  to  the 
pupils.  Any  application  in  the  above  behalf  is  to  be  made  throug^h  the 
Chief  Superintendent  at  least  one  month  before  the  b^^inning  of  a 
School  Term,  and  no  proposed  text  shall  be  introduced  into  any  School 
until  the  written  authority  therefor  of  the  Board  of  Education,  under  the 
hand  of  the  Chief  Superintendent,  has  been  received  by  the  teacher,  or 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees  (as  the  case  may  be);  and  any  text  so 
authorized  shall  thereafter  be  regarded  as  a  prescribed  text,  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Elducation,  for  use  only  in  the  specified  class  or 
grade  of  the  School  or  department  for  which  It  was  authorized,  and 
shall  only  be  used  as  a  supplementary  to  the  regular  texts.

ing  thereon  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers,  such  day  to  be  known  as  '*  Arbor 
Day,"  and  when  duly  observed  credit  to  be  given  for  it  as  a  lawful 
teaching  day.     See  Remark  and  Notes  under  Reg^.  13. 

Arbor  Day  will  be  regarded  as  duly  obser\'ed  when  the  following*  con- 
ditions are  complied  with: 

(a)  That  the  Friday  in  May  or  June  which  the  Inspector  shall  from 
year  to  year  recommend  to  be  observed  within  his  Inspectoral  district 
is  set  apart  as  Arbor  Day.  ♦ 

(6)  That  Teachers  who  observe  Arbor  Day  make  within  fivt  days 
thereafter  a  report  to  the  Inspector  of  their  District,  which  report  shall 
state  the  name  and  number  of  District,  the  date  on  which  the  day  was 
observed,  what  improvements  were  made  to  the  School  grounds,  the 
number  of  trees  planted,  number  of  shrubs,  or  number  of  flower  beds 
made.  Unless  a  report  is  made  to  the  Inspector,  the  School  must  be 
kept  open  during  both  sessions. 

(c)  That  the  Inspector  forward  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  a  tabular 
synopsis  ofthe  reports  of  the  Teachers  within  his  Inspectoral  District  not 
later  than  June  30th. 

(3)  Saturday  shall  be  regarded  as  a  holiday  in  all  Schools;  but  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  Cities  and  Towns  may,  if  preferred,  allow  a  half- 
holiday  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday. 

2.  Vacations  :  (1)  Excepting  the  student-teachers'  de- 
partment of  the  Normal  School,  no  School  shall  be  in 
session  during  the  time  herein  designated  as  a  Christmas 
vacation,  embracing  two  weeks  (ten  week  days  other  than 
Saturdays,)  beginning  on  the  last  Saturday  preceding  the 
week  in  which  Christmas  falls. 

Simmer  Vacation. 

(2)  Except  in  the  student-teachers'  department  of  the  Normal  School, 
there  shall  be  a  Summer  Vacation  in  all  Schools  of  six  weeks,  beginning- 
on  the  first  day  of  July  ;  but  in  rural  Districts  subject  to  Spring  and 
Autumn  freshets,  or  where  the  harvest  is  late,  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
having  first  obtained  the  formal  approval  in  writing*  of  the  Inspector, 
may  permit  a  part  or  the  whMe  of  the  Summer  Vacation  to  be  taken  at 
another  time.  The  Inspector  shall  notify  the  Chief  Superintendent  of 
each  approval  given  by  him  as  above. 

(3)  In  the  Cities  and  Incorporated  Towns  org^anized  under  Section

G.  Length  of  Daily  Session:  The  term  Schoiil  Hours  shp^-^ 
mean  and  include  all  the  time  between    the  opening  and  tf~^  * 
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close  of  the  School  for  the  day.  The  hours  of  teaching  shall 
not  exceed  six  each  day,  exclusive  of  at  least  an  hour  allow- 
ed at  noon  for  recreation.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  however,  -'[\ 
may,  if  it  desires,  restrict  the  number  of  hours  to  five,  and 
for  the  younger  children  to  four.  A  short  recess  shall  be 
allowed  about  the  middle  of  the  morning  sitting,  and  the 
same  in  the  afternoon  session,  if  deemed  necessary.  In  the 
youngest  Primary  Departments  or  classes  especially,  care 
should  be  exercised  that  the  pupils  are  not  confined  too  close- 
ly or  too  long  in  the  School-room.  [The  Board  of  School 
Trustees  of  St  John  may,  in  its  discretion,  permit  one  daily 
session  during  the  Winter  term  ;  but  the  Board  of  Education 
reserves  to  itself  the  right  of  withdrawing  at  any  time  the 
permission  herein  granted.] 

Regulation  21. — Symbols  or  Emblems  in  the  School  Room: 
Symbols\  or  Emblems  distinctive  of  any  national  or  other 
society,  political  party,  or  religious  organization,  shall  not  be 
exhibited  or  epiiployed  in  the  School-room  in  its  general  ar- 
rangements or  exercises;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  taken 
to  refer  to  any  peculiarity  of  the  Teacher's  garb,  or  to  the 
wearing  of  the  cross  or  other  emblem  worn  by  the  members 
of  any  denomination  of  Christians  or  temperance  organiza- 
tions. 

Regulation  33. — Privilege  of  Teachers  with  respect  to  open^ 
tng and  closing  exercises  of  Schools:  It  shall  be  the  privilege 
of  every  Teacher  to  open  and  close  the  daily  exercises  of  the 
School  by  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture  (out  of  the  common 
or  Douay  version,  as  he  may  prefer),  and  by  offering  the 
Lord's  Prayer.  But  no  Teacher  shall  compel  any  pupil  to  be 
present  at  these  exercises  against  the  wish  of  his  parent  or 
guardian  expressed  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Regulation  33. — Duties  of  Teachers:  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  and  every  Teacher: — 

(i)     To  maintain  a  deportment  becoming  his   position  as  an  educator 
of  the  young";  and  to  strive  diligently  to   have   exemplified   in  the  inter-  * 

course  and  conduct  of  the  pupils   throughout  the   School,  the  principles 
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Education  deems  it  very  desirable  that  Teachers  abstain  from  the  prac- 
tice of  depriving^  pupils  of  recesses  or  nooning'.  [ 

(7)  To  practice  such  discipline  as  may  be  exercised  by  a  kind,  firm, 
and  judicious  parent  in  his  family.  It  is  strictly  enjoined  upon  all 
Teachers  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  indiscreet  haste  in  the  discipline 
of  their  pupils;  and,  in  any  difficult  cases  which  may  occur,  to  apply  to 
the  principal  of  the  School  (if  a  graded  one)  or  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
for  advice  and  direction.*  i 

I 

(8)  Subject  to  the  arrangements  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  see  that 

the  School  house  is  kept  in  proper  order  in  respect  of  cleanliness,  neat-  r 

ness,  heating   and  ventilation;  and  especially  that  the  School-room  is 
>  ready  for   the  reception   of  pupils  at  least  twenty  minutes  before  the 
time  fixed  for  opening  the  School. 

(9)  To  regulate  the  temperature  of  the  School-room  by  a  thermome;« 
ter.  In  winter  the  temperature  during  the  first  School  hour  in  the 
forenoon  or  afternoon  should  not  exceed  70  degrees,  or  66  degrees  dur- 
ing the  rest  of  the  day. 

(10)  To  have  a  care  that  the  yards,  sheds,  and  outhouses  are  kept  in 
order,  and  that  the  School-house  and  premises  are  locked  at  all  proper 

times.  To  exercise  vigilance  over  the  public  School  property  under  his 
•charge,  the  buildings,  outhouses,  fences,  etc.,  furniture,  apparatus, 
and  books, — so  that  they  may  not  receive  unnecessary  injury;  and  give 
prompt  notice  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trustees  of  any  sup- 
plies which  may  be  required  for  the  School,  or  of  any  repairs  which 
may  be  required  to  be  made  to  the  building,  outhouses,     furniture,  etc. 

(ii)  To   keep   in    a   conspicuous  place   in   the   School-room  a  Time-  • 

Table,  showing  the  order  of  exercises  for  each  day  in  the  week  or 
month,  and  the  time  devoted  to  each  per  day. 

(12)  Not  to  be  absent  from  the  school,  except  as  expressly  author- 
ized by  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Education,  without  permission 

from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  unless   in  case   of  sickness,  in  which  case  ' 

the  absence  is  to  be  immediately  reported  to  their  Secretary. 

(13)  I'l  graded  Schools,  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Teachers  of 
the  School  called  by  the  Principal.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal 
of  each  School  to  convene  a  meeting  of  the  Teachers  associated  with 
him  at  least  once  a  month  for  conference  respecting  the  interests  of  all 
the  departments  of  the  School. 

(14)  To   make   an    affidavit   required    by   the  Act,  and  to  furnish  the 

Board  of  Trustees,  when   solicited   by   them   or   their  Secretary,  every  ' 

reasonable  assistance  in  making  the  Returns  required  by  the  Education 

Office. 


*  The  following^  arc  modes  to  be  adopted  or  avoided :  — 

Proper.  —  Reproof  kindly  but  firmly  given,  either  in  private  or  before  the  School,  as 
circumstances  require  it.  or  such  punishment  as  the  case  really  warrants,  administered  as  | 

directed  in  the  Regulation.  j 

Improper.  — Contemptuous  language,  reproof  administered  in  passion,  personal  indig- 
nity or  torture,  and  violations  of  the  laws  ot  health. 
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County  shall  make  written  request  to  the  Inspector  in  such  behalf,  a 
Teachers'  Institute  shall  be  formed  for  such  County,  the  exclusive 
object  of  which  shall  be  to  promote  the  efficient  operation  ot  the  means 
contemplated  by  the  Law  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  conduct  of  all  work  pertaining  to  Teachers  of  Schools. 
To  this  end,  lessons  illustrative  of  method  and  management  may  be 
given,  conversations  and  discussions  had,  papers  read,  and  special 
instruction  given  in  any  subject  of  t6e  School  course.  All  subjects 
and  discussions  foreign  to  the  practicial  duties  of  the  Teacher's  office 
are  to  be  avoided,  and  all  of  the  exercises  shall  be  as  practical  as 
possible.  The  Teachers'  Institute  shall  be  composed  and  directed  as 
follows : 

(i)  All  residents  of  the  County  holding  valid  licenses  from  the  Board 
of  Education  shall  become  members  of  the  Teachers*  Institute  on  enrol- 
ment and  annual  payment  of  such  fee,  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  as  the 
Institute  may  deem  proper.  The  Inspector  shall  be.  esxfficio,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  of  Management  of  each  County  Institute  convening 
within  his  Inspectoral  District. 

(2)  The  Teachers'  Institute  shall  annually  elect  from  among  its 
members  a  President,.  Vice-President,  and  Secretary-Treasurer.  The 
Committee  of  Management  shall  cpnsist  of  the  foregoing  officers  and 
^wo  other  members  annually  chosen.  The  Committee  shall  determine 
the  exercises  for  each  meeting  and  the  order  of  business,  and  the  pro- 
gramme shall  be  duly  forwarded  by  the  Committee  to  the  Chief  Superin- 
tendent. 

(3)  On  giving  written  notice  of  at   least   one   week  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  due  notice  to  the  pupils,  Teachers  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
absent  from  their  Schools  for   the  purpose  of  attending  the  sessions  of 
the  Teachers'  Institute  during  the  days  provided  tor  herein. 

(4)  The  Teachers*  Institute  shall  meet  annually,  and  at  such  place 
and  time  (the  same  being  Thursday  and  Friday)  as  the  Institute  may 
from  year  to  year  determine.  The  sessions  shall  be  held  both  morning 
and  afternoon,  and  shall  continue  through  two  days;  those  on  the  first 
day  shall  begin  at  10  a.  m.,  and  on  the  second  day  at  9  a.  m.  When  a 
suitable  room  can  be  secured  for  the  purpose,  it  is  recommended  that 
on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  a  public  meeting  (whose  object  shall  be 
in  harmony  with  that  of  the  Institute)  be  held  and  addressed  by  the 
Chief  Superintendent  (when  his  duties  will  permit),  the  Inspector,  and. 
other  suitable  persons,  as  the  Committee  may  determine. 

(5)  ^The  President  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the 
sessions  of  the  Teachers'  Institute,  transmit  to  the  Chief  Superintendent, 
in  the  form  to  be  supplied  for  that  purpose,  a  list  of  the  Teachers  present 
at  the  same,  and  the  attendance  at  each  session,  and  in  the  semi- 
annual apportionment  of  the  County  Fund  and  disbursement  of  Provin- 
cial grants,  the  Chief  Superintendent  shall,  in  every  case  in  which  the

meet  during-  the  last  three  teaching  days  in  June  or  during*  the  Summer 
Vacation;  the  number  of  days  the  Institute  shall  be  in  session,  and  the 
programme  of  exercises   for   each   meeting;  and  no  question   shall  be  ^ 

entertained  by  the  Institute  which  has  not  first  received  the  recommend- 
ation of  the  Committee. 

(3)  The  Educational  Institute  shall  appoint  a  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  an  Assistant,  who  shall  receive  the  enrolment  fees  and  pay  them 
•over  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the   Executive  Committee,    keep  a 

record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting,  and  furnish  a  suitable  report 
of  the  same  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  for  publication. 

(4)  The  Chief  Superintendent   shall    preside   at   the  meetings  of  the 
Educational  Institute  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  his  absence 

•or  at  his  request  the  Chancellor  of  the    University   or  other  member  of 
the  Committee  shall  preside.

(6)  If  the  Educational  Institute   has   been   convened  and    in  session 
during  the  last  three  teaching  days   in   June,    the  Secretary-Treasurer 
shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the   sessions,  transmit  to 
the  Chief  Superintendent,  in  the  form  to  be  supplied  for  that   purpose,  a 
list  of  the  Teachers  present  at   the   same,    and  the  attendance  at  each 
session,  and  in  the  semi-annual  apportionment   of  the  County  Fund  and 
disbursement  of  Provincial   grants   the    Chief  Superintendent    shall,  in 
every  case  in  which  the  Teacher  has  attended   all    the  sessions  of  the 
Institute,  allow  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  their  proportion  of  t  he  County 
Fund  for  the  last  three  teaching   days   in   June    as  if  the  School  or  de- 
partment had  been  open,  and  to  the  Teacher   the  Provincial  grant  as  if 
he  had  been  engaged  during  these  three  days  in  teaching  the  School  or 
department  under  his  charge;  and  if  in  any   case    it  shall  appear,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  President  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Institute, 
that  a  Teacher  was  obliged  to  be  absent  from  the  School  one  half  or  the 
whole  of  a  teaching  day  in  order  to  be   present   at  the  first  session,  the 
Chief  Superintendent  may,  upon   the   same   being  specifically  stated  in 
the  list  transmitted  to  him,  allow  the  half  day    or  day,  as  the  case  may 
be. 

(7)  The  Educational  Institute  shall  elect  biennially  one  of  its  members 
(who  must  be  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick)  to  repre- 
sent the  Institute  upon  the  Senate  of  the  University. 

Regulation  25. — Collections y  Subscriptions,  Presents  Etc, : 
No  collections  shall  be  taken  up,  or  subscriptions  solicited 
for  any  purpose,  or  notice  of  shows  or  exhibitions,  or  of  re- 
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Res^ulation  27. — Contagious  Diseases :  No  person  shall  be 
admitted  to  or  continue  in  any  Schopl  as  a  pupil  if  he  is 
afflicted  with,  or  has  been  exposed  to,  any  contagious  dis- 
ease, until  all  danger  of  contagion  from  such  pupil,  or  from 
the  disease  or  exposure,  shall  have  passed  away,  as  certified 
in  writing  by  a  medical  man. 

Regulation  38. — Destruction  of  School  Property:  Any 
School  property  that  may  be  wilfully  injured  or  destroyed  by 
any  pupil  is  to  be  made  good  forthwith  by  his  parent  or 
guardian. 

Regulation  39. — /Requirements  of  Pupils  :  School  officers 
shall  make  the  following  requirements  of  each  and  every 
pupil : 

(i)  Th'at  he  come  to  School  clean  and  tidy  in  his  person  and  clothes; 
:avoid  idleness,  profanity,  falsehood  and  deceit,  quarrelling-  and 
fighting;  be  kind  and  courteous  to  his  fellows,  obedient  to  his  instruc- 
tors, diligent  in  his  studies,  and  conform  to  the  rules  of  the  School. 

(2)  That  he  present  to  the  Teacher  an  excuse  from  his  parent  or 
guardian  for  tardiness  or  absence  from  School. 

(3)  That  he  attend  (in  Districts  having  more  than  one  department) 
the  particular  department  to  which  he  shall  be  assigned  by  the  Trustees. 

(4)  Tl^at  he  be  present  at  each  inspection  and  examination  of  his 
School  or  department,  or  present  a  satisfactory  excuse  for  absence. 

(5)  That  he  be  amenable  to   the  Teacher   for  any  misconduct  onjthe 
School  premises,  or  in   going   to   and   returning  from  School,  except, 
when  accompanied  by  one  of  his  parents  or  his  guardian,  or  some  per- 
son appointed  by  them. 

(6)  That  he  come  to  School  with  the  prescribed  text-books  and 
School  requisites  needed  in  his  class;  and  in  case  his  parents  or  guard- 
ians, after  notice,  fail  to  provide  the  required  books,  the  Trustees  are 
to  provide  the  same,  as  directed  by  the  Law. 


Of  the  Qualifications  and  Licensing  of  Teachers. 

Rkferexcks  to  thb  Act.    Dt£Ferent  classes  of  Teachers,  sec.  13. 
The  Board  of  Education  empowered  to  prescribe  reg^ulations  for  the  classification  of 
Teachers  to  appoint  Examiners,  and  to  grant  and  cancel  licenses,  sec.  5  (4). 

Regulation  30. — Licenses  obtained  previous  to  fanuary  75, 
7872  :  Licenses  issued  (or  recognized)  by  authority  of  the 
Board  of  Education  previous  to  January  15,  1872,  and  which 
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(3)  Holds  a  degrrec  in  Arts  from  a  chartered  College  or  University. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  student-teachers  not  otherwise  eh'iplble  for  examination,  the  princi-  >} 
pal  of  the  Provincial  Normal  School  shall  make,  at  least  two  xoeekn  previous  to  the  date  {■ 
of  the  examination,  a  formal  application  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  in  their  stead,  \ 
sotting  forth  the  period  each  has  attended  the  Normal  School  of  New  Brunswick,  and  } 
certifying  that  in  respect  of  each  there  are  on  file  at  the  Institution  the  certificates  of  '. 
age  and  good  moral  character  required  herein.  In  such  application  the  names  shall  be  ^ 
arranged  under  the  respective  classes  of  License  for  which  application  is  made,  and  the 

average  of  marks  for  the  session  in  scholarship  (including  the  estimate  of  professional 
knowledge)  made  by  each  student-teacher  shall  be  entered  after  his  name  ;  and  no  name 
shall  be  inserted  under  any 'class  except  on  the  concurrence  of  the  Faculty  of  Instructors., 
and  the  Chief  Superintendent  shall  permit  each  student-teacher  to  undergo  examination 
for  that  class  only  under  which  his  name  has  been  placed  in  such  application. 

In  case  any  student-teacher  has  been  recommended  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Normal 
School  for  final  examination  for  a  class  higher  than  that  for  which  he  has  passed  his 
entrance   or   preliminary  examination,   such   student-teacher  may  be  admitted   to  the 
closing  examination  of  the  higher  Class ;  but  before  receiving  his  License  he  shall  be 
required  to  pass,  also,  the  preliminary  examination  for  skid  highei  Class. 

(5)  To  be  eligible  for  examination  for  a  License  of  the  First  Class,  every  candidate 
(unless  holding  a  degree  in  Arts  from  a  chartered  College  or  University)  must  satisfy 
one  or  other  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  That  he  has  attended  the  Provincial  Normal  School  or  other  recognized  Training 
School  for  teac^rs  for  the  period  of  one  School  year,  or  annual  SQiwion,  and  has 
received  a  professional  classification,  Oood  or  Superior  or  other  equiva  lent  certificates 
of  professional  qualification,  and  that  he  has  besides  been  recommended  by  the  Faculty 
of  Instructors  as  possessing  Superior  Scholarship,  and  as  a  fit  and  proper  person  for 
examination  for  License  for  Class  i ;  or 

(h)    That  he  present  with  his  application  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  an  Inspector's- 
certificate  that  he  has  taught  with  success  for  at  least  two  School  years  subsequent  to 
attendance  at  the»Provindal  Normal  School,  and  that  he  has  passed  the  preliminary 
examination  for  First  Class. 

(6)  Graduates  in  Arts  of  a  chartered  College  or  University  who  have  not  undergone 
training  at  the  Provincial  Normal  School  or  other  recognized  Training  School  for 
teachers,  shall,  unless  they  have  taught  for  two  years  in  the  public  Schools  in  an  eflBcient 
and  a  satisfactory  manner,  as  certified  by  the  Inspector,  in  addition  to  their  examination 
in  Reading,  and  written  examination  in  the  syllabus  preseribed  for  the  class  of  License 
for  which  they  apply,  be  required  to  give  practical  illustrations  of  their  knowledge  of 
Method  before  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School  and  one  of  the  Professors  of  the 
University,  who  shall  make  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  a  joint  or  several  report  of  the 
estimate  formed  by  them  of  the  same. 

(7)  Student-Teachers  in  the  French  Department  of  the  Normal  School  shall  be 
eligible  for  examination  for  License  of  the  Third  Class  after  an  attendance  of  one  Term 
of  five  months. 

2.  l^ovincial  Licenses  :  All  licenses  issued  by  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  bearinjj^  date  subsequent  to  January  15,  1872  (except  as 
specially  provided  by  Reg^.  ^^)t  shall  be  under  Seal  of  the  Board  ;  and 
shall  be  valid  throug'hout  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick  during*  the 
good  behavior  of  the  holders.  Licenses  which  advance  the  class  held 
by  those  a,ctually  employed  shall  bear  date  from  the  beginning  of  the 
School  Term  next  ensuing  after  the  examination. 

3.  All  Candidates  for  License  are  required  to  pass  two  Examina- 
tions: The  Entrance  Examination  and  the  Closing  or  Final  Examina- 
tion. The  Entrance  Examination  must  be  passed  by  all  Candidates  for 
admittance  to  the  Normal  School,  and  by  Teachers  seeking  advance  of 
class. 
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the  class  applied  for,  but  no  hig'her  license  shall  be  awarded  him  than 
that  which  his  attainments  in  reading-  entitle  him  to  receive,  until  he 
shall  have  successfully  passed  a  further  examination  in  reading  at  a 
regular  annual  examination,  or,  in  the  case  of  applicants  for  Third 
Class,  at  a  regular  semi-annual  examination.  Provided,  however,  that 
any  candidate  who  has  passed  the  closing  examination  for  Class  I.  or 
Class  II.  in  all  the  required  subjects  other  than  Reading,  and  Drawing, 
may,  upon  the  order  of  the  Chief  Superintendent,  '»e  granted  a  supple- 
mentary  examination  in  either  or  both  of  these  subjects  at  any  time  not 
less  than  three  months  after  the  regular  examination,  and  upon  the 
favorable  report  of  the  examiner,  shall  be  granted  a  license  for  the  class 
applied  for — such  license  to  take  effect  at  thebeginning  of  the  following 
school  term. 

6.  Chief  Superintendent  to  hate  Charge  of  the  Examination:  The 
Chief  Superintendent  of  Education  shall,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
preside  at  every  examination. 

7.  The  Examination  to  be  undergone  in  good  failh:  The  Chief  Super- 
intendent, or  his  deputy,  shall  place  on  file  in  the  Education  Office,  a 
sworn  report  of  the  examination!  in  which  he  shall  record  any  known 
infringement  of  the  Regtilations  of  the  Board.  In  the  event  of  any 
candidate  taking  into  the  room  any  book*,  ilOtes,  or  anythitig  from 
which  to  derive  assistance  in  the  examination,  or  copying  from  another- 
or  allowing  another  to  copy  from  him,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
Superintendent,  or  his  depnty,  to  dismiss  such  candidate  from  the  ex- 
amination, and  to  remove  his  name  from  the  candidates'  list;  but  if  in 
any  case  tlie  evidence  of  want  of  good  faith  be  not  clear  at  the  time,  or 
be  obtained  subsequent  to  such  dismissal,  the  case  shall  be  duly  record- 
ed in  writing,  and  the  candidate's  papers  shall  be  rejected  if  the  evi- 
dence be  conclusive. 

8.  Estimation  of  Candidates'  Papers:  The  entrance  examination 
papers  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Normal  School,  and 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Chief  Superintendent  for  his  approval.  The 
answers  shall  be  estimated  by  the  several  members  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Normal  School  and  such  other  examiners  as  the  Chief  Superintend- 
ent may  appoii\t  from  time  to  time,  and  the  results  collated,  compared, 
and  summed  up  at  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty  to  be  presided  over,  when 
practicable,  by  the  Chief  Superintendent,  in  his  absence  by  the  Princi- 
pal of  the  Normal  School,  who  shall  inform  the  Candidates  not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  August  of  the  result  of  the  examination.  At  the 
end  of  the  closing  examination  the  Chief  Superintendent  shall  promptly 
forward  each  candidate's  papers  to  the  examiners  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  a  portion  to  each  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Chief  Superintendent  from  time  to  time.

be  required  to  make  a  general  averag'e  of  60  or  upwards  on  the  whole  v 

examination  including-  the  marks  for  First  Class,  with  no  marks  on  the  ; 

subjects  of  English  Language,  (Composition  and  Literature  further  be- 
low  50  than  the  general  average  is  above  60.     In  Latin   the  mark  must  ^ 

be  50  or  upwards. 

(d)  In  order  to  obtain  a  License  of  the  Grammar  School  Class,  can- 
didates will  be  required  to  make  a  general  average  of  60  or  upwards  « 
on  the  whole  examination,  with  no  mark  in  the  English  branches  further 

below  50  than  such  average  is  above  60.  In  Latin  the  average  of 
marks  must  be  50  or  upwards,  and  in  Greek  37  or  upwards.  Candidates 
for  this  License  who  have  previously  made  an  average  of  65  or  upwards 
on  the  syllabus  prescribed  for  the  First  Class,  are  to  work  papers 
on  those  subjects  only  which  are  peculiar  to  the  syllabus  for  the  Gram- 
mar School  Class. 

(e)  Practical  illustrations  of  Method  shall  be  valued  as  two  papers. 

11.  IUsuUb  of  Examination:  Each  candidate  shall  be  notified  by 
mail  of  the  result  of  his  examination,  and  be  furnished  with  a  memor. 
andum  of  the  estimates  placed  upon  his  several  papers  by  the  Examin- 
ers. 

1 2.  Graduates  of  Chartered  Colleges  who  have  passed  the  prescrib- 
ed examinations  for  First  Class,  and  whose  under-graduate  courses  of 
study  have  included  all  the  subjects  required  of  Candidates  for  the 
Grammar  School  Class,  and  who  shall  have  subsequently  to  graduation 
taken  a  course  of  at  least  one  year  at  any  accredited  College  or  Uni- 
versity, pursuing  while  there  the  study  of  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  of 
the  Grammar  School  syllabus,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Education  be  granted  a  Grammar  School  License  without  further 
examination. 

Res^ulation33. — (1)  Normal  School  Entrance  Examinations, 
and  Preliminary  Examinations  for  Advance  of  Class. — These 
shall  include  the  following  subjects  for  all  classes,  viz. :  Read- 
ing, Spelling,  Writing,  English  Grammar  and  Composition, 
'Geography,  History,  AHihmetic  and  Elementary  Natural 
Science.  Candidates  for  the  First  Class  will  also  be  required 
to  pass  examinations  on  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Books 
of  Geometry,  with  Exercises,  and  Algebra  to  the  end  of 
Quadratic  Equations.

subjects  of  preucribed  sludy,  according  lo  the  pupil's  assignments  ia 
the  cour»e  of  instruction  pursued  in  Ihe  Scho"l. 

J.  At  Ihe  close  of  Ihe  Term  the  Teacher  shall  present  a  written 
report,  under  his  signature,  lo  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
Slating  <i)  the  names,  with  the  School  standing  for  the  Term  annexed 
to  each,  of  Ihe  pupils  having  first,  second,  and  third  positions;  and  (i) 
the  name  of  any  pupil  who,  while  a  member  of  Ihe  School  or  deparlmenlv 
was  unavoidably  absent,  and  whose  actual  average  daily  standing,  be- 
ing allowed  for  such  days  of  absence,  not  exceeding;  five  in  any  case,, 
would  make  his  School  standing  for  the  Term  equal  lo  that  of  a  pupil 
whose  name  shall  have  been  reported  in  the  foregoing  statement  (i). 
The  Setrelary  of  the  Trustees  shall  keep  Ihe  Teacher's  report  on  file 
for  a  period  of  at  Icasl  Iwo  years. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  award  tbe  Prizes  to  the  pupils  having 
the  hig'hesi  School  standing  for  the  Term;  and  in  making  Ihe  awards 
Ibe  Trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  take  into  consideration,  but  only 
within  the  limilations  specified  in  section  3,  Ihe  case  of  any  pupil  un- 
avoidably absent  from  School.

6.  The  Prizes  shall  be  publicly  presented  through  the  Board  of 
Trustees  al,  or  subsequent  lo,  the  close  of  tbe  Term,  al  Auch  time  and 
place  as  the  Trustees  shall  determine:  and  the  Trustees  may  invite,  in 
their  discrelion,  gentlemen  resident  or  non-resideni  lo  present  the 
Prizes  to  the  winners  on  behalf  of  Ihe  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Dis- 
trict. 
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7.  The  foreg'oing'  conditions  and  reg'ulations  are  applicable  exclus 
'ly  to  Schools,  or  departments,  conducted  by  Teachers  holding-  vs

Qenerai  Directions  to  Trustees. 

On  pp.  135  and  136  will  be  found  references  to  the 
Sections  of  the  School  Act  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  which  bear  most  directly  upon  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  School  Trustees,  The  Forms  given  in  the 
preceding  pages  will  be  found  convenient  for  use  in  the 
discharge  of  official  duties. 

1. — The  Tnislees  represent  the  inhabitants  or  the  Districi,  and  are  to 
t  all  School  business  in  Iheir  «lead,  snd  on  their  behalf.  The 
interests  of  education  cannot  thrive  in  any  District  unless  tbcM; 
officers  efficiently  discharge  their  duties.  A  failhrut  discharg-e  of  tfae 
duties  of  a  Trustee  will  require  no  snutll  labor.  But  c 
may  fairly  claim  the  services  of  its  be^t  men  in  a  nw 

mportance.     Besides,  provision  is  made  for  the  retiring  of 
-s  of  the  Trusteeship  annually. 

2. —  By  ihe  provisions  of  sec.  7J  (i)  it  is  made  the  duty  of  ibe  Board 
of  Trustees  to  provide  School  privile|;e!i  free  for  all  the  children  of  ih« 
District,    and    to   contract    with  teachers.      Every    Board    of    Trustees 
should  exercise  all  its  powers  under  the  law  in  a  wise  diicharge  ofthtse 
duties,  submitlini;   a  clear   report  to  the    annual   meeting;   of  the  edu* 
cational  condition  of  the    District,   the   receipt  and   expenditure  of  ail 
School  moneys,  and  the  amount  that   the  Trustees  estltnate  to  be  r 
quired  for  the  due  discharge  of  their  duties  for  the  year.     It  is  fi>r   1 1: 
meeting  to  add  to  or  diminish  this  estimate  according  to  its  best  Judg- 
ment of  the  requirements  of  the  Dislrict.  Should  the  meeting  fail  to  vol

3- — The  Board  of  Trustees  should,  at  its  first  meeting  after  j 
annual  School  meeting,  fix  the  time  and  plnce  for  its  rej^lar  mecliitl 
during  the  School  year,  say  once  a  month.  When  ihisisdonej 
other  notice  will  be  required  to  be  given  of  any  regular 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Whenever  a  special 
the  Board  becomes  necessary',  each  member  of  the   Board   should 
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Trustees  should  be  carefully  made,  duly  approved  and  permanently 
preserved.  The  careful  observance  of  this  rule  will  prevent  many  dis- 
putes and  difficulties.
